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PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION 





FIRST DAY, JANUARY 29, 1930 


St. Paul’s Cathedral 
Los Angeles, California 


The Thirty-fifth Annual Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles opened with the Celebration of Holy 
Communion in St. Paul’s Cathedral at 9:30 a.m., on Wednes- 
day, January 29, 1930. 

The Bishop of the Diocese, the Right Reverend W. Bertrand 
Stevens, D.D., was the Celebrant. He was assisted by the Rev. 
Canon J. D. H. Browne as Epistoler, and the Rev. Canon R. B. 
Gooden, D.D., as Gospeller, and in the administration of the 
Sacrament by the Rev. Canon L. E. Learned, D.D., the Rev. 
George F. Weld, D.D., and the Rev. George Davidson, D.D. 
The Rey. Charles L. Barnes acted as Server. The Right Rev. 
Peter T. Rowe, D.D., Bishop of Alaska, was present in the 
Chancel. 

At the close of the service, Convention was called to order 
for business, the Bishop of the Diocese taking the chair. 
The Assistant Secretary announced that more than one-third of 
the Clergy and more than one-third of the Parishes and Mis- 
sions had registered, and that a quorum was present, whereupon 
the Chair declared the Convention ready for business. 

The Rev. L. E. Learned, D.D., nominated the Rev. Stephen 
C. Clark, Jr., for Secretary, the nomination being seconded by 
the Rev. George Davidson, D.D. On motion the nominations 
were declared closed and the Chair was asked to cast a unani- 
mous ballot for Mr. Clark who was declared elected. The Sec- 
retary appointed the Rev. Perry G. M. Austin as Assistant 
Secretary. 

The Chairman of the Committee on Dispatch of Business 
having resigned, the Chair appointed the Rev. H. H. Kelley as 
Chairman of this Committee. The Chairman of the Committee 
on Admission of Parishes and Missions having resigned, the 
Chair appointed the Rev. Irving Spencer as Chairman of this 
Committee. ° On motion of the Rev. L. E. Learned, D.D., the 
Convention requested the Bishop to deliver his annual address 
at this time, which he did. (Page 74.) Following the Bishop’s 
Address a motion was made by the Rev. R. B. Gooden, D.D., 
offering the following resolution: 

‘““WHEREAS this Convention has great confidence in the wis- 
dom and vision of the Bishop, and 


“WHEREAS the Bishop in his Annual Address asked that he 
be given the assistance of a Suffragan Bishop, 
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‘*Bg Ir RESOLVED, that the Bishop be requested to appoint a 
Senate of five to consider the matter of Episcopal assistance, 
and, 

‘‘Bre It FurTHER RESOLVED, that the report of the Committee 
be a special order of business at four o’clock this afternoon.’’ 

On motion the resolution was adopted, and the Bishop ap- 
pointed to the Committee the Rev. R. B. Gooden, D.D., the Rev. 
L. E. Learned, D.D., Mr. H. Ivor Thomas, Mr. Colin M. Gair, 
and the Rev. C. L. Barnes. 

The Rev. George Davidson, D.D., moved that a seat and the 
privileges of Convention be given to the Right Rev. Peter T. 
Rowe, D.D. Carried. The hour of noon having arrived, noon- 
day prayers were said’ by the Rev. Alex Lyall. 

The Committee on the Dispatch of Business made the fol- 
lowing report: Reconvene at 2 P.M. Nominations at 3 P.M. 
Report of Special Committee on the portion of the Bishop’s 
Address regarding Episcopal Assistance at 4 P.M. Also that 
the regular order of business for 8 P.M., Wednesday evening, 
be the Mass Meeting as arranged by the Social Service Commis. 
sion; carried. 

The Rev. L. E. Learned, D.D., chairman of the Committee on 
Canons, reported he was happy to state that the Committee had 
no report this year. 

The report of the Bishop’s School for Girls was then pre- 
sented by Miss Caroline Cummins, Headmistress; accepted and 
placed on file. (Page 150.) 

The Rev. Irving Spencer presented the report of the Commit- 
tee on the Incorporation of Parishes and Missions, as follows: 

““This Committee has received and examined applications 
from Amanda Chapel, Carthay Circle, Los Angeles; from the 
Mission of the Holy Spirit, Wilmar; and from St. Paul’s Mis- 
sion, Lancaster; each desiring to be admitted as a Mission in 
Union with Convention. As each application bears the endorse- 
ment of the Bishop, we recommend that these requests be ac- 
cepted. Respectfully submitted, Irving Spencer, A. C. Leigh, 
C. E. C. Hodgson.”’ 

On motion the recommendations were adopted, and the dele- 
gates from these places seated. 

On motion Convention adjourned until 2 P. M. 


AFTERNOON SESSION 


Convention reassembled in the Cathedral House at 2 P.M., 
the Bishop taking the Chair. Mr. W. F. Pascoe presented the 
report of the Committee on Credentials, which was adopted as 
follows: ‘‘Your Committee has inspected the Certificates of 
Election of Delegates submitted to it and finds that forty-nine 
Parishes and twenty-four Missions have elected qualified Dele-

The Treasurer of the Diocese spoke to the motion, stating that 
a salary of $6000.00 could be paid the Suffragan Bishop without 
increasing the Diocesan assessment, $4000.00 being the salary of 
the former Executive Secretary, and $2000.00, the Bishop’s Con- 
vention Discretionary Fund, (voted in 1929), being available. 
Bishop Stevens again emphasized the fact that he desired certain 
qualifications in the Suffragan Bishop in order to be of the great- 
est assistance to him. On motion the report of the Special Com- 
mittee was unanimously accepted. On motion the resolution of 
the Special Committee was unanimously adopted. Moved by the 
Rev. L. E. Learned, D.D., seconded by the Mr. W. A. Monten, 
the following resolution: ‘‘Resolved that this Convention ex- 
press its unanimous confidence in the wisdom of the Bishop, 
and its pleasure in respect to his request for a Suffragan Bishop.’’

EVENING SESSION 


The evening session of Convention was a Mass meeting held 
in the Cathedral according to the program arranged by the 
Social Service Commission. The music was furnished by the 
Choir of St. John’s Parish, Los Angeles. ‘‘Los Pastores,’’ a 
Christmas mystery play, was given by a group from the Neigh- 
borhood Settlement. Addresses were given by the Right Rev. 
Peter T. Rowe, D.D., on ‘‘Social Service in the Arctic,’’ and by 
Dr. Paul F. Cadman on ‘‘A Layman’s View of Social Service.’’ 
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SECOND DAY, JANUARY 30, 1930 


After Morning Prayer, Convention was called to order by the 
Bishop in the Cathedral House at 9:30 am. On motion the 
reading of the minutes was dispensed with and their authenti- 
cation referred to the Chair. 


The Rev. Isaac Holgate was felicitated for his presence at 
Convention. 


On motion of the Treasurer, St. Mary-of-the-Angel’s Mission, 
Los Angeles, having paid its Diocesan assessments, the dele- 
gates from this Mission were given a seat and granted a vote in 
this Convention. 


Convention immediately proceeded to the taking of the first 
ballot. On motion the Secretary was instructed to cast the bal- 
lot of Convention for the seven men nominated as Directors 
of the Corporation of the Diocese; for the Clergyman nomi- 
nated for the Registrar ; for the Layman nominated to the Board 
of Directors of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan; and for the 
three Clergymen nominated as representatives on the three Pro- 
vincial Boards. There being no other nominations for any of 
these offices, the Secretary cast the ballot and the following were 
elected : 

For Directors of the Corporation of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles, The Rt. Rev. W. B. Stev- 
ens, D.D.; Mr. Merton A. Albee; Dr. J. E. Cowles; Mr. A. W. 
Morgan; Mr. G. W. H. Allen; Mr. H. H. Duryee; Mr. H. Ivor 
Thomas. As Registrar, The Rev. Ray O. Miller. As Representa- 
tives on the Provincial Boards; for Religious Education, The 
Rev. E. T. Lewis; for Social Service, the Rev. P. G. M. Austin; 
for the Board of Missions, The Rev. G. F. Weld, D.D. As mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors of the Hospital of the Good 
Samaritan, Mr. Chester T. Hoag. 


The following resolution was made by the Rev. Canon Browne 
and on motion adopted: ‘‘Members of Convention send affection- 
ate greetings to their absent brethren, the Rev. Canon Hibbard, 
the Rev. M. C. Dotten, Ph.D., the Rev. G. H. Cornell, D.D., and 
the Rev. Chaplain Hubbard, and pray that our Heavenly 
Father’s loving, tender mercies may sustain and bless them, and 
the Saviour’s gracious promises comfort and strengthen them 
all the days of their life until they find the Eternal Rest that 
remaineth for the people of God.’’ The Secretary was instructed 
to send letters to the same. 

The Report of the Committee on the Church Pension Fund 
was presented by Mr. C. M. Gair; on motion accepted and placed 
on file. (Page 135.) Mr. Gair explained briefly some of the 
details in connection with the Church Fire Insurance Corpora- 
tion. 

The Chair announced that he had just received word of the 
death of the Presiding Bishop, the Most Reverend Charles Palm-

erston Anderson, D.D., and Convention rose while he led the 
prayer. On motion the Rev. R. B. Gooden, D.D., the Secretary 
was instructed to send telegrams to the National Council, the 
Diocese of Chicago, and the Bishop’s family expressing the sym- 
pathy of the Convention. 


Mr. Paul Rusch spoke briefly on St. Luke’s International 
Hospital at Tokyo. He stated that $22,037.47 had been contrib- 
uted by the Diocese to date, and that $7000 more was hoped for. 
He commended especially the Girls’ Friendly Society, the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, St. John’s Church, Los Angeles; All Saints’ 
Church, Pasadena; All Saints’ Church, Montecito, and Trinity 
Church, Santa Barbara. He announced that a little over half of 
the National objective had been raised, there still being something 
over one million dollars needed, and that the campaign would 
not close until every dollar was raised. 


The report of the Church Extension Society was presented 
by the Rev. Canon Browne, who commented briefly on the life 
and work of the late Dr. Trew; on motion accepted and placed 
on file. (Page 181.) Canon Browne nominated the following 
for directors of the Church Extension.

A 
greeting from Mrs. Lawrence was read by the Rev. P. G. M. 
Austin and on motion accepted as part of the report. 


Bishop Stevens asked the privilege of the floor to say a few 
words about the death of the Presiding Bishop, saying that he 
had in a very true sense sacrificed himself for the Church. The 
Rev. F. J. Bate also eulogized Bishop Anderson, and suggested 
that all who had served under him stand up. The hour of noon 
having arrived, prayers for Missions were said by the Rev. S. R. 
‘Hammond. 


The report of the Home for the Aged was presented by Mrs. 
W. A. Holt; on motion accepted and placed on file. (Page 147.) 


The report of the Treasurer of the Diocese was then pre- 
sented by Mr. H. Ivor Thomas (page 161) on motion accepted. 
Canon Browne took the chair in the absence of the Bishop. 


The report of the Neighborhood Settlement was presented 
by Miss G. Louise Hull; accepted and placed on file. (Page 154.) 
Bishop Stevens announced that Miss Hull and Miss Claire 
F. Coursen were soon to resign but he was pleased to announce 
that Mrs. Robert A. Woods, formerly of South End House, Bos- 
ton, would become the head-worker. The Bishop returned to the 
Chair. 

On motion Convention voted to adjourn at 12:30 p. m., after 
taking of the second ballot, the Chair declared the Convention 
adjourned until 2:30 p.m.

The Judge of Elections announced as result of the Second

No election of the alternate delegates to the Synod. The 
Rev. H. G. Gray requested that his name be withdrawn from 
the ballot for alternate delegates to the Synod. 
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The Bishop announced the appointment of the Hon. Fred- 
erick C. Valentine as Chancellor of the Diocese. Judge Valen- 
tine spoke a few words, expressing his joy at being present after 
a very serious illness. The Chair also called the attention of 
Convention to the presence of the Rev. Duncan F. McKenzie, 
who had been ill. 


Mr. Robert A. Lindsay spoke of the coming visit of the 
Bishop of Aberdeen, and also of the Bishop Seabury Memorial 
Shrine, the Cathedral Church of St. Andrew, to be built in Aber- 
deen as a memorial to the first Bishop of the American Church. 
The Rey. L. E. Learned, D.D., spoke, commending the visit of 
the Bishop of Aberdeen, as did the Rev. George Davidson, D. D., 
and both urged the people of the Diocese to respond to his ap- 
peal. Dr. Davidson made a motion that all checks for this fund 
be sent to the Treasurer of the Diocese, with the purpose desig- 
nated ; carried. 


The Report of the Treasurer on delinquent Parishes and Mis- 
sions was received as the order of the day. He reported 12 Par- 
ishes and Missions still delinquent, and recommended that they 
be denied a vote in the Special Meeting of Convention. The 
total amount of these arrears was about $3000.00. Considerable 
discussion ensued during which the Treasurer recommended the 
remission of the arrears of Burbank, Santa Ana, Sierra Madre, 
Huntington Park, these having paid more than one-third of their 
assessments. The Rev. George Davidson, D. D. moved that all 
delinquent assessments of the Parishes and Missions be remitted, 
that they may be reinstated in good standing in this Convention 
and vote for Suffragan Bishop at the Special meeting of Con- 
vention. Seconded by Dr. Learned and carried.

The report of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan was read 
by the Rev. T. C. Marshall; accepted and placed on file. (Page 
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141.) Bishop Stevens spoke of the fine work being done by the 
Hospital, and expressed the wish that non-profit hospitals be nc~ 
taxed. 


The Chair made the following appointments: To the Board 
of Examining Chaplains for a 4-year term to succeed himself, the 
Rev. C. R. Barnes. To the Board of Examining Chaplains to 
fill the unexpired term of the Rev. Robert L. Windsor, the Rev. 
W.N. Pierson. 

On motion, Convention ratified these appointments. 

The Chair then read the appointments of the Regular and 
Special Committees of Convention for the ensuing year, as found 
on pages 4 and 5 of this Journal. 

Moved by the Rey. Stephen C. Clark, Jr., that the appoint- 
ment of the other committees be left to the Chair to be an- 
nounced later.

The Report of the Auditing Committee was presented by Mr.

The Rev. E. T. Lewis made an address on the work of the 
Golden Rule Foundation, commending the work of this 
foundation. 


The following resolution was presented by Mr. C. M. Gair: 


““RESOLVED: That a nominating committee be appointed to 
make nominations for all officers to be elected at the Convention 
of 1931. That the Parishes and Missions be requested to send in 
names for consideration. That the committee be allowed to nom- 
inate as many for each office as it deems it wise.’’ 

After considerable discussion it was moved and carried that 
the resolution be adopted.

It is a list of saintly and wise leaders whose counsel in the 
affairs of the Church will be sorely missed: The Rt. Rev. John 
Gardner Murray, D. D., beloved and able Presiding Bishop of 
the Church and Bishop of Maryland; the Rt. Rev. Charles Henry 
Brent, D. D., Bishop of Western New York; the Rt. Rev. Thomas 
Nevin Morrison, D. D., Bishop of Iowa; the Rt. Rev. Lucien Lee 
Kinsolving, D. D., retired Bishop of Brazil; the Rt. Rev. Davis 
Sessums, D.D., Bishop of Louisiana; the Rt. Rev. Beverley Dan- 
dridge Tucker, D. D., Bishop of Southern Virginia. 


Among our own clergy I regret to report the following 
deaths: the Rev. Robert L. Windsor, Secretary of this Conven- 
tion, member of the Standing Committee, Registrar of the Dio- 
cese and an Examining Chaplain, a faithful and prominent 
Priest of the Diocese for many years; the Rev. Herbert Percy 
Hames, consecrated Vicar of Christ Church, Redondo Beach; 
the Rev. William Carson Shaw, devoted Rector Emeritus of the 
Church of the Ascension, Sierra Madre; the Rev. Francis M. 
Wilson, Ph. D., beloved Vicar of St. Stephen’s Church, Beau- 
mont. 


Of the former members of this Convention there have passed 
away, Mr. Charles Osborn of Santa Ana; Mr. I. Lea Collins of 
Orange; Mr. Kenneth Carter of Whittier; Messrs. Louis Dietz 
and Tasker Marvin Webster of Sierra Madre; Mr. H. H. Garstin 
of Redlands; Mr. Victor D. Loly of Anaheim and later Pasa- 
dena; Mr. Charles R. Coleman of Oxnard, Mr. Lafayette S. 
Porter of Pasadena, and Mr. J. M. Elliott of St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral. All these laymen were active and useful in Church affairs 
in their respective parishes as well as in the Diocese. The people 
of the Diocese feel a great sense of loss in the deaths of Mrs. 
Charles E. Deuel and Mrs. William Bedford-J ones, loyal church- 
women and helpmeets, and in that of Miss Frances E. Tomlin- 
son, one of the founders of St. James’ Church, La Jolla, and in 
that of Mrs. Anna F. Doolittle, generous benefactor of many 
parishes. Let us pray. 


‘“‘O God, whose mercies cannot be numbered, accept our 
prayers on behalf of the souls of Thy servants departed and 
grant them an entrance into the land of light and joy in the 
P of Thy Saints, through Jesus Christ, Our Lord. 

men.’’ 


Many interesting events both in the Church and outside have 
been commanding the attention of Christian people of late. In 
the Religious press the questions as to whether the Episcopal 
Church is Protestant or Catholic and as to whether it is Chris- 
tian or Pagan, are being discussed with fervor and a certain 
degree of acidity. Somehow we, on the Pacific Coast, are out- 
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side the arena of conflict. This is partly because of geographi- 
cal reasons but I believe there are other causes that are even 
more potent. Certainly it is not because we are indifferent to 
the Church’s welfare or asleep. It is rather because organized 
Religion in this part of the country is here at work with an ex- 
traordinarily intense desire to buy up the future for God. 
Among Christian people of all kinds there is a unity of spirit 
and purpose which makes co-operation possible and yet, which 
does not deny the fact or importance of conviction within the 
respective groups. The weakness of the position of many of the 
so-called Liberals is found in their bland assumption that all 
conviction should be thrown overboard and in their fierce antag- 
onism towards any group of individuals who venture to cherish 
an opinion that is at variance with that of anybody else. It has 
become a platitude to say that Christian unity will never be 
achieved by the reduction of Religious beliefs to the lowest com- 
mon denominator, but it is a truth which should not be forgot- 
ten. The historic Churches come in for the largest part of the 
criticism. 'The appeal is ‘‘back to Christ’’ and the charge 1s 
made that many of the opinions of historic Christianity are 
opposed to His spirit. It may be quite as dogmatic for one group 
to set up a catalogue of traditions and convictions which our 
Lord would not admit as for another to cherish certain opinions 
which it believes to be consistent with His plan and purpose. 


Personally I refuse to be forced into any position by any a 
priori assumptions of extremists of either kind. The modern 
Anglican position is difficult for many people to understand. 
Recall, for example, some of the reviews of Bishop Gore’s Com- 
mentary. The advanced Liberal Protestant refuses to admit that 
there can be any modus vivendi between a critical study of the 
Holy Scriptures and an: existence of the tried convictions of 
Christian experience. That, of course, is the result of a lack of 
faith in the Church as an institution and a reaction against an 
excessive dependence on a literal interpretation of the Holy 
Seriptures. ‘‘Question everything’’ says the Modernist; 
‘Question nothing’’ says the Fundamentalist. Anglicanism re- 
fuses to be forced into any such dilemma. If I were to choose a 
word to describe the Anglican point of view at its best I would 
pick ‘‘conservationism.’’ The conservationist may be beth a 
Modernist and a Conservative. That is the genius of the An- 
glican position. Christian sanity seems to me to be expressed in 
a passage in Friedrich Rittelmeyer’s ‘‘Behold the Man.”’ 
‘“‘There is another angle from which people deny the signif- 
icance of Jesus for the present age. They say, to be sure, Jesus 
once lived; but He is alive no longer. The world and its advane- 
ing life have long ago gone on their way and left Him behind. 
It is a sin against the laws of development to chain ourselves to a 
past time, however significant it may have been. We do our- 
selves wrong (they say) if we cling to a single personality, 
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however great he may have been. Our duty (they protest) is to 
take firm hold of the material which experience supplies, to give 
free and unobstructed outlet to the life which surges up in us. 
We have kept our eyes on the past long enough. The task now 
is to give the ship of mankind its head into the future under full 
sail instead of tethering it by some anchor-rope of the past which 
gives it leeway only for futile, restless tossings. Therefore, they 
say, away with history ; away with even the greatest names on its 
roll of honor. 


‘‘Our reply is that we do not wish at all to anchor the ship 
of mankind to the past, but to lade it with a full cargo of the 
treasures of history for use on its future voyaging. The familiar 
shore line of the ancient world may have to be left behind, but 
these treasures at least shall go with us. We would not adhere 
to the history of the past in ways that would weaken us, but in 
those other ways capable of making us wise. A feeling of su- 
periority to past cultures may lead us far astray even in the sub- 
jective field of man’s inner experiences, and shut us off from 
the profit that awaits harvesting from the achievements that 
constitute the heritage of history. That is the very reason we 
have gone to Jesus and asked: ‘Who are you? What is your sig- 
nificance for us today’? The present age has not yet established 
itself on any calm, sound footing with the past, but oscillates 
between extremes.’’ 

This is common sense and fundamentally sound. It is not 
that we wish to choose a cheap and easy via media, but that we 
are extremely cautious about throwing to the scrap heap any 
cherished convictions or experiences that have proved of value 
through centuries of Christian history. My charge therefore, to 
this Diocese of Los Angeles is to build the future on the past. 
Where foundations are rotten we are bound to remove them, but 
we must beware lest in our zeal and our quest for the new we 
abandon so much that there is nothing left on which to build 
except the shifting sands of a superficial modernity. ‘‘For the 
wisdom of this world is foolishness with God. For it is written, 
He taketh the wise in their own craftiness. And again, The 
Lord Knoweth the thoughts of the wise, that they are vain. 
Therefore, let no man glory in men. For all things are yours; 
Whether Paul or Apollos, or Cephas, or the world, or life, or 
death, or things present, or things to come; all are yours; And 
e are Christ’s; and Christ is God’s.’’ (I Cor. Chap. 3, Vss. 
19-23.)

New Church buildings have been completed for St. Philip’s

thias’ Church, Whittier. 

In process of erection are new edifices for Trinity Church, 
Los Angeles; St. James’ Church, La Jolla; and St. Mary-of-the- 
Angels’ Church, Los Angeles. 


Construction will soon begin on new buildings for St. An- 
drew’s Church, Elsinore ; Holy Apostles’ Church, Glassell Park; 
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St. Paul’s Church, Pomona; St. Thomas’ Church, Hollywood, 
and for San Clemente. 


New Parish Houses have been built or are being erected by 
All Saints’ Church, Pasadena; St. Stephen’s Church, Beaumont ; 
All Saints’ Church, Beverly Hills; Church of the Advent, Los 
Angeles; Church of the Good Shepherd, Los Angeles, and an 
addition has been made to the Parish House of Christ Church, 
Coronado. 


New rectories have been built or purchased by All Saints’ 
Church, Pasadena; All Saints’ Church, Beverly Hills, and St. 
Paul’s Church, Ventura. 

Nearly all these projects are of a major character and will 
add greatly to our diocesan equipment. 

It may give you an idea of how rapidly things move here 
when I tell you that in my nine years in the diocese I have seen 
forty-three new churches built and over thirty parish houses. 
May I make a suggestion to parishes and missions contemplating 
building. It may be of help to you to get the advice of our Com- 
mission on Architecture before your plans are completed. Bring 
them in their early stages. When everything is done and the 
architect is ready to ask for contracts it is often too late to make 
changes, especially if they affect the architectural style of the 
building. The commission is functioning actively, with the Rev. 
Ray O. Miller as Executive Secretary. Mr. Miller will be glad 
to give information as to dates of meetings. 


GENERAL CHURCH PROGRAM 


May I record my sense of regret that the Rev. David R. 
Covell has left the diocese to accept an important General Secre- 
taryship with the Field Department of the National Council. 
His work in the field of Religious Education and Social Service 
was notable. The most immediate loss of momentum caused by 
his leaving is in the prosecution of the General Church Program. 
The Dean of the Cathedral and the Rev. W. E. Craig have done 
fine service in carrying out the details of the post-canvass period. 

I am sorry to say that we have failed to meet our full quota 
for the year 1929. The explanation lies in the fact that it was 
increased from $44.100 to $53,572. As a result of our canvass in 
1928, we pledged $42,000 of this new quota. We have paid this 
pledge with a thousand dollars additional. This is not the full 
measure of our interest. I believe with careful thought and — 
preparation we may rise to the full quota during this triennum. 
May I request you to make this an object of intercession. We all 
hope to be back in that company of those who do all that the 
Church asks. I know it is difficult, but it is not impossible. 


DIOCESAN FINANCES 


Our financial condition is sound. I cannot imagine a diocese 
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in which the administration of money affairs could be more 
judicious. Our need at present is to develop a group of parochial 
officers who will, so to speak, assume the relation of partners with 
the Treasurer and the Finance Committee. It is with this 
thought in mind that the Executive Council has requested the 
Treasurer to prepare a handbook for members of Vestries and 
officers of Missions. These books have been printed and may be 
secured from Mr. Thomas, the Treasurer, during Convention. 
I feel sure that a study of the material contained therein will 
help to create a sympathetic understanding of our diocesan 
policy and the parochial obligations involved. 

Our diocesan assessments are up to a point which for a year 
or two at least is the limit of parochial ability to pay. I have 
always been impressed with the splendid readiness of the Con- 
vention to assume new obligations, but I am venturing to express 
the hope that you will assume no additional financial burdens 
this year. 

The handbook in its conclusion states that no attempt has 
been made to cover the requirements for the statistical records 
and reports for which the Rector or Vicar is responsible. That 
is outside the purpose of the book. It may be well for me how- 
ever to emphasize the need of careful parish records. There 
have been a number of astonishing revelations of neglect in this 
respect. In one or two instances no attempt was made to keep 
records. In others they were kept so casually and sketchily as 
to make them almost useless. 

During the year the following Missions have made additions 
to their pledge to the Board of Missions toward their Vicar’s 
stipend: St. John’s, Bostonia; St. Mark’s, San Diego; St. 
James’, San Diego; St. Matthew’s, National City ; St. Andrew’s, 
La Mesa; Trinity, Ocean Beach; Grace Church, Oceanside; St. 
John’s, Corona; St. Stephen’s, Beaumont; Trinity, Murrieta; 
All Saints’, Oxnard, and Trinity, Orange. 

The following Missions are to be on the honor roll for 1930, 
they having already pledged an additional amount,—St. Paul’s, 
Santa Paula; St. Mary’s Japanese Mission, Los Angeles, and 
the Chapel of the Advent, Los Angeles. 


SOCIAL SERVICE AND EDUCATIONAL WORK 


Our various Diocesan Institutions have had a uniformly 
prosperous year. The Neighborhood Settlement continues to be 
of great service to large numbers of Mexicans. Miss Hull and 
Miss Coursen who have been in charge of the work for several 
years feel that they must retire on March Ist. Their work has 
been of a very high order. Assurance of its continuance at the 
same high level will be found in the acceptance of Mrs. Robert 
A. Woods, formerly of the South End House, Boston, of the post 


of head worker. 
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The Episcopal City Mission Society and the County and City 
Mission Society of San Diego are ministering with effectiveness 
in City and County Institutions. A new feature of the work of 
the Los Angeles Society is the establishment of a Hostel for Boys 
under the direction of the Rev. Arthur Cotter. St. Barnabas’ 
House which cares for convalescents, is doing a splendid service. 
The Bishop’s Guild is a great help to hundreds of people through 
the maintenance of its Clothing Bureau, and incidentally en- 
ables the Bishop to meet many emergency needs. The Hospital 
of the Good Samaritan shows a steady increase in patients and 
maintains a very high order of medical and surgical service. 
It will be of interest to know that during the year, apart from 
the work of the Good Hope Hospital Association, the Hospital 
of the Good Samaritan itself has done $71,518.40 worth of gratu- 
itious work. The Church Home for Children reports the re- 
building of two of its cottages. The Seamen’s Church Institute 
is working with success among an increasingly large number of 
seamen. The Home for the Aged continues to provide a happy 
and comfortable home for the members of its family. There 
seems to be an impression that The Home for the Aged, in con- 
trast to our other Diocesan Institutions, is heavily endowed. 
Nothing could be further from the truth; the imperative need 
of the Home, as with the Church Home for Children, is en- 
dowment. 


The Girls’ Friendly Lodge is prospering and is retiring each 
year a certain number of notes issued against its property. The 
Harvard School, the Bishop’s School for Girls and the Glen- 
dora Foothills School are in excellent condition. The Bishop’s 
School for Girls and the Glendora Foothills School have added 
to their buildings and the Harvard School is looking forward 
with anticipation to the time when it can move to its new prop- 
erty in Westwood. 


The little booklets, showing something of the activity of our 
Social Service work, was so successful last year that another edi- 
tion has been printed and is ready for distribution. 


THE BISHOP JOHNSON MEMORIAL CHAPEL 


The Committee in charge of the fund for the Bishop John- 
son Memorial Chapel at the University of California at Los 
Angeles is now actually at work. Because of the financial diffi- - 
culties of the last few months, it seemed desirable to postpone 
the canvass for large gifts till the beginning of the year. Mr. 
John B. Miller is chairman of the Committee of laymen and 
Mr. James R. Page the vice-chairman. The sum for which we 
are working is $200,000. The building will not be large, but in 
beauty and completeness it will be as nearly perfect as we can 
make it. The laymen’s committee hopes to raise $100,000 among 
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the friends of Bishop Johnson, and after that the appeal will 
be made to the churches—probably in March and April. 


The churches’ share will be about $100,000, or an average 
of $4.00 per communicant. We are hoping that everyone will 
contribute, but we would like a special effort and response on 
the part of those who were baptized, confirmed or married by 
Bishop Johnson. It goes without saying that we want to see 
the Chapel erected, but even more we wish the whole plan to be 
an opportunity for a spontaneous expression of affection for 
and appreciation of our great first Bishop. The Chapel is to be 
something more than a building; it is to be a monument. 


DISTINGUISHED VISITORS 


The visit of the Bishop of Winchester was a great inspira- 
tion to the diocese. We are to be privileged to have the Rt. Rev., 
the Bishop of Aberdeen, for two weeks in February. We shall 
welcome him with interest and enthusiasm. He will present the 
Seabury Memorial project in several meetings in our diocese 
and will also be a messenger of good will and brotherhood from 
our sister church in Scotland, to whom we owe so much. Litera- 
ture concerning his visit may be secured from Mr. Robert H. 
Lindsay. 


RADIO BROADCASTING 


The diocese has been doing something in the way of broad- 
casting Sunday services. The morning service of St. Luke’s 
Church, Long Beach, may be heard over Station KFOX at 
eleven o’clock, and evening prayer at five o’clock over Station 
KELW, Burbank, The privilege of broadcasting these services 
is one we greatly value. The afternoon services are conducted 
by the clergy of the metropolitan district in turn. It is possi- 
ble for more of the clergy to have the privilege of sharing in 
these services. The requirements are simple. It means provid- 
ing an adequate choir to sing the canticles and one or two an- 
thems and the preaching of a sermon suitable for a radio audi- 
ence. It is important that the service be rendered with dignity 
and effectiveness, and within a period of one hour. 


Many are the pleasant comments that are received, testify- 
ing to the help which these services are giving to numberless 
people. A woman recently telephoned into our office that be- 
cause of physical disability she is unable to leave the house. 
Each Sunday afternoon she dons her hat and coat, takes her 
Prayer Book and, turning on the radio, participates in the serv- 
ice with as much punctiliousness as if she were in a church 
building. This sort of thing seems to me to be worth while, and 
rather than discouraging people from attending church, my ob- 
servation is that it is having quite the opposite effect ; it is arous- 
ing an interest in people who have not been interested before. 
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EPISCOPAL ASSISTANCE 


For about three and a half years I have been carrying on 
the work of the diocese alone. The disability of Bishop John- 
son began in the summer of 1926; a year and a half of this 
period I have been the Diocesan, during which time I have given 
serious thought to the question of Episcopal supervision. 


From the time of Bishop Johnson’s death many in the dio- 
cese urged me to ask at once for assistance. I was unwilling to 
do so because I wanted to form a mature judgment on the neces- 
sity and desirability of such a step. I have reached a tentative 
conclusion: the task is a somewhat exacting one, but I believe 
that my strength and health would permit me to go on without 
assistance. My interest in the matter, therefore, is not one of 
self-protection. My mind turns increasingly to the work of the 
diocese and its future. More and more I have been led to ask 
myself the question as to whether I am able to do all that 
should be done. Our position here has had almost no parallel 
in the American Church. No diocese in any section of the 
country has grown as rapidly as has this, and experience else- 
where is not altogether pertinent to our problem. Taking to- 
gether the two factors of membership and area, ours is by far 
the largest diocese in the American Church. The vital ques- 
tion, therefore, is not, can one Bishop do the work, but can the 
Church, with one Bishop, take advantage of all of the extra- 
ordinary opportunities that are offered to us. I am convinced 
that there should be a closer Episcopal relationship to the mis- 
sions of the diocese. Only one Convocation now has a General 
Missionary. Our congregations would be greatly heartened and 
encouraged by more frequent Episcopal visitations and would 
grow into a position of self-support much more rapidly. Fur- 
thermore, longer periods should be spent in other parts of the 
diocese and occasional office hours kept in some of the larger 
centers. This I am unable to do at present because routine 
office work and board meetings demand the greater part of my 
time in our See City. 

It is well for us to remember, furthermore, that the Bishop 
should have more contact with the Institutions of the Diocese. 
This, because of their diocesan character and also because Bishop 
Johnson, through the history of all the Institutions, gave them 
much more continuous oversight than it is now possible for 
one Bishop to give. The opportunities are not merely openings 
for church work, but for contacts with social service and edu- - 
cational opportunities that are vitally related to the upbuilding 
of the Kingdom of God. With the approval of wise advisors 
among the officials of the diocese, I have given considerable time 
to agencies that are not officially connected with the church and 
yet, many of which are of such a character that the church 
should feel honored to have a share in their maintenanee. Bear 
in mind that the possibilities in this sort of service in the City 
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of Los Angeles alone, with its million and a half people, are 
enormous. Add all the other communities of Southern Califor- 
nia to it and realize what a fruitful field we are working in. 


I think I am correct in my assumption that the Episcopate 
should be no restricted sectarian institution. I recall the work 
of my distinguished predecessor, and I am conscious that his 
Success in the upbuilding of this diocese was due to the fact 
that he gave himself to all sorts of good works and tried to be a 
Bishop to all sorts and conditions of men. No Bishop, however, 
has a right to become a mere general utility man in the com- 
munity; nor should any diocese be expected to maintain him 
for that purpose. I have attempted always to follow Bishop 
Johnson’s practice of placing diocesan matters first and of re- 
fusing to sacrifice any part of our proper diocesan interests for 
the pleasure of engaging in outside affairs. Bearing all this 
in mind, I have been considering the question as to whether the 
diocese would feel that some sort of Episcopal assistance would 
be desirable, and, should it be, what sort of assistance should 
we have? As you know, the Canons provide for two kinds of 
Assistant Bishops—Bishops Coadjutor and Suffragan Bishops. 


I hesitate to go into personal details, but it is necessary for 
you to understand my mind in this matter. Relatively speak- 
ing, I am a young man; I would have no doubt about working 
happily with a Bishop Coadjutor. I cannot but believe, however, 
that it would be unfair to any man to ask him to serve as a 
Coadjutor for so long a period as my active work would, under 
ordinary conditions, continue. 

The office of Suffragan Bishop may have some restrictions 
which some men would chafe under. But I feel sure that if addi- 
tional assistance were to be secured for the Diocese of Los An- 
geles, that a Suffragan Bishop would be preferable. The help 
thus afforded would be quite as effective and it would not com- 
mit the man elected to a life-time partnership. Furthermore, 
it offers a possibility which the Convention might like to con- 
sider in the event that it cares to consider the matter at all. 

Our very effective Secretary of Religious Education and 
Social Service and the General Church Program, the Rev. David 
R. Covell, has recently, as I have already said, accepted work 
elsewhere. I do not believe it wise to multiply administrative 
offices. It would be entirely possible for me, as diocesan, to assign 
to a Suffragan Bishop the executive and administrative work 
connected with Religious Education, Social Service and the 
General Church Program. This would give him a field of activ- 
ity all of his own, which would save him from becoming a mere 
routine assistant to the Bishop. Such an arrangement would 
enable us to secure a Suffragan Bishop without any increase in 
our diocesan assessment. I feel so strongly about the increase 
of the obligations on our parishes at this time that I would pre- 
fer to forego any possibility of help rather than increase them. 
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By using the Bishop’s discretionary fund, instituted some years 
ago by the diocese, or the additional amount added to the 
Bishop’s salary last year, we could provide a reasonable salary 
with no additional strain upon the diocese. It is possible that 
such an arrangement would not meet with your wishes or seem 
to be wise. I am bringing the matter before you, however, not 
necessarily to secure an immediate decision, or even an affirma- 
tive one; I would like the Convention to think the matter out 
with me, but in order that the matter may be definitely pre- 
sented for discussion, I am, under Canon 15, Article I, asking 
for the assistance of a Suffragan Bishop. Should you decide 
that such a movement is unwise, I would acquiesce not only will- 
ingly, but with the conviction that your collective judgment in 
the question is better than my own. I do not wish to avoid any 
responsibility, but I do wish to emphasize what I have already 
said, that it is not primarily for personal relief, but for the 
good of the work, that I am bringing the matter to you. It 
must, in a real sense, be your decision. 

May I suggest that there are three possible answers to the 
request: (1) A definite statement that such a movement is un- 
wise at this time; (2) that it may be desirable, but that the 
proposal should be laid on the table for a year to give the dio- 
cese a longer period for consideration; (3) that it is desirable 
in the immediate future and that we should proceed accordingly. 

We are brethren gathered together here for a discussion of 
the problems that pertain to the extension of the Kingdom. Any 
one of these three alternatives I shall accept with happiness and 
contentment as being the Spirit-guided decision of a wise group 
of counsellors in whom I have perfect confidence. 

One other thought in this connection; should the Convention 
feel that such an arrangement as I have suggested by which the 
Suffragan Bishop would be in effect the Executive Secretary 
of the Diocese commend itself to your judgment, and you should 
feel it desirable to proceed in the matter, it would be necessary 
for the integrity of our diocesan work to elect a man who by ex- 
perience and interest would be capable of leadership in the field 
of Religious Education, Social Service and Missions. I am not 
attempting to describe the man who should be elected, but it is 
only fair to these important departments in our diocese that 
they should be kept in mind in the case of an affirmative deci- 
sion. And so, brethren of the Convention, I leave this before 
you. It is a question which I have raised with hesitation and 
with very solemn heart searchings. I wish in every way to be - 
your servant. The Diocese is yours. My great desire is to 
make it as vigorous a unit for Christ’s Army as possible. It is 
against this background that I bring you this message. I am 
conscious that you share this desire with me and I know that 
whatever decision we may make during these days together will 
be inspired by the Holy Spirit and will be directed toward the 
task of presenting a glorious Church, Holy and without blemish.

Consent was given to the ordination and 
consecration of the Rev. Henry Pryor Almon Abbott, D.D., 
Rector of St. Chrysostom’s Church, Chicago, to be Bishop of 
the Diocese of Lexington. A communication from St. Cross 
Parish, Hermosa Beach, was ordered placed upon the minutes. 

The third meeting was held April 24, 1929. The Rev. Wm. 
C. Kernan was recommended to the Bishop for advancement to 
the Priesthood. Mr. Robert J. Dell, Postulant, was recom- 
mended as a candidate for Holy Orders. 

The fourth meeting was held May 29, 1929. Consent was 
given to St. Matthias’ Church, Whittier, to grant to the Whit- 
tier National Bank a trust deed to the property of the Parish 
as security for a loan of $20,000.00. Consent was given to St. 
John’s Church, Wilmington, to negotiate a trust deed in favor 
of the Pacific Mutual Life Insurance Co. in place of a renewal 
of a mortgage which the parish has been carrying. Consent 
was given to the sale of an old lot and building owned by Trin- 
ity Church, Murietta, for the sum of $400.00, the proceeds to 
be applied on a new Church building. Mr. Thomas A. Osborne, 
candidate for Holy Orders was recommended to the Bishop to 
be ordered Deacon. 

The fifth meeting was held June 26, 1929. Consent was 
given to Trinity Parish, Los Angeles, to negotiate a trust deed 
on its property for an additional sum of $35,000.00. Mr. Har- 
old EB. Hallett, Postulant, was recommended as a candidate for 
Holy Orders. Mr. Axel Lyall, candidate, was recommended to 
the Bishop to be ordered Deacon. Mr. John E. H. Wood, can- 
didate, was recommended to the Bishop to be ordered Deacon. 
Consent was given to the election of a Bishop Coadjutor of the 
Diocese of Western New York. Consent was given to the elec- 
tion of a Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Virginia. 

The sixth meeting was held August 1, 1929. Consent was 
given to the ordination and consecration of the Rev. Francis 
Marion Taitt, S.T.D. as Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of 
Pennsylvania. Consent was given to St. Paul’s Parish, Po- 
mona, to sell to the federal government lots 12 and 13 at the 
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corner of Thomas and Fourth Streets, Pomona, for the sum of 
$25,000.00. This consent also ineluded the sale of three lots at 
the corner of Towne Avenue and Kingsley Street, and a reso- 
lution was passed commending the Vestry of St. Paul’s Church, 
Pomona, for the business-like way in which they are handling 
the affairs of that parish. Mr. Wayne 8. Snoddy, Postulant, 
was recommended as a candidate for Holy Orders. Mr. Wil- 
liam Ellwood Craig was recommended to the Bishop for ad- 
vancement to the Priesthood to take effect September 22, 1929, 
according to Canon 2, Article 5, Section 5. 

The seventh meeting was held September 25, 1929. Mr. 
Philip Marvin Styles, Postulant, was recommended as a candi- 
date for Holy Orders. Mr. Walter Merritt McCracken, Postu- 
lant, was recommended as a candidate for Holy Orders. Mr. 
Wesley Albert Havermale, Postulant, was recommended as a 
candidate for Holy Orders. A letter from Mr. Brett expressing 
his thanks for consideration shown him while he was a member 
of the Standing Committee was received and filed. 

The eighth meeting was held October 30, 1929. At the re- 
quest of Bishop Stevens, the Rev. Arthur Perey Stembridge, 
Deacon, was recommended for ordination to the Priesthood. 
This action was taken in confirmation of a telegram sent by the 
President of the Standing Committee (other members of the 
Standing Committee having given consent) to the Bishop on 
the date of September 26, 1929. The Rev. James Thomas Fish, 
Deacon, was recommended to the Bishop to be advanced to the 
Priesthood. Mr. Abbott C. Bernay, Postulant, was recom- 
mended as a candidate for Holy Orders. Consent was given to 
the ordination and consecration of the Rev. Elmer Nicholas 
Schmuck, D.D., as Missionary Bishop of the District of Wyo- 
ming. Consent was given to the ordination and consecration 
of the Very Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., as Missionary Bishop of the 
District of Honolulu. Consent was given to the ordination and 
consecration of the Rev. Harwood Sturtevant, S.T.D., as Bishop 
Coadjutor of the Diocese of Fond du Lac. A letter of Con- 
gratulation was ordered sent to the Right Rev. Edward L. 
Parsons, D.D., Bishop of California, upon the tenth anniversary 
of his consecration to the Episcopate, Tuesday, November 5. 

A resolution on the death of the Rev. Robert Lloyd Wind- 
sor, member of the Standing Committee, was adopted: which is 
printed as a Memorial page of this Journal. (Page 215.) 

The ninth meeting was held on November 27, 1929. Con- 
sent was given to the parish of St. James-by-the-Sea, La Jolla, 
to negotiate a loan from the American Church Building Fund 
in order to complete the erection of one story of a new Parish 
House. It is understood that the loan is to be secured by a 
mortgage on the building of buildings of the Church. The Rev. 
William G. Currer, Deacon, was recommended to the Bishop to 
be advanced to the Priesthood. Consent was given to the or- 
dination and consecration of the Rev. Cameron Josiah Davis, 
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D.D. as Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of Western New York. 


The tenth meeting was held on December 30, 1929. Consent 
was given to the ordination and consecration of the Rev. 
Samuel Harrington Littell, D.D. as Bishop of Honolulu. The 
Rev. Alex Lyall, Deacon, was recommended to the Bishop to be 
advanced to the Priesthood. The period of the Dioconate of 
the Rev. Alex Lyall, as recommended by the Bishop and ap- 
proved by the Standing Committee, was shortened to six 
months. It was recommended that the ordination take place 
after January 3, 1930. 

The eleventh meeting was held on January 20, 1930. Con- 
sent was. given to the ordination and consecration of the Very 
Rev. Hayward 8. Ablewhite as Bishop of the Diocese of Mar- 
quette. The Rev. Thomas A. Osborne, Deacon, (his term of 
service in the Dioconate having been shortened to six months) 
was recommended to the Bishop for advancement to the Priest- 
hood. The Secretary was instructed to prepare a report of the 
work of the Standing Committee for the Thirty-fifth Annual 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles. 

The last meeting was held on Jan. 29, 1930. The Secretary 
was instructed to call a special meeting of the Thirty-fifth 
Annual Convention of the Diocese to be held in St. Paul’s Cath- 
edral, Los Angeles, Tuesday, March 11, 1930, beginning with a 
celebration of the Holy Communion at 9:30 a. m., for the pur- 
pose of electing a Suffragan Bishop. The call to be issued in 
accordance with the Constitution of the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
Article XX, Section 53. The Secretary was also instructed to 
ask the Convention for an appropriation of the sum of $100.00 
for the work of the Standing Committee.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


The Executive Council has held regular monthly meetings 
during the year, except in the months of July and August, with 
an average attendance of 10 out of 16 members. 

One of the major responsibilities laid upon the Council by 
Canon is the promotion of the General Church Program, both 
National and Diocesan. It exists not for its own sake, but to 
forward the manifold activities of the Church itself, particu- 
larly in Southern California. 

By any test ours is now the largest diocese west of Chi- 
eago. In keeping with our growth in numbers and in re- 
sources, the National Council assigned to the Diocese for 1929 
a quota of $54,000. At the first of the year our General Church 
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Program Committee asked the parishes and missions of the 
Diocese how much might be expected from each toward the 
General Church Program during the year. The responses were 
such that the Executive Council could only promise the Na- 
tional Council a total of $42,000. This pledge has been some- 
what more than fulfilled for a total of $43,002. has been for- 
warded to the National Treasurer of the Church. However, 
your Council regrets to report to Convention that for the first 
time in seven years our Diocese has failed to pay its General 
Church Program quota in full. 

A decided step forward was made during the year in the 
holding of the Clergy Conference at Mt. Lowe Tavern in Oc- 
tober. About 65 clergy were in attendance and all bore wit- 
ness to a personal gain in inspiration, understanding and fel- 
lowship. The Council is so convinced of the value of this 
method of increasing diocesan understanding and solidarity 
that it has directed the Treasurer of the Diocese to retain the 
balance of funds on hand from the Conference as a nucleus for 
next year. The Council has also taken steps to provide the 
financing of this hereafter. 

During the fall the Rev. David R. Covell resigned his posi- 
tion as Secretary for Religious Education, Social Service and 
the General Church Program. It was with great regret that 
the Council saw him give up his strategic work among us al- 
though it realized that a larger opportunity was opening in 
front of him. The Council has left the matter of filling the 
vacancy caused by this resignation in the hands of Bishop 
Stevens in consultation with the three boards affected for deci- 
sion as to the time of electing a successor to the Rev. Mr. 
Covell. 

The Council also desires to convey to Convention action 
taken at its October meeting expressing its great gratitude to 
the Very Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., for his decision to remain in 
this Diocese and to continue the fine work he has been carrying 
on at St. Paul’s Cathedral, Los Angeles. 

The Council recommends to Convention that the Diocesan 
Missionary Assessment for 1930 be set at $44,500.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 
The Rural Deans will present the reports of the missionary 
work carried on in their several convocations. 
Ten meetings of the Board were held in 1929. 


It is a pleasure to report that one mission has come to self- 
support during the year, Trinity Church, Orange. This meant a 
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gain of $480.00 a year, almost half the amount that had been 
previously given toward the stipend of its vicar. 


Twelve other missions are on the honor roll for increases in 
self-support for 1929. They are:—Good Shepherd, Los Angeles, 
at the rate of $600; La Mesa, $300; Bostonia, $240; Oxnard, 
$180; St. Mark’s, San Diego, $120; Beaumont, $60; Corona, $60; 
Ocean Beach, $60; Murrieta, $30; Oceanside, $30. St. James’ 
Church, San Diego, increased $60; and National City, the parish 
to which St. James’ is attached, again relieved the Board of Mis- 
sions of an additional $180 of its appropriation to this field. 
The total annual rate of these increases is $2400.00, $1560.00 of 
which is released for appropriation to other missionary centers. 


On the opposite side of the ledger are listed three missions to 
which additional appropriations have been made to make pos- 
sible the continuance of work, at the annual rate of $900.00, and 
an additional $600.00 annually has been appropriated to a rural 
field formerly receiving gifts in like amount from its convoca- 
tion. Two appropriations have been withdrawn in cases where 
the life in the missions was retrograding or had been at a 
standstill for a long period. For the same cause notice has 
been given to another mission field that the appropriation will 
be withdrawn at a definite date this year. 

Six missions have been given the regular care of clergymen 
for the first time, at an annual rate of appropriation of $1960. 
Five of these have been developed under the leadership of the 
General Missionary of the convocation of Los Angeles. They are 
at Baldwin Park, Compton, Hawthorne, Lancaster and Wilmar. 
One is St. Luke’s, San Diego, founded and fostered as a paro- 
chial mission by All Saints’ Parish, San Diego. 

In addition to these definite advances in the support of 
church extension, an appropriation of $60.00 annually was made 
to the University Religious Conference at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles. 

All missions whose payments to the salaries of their mission- 
aries do not yet equal the appropriations of the Board of Mis- 
sions have been requested to increase their pledges to this 
amount at once. The Board is determined that no mission shall 
continue through the years to receive such disproportionate as- 
sistance. Having been given a year’s opportunity to comply 
with the rule in this matter, missions are now to be required to 
do so. In addition, communications have been addressed to all 
missions that have not made advances in self-support for a 
period of two years past, urging them to increase their pledges 
for the sake of the missionary work of the Diocese, as well as for 
their own health. Three missions, Santa Paula, St. Mary’s Jap- 
anese Mission, and the Advent, Los Angeles, have pledged in- 
creases for 1930 of $120 each, and the Trinity Mission, Ocean 
Beach, an increase of $240; increases have also been promised 
by Hemet and San Jacinto. 
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It can be seen that there has been a decided gain in our mis- 
sionary work during the past year. The advance in extension 
has been marked and has largely been made possible by the in- 
crease in the assessment ordered by last Convention. The most 
hopeful sign has been afforded by the unusually large increase 
in self-support. The year 1930 opens with the promise of the 
opening of a new field of work in the south coast region of the 
convocation of San Diego, made possible by the promise of a 
grant for the year for this purpose by the George J. Keating 
Memorial Fund. 

The opening of a new field of rural work in the Antelope 
Valley, with Lancaster as the center, has been a source of grati- 
fication. Additional assistance has been given to two other rural 
fields, one in the convocation of Santa Barbara centering in 
Lompoc, and the other in the convocation of San Diego at Bos- 
tonia. And attention should be drawn to the advance of the 
rural field in the convocation of San Bernardino, centering at 
Hemet. 

The Board would remind Convention that about one-sixth of 
the Diocesan Missionary Assessment now includes appropria- 
tions formerly made through the Executive Council, and over 
which the Executive Council has control. The church extension 
work, normally the function of the Board of Missions, now 
covers fifty-five missions served by thirty-seven clergymen and 
two women workers.

REPORT OF THE RURAL DEAN OF THE CONVOCA- 
TION OF LOS ANGELES 


It is two years since Convention has had a report on the work 
of its mission churches in the Convocation of Los Angeles. In 
that time there have been many changes and much advance has 
been registered which can only be briefly indicated here. At 
the beginning of this new regime the outlook is promising and 
hopeful to a remarkable degree, thanks to the broad and strong 
foundations laid by the devotion and the wisdom of Canon Reni- 
son and Dean Evans, of revered memory. 

_ Let me first of all register my genuine pleasure and satisfac- 
tion that the work of General Missionary of this Convocation 
has been entrusted to the hands of the Rev. Royal H. Baleom, 
DD, _ Dr. Balcom’s sound judgment, clear vision, practical 
planning and untiring industry are bringing about very definite 
results already and shaping a constructive program. 

The most notable progress made during the year past is in 
the fact that a number of missions which have been fostered and

built up by the devoted work of our lay-readers are now being 
regularly served by priests. St. Paul’s, Lancaster, has a resident 
minister, the Rev. Boyd C. L. Parker, who is building up the 
Antelope Valley field from that point. Amanda Chapel at 
Carthay Center in the west Wilshire district is in charge of the 
Rev. Charles T. Murphy and is making notable growth. St. 
Bartholomew’s, El Sereno, is served by the Rev. James B. Has- 
lam. The Mission of the Holy Spirit, Wilmar, and St. 
Matthew’s Baldwin Park, have been placed in charge of the Rev. 
Franklin H. Miller. St. George’s, Hawthorne, and St. Tim- 
othy’s, Compton, have been coupled with Calvary, Angeles Mesa, 
and the Rev. James T. Fish who was recently admitted to 
priest’s orders, serves the three. All of these missions are pros- 
pering under their new leadership. 


All Saints’, Beverly Hills, is making a conspicuous advance 
under the ministry of the Rev. W. W. Fleetwood, formerly dean 
of St. Mark’s Cathedral, Salt Lake City. They have bought a 
rectory and are just completing a parish house. The work is 
flourishing there. Signs of genuine progress are evident all 
along the line of our missionary activity. The Church of the 
Good Shepherd, Los Angeles, has cleared off its debt. St. 
Mark’s, Downey, has also cleared off its debt and the church 
building has been consecrated. Christ Mission, Torrance, and 
St. Philip’s, Los Angeles, are rejoicing in new church buildings. 
St. Mary-of-the-Angels, Hollywood, is building a new church 
and the Chapel of the Advent on West Adams St., has built a 
parish house and has plans for an income property to be built in 
the near future. Trinity, Orange, has attained self support. 
Holy Apostles’, Glassell Park, has acquired a new property. St. 
Barnabas’ Mission for the Colored People of Pasadena is pros- 
pering and has a fine new property for future growth. The 
mission at Laguna Beach has gained possession of its beautiful 
property and the Church building has been consecrated under 
the name of St. Mary’s, which is a cause of much rejoicing and 
the settlement of a difficult problem. 


But in Southern California achievement only brings the chal- 
lenge to further opportunities to be met. And the challenges 
have come, faster than we can meet them. Many communities of 
considerable size and importance have not yet had the services 
of the Church,—all within the metropolitan area about Los An- 
geles. The group of missions mentioned (and I have named 
only one-half of those in this Convocation) should bring us a 
sense of satisfaction; but the large number of towns still to be 
reached only stir our sense of responsibility. Several promising 
beginnings have been made recently. At Belvedere, at the east- 
ern edge of the city, the mission of St. Michael is making steady 
growth under Mr. John M. Bell, as lay-reader. For some months 
the General Missionary has been holding services every Sunday 
evening at San Clemente, at the southern edge of Orange 
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County. Two fine lots have been given and a Church Building 
is soon to be erected there. To return to the neighborhood of the 
city, we have a most promising new work at Atwater, within the 
northern city limits, close to Glendale. Mr. R. J. Dell is the lay- 
reader in charge, and Dr. Balecom, sensing the remarkable oppor- 
tunity there, is giving it much of his time. There is a congrega- 
tion of 40 and Sunday School of 50 each Sunday. There is a 
keen desire for the Church and the mission is bound to go ahead 
rapidly. With the enthusiastic assistance of the Rector and the 
people of St. Matthias’, Los Angeles, new work is being under- 
taken at Leimert Park on the southwestern edge of the city. 
Active plans are under way to begin work shortly at Lynwood 
and at Florence, to the south of the city. And we hope before 
long to see work started in the Riverside district and perhaps 
at Virginia City. The latter is in the northern edge of Long 
Beach. There remains a large task for the Church to undertake 
in this Convocation. 

We have had two large and enthusiastic meetings of Convo- 
cation this past year. One at Covina and the other at St. Aug- 
ustine’s-by-the-Sea at Santa Monica. It is evident that the peo- 
ple are keenly interested in the forward program of the Church. 
There is inspiration in the very bigness of the undertaking. 

Space is lacking to tell of the excellent work being done at 
other points. All are well manned. With one exception, those 
not named are manned by priests and all are doing well. 

With the projected building of the Bishop Johnson Memorial 
Chapel at Westwood, beginnings are to be made at that point for 
the people of the neighborhood as well as for students of the 
University of California at Los Angeles. It is a field of excep- 
tional promise, and merits the support of the entire diocese. 

And the time is not far distant when some better provisions 
must be made for the Japanese Mission of St. Mary, where Rey. 
John M. Yamazaki is doing an astonishingly useful and effective 
work with most meagre equipment.

REPORT OF THE RURAL DEAN OF THE SANTA 
BARBARA CONVOCATION 


This Convocation has four mission fields, During 1929 each 
had its own resident vicar. 

Oxnard, in charge of the Rev. Allan Burleson, is a small 
but a financially thriving city with a growing population. It 
has about three thousand souls today. Formerly the city was 
three-quarters Protestant with seven Protestant churches. To- 
day the city is three-quarters Roman Catholic, and there are 
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nine Protestant churches ministering to a diminished number of 
Protestants. Under these conditions All Saints’ Mission has 
made a success when it has held its own. It deserves especial 
commendation for being on the honor roll of missions. This is 
because its vicar is the best loved pastor in the city. Our Church 
is doing in Oxnard all that you have any right to ask of it. 


St. Paul’s Mission in Santa Paula has been fortunate this 
year in the coming to it of the Rev. Mr. MacDougall as vicar. 
That field has also grown most satisfactorily in population and, 
from our standpoint, in the sort of population. The Bishop has 
announced in his address that it will be on the honor roll this 
coming year. There are about seven thousand people in Santa 
Paula and nearly three thousand in Fillmore—a city ten miles 
away. The field is dominantly Protestant. Under Mr. Mac- 
Dougall’s leadership, the communicant list has almost doubled. 
The Church membership in Fillmore has increased to the point 
where the people have decided to build their own Church. Suf- 
cient money has been pledged to insure the erection of a build- 
ing. Adequate land has been given, and, by the end of this year, 
the Church people of Fillmore will have their own house of 
worship. They plan to form a separate mission and ask to be 
admitted to union with the next Convention. The unusual char- 
acteristics of this field is that though nearly ten thousand people 
live in the two cities, the character of the field is distinctly 
rural. It is the near-by ranches which make the cities possible. 
It is an interesting field and Mr. MacDougall is to be con- 
gratulated. 


St. Peter’s Mission, Santa Maria, is the most northern Mis- 
sion in this Diocese. It is at the border of the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia. Like most of our Southern California cities, it is grow- 
ing, and through the efforts of the Vicar, the Rev. Arthur Dodge, 
the Mission is growing with it. It is the only Mission Field in 
this Convocation which is largely a city work. There is a grow- 
ing building fund which will soon be sufficient for the Church 
building which is greatly needed. The old lot on which a cheap 
one-room building stands is now in an unadvantageous location. 
This is about to be exchanged for a more desirable one. And the 
prospects for the future are bright. 


The fourth Mission Field, the Santa Ynez Valley Field, which 
centers about the city of Lompoe with St. Mary’s as the Church 
building, presents a problem peculiarly its own. Lompoc has 
had little growth. The whole field is increasing very slowly in 
population. Three years ago The Rev. Julian Mockford went 
there as the first resident missionary in twenty years. He took 
what was practically a dormant field and put life and develop- 
ment into it. He went out into the adjacent villages and made 
personal contacts with many unchurched people. When he went 
there the contributions for our Church’s work were negligible. 
The past year the budget called for over two thousand dollars. 
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He held regular services in three places outside the city of Lom- 
poe. He was the pastor of the Valley. But the characteristic 
of the work which makes it different from any other is that it 
was his personal work. The people connected with the Mission 
were largely Church-people in the making. Their connection 
with this Church was through Mr. Mockford. It was his per- 
sonality, not the Church, which held them together. The end of 
December he resigned to go to the Diocese of Sacramento. Last 
week I presided at the Annual Meeting of the Mission. The tone 
of the Mission is one of discouragement. They are a flock with- 
out a shepherd. Our responsibility is still there. Our oppor- 
tunity is still there. The right man can go there and find an 
excellent foundation waiting for him to build upon. But for 
sometime to come, it must be a work based upon one man’s per- 
sonality. We are asking for that man.

REPORT OF THE RURAL DEAN OF THE CONVOCATION 
OF SAN DIEGO 


All of the missions of this Convocation have regularly held 
their services throughout the year, with encouraging attendance 
in nearly every case. The missions as a whole are in a stronger 
position financially than they were a year since, and improve- 
ments in material fabric have, in several instances, been made. 


Probably among the most forward looking movements in the 
Convocation, are the advance of St. Luke’s Mission, San Diego, 
to the status of a parish, and the placing, by the Bishop, of a 
missionary in the field south of Oceanside and reaching to La 
Jolla. Our seattered people, found in small numbers in the dif- 
ferent settlements along the coast, will be ministered to and 
shepherded by the newly appointed missionary for this steadily 
developing territory. Until time shall have made it clear where 
these villages and hamlets will grow into cities, the work of the 
missionary will necessarily be somewhat tentative and of an ex- 
plorative character. 

At the risk of exhausting the patience of this Convention, 
and that of the Diocesan Board of Missions, we make bold to 
again suggest the use of a travelling evangelist chapel car, 
equipped with folding chairs, Prayer Books and Hymunals, 
wherewith on any vacant lot, pioneer services may be held to 
great advantage. Surely, in this section of the country, where 
climatic conditions are so favorable to outdoor services, such an 
undertaking could well be made as a genuine adventure for God 
and as a trial of a fresh enterprise in the field of evangelistic 
endeavor.

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REPORT OF THE RURAL DEAN OF THE CONVOCATION 
OF SAN BERNARDINO 


It is with pleasure that I report a steady growth in the Con- 
vocation of San Bernardino. 


Two clergymen have been added to our staff during the 
past year, the Rev. Robert M. Hogarth, who was appointed to 
the Hemet group of Missions, and the Rev. Harry B. Lee to St. 
Stephen’s Church, Beaumont. Mr. Lee began work on Septem- 
ber 15, 1929, and in the four months of devoted service a sub- 
stantial increase has been marked. The Church School enroll- 
ment has-inereased from 138 to 30, and the Church attendance 
increased more than double. A choir has been organized of 10 
members, and a Bishop’s Committee appointed. The work here 
generally is progressing very well. 

The Hemet group of Missions are making marked progress 
under the leadership of the Rev. Robert M. Hogarth. At Hemet, 
the Church of the Good Shepherd has 68 Communicants and 73 
confirmed persons. Property, Church, and Parish Hall are val- 
ued at $11,000.00. There is an active Bishop’s Committee, and 
a Church School enrollment of 29 pupils. 


St. Paul’s Church, San Jacinto, is 40 years old this year, and 
was a child of Trinity Church, Redlands, founded by the Rev. 
Alfred Fletcher in 1890. There are 27 Communicants and a 
large young people’s group, with 17 pupils in the Church 
School. The financial Budget shows a decided increase. Two 
years ago this was $60.00, and in 1929, $170.00, and the Budget 
for 1930 is $391.00. 

Trinity Church, Murrieta, 45 years old, built a new Church 
during last year costing $1,800.00, but it is only partially fur- 
nished at present. Friends of the Convocation have contributed 
$120.00 of the $150.00 needed for new pews and choir stalls. 
Sanctuary chairs, Lectern, choir vestments, Hymnals and Pro- 
cessional Cross are greatly needed. The Altar Guild of the Dio- 
cese has donated an Altar, with brass Cross and candlesticks, 
and solid silver Communion vessels. The Church School with 25 
pupils is planning to give the brass flower vases at Haster. 


St. Andrew’s, Elsinore, 12 years old, is holding services in a 
private home at present, that of Mr. Stephens. The deed for a 
fine building lot is in the hands of the Bishop, the gift of Mr. 
J. B. Lehigh. I understand that through the generous gift of 
members of the Mission, a Church will be erected on the lot this 
year, leaving $1,100.00 in the Bank as the nucleus of a fund 
for the erection of a Rectory. When the Church is built I know 
the work in Elsinore will go ahead with fine progress. Mr. 
Hogarth and Mr. Lee, our two new missionaries, have certainly 
done a wonderful work in these fields named. 

The work at Needles is being carried on at present by the 
Rev. Boyd Parker of Lancaster. He holds services there one 
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Sunday in the month. This necessitates such a long trip, how- 
ever, that we have been hoping other arrangements might be 
made for this work some time in the near future. 

Colton and Corona Churches are ministered to by the Rev. 
Thomas Yates. At Colton the seats in the Church have been re- 
painted. Two large new seats have been added, also a rich green 
velvet Dorsal. At Corona improvements have been made in the 
Parish House, and kitchen. There are some prospective candi- 
dates at this Church for confirmation. 

It is with profound regret that we note the loss from the 
Convocation, by death, of the Rev. Francis M. Wilson, the faith- 
ful vicar of Beaumont and Banning, who for years served so 
devotedly in this field. His work among the patients in the vari- 
ous sanatoriums in Banning will long bear fruit, for he was 
particularly devoted to this work. During his long illness from 
January until July, the Dean of the Convocation held practic- 
ally all of the services in this field, so that the work was main- 
tained during this period, and the people were able to carry on. 
Their devotion and help can not be too highly spoken of, for they 
continued their interest in full all during this long time.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY FOR 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION, SOCIAL SERVICE 
AND THE GENERAL CHURCH PROGRAM 
(11 Months) 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


During the past year I have attended most of the meetings 
of the Board, and had considerable correspondence with groups 
and individuals, within and without the Diocese. Have visited 
Church Schools, and compiled lists for the distribution of Len- 
ten Offering Boxes. Have conducted Institutes and given lec- 
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tures, as well as helping work out a Diocesan-wide plan for 
teacher training. Have assisted in preparing the program for 
Religious Education Day, both at the Diocesan Convention and 
also at the Synod. Arranged the Rev. John Suter’s program 
in the Diocese. Helped with the Summer School and have 
given some time to the work of the Y. P. F. Have acted as 
contact man with the Southern California Council of Religious 
Education, and have given time to the Congress of Religious 
Education. I have continued work with the diocesan reel of 
moving pictures, which is now about 1000 feet long. In addi- 
tion we have two reels of standard pictures given by Mrs. C. 
Rankin Barnes. Thanks are due to many persons for making 
possible the possession of so complete a moving picture outfit, 
camera and projector. 


CHRISTIAN SOCIAL SERVICE 


I have attended most of the meetings of the Commission, and 
have formulated a five-year program now operating. Have also 
worked out details of the 1929 topic, ‘‘The Family and the 
Home.’’ I gave much time to the National Council of Social 
Work for Church Workers, which met in San Francisco. Have 
visited many social service institutions, and also presented our 
diocesan work to the Convocation of Sacramento. Have acted 
as contact man with secular social service organizations, and 
helped organize a club of trained social workers who are mem- 
bers of the Church, which is called ‘‘Los Siervos’’. Much other 
work has been done, of too personal a nature to record. 


GENERAL CHURCH PROGRAM 


Have attended all the meetings of the Committee, and have 
given much time to the contact committee in all parts of the 
Diocese. Devoted much time to the Fall Canvass, and was 
greatly assisted in this work by Rev. F. B. Bartlett, Secretary 
of the National Field Department. Planned and financed the 
first diocesan clergy Conference held on Mt. Lowe, and recom- 
mend that this Convention vote a sum to make possible a second 
similar Conference. Spoke at the Diocesan Conference at the 
Diocese of Olympia, and attended the National G. C. P. Con- 
ference at Racine, Wisconsin. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

Have held many conferences with individuals, and have at- 
tended various Diocesan meetings of general nature. Enter- 
tained about 400 people in my home with Mrs. Covell on topics 
of general church interest. Have officiated at choir offices, cele- 
brations of the Holy Communion, held one baptism and one 
burial. Have a very heavy correspondence, and record apprecia- 
tion to those who made it possible for me to employ a part-time 
typist. Have spoken at Convocations, Parochial and Diocesan 
gatherings. 

The happiest days of my ministry have been spent in the 
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Diocese of Los Angeles, and it is duty, not desire, that has led 
me to take up temporary work with the National Field De- 
partment. My heart is too full to write, as I would like to, of 
the gratitude to and affection for the Bishop and all the clergy, 
Mrs. Stevens, and so many of the laity, that I so deeply feel. 
I have received so much, I have given so little, but I offer my 
sincere thanks for your gracious generosity. May God bless 
you all in the building of your happiness and His Kingdom 
here in the world strategic spot of our Diocese.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 


During the past year the Board has held ten regular meet- 
ings and one special meeting. The Board was organized at the 
meeting held Wednesday, February 6th, 1929, electing the Rev. 
Stephen C. Clark, Jr., as chairman, and the Rev. Herbert V. 
Harris as vice-chairman. 

The work of the Board was assigned to the following 
committees : 

Standards, Curriculum, Teacher Training and Adult 
Edueation. 

Church School Service League and Week Day 
Instruction. 

Student Work. 

Life Work. The Ministry and Personal Religion. 

Missionary Church Schools. 

Publicity. 

Finance. 

The Summer School Committee and the Rally Day Commit- 
tee were appointed in October to hold office for one year. 

The Annual Church School Rally for the Diocese was held 
on Sunday, April 14th, at 3 o’clock, in St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
with about 1600 present. The offerings reported were $10,423.81. 
The Board’s banner for the largest per capita offering was 
awarded to the Church School of St. Matthias’ Church, Los 
Angeles. -For attendance the following schools were awarded 
pennants: 

In Group A, schools of under 50—St. Mark ’s, Upland. 

In Group B, schools of 50 to 100-—St. John ’s, San Bernardino. 

In Group C, schools of 100 to 200—St. Mark’s, San Diego. 

In Group D, schools of over 200—St. John ’s, Los Angeles. 

The Board co-operated with the officers of the Synod in 
getting out a large attendance at the Religious Education Day, 
Synod Week, at Montecito ; 250 being present during the session. 
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The Summer School was again held at Harvard School from 
Sunday, June 30th, to Friday, July 5th. There were 80 present 
for the full time and 60 for part time. A large number of the 
clergy were also in attendance. As in former years, conferences 
were held during the week by several of the Diocesan organiza- 
tions. The boys of Camp Kirk met at the same time this year 
on the School Campus and attended courses given for the school. 
We cannot fully express our appreciation of all that Dr. Gooden 
does for our Summer School as we meet at Harvard School from 
year to year. 

Besides the Summer School, Church Training Institutes were 
held at Riverside, Long Beach, Orange, Los Angeles and South 
Pasadena. 

Plans were made for the more effective working of the 
Church School Service League, and, under the direction of Dea- 
coness Rearden, $180.76 was sent to Haiti and Santa Domingo 
and a large number of presents were sent to Utah for the mis- 
sions for Christmas. 

At the meeting held June 26th, the resignation of Mr. C. N. 
Burton as a member of the Board was accepted. 

The Board advanced money from the special fund given to. 
it by the last Diocesan Convention to assist four Missionary 
Church Schools in obtaining supplies for their work. 

We would like, at this time, to record our appreciation of 
all the splendid work done by the Rev. David R. Covell for the 
Board and for the Diocese, and to wish him Godspeed and suc- 
cess in his new work as a National Field Secretary.

REPORT OF THE SOCIAL SERVICE COMMISSION 


The first responsibility placed upon your Commission by the 
Canons of the Diocese is ‘‘to visit the various philanthropic in- 
stitutions of the Diocese in order to study their work and their 
needs.’’ The commission has therefore continued its policy of 
maintaining frequent contacts, both through its individual 
members and as a group, with the several social agencies and 
institutions of the Diocese. 


For a number of years the Commission has been urging upon 
the Diocese the necessity of seeing its social work as a whole in- 
stead of a mere collection of isolated agencies for good. It is 
true that the various institutions are quite independent of each 
other legally and quite diverse in matters of policy. Each has 
distinct problems to meet. But there has been developing a very 
fine type of cooperation between the Diocesan social agencies as 
well as a greater appreciation of their common problems. 


A splendid example of the heightened effectiveness resulting 
from the agencies working together for a common goal is the 
““Blue Book’’ describing the social work of our Diocese and 
published under the sponsorship of the Commission a year ago. 
Not only were 5000 copies of this little manual distributed 
throughout the Diocese, but frequent requests for copies were re- 
ceived by the Commission from all over the country. Its success 
warranted the production of a similar volume this year. The 1930 
‘*Blue Book’’ is hereby commended to the careful attention of 
the clergy and laity of the Diocese, with the suggestion that cop- 


ies be kept available for quick and easy reference throughout 
the year. 


During the early part of 1929 the Commission expended con- 
siderable effort in stimulating attendance of socially minded 
Churchmen at the National Conference of Social Work and the 
Conference on Social Service of the Episcopal Church, both held 
in San Francisco in June. Those two conferences so seldom come 
to the Pacific Coast that their 1929 meetings were realized to 
give an exceptional opportunity to Churchmen in this vicinity. 
Five members of the Commission were in attendance, together 
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with board members and executives from most of our diocesan 
institutions. 

This spring the California Conference of Social Work will 
meet within our Diocese for the first time in three years. The 
meeting will be held in Santa Barbara from May 18th to 17th. 
The Commission would urge upon the board members of all our 
diocesan institutions and agencies that they do not merely request 
but command their executives to attend its invaluable sessions, 
and also that they themselves will be present in large numbers in 
order to increase the efficiency of their own efforts for the wel- 
fare of human beings. The quality of the sessions of this Con- 
ference may be judged by the fact that it is the largest state 
social work conference in the country. 


During the year the Commission brought to fruition its plan 
for the organization of an informal club of those Churchmen in 
the Los Angeles metropolitan area who are engaged in social 
work. At first it was referred to as ‘‘The Servers,’’ but as this 
sounded strangely like the name of a guild of acolytes it was 
changed to the Spanish equivalent, ‘‘Los Siervos.’’ Meetings 
were held as follows; April 5th, 24 present; July 24th, 41 pre- 
sent ; and November 4th, 52 present. The Club also held a Cor- 
porate Commission at St. Paul’s Cathedral, Los Angeles, on So- 
cial Service Sunday, January 26th, 1930. The service was fol- 
lowed by a group breakfast. 

Inasmuch as your Commission is the official meeting point 
of the Diocese with members of the increasingly important pro- 
fession of social work, it has maintained contacts with the Los 
Angeles Council of Social Agencies, the Los Angeles Branch 
of the American Association of Social Workers, the Survey 
Club of Los Angeles, the Social Service Department of the 
Church Federation of Los Angeles, the California Conference 
of Social Work and the National Conference of Social Work. 
On behalf of the Diocese one or more members of the Com- 
mission keep in personal touch with the program and _ pro- 
gress of each of these important groups. 

The Commission would congratulate the Woman’s Auxiliary 
of the Diocese on the vision and understanding shown in its 
action promising to underwrite the work of the Church Wel- 
fare Association to the extent of $2,000 a year. The impor- 
tance of the work of this Association in placing a case worker 
in the Juvenile Court of Los Angeles County for the care of 
any Church girls becoming wards of the Court cannot be over- 
emphasized. We trust that the Association may be supported 
generously enough to continue its fine policy of not giving its 
staff workers too large a case load. 

In this connection the Commission would draw renewed 
attention to the repeated suggestions of the Department of 
Christian Social Service of the National Council that a strong 
Social Service Committee be formed in every parish of the 
Chureh. With this new responsibility in the field of social ser- 
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vice definitely accepted by our Diocesan Woman’s Auxillary 
might not this need be cared for locally by a Social Service 
Committee attached to the Woman’s Auxiliary or to the Wo- 
men’s Service League in those parishes where it exists? 

In conclusion the Commission desires to register in permanent 
form its sense of loss caused by the resignation of the Rev. 
David R. Covell as its Executive Secretary. His intelligent 
leadership and aggressive action are already being tremen- 
dously missed by us all. From May, 1925, to November, 1929, 
he proved to be an outstanding as well as lovable executive.

The suggestion was again made to the clergy last spring to 
devote a sermon in the Easter season to the cause of the spread 
of Christ’s Kingdom and to carry on a quiet campaign to in- 
crease the number of regular contributors to Missions. 


_ A very successful Clergy Conference was held for the first 
time at Mount Lowe Tavern on Tuesday and Wednesday, Octo- 
ber 22nd and 23rd. About 65 clergy were present and all were 
convinced that the results in fellowship, inspiration and prac- 
tical discussion proved the value of such a conference as an an- 
nual affair. The arrangements were made by the Rev. David R. 
Covell, and the expenses were met by special contributions from 
a number of interested persons, including a contribution from 
the Woman’s Auxiliary. 


The annual Loyalty Luncheon of the women of the Convoca- 
tion of Los Angeles was held at the Elks’ Club on Tuesday, No- 
vember 12th, and the annual Loyalty Luncheon of the men was 
held Thursday, November 14, at the Hotel Alexandria. Both 
were well attended and were very successfully carried out. The 
chairman for the women’s luncheon was Mrs. Covell; for the 
men’s luncheon, Mr. Montén. 


The burden of the work of this Committee was of course ¢ar- 
ried by the Rev. David R. Covell until his departure in Novem- 
ber to become national field secretary for the Province of Se- 
wanee. We owe him a great debt of gratitude for his energetic 
intelligent, consecrated efforts for the past five years and we 
regret his going from us. For the past two months the secre- 
tarial work of the committee has been performed by the Rev. 
Wm. Ellwood Craig. 

The Committee has found a difficult problem in the fact that 
so many of our parishes and missions apparently contain not a 
single adult who makes a regular offering for the spread of Our 
Lord’s Kingdom. In many instances, throughout most of the 
year, the report of the General Church Program treasurer shows 
a receipt only from the children’s Easter Mite-Box offering. To 
convince our people that the whole work of the Church deserves 
their glad and constant support, to make this giving and loyalty 
a normal and essential thing, to set forth the tried and proven 
methods which should be followed from the moment the plans 
are made for giving until the time the money is promptly on its 
way to do its blessed work—these are some of the principal mat- 
ters in which this Committee has sought to assist the Diocese to 
meet its obligation to Christ through His Church.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EXAMINING CHAPLAINS 


The Board of Examining Chaplains for 1929 organized on 
February 1, 1929, by the election of the Rev. Robert L. Windsor 
as Chairman and the Rev. C. Rankin Barnes as Secretary. 
At that time five Deacons and six Candidates for Holy Orders 
were under the direction of the Board. 

The second meeting was held April 11-12, 1929. The Rev. 
William C. Kernan, Deacon, was given the examination for 
Priest’s Orders. The Rev. James T. Fish, Deacon, was given 
a portion of the examination for Priest’s Orders. Mr. John 
E. H. Wood, Candidate, was given a portion of the examination 
for Deacon’s Orders. Mr. Robert J. Dell, Postulant, was given 
the remainder of the literary examination for admission as a 
Candidate for Holy Orders, and the Board thereupon voted to 
recommend that he be so admitted. 

The third meeting was held on May 2, 1929. Major Thomas 
A. Osborne, Candidate, was given the remainder of the exam- 
ination for Deacon’s Orders. 

The fourth meeting was held June 20-21, 1929. The Rev. 
Arthur P. Stembridge, Deacon, and the Rev. James T. Fish, 
Deacon, were given portions of the examination for Priest’s Or- 
ders. Mr. John E. H. Wood, Candidate, was given the remain- 
der of the examination for Deacon’s Orders. 

The fifth meeting was held on June 24, 1929. It was called 
at the request of Bishop Stevens, who assisted in the examina- 
tion. Mr. Alex Lyall, Candidate, was given the examination 
for Deacon’s Orders. 

The sixth meeting was held on August 2, 1929. The Board 
voted to accept the suggestion of Bishop Stevens that he appoint 
special examiners in Philadelphia to complete the examination 
for Priest’s Orders of the Rev. Arthur P. Stembridge, Deacon. 

The seventh meeting was held on September 12, 1929. The 
Board considered the report of the two Philadelphia priests 
appointed by Bishop Stevens as special examiners of the Rev. 
Arthur P. Stembridge, Deacon. The Board voted to accept their 
favorable report on the three remaining subjects, without re- 
sponsibility. Mr. Wesley Albert Havermale, Postulant, was 
given the literary examination for admission as a Candidate for 
Holy Orders. The Board voted to recommend that he be granted 
a temporary dispensation from the Greek language, and that 
he be admitted as a Candidate for Holy Orders. Mr. Philip 
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Marvin Styles, Postulant, was given the literary examination 
for admission as a Candidate for Holy Orders. The Board 
voted to recommend that he be granted a dispensation from the 
Latin language and a temporary dispensation from the Greek 
language, and that he be admitted as a Candidate for Holy 
Orders. Mr. Robert MacLellan Key, Postulant, was given the 
literary examination for admission as a Candidate for Holy 
Orders, and the Board thereupon recommended that he be so 
admitted. Mr. Walter Merritt McCracken, Postulant, presented 
his literary credentials to the Board, which recommended that 
he be admitted as a Candidate for Holy Orders. The Rev. 
James T. Fish, Deacon, was given the remainder of the examina- 
tion for Priest’s Orders. 


The eighth meeting was held October 10-11, 1929. The Rev. 
Robert B. Gooden, D.D., was elected as Chairman of the Board 
to succeed the Rev. Robert L. Windsor, deceased. The Rev. 
John E. H. Wood, Deacon; the Rev. Harry Beekman Lee, Dea- 
con; and the Rev. Alex Lyall, Deacon, were each given a por- 
tion of the examination for Priest’s Orders. 

The ninth meeting was held on December 18, 1929. The 
Board considered the request, made to Bishop Stevens by Dr. 
Wayne S. Snoddy, a minister of the Presbyterian Church and a 
Candidate for Holy Orders, for examination by the Board of 
Examining Chaplains of the Diocese of Massachusetts, and voted 
that the request be approved. 

The tenth meeting was held on January 16, 1930. The Rev. 
Alex Lyall, Deacon, was given the remainder of the examina- 
tion for Priest’s Orders. At the request of Bishop Stevens, the 
members of the Board assisted him in the examination of the 
Rev. Thomas A. Osborne, Deacon, as provided for in Class 6 
before advancement to Priest’s Orders.

The Board of Directors of the Church Extension Society, 
in this, its forty-third annual report, reminds Convention that 
during its long existence, beginning nine years before the for- 
mation of the Diocese of Los Angeles, its main object has been 
to contribute to the missionary beginnings of church work in 
all parts of the territory, and this continues to be the sole pur- 
pose of the Society’s present-day existence. 

It will hardly be understood by the membership of this year’s 
Convention, or, indeed, by the membership of any recent Con- 
vention, how extensive and valuable the work of the Society has 
been in the earlier life, especially of the church in Southern 
California, and even at the present its financial help to new 
and struggling Missions has been of the utmost importance. 
And now that the Trew Memorial Fund is adding to the So- 
ciety’s resources, its ability has been so far increased in being 
able to respond. to some of the frequent appeals made to it. 
We say SOME of the frequent appeals, for, as a matter of fact, 
the Society could well find abundant use for many times its 
present yearly income. In this connection we may well con- 
gratulate ourselves on the increased ability the Society possesses 
in the Trew Memorial Fund to keep forward the progress of 
the church in the Diocese, and the directors are grateful to 
those subscribers who, by the payment of their pledges, have 
enabled the Society to do this large work the past year. It is to 
be regretted, however, that some of the pledges have had noth- 
ing paid on them; while there are also quite a number of Par- 
ishes and Missions from which no pledge has yet been received.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE CHURCH 
PENSION FUND—1929 


During the year 1929, the assessments for Pensions collected 
and forwarded to the Church Pension Fund in New York, 
amounted to $19,724.84. This is an increase of $2,315.95 over 
1928. The Pensions paid to beneficiaries in this Diocese during 
the year 1929 amounted to $21,970.00. An increase of $2,600.00 
over the previous year. This amount was divided among 18 
clergymen, 22 widows, and 8 orphans. 

The Trustees report a steady and constant progress in every 
phase of the administration of the Fund. The annual valuation, 
which is now being prepared and which is submitted each year 
to the Insurance Department of the State of New York, will 
show approximately $22,500,000.00 in reserves in the hands of 
the Trustees, which can only be used for the payment of pen- 
sions already granted and the pensions promised for the still 
active clergy and their families. Pensions of an uncertain 
nature are of no value. As Bishop Lawrence pointed out in the 
eleventh annual report of the Fund, the essential requirement of 
a pension system is that its pension promises shall be absolutely 
carried out. The Church is fortunate in having its pension sys- 
tem so constructed and so administered through the co-opera- 
tion of the dioceses and missionary districts that it can look with 
confidence to the future. 

In 1929 the pension assessments paid to the Fund from be- 
tween 15,000 and 20,000 different accounts, throughout the 
Church, amounted the extraordinary total of $1,157,000.00. 
This is practically one hundred per cent of the amount that 
should have been paid. 


At the end of 1929 the Fund was paying out in pensions 
$811,418.94 or at the rate of over $2,200.00 a day. 


Of the clergy, who receive pensions, 95% have been increased 
beyond the $600.00 originally promised. Of the widows pen- 
sions, 64% have been increased. Of all the pensions to clergy- 
men and widows, 76% have been increased beyond the original 
promises and the Trustees are adding to these as fast as surplus 
income permits. Of the clergy 234 now receive $750.00 a year; 
86 receive $900.00 a year; 41 receive $1,000.00 a year; 3 receive 
$1,200.00 a year. Of the widows 298 receive $400.00 a year; 
58 receive $450.00 a year; 52 receive $500.00 a year; and 2 re- 
ceive $600.00 a year. 


Previous to the beginning of this year the assessment paid 
on the stipends in this Diocese was 614%. The balance was paid 
from the income from invested funds turned over to the Pension 
Fund by this Diocese. Because of the large increase in the 
stipends paid, the income from this fund is no longer large 
enough to pay one per cent. From now on it will be necessary 
to pay 714%. The income from the invested funds of this Dio- 
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cese after this year will be returned us to be used as this con- 
vention designates. 

Nearly all of our parishes and missions now pay their assess- 
ments to the Fund monthly in advance. There are a few to be 
educated so that the Fund in Los Angeles will be 100% efficient. 
To this end your committee asks the co-operation of the clergy 
and parish treasurers,

Angeles; All Saints’, Long Beach; the Bishop Johnson Memorial 
Chapel, and one or two Missions. 


At the last meeting plans were made for a thorough study of 
the problem of Church Architecture as it appertains to Southern 
California. An effort will be made to secure copies of good work 
already existing in the Diocese and to make these available as 
starting points in the planning of new Church buildings. The 
aim will be to make the Commission a real help to all Parishes 
and Missions contemplating building.

REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY 


1929 was a successful year for the Woman’s Auxiliary with 
past standards maintained and new ventures made. We have 
83 branches, two being new Junior Branches more of which we 
hope to organize. Regular monthly diocesan meetings have been 
held in Los Angeles besides district meetings in the other Con- 
vocations, also two conferences at the Summer School and an 
Annual Quiet Day in Advent with addresses by Dean Powell. 

All our Departments have done good work. In the Educa- 
tional Department 46 branches have undertaken study and the 
sale of books has doubled that of last year. The educational sec- 
retary has visited many branches and held conferences at Santa 
Barbara, San Diego, the Cathedral, and the Summer School. 
The Supply Department during Lent sent hospital supplies, bed- 
ding, and clothing to four missions in Alaska, three in the Orient 
and one in New Mexico, valued at $8,883.38. During Advent 
twelve boxes were sent to missionaries, ten within the diocese 
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and two outside, valued at $2,529.74. Total value of Supply 
Work, $11,413.12. The Altar Department has assisted sixteen 
missions with chancel and altar furnishings and vestments, one 
gift being a portable altar fully equipped. Besides this regular 
work over six hundred Christmas boxes were sent to the Sea- 
men’s Church Institute, valued at over $1,200. 


The Church Periodical Club has done invaluable work in the 
home and foreign field in sending out 385 periodicals, regular- 
ly, in supplying ten Public Libraries with The Spirit of Mis- 
sions, and seventy-seven clergy and Institutions with Church 
periodicals. The Club is also supplying the prayer books for the 
Bishop Johnson Memorial Chapel at Westwood.

Our new ventures are the following. A Recruiting Commit- 
tee for Women Workers has been established and three young 
women, two nurses and one teacher, have volunteered for the 
mission field, two already having received their appointments 
from the National Council. A Social Service Department has 
been organized and is sponsoring the work of the Church Wel- 
fare Association and underwriting the salary of a Field Worker 
at the Juvenile Court at $2,000. The Auxiliary also stands 
ready to co-operate, both educationally and practically, with the 
rest of the Diocese in the great Advance Work Program now 
being planned by the National Council in which the raising of a 
million and a half dollars is to be undertaken by the whole 
Church. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary strives to serve the Church in the 
Diocese, in the Nation, and in the Foreign Field, and in all our 
undertakings we ask for the co-operation and sympathetic under- 
standing of the clergy.

REPORT OF THE EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION 
SOCIETY OF LOS ANGELES 


The work of this branch of diocesan activity in the great 
public institutions of our city and county; at St. Barnabas’ 
House, at the Hostel, and in much follow-up work in homes, 
has gone on during the past year with increasing vigor. We 
feel that our methods are somewhat unique in that we are doing 
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a tremendous work with precious human lives with a minimum 
of machinery. One of the high county officials said recently 
that we are doing one of the finest pieces of social work in the 
county. 


Wonder has been expressed in different quarters that, with 
workers of many different emphases of churchmanship, and deal- 
ing with people of all religions and no religion, we never have 
the least appearance of dissension or discontent. As Deaconess 
Stieger has so well said: ‘‘We deal with people and not with 
things.’’ Machinery, with us, is no more than a means to an 
end, and we have as little of it as possible. Then, again, every 
day begins with the offering of the Blessed Sacrament—the one 
service which our Lord has provided. A work that is done 
“looking unto Jesus’’ could not possibly develop much of that 
self-seeking which ruins so much professedly Christian service. . 
And, further, when we lose ourselves in the need of others, sel- 
fishness is outlawed. 


The outstanding new accomplishment of the year has been 
the opening of the Hostel, a home for older boys, situated next 
door to St. Barnabas’ House, with the Rev. Arthur Cotter as 
director. It is doing a fine bit of work, but needs larger quar- 
ters. The capacity is only ten and we have had to refuse far 
more than we can receive. 


We have an absolute need—another chaplain. The General 
Hospital and County Farm are planning to double their capac- 
ity. Our faithful assistant priest, the Rev. A. H. Dexter, is 
already overworked, and we have always so many asking for 
Confirmation instruction that we cannot possibly get around to 
them all with any frequency. There are fifteen at Olive View 
alone. The diocese must surely recognize this imperative need. 
Our diocesan allowance has not been increased for years. 

Our Christmas and Relief Fund only amounted to one thou- 
sand dollars this year. We hope and pray that our parishes 
and missions, as well as individuals, will remember us through 
the year, for the demands on us are incessant every day of

REPORT OF THE CITY AND COUNTY MISSION 
SOCIETY OF SAN DIEGO 


CHAPLAIN’S REPORT 


The past year’s activities include 1,078 bedside visits in the 
County Hospital; 119 visits in the Vauclain Home; 11 visits in 
the Merey Hospital; 7 visits in the Psychopathic Hospital; 752 
visits in the city at large; 746 visits at Santee (County Farm) ; 
private sick Communions, 20; services in the County Hospital, 
58; committee meetings in the County Hospital, 41; number of 
patients taken to and from clinic and drives, 88; loads collected 
for the Episcopal Bureau, 114; services in churches, 100; ser- 
mons in churches, 19; and 13,324 miles driven in prosecution 
of the work. 

Another successful Christmas season has passed. Every 
patient in three institutions received a bag or box containing 
several gifts. The Daughters of the King and St. Margaret’s 
Guild, both of All Saints’ Parish, San Diego, provided all the 
women of the County Hospital with bags and presents. Coro- 
nado, Ocean Beach and Escondido helped to provide for the men 
patients, while St. Paul’s, San Diego, supplied the mothers and 
infants in the maternity ward with gifts. 

Books and magazines have been distributed throughout the 
year, provided by Miss Walton of La Jolla and other inter- 
ested people. 

Miss Barnes of St. Paul’s Parish visits the County Farm 
every week and is doing very fine work amongst the women. 


Members of the Nazarene Society, under the able leadership 
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of Miss Tulloch, visit the County Hospital and Vauclain Home 
every Thursday, taking cheer and comfort to all with whom they 
come in contact. 

The music for the hospital services on the first Sunday of 
each month is provided by the Daughters of the King of All 
Saints’ Parish. The fifth Sunday is taken by the Mother’s 
Club of Normal Heights. 

The importance of this mission work is not yet realized by 
the church at large; if it were, the money for a St. Barnabas 
home for convalescents would be forthcoming. Let us all pray 
for a new outpouring of the Holy Spirit to increase our facili- 
ties.

REPORT OF THE HOSPITAL OF THE GOOD 
SAMARITAN 


In 1929, 6,757 patients were admitted to the Hospital, an in- 
crease of 1,415 over the previous year. The daily average was 
241.7, an increase of 42; the number of surgical operations, 5,407, 
an increase of 1,256; the number of births was 542, an increase 
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of 80; the income from operations was $817,988.10, an increase of 
$115,960.40; the net profit was $28,835.08, a gain of $35,106.08. 
The per capita cost of operation was 7.86 per patient per day, a 
decrease of .82; the average length of stay in the Hospital was 
13.06 days as compared with 138.05. The percentage of deaths 
to the total number discharged was 2.82, a decrease of .28. 
There were no obstetrical deaths during the year. The mortgage 
on the Hospital was reduced by $110,000 during the year, leav- 
ing the sum of $1,500,000.00. The amount of gratuitous service 
rendered in the Hospital was $71,518.40. 


In addition to this the Good Hope Hospital Association spent 
for care of patients in the Hospital $79,862.06, making a grand 
total of free service rendered in the institution $151,380.46. 

The free work of the Hospital, exclusive of its departments, 
comprised free service, reductions and discounts to 393 cases. 

Of these 

29 were clergymen of the Episcopal Church or members 
of Clergymen’s families. 

27 were ministers of other churches or members of min- 
isters’ families. 

5 were deaconesses or church workers. 

60 were members of the Medical staff or belonged to staff 
doctors’ families. 

61 were registered nurses. 

42 were student nurses. 

169 were unclassified. 


In addition to these Good Hope Hospital Association cared 
for 1,032 cases in the Hospital, making a total of 1,425 cases 
receiving free or partially free care in the Hospital. 


Contributions from the churches of the Diocese amounted to 
$615.10, an increase of $172.60. These offerings are placed in a 
fund which is used entirely for the care of patients unable to 
meet the cost of hospital care. 


A notable event in the year was the opening of the Good 
Hope Clinic on February 1—an out-patient department con- 
ducted by the Good Hope Hospital Association. For the use of 
this clinic and the administration offices of the Association, a 
beautiful building was erected on the property of the Hospital 
of the Good Samaritan on Shatto St. In the 12 months of 1929, 
3716 received treatment in the Clinic, involving 20,670 visits. 


A second important even in this past year was the separate 
incorporation of the School of Nursing under the name of the 
Bishop Johnson College of Nursing, by which a suitable memor- 
ial is established in honor of Bishop Johnson, who was so deeply 
interested in the Hospital and in nursing education—and em- 
phasis is also given to the work of the hospital as an educational 
institution. 


The number of students January 1 was 105. 
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A matter of great importance to the Hospital is the deter- 
mination by the vote of the people of the State at the coming 
November election of the question of exempting non-profit hos- 
pitals from taxation. Taxes paid by our hospital in 1929 
amounted to $35,167.65, or an average of 40 cents per patient 
per day. There are now only two other states, Wyoming and 
New Mexico that tax non-profit hospitals. 

There are many indications that the influence of the Chapel 
and ministrations that center around it is an increasing factor 
in the life of the institution. 

There have been two Confirmation services in the Chapel, 
comprising five student nurses and two members of the staff. 

There have been five baptisms and one marriage in the 
Chapel. 

Services have been held as before on Friday evenings and 
Sunday mornings. 

In October a Los Angeles Branch of St. Barnabas’ Guild for 
Nurses was organized at a meeting called by members of the 
staff and held in the social rooms of the College of Nursing. 
About fifty members have been enrolled.

REPORT OF THE 
CHURCH HOME FOR CHILDREN 


The year has been an encouraging one. It began with a 
note in the bank to the extent of $10,500.00, which has been 
completely paid. Thanks to the efficiency of our Board of Man- 
agers, we have been able to come to the end of the year with all 
current bills paid. There is a note in the bank today for 
$2,000.00 and provision has already been made to cancel it. 


ENDOWMENTS 

A bequest from the William H. Hood estate, amounting to 
$20,007.99. $5,000.00 has also been received from the estate of 
the late Charles W. Leffingwell, D.D., for the endowment fund. 
This, with $1,000.00 given by Gen. Charles C. McReeve, and the 
sum of $1,000.00 given several years ago, makes this fund 
$7,000.00. 

We are hopeful that others will remember the Home in their 
wills and thereby assist in building up such an Endowment 
Fund as to make it possible to care for all children sheltered 
under our roof, free of charge. At the present cost of living 
it is estimated that the sum of $420.00 a year is necessary to 
care for one child. For a Home having a capacity to eare for 
seventy-five children, an annual income of $31,500.00 is neces- - 
sary on such a computed basis. 

At the present time we have in the Home fifty-two children. 
It has cost the Home during the past year, in addition to all 
funds received from parents of children, $8,782.00. In the face 
of this fact it is difficult to understand how anyone can say that 
the Church Home for Children does not need your support. Of 
the fifty-two children now being cared for in the Home, all but 
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eleven are Church children, six Methodists, four Presbyterians, 
and one Lutheran. 


GIFTS 


We wish to acknowledge gifts of equipment for the Home 
from St. Clement’s Church, Huntington Park; from the Council 
Committee at Beverly Hills; from St. James Church, Los An- 
geles; and from Mrs. Armstrong of All Saints’, Pasadena. A 
gift of new chairs for all the rooms in the Girls’ Cottage from 
Mrs. Albert H. Voight of St. Paul’s Cathedral. The gift of 
$1,000.00 from Mrs. LeRoy Sanders, and also a gift of $1,000.00 
from Mrs. George Davidson, were given toward the liquidation 
of the note in the bank which had been contracted for landscap- 
ing. We are also indebted to Mrs. Nancy Schmoele, Mrs. C. W. 
Dobbins, Mrs. Isabel Russell, Mr. John D. Hibbard and Mrs. 
Campbell-Johnston for exterior painting. In addition to these 
gifts, we cannot express our gratitude in adequate terms to Mrs. 
Isaac Milbank for her magnificent gift of the sum in excess of 
$12,000.00 for the complete renovation of the Jack and Winifred 
and Lowe Cottages. By reason of these improvements our 
Church Home for Children today stands completely equipped 
and will compare with any Home for Children in any Diocese 
of our Church. 

The School Welfare Commission of the State of California 
has pronounced our Church Home for Children as ranking 
among the finest institutions of its kind in the State. 

In mentioning gifts to the Home, we want to thank all the 
clergy and the children of our Sunday Schools who participated 
in Ingathering Day, which restocked the depleted pantry with 
provisions inventoried at $1,000.00. 


APPRECIATION 


This report would not be complete without a word of appre- 
ciation and thanks to the members of the Board of Directors 
who are held by the State legally responsible and who have given 
of their time and strength in looking after the corporate life of 
the institution. 

We wish to place on record in this report our appreciation of 
the splendid piece of work accomplished by the members of the 
Board of Managers, with Mr. John D. Hibbard, Chairman, who 
have also given of their time and strength toward bringing the 
Home to its present state of efficiency. 

Mention must also be made of the work done for the Home 
by the Council under the able leadership of Mrs. Lawrence B. 
Burek. Their chief object is to interest people in the various 
parishes to the end that our maintenance fund may constantly 
be replenished. 

Deaconess Phillips has given to the Home during the past 
year an efficiency of administration in caring for the chil- 
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dren. She has shown herself capable of managing the Home in a 
business-like manner and the internal workings move with pre- 
cision and in order. 

We are grateful to all the members of our Church through- 
out the Diocese for their interest and their support. We ask 
their continued help and we further ask their prayers that God 
may give us all strength and courage to face the problems of 
our Church Home for Children, together with wisdom to solve 
them.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 


There have been eleven regular meetings of the Board of 
Directors of the Church Home for Children held during the past 
year. 

In September it was voted not to accept any more children 
under four years of age, and, whenever necessary, to keep the 
children in the Home until they had finished High School. In 
October there were a few changes made in the Constitution and 
By-Laws. An advertisement of the Home now appears regu- 
larly in the Los Angeles Churchman and Church Messenger. 

Through the generosity of Mrs. Isaac Milbank the two ecot- 
tages, one for the boys and one for the girls, are now thoroughly 
up to the Social Standard. The note at the bank was paid off, 
and a substantial beginning made on the endowment fund. 
There are now five full scholarships and none part scholarships. 


In looking back over 1929 we can say that it has in all been 
a_very successful year; the children are healthy and happy. 
We are beginning a new year and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that it also will prove a banner one.

REPORT OF THE HARVARD SCHOOL 


Harvard School, the Bishop’s School for Boys, is now well 
along in the thirtieth year of its existence. As far as I know, it 
is the oldest school doing high school work in Los Angeles in the 
same location. While still youthful, this statement gives the 
appearance of age at least. Schools are not made in a day and 
the thirty years which have passed are rich in many kinds of 
achievement which go to make the school the excellent one it is 
today. 

The faculty numbering 26 are graduates of 19 colleges. Many 
of the teachers have really given a life-work to Harvard School 
as some of them have passed the quarter century mark in her 
service and many others have passed the fifteen year mark. 
They are all capable, experienced and conscientious men. 

A total of 303 students have registered in this school up to 
date from twenty-three states and countries. The boys are a 
very fine group intellectually and socially, and, from the point 
of view of fine character. It is a pleasure to be with them. 

The school maintains a good standard of scholarship and 
there is a very evident desire in its student body to excel in this 
respect. Boys who have gone on to the university have given a 
good account of themselves on the whole. <A cleverly devised 
system of athletics which is in operation reaches every boy in 
school. There is not a boy in school who does not do something 
in some branch of outdoor sport. The physique and health of 
the boys have been remarkable.

REPORT OF THE BISHOP’S SCHOOL FOR GIRLS 


In June, 1929, The Bishop’s School for Girls at La Jolla 
graduated its twentieth class. At that time, seventeen were 
added to the 235 alumnae who are making the name and stand- 
ards of the school known in various parts of the world. As in 
former years, more than half of the last class went on to college, 
—Bryn Mawr, Wellesley, Scripps, Mills, Northwestern, as well 
as to state universities on this coast. The percentage of success 
in the last College Board Examinations was 96.7 and our present 
group gives promise of equal accomplishment, six of the seven- 


teen seniors having applied for admission to Vassar or Mt. 
Holyoke. 


The School opened in September, 1929, with 118 pupils, 70 
of whom are boarders. These girls come from twelve different 
states and from Mexico and Canada. For the first time in the 
past ten years more than half of the boarders register as Episco- 
palians. Their familiarity with the Church, however slight, 
shows itself in the heartiness and interest of the daily and Sun- 
day Chapel services. 


Twenty teachers also live at the School, four of whom devote 
themselves twenty-four hours a day, if necessary, to the girls. 
Our ideal is to keep as far away from the feeling of an institu- 
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tion as possible, and to approach as nearly as we can, normal 
home life. To this end, birthday parties, picnics, periods for 
reading aloud and sewing, monthly teas, and Saturday evening 
entertainments are carefully planned. A new students’ room 
and infirmary, completed in November, have added greatly to 
the happiness and comfort of the entire school. The enthusiasm 
for sports is as great as ever, and although the size of our campus 
has been increased to more than six acres, by the purchase of 
adjoining lots, every available spot is in use for tennis, hockey, 
basket ball, archery, and recently, Badminton. 


The School contributes definitely to the pleasure of the com- 
munity in various ways, but especially through the Physical 
Education, Dramatic, Art, and Music departments. The Sun- 
day Choral Evensong and organ recital are enjoyed by many, as 
are also the Christmas play, Open Day in March, the May Day 
fete and the June plays. For the fourth year we are having a 
series of five Saturday evening programs of interest to all La 
Jolla, at which artists and lecturers such as the Zoellner Quartet, 
The Kennedys, Mr. Ratcliffe, Mr. Untermeyer, and Olga Steeb 
have appeared. 

The thought and enthusiasm of the School is not all centered 
on one place or one community. Every girl, individually, is a 
member of the Red Cross, and the whole group, through its 
affiliation with the Junior Red Cross is learning the meaning of 
the word ‘‘Service.’’ For a number of years we have been sup- 
porting a Near East orphan. The Thanksgiving gifts of food 
to the Church Home for Children are purchased personally and 
paid for out of allowances, small because of the numerous de- 
mands upon them. Sixty children from a San Diego home are 
brought out every year to spend the day as guests of the girls of 
the School. Mr. Hastings’ Indian Mission in Wyoming also re- 
ceives an annual gift of money raised through some sort of 
dramatic entertainment. 

The aim of the School may thus be seen to be threefold; to 
give to the girls who come to La Jolla such mental training as 
may enable them to proceed soundly and successfully to future 
work; to impress on them the social requirements of life in a 
friendly group leading to public usefulness; and to build up, by 
the great aid of the Church, the essentials of Christian character.

In reporting for 1929—our 8th year—the Seamen’s Church 
Institute, serving merchant seamen, sincerely thanks our many 
cooperating friends: individuals helping generously through 
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gifts of money, magazines, books, etc., and of time, especially 
in our weekly entertainments and our now famous Christmas 
program and box gifts; the Woman’s Auxillary throughout the 
diocese for warm-hearted, motherly help—about ninety per 
cent of our 719 Christmas boxes were packed by or through 
them under the contagious leadership of Mrs. Spencer H. Smith, 
Christmas Box Chairman; the Girls’ Friendly Society for 
Christmas boxes; the Church Periodical Club for whole auto- 
loads of magazines; the Social Service Commission for its 
always keen interest in our work and its stimulation of public 
support for the Institute and all diocesan institutions through 
the great annual Convention mass-meetings. Again, we sin- 
cerely thank the parishes and missions for making possible 
the generous annual diocesan appropriation of $2500, toward 
our work—a very important and blessedly regular part of our 
income. The Community Chest of Los Angeles remains of 
course, our financial chief tower of strength, over and above 
the earnings of the building, and we deeply appreciate the 
gifts of citizens through this efficient modern channel. 

The Superintendent again records his appreciation of the 
faithful and loyal cooperation of the staff, and of the Board 
of Directors. 

The year was marked by steady persistent work, increased 
efficiency, manifold Christian personal services to seamen, and 
a capacity response. To our excellent system of handling 
sailors’ savings was added an agency for American Railway 
Express money orders and travelers’ checks. Help in handling 
money is one of the most important services we can render 
to these seagoing husbands and sons who so seldom see their 
own homes. We have been increasingly successful in locating 
‘“‘missing seamen’’ and encouraging them to resume home 
contacts by letters and in person. Much also was done toward 
securing employment for paroled prisoners, and now every 
month finds letters coming from the penitentiaries asking this 
same help. 


The reading, writing and recreation rooms continue to 
meet a real need, and the weekly entertainments are always 
enjoyed by the crowd of ‘‘salts’’ sure to be ashore. Gifts of maga- 
zines and loans of books to ships are increasing, much to the 
joy of crews. Chapel services are helpful, and the attendance 
is growing. 

Christmas was celebrated appropriately with a cantata by 
St. Peter’s Choir, San Pedro, and an address by the Rev. C. 
Rankin Barnes of St. James’, South Pasadena, a turkey dinner 
served as usual by St. Peter’s Guild and friends to about 200 
seamen, and the evening entertainment and box distribution 
when the great Assembly Hall was packed with nearly 500. 
Bishop Stevens and his family, many of our Directors and their 
Wives, several diocesan officers of the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
and other friends were present for various of the Christmas 
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festivities, which proved to be the most successful in our 
history. 

The year again proved the Institute loaded to the Plimsoll 
mark, full to capacity, and needing certain improvements to 
properly hold to its course. The whole craft needs a new coat 
of paint outside (about $500.00) and the interior, especially 
the Assembly Hall should be brightened up by refinishing the 
oak deck (about $200.00) and repainting and otherwise embell- 
ishing the walls and underroof (about $500.00). Seamen, like 
all of us landfolk, quickly respond to an attractive environ- 
ment. Here are opportunities for friends to help us. 

Most of all we should enlarge our lodging space. With our 
only six rooms and twenty-six dormitory beds, we are fre- 
quently forced to turn away seamen. An additional dormitory 
story would house from thirty to forty more rooms, would offer 
clean, low-priced beds to seafarers—seamen like to lodge at 
the Institutes—and help materially in the support of the build- 
ing. Here again we need the help of friends. 

As shown by the attached statement, our capital debt was 
reduced in 1929 by $5,156.96, but the balance of $27,393.90 still 
weighs heavily. Help! 

Thanks, progress, needed improvements; such epitomizes 
1929 and challenges for 1930.

REPORT OF THE NEIGHBORHOOD SETTLEMENT 


In making this annual report to the Convention it has seemed 
best not to enumerate activities, which may be found in the Blue 
Book, but to report briefly that the Neighborhood Settlement is 
in a healthy condition—materially, numerically and spiritually. 

Since 1924 when the Settlement became an agency member 
of the Los Angeles Community Chest we have received our sup- 
port almost entirely from that source. However $472.45 came 
from the neighborhood itself, of which we are justly proud. 
Small as the amount is, it makes all the difference between the 
charity case and the contributing member—a step ahead in a 
community such as ours. That the Settlement in the last five 
years has never exceeded its budget does not mean that we do 
not need an increase. We need more money—not only for cur- 
rent expenses but for expansion. 


The Settlement property which includes the camp and camp 
site at Redondo Beach, the large lot and small chapel at Bel- 
vedere, and the five lots and plant at East 9th St. are all free 
from debt, except a small mortgage of $6,000 on the 9th St. prop- 
erty. These are all valuable holdings. 

The membership and clientele have steadily increased. There 
are over 300 paid members—boys and girls of the neighborhood, 
and over 4000 others who have made use of the Settlement dur- 
ing the year. The total attendance for the year is 65,700. A 
staff of 12 have been in residence at the Settlement House, and 
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volunteers from the University of California and from the Uni- 
versity of Southern California have given faithful and efficient 
service, six from the latter institution receiving credits from 
their Department of Sociology. 


Several events of interest during the year brought us in touch 
with a larger group of Mexican people and extended our field of 
usefulness. A Mexican Tea in March, one on May 5th and one 
on September 16th, to celebrate the Mexican national days, were 
put on by the Settlement and brought us many new friends. 


We measure our spiritual growth by that intangible, but 
none the less real, atmosphere of good will and friendliness 
which exists between the house residents and the neighborhood 
people. The people are coming to us naturally and freely, and 
the fiestas, dances, social gatherings and club meetings represent 
not only our neighborhood people, but Mexican groups from 
many parts of the city to whom the Neighborhood Settlement is 
known as a friend of Mexicans. We feel that a foundation has 
been laid on which to build when the Church is ready to under- 
take a definite religious work among them. The very fact that 
we have not tried to proselytize them has helped in this. 


In reviewing the work we are conscious of the many things 
we had in mind to do that are still undone, but we know that we 
can turn it over to our successor, Mrs. Robert A. Woods, with 
the assurance that there will be many new developments under 
her able leadership. While it is hard to leave a task that has 
absorbed all one’s time and interest we are happy in the con- 
sciousness that there will be no break in the work; rather a 
steady advance. 


May we take this time to thank Bishop Stevens, the members 
of the Settlement Board, and all our other friends in the Church 
who have done so much to make the years of service at the 
Neighborhood Settlement such happy ones.

REPORT OF THE BISHOP’S GUILD 


I beg to report that the Bishop’s Guild has a membership of 
314 representing 54 Parishes and Missions. 


The past year has been one of slow but steady growth. 
Among its activities were four Good Will Parties: one for our 
Japanese children; one for Mexican mothers and their children 
under six. I rejoice that the Guild even in a small way is shar- 
ing in the work amongst our Mexican neighbors. The two other 
parties were for American Indian girls, a fine group of girls 
who ought to be a challenge to the G. F. 8., to the Y. P. F. and 
to the Diocese in general. Many of them are Church trained on 
the Reservation. Hundreds of these girls are in Los Angeles 
working their way through public school. Many people regard 
the Indian as having little or no ambition, yet after five years 
of contact with them in Los Angeles I can authoritatively state 
that many hundreds of these boys and girls are making a very 
earnest effort to get through school and to qualify themselves 
to earn an honorable livelihood. 


The Inspirational Luncheons and the meetings of the Guild 
are happy gatherings, and I do think they help much to promote 
good fellowship in our Diocesan family. 

We solicit your old discarded clothes and your membership 
in the Guild. 


Old clothes made it possible for us to give the Bishop $1,200 
for his work. 


Old clothes bought us a new two-ton truck, which aside from 
our regular work has been called into service by the Neighbor- 
hood Settlement, Seamen’s Church Institute, Home for the 
Aged, and several churches. 

Old clothes have made many things possible. Hundreds of 
garments are given away annually to poor people. We help 
any person that is sent to us regardless of race or creed if they 
are properly recommended. 
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You have all been so gracious to me during my five years of 
service. Never once has a clergyman said me nay when I asked 
for his co-operation in the work of the Bishop’s Guild. I want 
you to all know I am grateful, and I trust that you will help our 
new Chairman, Mrs. John J. Lawrence, of All Saints’, Pasadena, 
in even a greater way than you did me.

REPORT OF THE GIRLS’ FRIENDLY SOCIETY 


The Girls’ Friendly Society in the Diocese of Los Angeles 
suffered a severe loss during the past year in the death of its 
beloved secretary, Miss Edith M. Benton. Miss Benton was 
admitted to the Girls’ Friendly on Easter Sunday, 1920, and 
gave loyally of herself and her services until her death Novem- 
ber the 19th, 1929. We miss her sadly. 

Four new branches were organized in 1929. They were the 
Bishop’s Branch, Los Angeles; Holy Trinity, Alhambra; St. 
Mary’s, Culver City, and Immanuel, El] Monte. Making a total 
of 28 branches. There are none inactive. 

The total receipts for the corporation were $26,725.27 ; total 
expenditures $26,515.21. Balance on hand January Ist, 1930, 
$210.06. 

A few of the gifts were as follows: Gifts from individuals 
for sustaining memberships to the National Society $205.00. 
Gifts from branches to National Society $282.33, making a total 
of $487.33. Gifts to St. Luke’s International Hospital, Tokyo, 
$2500.00. Gifts to missions in money and valuation of layettes 
sent through the Woman’s Auxiliary $673.90. Gifts by the 
branches to their various parishes in money amounted to ap- 
proximately $300.00. 

A large amount of Social Service was done by the branches. 
Its scope included helping individual families, assisting local 
Red Cross, visiting and taking gifts to Barlow Sanitarium, 
Church Home for Children, Home for the Aged, General Hos- 
pital, Los Feliz Hospital, ete. 

Camp Johnson Conference for Younger Members was held 
from July 1st to July 14th at the Bishop’s School, La Jolla, with 
49 girls in attendance. Miss Mary Sanford directed the Camp, 
the Rev. Douglas Stuart was Chaplain. Total receipts for the 
camp in 1929 were $1,426.93; total expenditures, $1,371.02. 
Leaving a balance on hand in the Camp Johnson Fund of $55.91. 


To our Lodge has been added the name of Heathcote Hall. 
It is now known as Heathcote Hall, the G. F. S. Lodge. Its 
eapacity is 30, the average number of resident guests 23. After 
paying all expenses for 1929, including $3000.00 paid to the 
Girls’ Friendly Society Executive Committee as rent with which 
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the committee paid taxes, interest, and insurance, the Lodge had 
a surplus on January lst, 1930, of $7.48. The savings account 
made up of gifts to the Lodge amounted on January Ist, 1930, 
to $143.00. 


The girls assisted in many ways.the work of the parishes and 
it is our hope that they will be increasingly useful to their 
rectors. 


As all Girls’ Friendly dues must now be paid a year in ad- 
vance no one is carried on the list who is not active and 
interested. 


The spiritual life of the girls has developed remarkably 
through the services in many instances worked up by themselves 
or their worship committee, who have also written short prayers 
and hymns for the use of their meetings.

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WILLIAM CARSON SHAW 
Priest 


March 12, 1861—March 26, 1929 


William Carson Shaw, Rector Emeritus of the Church of the 
Ascension, Sierra Madre, died March 26, after a lingering illness, 
following several years’ ill health. 

Born in Thamesville, Ontario, Canada, he was graduated from 
the University of Toronto, and Berkeley Divinity School. He 
was ordained deacon in 1894 by Bishop Williams of Connecticut, 
and priest in 1895 by Bishop Wells of Spokane. He served the 
Church in the Missionary District of Spokane, and in the Dio- 
eeses of Chicago, Pennsylvania, Nebraska and California, be- 
fore coming to this Diocese in 1919. 


He was six years the Rector of the Church of the Ascension, 
Sierra Madre, when ill health forced his resignation in 1925. 
He was elected Rector Emeritus and continued to live in Sierra 
Madre, being active in civic and other affairs, as far as his 
health would permit. 


Burial services were held in the Church of the Ascension, 


Sierra Madre, March 28, by Bishop Stevens, and interment was 
in the Sierra Madre Cemetery. 


FRANCIS M. WILSON 
Priest 


November 23, 1860—August 9, 1929 


Francis M. Wilson, Vicar of St. Stephen’s Mission, Beau- 
mont, for the past eight years, died August 9, after several years 
of ill health. 

He was born in Geneva, New York, in 1860, and was gradu- 
ated from Cornell University. He was ordained deacon in 1897 
by Bishop Morrison of Duluth, and priest in 1901 by Bishop 
Seymour of Springfield. Before coming to this Diocese, his min- 
istry was in the Dioceses of Springfield and Vermont. 

Coming to Los Angeles in 1921, he served the communities 
of Beaumont and Banning, not merely as Vicar of the churches, 
but. also as a faithful pastor and friend to the many sick and 
ill in those sections. Constantly forgetting his own ill health, 
he ministered continually to others, until the time that he was 
called to his greater reward and the larger life.

Priest 


May 10, 1876—September 25, 1929 


Robert Lloyd Windsor, Secretary of the Dicoese, and Rector 
of St. Luke’s Church, Los Angeles, died suddenly and distress- 
ingly on September 25. He was born in Rochester, New York, 
in 1876, and was graduated from Durham University, England. 


Coming to Los Angeles in 1904, he was ordained both deacon 
and priest by Bishop Johnson, and spent his entire ministry at 
St. Luke’s Church, Los Angeles. 


The following minute of the Standing Committee, of which 
he was a member at the time of his death, and which by resolu- 
tion of Convention is made a part of this memorial, tells elo- 
ae of his loyal and devoted service to the Church and the 

locese : 


‘“We, the members of the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles, do hereby place on record our appreciation of 
the work of the Rev. Robert Lloyd Windsor, Priest of this Diocese 
since 1904—the year of his ordination. On this date he became 
the Priest-in-Charge of St. Luke’s Church and two years later 
became its Rector. He continued to serve this one parish during 
his entire ministry—a period of twenty-five years. 

“In addition to faithful devotion to the affairs of his parish 
church he gave freely and generously of his time and strength 
toward furthering the interests of our Diocese. He served for 
several years on the Boards of Religious Education and of Social 
Service. For a period of twenty-four years he served as member 
of the Diocesan Board of Examining Chaplains, seventeen years 
as the Registrar of the Diocese, fifteen years as Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Diocese and from 1927 to the time of his death as 
Secretary of the Diocese. In 1919 he was appointed Bishop’s 
Chaplain and served in this capacity until the death of Bishop 
Johnson in 1928. He was Deputy to General Convention repre- 
senting this Diocese in the year 1913. For many years he served 
as a member of the Committee on Canons and the Committee 
on Convention Program. He was for the past five years mem- 
ber of the Standing Committee of the Diocese and for the past 
four years Chairman of the Diocesan Committee on the Church 
Pension Fund. 

- “In the discharge of his duties as a member of so many 
boards and committees, the Rev. Robert Lloyd Windsor leaves a 
legacy to this Diocese of service conscientiously rendered and 
cheerfully and freely given. His interest in the welfare of this 
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Diocese was as varied and as diversified as the number of boards 
and committees on which he served. Because of his untiring 
energy and faithful devotion to the tasks which they enjoined, 
the members of the Standing Committee of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles do hereby recognize the work done by this devoted 
Priest of the Church. His entire ministry was given to the work 
of this Diocese and to the work of St. Luke’s Church, the only 
parish he ever knew. 

‘*His death occurred September 25th. He was buried from St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, September 30th, 1929. Interment was in Rose- 
lawn Cemetery.’’ 


HERBERT PERCY HAMES 


Priest 


November 13, 1883—October 9, 1929 


Herbert Percy Hames, Vicar of Christ Church, Redondo 
Beach, died suddenly on October 9. He was born in Hertford- 
shire, England, and received much of his education in Upper 
Iowa University. He was graduated from the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific in 1914. He was ordained deacon in 1912 
by Bishop Wells of Spokane, and priest in 1914 by Bishop Par- 
sons of California. He held a number of positions in New York 
and Illinois before coming to this Diocese in 1925. 

He was for a time assistant at St. Matthias’ Church, Los An- 
geles, becoming Vicar of Christ Church, Redondo Beach, in 1926. 
He was the author of several books, and always gave himself un- 
sparingly to community and civic projects. His ministry was 
marked by a devotion and faithfulness. 

Burial services were held at Christ Church, Redondo Beach, 


by Bishop Stevens, on October 12, and interment in Inglewood 
Cemetery.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE SPECIAL MEETING OF 
CONVENTION 


The Special Meeting of the Thirty-Fifth Annual Convention 
of the Diocese of Los Angeles, called for the purpose of electing 
a Suffragan Bishop for the Diocese, met at St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral, Los Angeles, Tuesday, March 11, 1930. The meeting 
opened with a celebration of the Holy Communion at 9:30 a.m., 
the Bishop of the Diocese being the celebrant. The Epistle was 
read by the Rev. George Davidson, D.D., and the Gospel by the 
Rey. Robert B. Gooden, D.D. Assisting in the administration 
of the Sacred Elements were the Very Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., 
the Rev. George F. Weld, D.D., and the Rev. C. Rankin Barnes. 
The sermon was delivered by the Bishop. (See Page 237.) 

Following the Service, Convention was called to order, the 
Bishop taking the Chair. The Bishop lead in the singing of the 
*“Veni Creator,’’ and appropriate prayers. The Secretary an- 
nounced a quorum present and the Convention was declared 
open for business. 

On motion, the Bishop of Sacramento, who was present, was 
given a seat in Convention. 

The report of the Committee on Dispatch of Business was 
presented as follows: ‘‘First, the report of the Committee on 
Credentials. Then to proceed to nominations for Suffragan 
Bishop by write-in, ‘‘blind ballot’? method, without speeches. 
Qualified voters shall be supplied with blank slips of paper 
whereon to write one name, these to be deposited with tellers 
In same Manner as in voting. Names so submitted shall be 
printed or mimeographed on slips of paper as the first ballot 
for election, after which adjourn to re-convene at 1:30 for the 
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Report of Judge of Elections on Nominating Ballot. After which 
proceed to the first ballot for Suffragan Bishop.’’ After some 
discussion regarding the write-in method of nomination, the re- 
port was accepted. 


The report of the Committee on Credentials was presented 
by the Secretary as follows: ‘‘Proper credentials have been 
received from forty-eight Parishes and from thirty-four Mis- 
sions who are entitled to vote, provided all assessments are paid. 
By action of this Convention remitting all assessments for this 
Special Meeting, we would move that a seat and vote be given 
to the following Parishes and Missions, from whom credentials 
have been received and who, by reason of delinquency, were not 
seated at the last meeting of this Convention: Anaheim, Bur- 
bank, Glendora, Huntington Park, Santa Ana and Sierra 
Madre.”’ 


The motion was seconded and carried and the delegates from 
the above named Parishes and Missions were granted a seat and 
vote. The Chairman also reported that there was one Parish 
and fifteen Missions in union with Convention from whom no 
credentials had been received, and, upon request of Convention, 
he read those names, asking if there were any delegates present 
from that Parish and those Missions. Delegates from El Toro, 
Fallbrook, Church of the Redeemer, Los Angeles, and Palms 
reported present, and, upon motion of Dr. Learned, Convention 
was asked to waive the canonical procedure of one week’s notice 
and to grant them a seat and vote if credentials were presented 
immediately. Carried unanimously. 

Mr. A. C. Leigh asked the privilege of the floor and presented 
a telegram to the Diocese of Louisiana which was meeting at 
the same time for the purpose of electing a Bishop for their 
Diocese. On motion of Convention the telegram was ordered 
sent to the Diocese of Louisiana. 

Before proceeding to the nominating ballot the Chair an- 
nounced the following officials for election:

Before the casting of the first ballot the Secretary read the 
list showing 109 clergy eligible to vote and 86 Parishes and 
Missions eligible and qualified to vote. According to Article 
20, Section 54, of the Constitutions and Canons of this Diocese, 
in order to have two-thirds of those entitled to vote present, 
which would make an election by majority of the votes cast, 
there must be 86 clerical and 58 lay present for each ballot. 
Convention then proceeded to ballot on those persons nominated. 
The role was called as each ballot was cast, the clergy and lay 
delegates voting at the same time but in different parts of the 
building. Six ballots were necessary for an election, and as a 
result of the sixth ballot the Judge of Elections announced that 
the Rev. Robert Burton Gooden, D.D., had received a majority of 
the votes cast in both orders. The Chair announced Dr. Gooden 
elected Suffragan Bishop of the Diocese. The tabulated results 
of the ballots certified by Mr. William A. Monten, Judge of 
Elections, will be found on Ppge 240. 


The Rev. George Davidson, D.D., moved, seconded by the Very 
Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., that the election of Dr. Gooden be made 
unanimous. Carried. The Chair appointed as Committee on 
Notification the Very Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., the Rev. George 
Davidson, D.D., the Rev. L. E. Learned, D.D., Mr. C. M. Gair, 
and Mr. H. Ivor Thomas. The Suffragan Bishop-elect was es- 
corted to the platform by this Committee where he was wel- 
comed by the Bishop He responded with a short speech, thank- 
ing Convention for the honor, expressing his appreciation of 
their confidence and asking for a few days’ time before giving a 
definite reply. Convention then sang the Doxology. Then Con- 
vention proceeded to th esigning of the proper testimonial of the 
election, 97 clergy signing, and 135 laymen representing 70 
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Parishes and Missions. During the balloting Convention was 
addressed by the Rev. Charles T. Bridgeman, American educa- 
tional chaplain and canon of St. George’s Cathedral, Jerusalem, 
also on the staff of St. James’ Armenian Seminary, Jerusalem ; 
by the Rev. T. R. Ludlow, D.D., head of the Adult Division of 
the Department of Religious Education of the National Council ; 
and by Chaplains Walter P. Doty and Tipton L. Wood, clergy 
of the Diocese and in the service of the United States Navy. 
It was moved that the reading of the minutes be dispensed 
with and that they be certified by the Chair. After the pro- 
nouncing of the blessing, Convention adjourned on motion, sub- 
ject to the call of the Bishop.

THE BISHOP’S SERMON 


A meeting called for the election of a Bishop is a sacred 
and solemn occasion. It is with a profound consciousness of 
this fact that we are gathered here today. Our purpose is to 
choose one who, in spiritual discernment, consecration, learning 
and administrative ability will be fitted for the very important 
office of Suffragan Bishop in this Diocese. 


These four qualities I have listed in what seems to me to 
be the proper order. We want first of all a man of God. 
Spiritual leadership is fundamentally necessary in our genera- 
tion and the need in this extraordinary civilization of Southern 
California is even greater than elsewhere. It is in a spirit of 
humility that I stress this because I, possibly like many of 
my brethren of the clergy, am conscious of too great an 
absorption in practical tasks and a resultant dulling of spiritual 
sensibilities. Is it too much to expect that in this Southern 
California, which God has endowed so richly with physical 
beauty, we might be especially eager to hear His voice and 
to understand His truth? Is it too much to expect that he who 
is to be chosen today may be one in prophetic fervor and vision 
—may be truly God’s messenger ? 


In the second place, we seek a man of consecration. This 
is one of the greatest fields for Christian service in our modern 
world. We should have a man whose religious zeal can be har- 
nessed and directed for patient, constructive work. My per- 
sonal desire is that we may elect a man who will regard the 
office of Suffragan Bishop as a dignified and effective medium 
through which to work. I would prefer to forego Episcopal 
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assistance rather than to be a party to the election of anyone 
who would feel that his energy and devotion would not have 
free scope in this office. That does not mean that we seek a 
man whose abilities and initiative are confined to any one con- 
ception of the function of a Suffragan, but rather that one 
accepting such an election should see in it a real opportunity 
for the exercise of the gifts which he may happen to possess. 


In the third place, we should have a man of learning. Ours 
is a metropolitan Diocese; our Clergy should be capable of 
making contacts with all kinds of people; we have always 
prided ourselves on a trained ministry. Here, where we are 
rapidly becoming one of the great educational centers of the 
world, certainly we should have leaders who can meet scientists, 
philosophers and educators of all kinds on their own ground. 
No man is likely to become a scholar after election to the 
Episcopate. Happy is he if in the rush of diocesan life he 
retains some part of the scholarly habits of earlier years. The 
Episcopal office is not conducive to study and creative literary 
work. Hence it is important that he who is your choice should 
possess a solid background of culture and education. 


Still again, our Suffragan Bishop should be a man of 
practical administrative ability. He should be one capable, as 
I have already pointed out, of exerting leadership in the fields 
of Religious Education and Social Service and Missions. 

The justification of an additional Bishop will depend in 
some degree on the election of such a man. The task of edu- 
eating our boys and girls to be intelligent Christians is a 
pressing one. More and more Southern California will have 
to face social and economic problems that require for their 
solution the active cooperation of the Church. The missionary 
work of the diocese requires inspiring and wise guidance. Our 
Suffragan Bishop must, above all, be enthusiastic for missions, 
both within and without the diocese. We are at the beginning 
of a new period of missionary expansion in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles. The General Church Program demands vigilant and 
unceasing effort. As the diocesan officer in charge of the devel- 
opment of the Program, it will be the Suffragan Bishop’s task 
to bring our offerings for the Program up to the level of our 
apportionment. The work is such that it needs an administra- 
tor of more than average ability. 


Am I asking too much? Are not these requirements essen- 
tially as exacting as those for any office in the Church? I think 
they are, and furthermore, I believe they should be. A Suf- 
fragan Bishop is a representative of the Diocese. In the 
Church of England he is the Bishop’s man, vacating his office 
on the death or retirement of the Diocesan. With us he is 
the Bishop’s assistant working under his direction, but if the 
Bishop dies or retires he still remains the Suffragan unless 
elected to some other Bishopric. Because of this I have con- 
sistently refused to accept kindly invitations to suggest a name 
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or names. I feel that it is your responsibility to elect one 
whom you will regard with pride, affection and confidence. 
There is another personal reason why I refrain from making 
any suggestions. I desire that the Suffragan shall be one who 
can supplement my work. I have no interest in having assist- 
ance if it means dividing the present work into two halves,— 
one for the Suffragan and one for me. If the plan is worth 
adopting, it should mean that twice as much work will be 
done by the two of us and furthermore, that it will be done 
better. I hope that the one elected will be able to do the things 
which I, from lack of ability or time, have not done well; that 
when I have become too engrossed in the daily task, his spirit- 
ual perception and prophetic voice may save us from common- 
placeness; that when I skim the surface of important duties, 
he may bring to bear on them concentration and decision. Your 
judgment as to the man best fitted for this is better than mine. 
I hope this suggestion will not discourage either electors or 
elected. No man living could possibly supplement my short- 
comings or counteract my weaknesses. They are altogether too 
many, but whatever they may be, they are not such as to 
prevent my working in harmony and happiness with whom- 
ever you, under the guidance of the Holy Spirit, may elect. 
We have thought over this possibility for a number of weeks. 
Some of us have perhaps definite preferences and plans. All 
of us, however, must put ourselves under the Blessed Spirit’s 
guidance, for it is His wisdom we seek and His direction that 
will show us the way. Personal ties and friendships should 
be no more a dominant influence than personal ambition. May 
this solemn act in which we are about to engage be consum- 
mated in such a way that as we leave this sanctuary we may 
say ‘‘Truly it was God’s will.”’ 
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TESTIMONIAL OF CONVENTION

signed by a constitutional majority of such Convention, in the 
following words, viz: 

We, whose names are hereunder written, fully sensible how 
important it is that the Sacred Order and Office of Bishop 
should not be unworthily conferred, and firmly persuaded that 
it is our duty to bear testimony on this solemn occasion without 
partiality or affection, do, in the presence of Almighty God, 
testify that

is not, so far as we are informed, justly lable to evil report, 
either for error in religion or for viciousness of life; and that 
we know of no impediment on account of which he ought not to 
be ordained and consecrated to that Holy Office. We do, more- 
over, jointly and severally declare that we believe him to be of 
such sufficiency in good learning, of such soundness in the Faith, 
and of such virtuous and pure manners and godly conversation, 
that he is apt and meet to exercise the Office of a Bishop to the 
honor of God and the edifying of His Church, and to be a whole- 
some example to the flock of Christ.

CANONS AMENDED—CONVENTION, 1927 


1. In Article XVIII, Section 48, the words, ‘‘not 
less than five Vestrymen or more than eleven,’’ were 
changed to, ‘‘not less than five Vestrymen and pre- 
ferably not more than eleven.’’ Adoption of 1925, 
approved. 

2. In Article VI, Section 20, the words, ‘‘under the 
auspices of the Church’’ were stricken out. Adop- 
tion of 1925, approved. 

3. Article XII, Section 86, addition of ‘‘when not 
a delegate to the Convention, the Chancellor shall be 
entitled, ex-officio, to all the rights and privileges of 
membership, except that of a vote.’’ Adoption of 
1925, approved. 

4. Canon XIV, Section 133, amended by the omis- 
sion of the words ‘‘of which there shall be at least 
two annually,’’ from the first and second lines. 

5. Canon XIX, Section 133, paragraph two 
amended to read as follows: ‘‘The Annual Meeting 
of the Convocation shall be held in October or No- 
vember of each year, at which the officers and lay- 
members of the Board of Mission shall be elected.’’ 


CANONS AMENDED—CONVENTION, 1928 


1. Canon XVIII, Section 127, amended by the ad- 
dition of a new paragraph, as follows: ‘‘The Treas- 
urer of the Diocese shall be a member, ex officio, of 
the Board of Missions and its treasurer.’’ 

2. Canon XVIII, Section 127, amended by insert- 
ing after ‘‘the Rural Deans,’’ line four, ‘‘the Treas- 
urer of the Diocese.’’ 

3. Canon IX, amended by the addition thereto of 
a section, number 76, as follows: ‘‘In the case of an 
established Parish desiring to mortgage or otherwise 
encumber its property, to sell, exchange or otherwise 
dispose of its land or buildings, the permission of the 
Bishop and Standing Committee must be secured in 
writing before such sale, exchange, mortgage or other 
encumbrance shall be effected.’’ 

4, Order of Business, amended by removing the

Canon VII, Section 47, was amended as follows: 

Subsection (b) was stricken out. _ 

Subsection (¢) was amended by adding in the sev- 
enth line after the word ‘‘repairs,’’ the word ‘‘insur- | 
ance’’, and following the first paragraph, all the 
words from ‘‘Class 1’’ to ‘‘plus 4 per cent’’ were 
stricken out and the following words inserted in their 
place and stead: 

‘*Class 1—Up to $1,000.00—An arbitrary assess- 
ment to be levied in accordance with the financial 
ability of each Parish or Mission, in the judgment of 
the Committee. 

‘“Class 2—$1,000.00 to $2,000.00—The minimum 
percentage. 

*“Class 3—$2,000.00 to $38,000.00—The minimum 
percentage, plus 1 per cent. 

‘Class 4—$3,000.00 to $5,000.00—The minimum 
percentage, plus 2 per cent.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION 





First Day, January 28, 1931 


All Saints’ Church 
Pasadena, California 


The Thirty-sixth Annual Convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles opened with a celebration of the Holy 
Communion in All Saints’ Church, Pasadena, at 9:30 a.m., on 
Wednesday, January 28, 1931. 

The Bishop of the Diocese, the Rt. Rev. W. Bertrand Stevens, 
D.D., was the celebrant. He was assisted by the Rev. George 
Davidson, D.D., as epistoler, and by the Rt. Rev. R. B. Gooden, 
D.D., as gospeler, and in the administration of the Sacrament 
by the Rev. George F. Weld, D.D., the Rev. Charles L. Barnes 
and the Rev. E. T. Lewis. The Rev. L. E. Learned, D.D., assisted 
in the service and the Rev. William Cowans acted as server. 

At the close of the service Convention was called to order for 
business, the Bishop of the Diocese taking the chair. The secre- 
tary announced that more than one-third of the clergy, canonic- 
ally resident in the Diocese, and more than one-third of the 
parishes and missions had registered; and, therefore, a quorum 
was present. Whereupon, the Chair declared convention ready 
for business. 

The Rev. Stephen C. Clark, Jr., was nominated as secretary, 
and, on motion, the nominations were declared closed, the assist- 
ant secretary being asked to cast a unanimous ballot for Mr. 
Clark, who was declared elected. The secretary reappointed the 
Rev. P. G. M. Austin as assistant secretary. 

The Rev. H. H. Kelley moved that the convention hear the 
addresses of the bishops; carried. The Bishop of the Diocese 
then delivered his annual address. (P. 77). Following the 
Bishop’s address, the Suffragan Bishop delivered his first annual 
address to convention. (P. 84). 

The following resolution was offered by Bishop Gooden, sec- 
onded by Mr. Austin: ‘‘Be it resolved that the portion of the 
Bishop’s address relating to the Bishop Johnson Memorial 
Chapel be referred to the Finance Committee, and that the 
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Bishop appoint three members of the Bishop Johnson Memorial 
Committee to present the matter to the Finance Committee.’’ 
Carried. 

The following resolution was offered by the Rev. W. N. Pier- 
son, seconded by the Rev. Mr. Cowans: ‘‘Resolved: That the 
Thirty-sixth Annual Convention of the Church in the Diocese 
of Los Angeles express its sympathy for the unemployed, the 
distressed and destitute, and recommend that their situations be 
made subjects of prayer and earnest efforts for relief on the 
part of Christian people.’’ Carried. 

The Rev. H. H. Kelley, as chairman of the Committee on the 
Dispatch of Business, made the following report: 


The Committee on Dispatch of Business reports with the fol- 
lowing recommendations: 


1. That the order of business, pp. 70-73 of the Constitutions 
and Canons, be adhered to except as follows: 

a. That the address of the Bishop and of the Suffragan 
Bishop follow immediately upon the election of a secretary. 
Section 5. 

' b. That committee appointments be deferred until the final 
adjournment of the 1931 session of convention. 

e. That following noon recess convention reconvene at 2:00 
p.m. 

d. That nominations, as per amendment, occur at 2:30 p.m. 

e. That, following Section 16, Report of the Board of Mis- 
sions and Reports of the Rural Deans be made. 

f. That the afternoon session adjourn at 5:15 p.m. 

g. That the first ballot be at 9:30 a.m., polls to close at 10:00; 
second ballot at 11:00 a.m.; third ballot at 12:30 p.m.; fourth 
ballot immediately after noon recess. 

h. That, following noon recess, convention reconvene at 2:00 
p.m. 

i. That reports of the institutions of the Diocese be given on 
Thursday morning and afternoon.

The report of the Church Home for the Aged was presented 
by Mrs. W: A. Holt. (P. 150). 

The hour of noon having arrived, noon-day prayers were said 
by the Rev. Gerald C. Gardner. 

The report of the Church Home for Children was presented by 
the Rev. George Davidson, D.D. (P. 148). 

Moved by Mr. W. A. Monten that a special order of the day 
be set for 3:30 Wednesday afternoon to hear a report of the 
Committee on Canons regarding the relation of church institu- 
tions to the Diocese. Carried. 
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It was moved by Bishop Gooden, and carried, that the Chair 
appoint a special committee to draft an appropriate resolution 
to the memory of the Rev. Canon Browne. The committee was 
appointed as follows: the Rev. L. E. Learned, D.D., the Rev. 
W. N. Pierson, the Rev. Edwin Weary and the Rev. Alfred 
Fletcher. 

On motion, convention adjourned to reconvene at 2:00 p.m. 
in the Parish House. 


Afternoon Session 


Convention reassembled in the Gothic Hall of All Saints’ 
Parish House at 2:00 p.m., the Bishop taking the chair. 

The report of the Committee on Credentials was presented as 
follows: ‘‘Your committee reports that it has received and exam- 
ined credentials from forty-six parishes and twenty-seven mis- 
sions, and that all such are entitled to a vote and representation 
in the Thirty-sixth Annual Convention, provided their assess- 
ments have been paid. (Signed:) W. F. Pascoe, A. R. Evans, 
S. C. Clark, Jr. 

The report of the Committee on the Admission of Parishes and 
Missions was presented by the Rev. Irving Spencer as follows: 
‘This committee has received and examined applications from 
St. Mary’s Mission, Laguna Beach, and St. Mary’s Japanese 
Mission, Los Angeles, each desiring to be admitted as a mission 
in union with convention. As each application bears the indorse- 
ment of the Bishop, we recommend that these requests be 
granted. The committee has also received and examined the 
application of All Saints’ Parish, Beverly Hills, to be admitted 
into union with this convention as a parish; the papers being in 
full and accurate form, in accordance with the constitutions of 
this convention, the committee recommends that the request be 
granted. Respectfully submitted: Irving Spencer, A. C. Leigh, 
C. E. C. Hodgson. 

On motion, the recommendations were adopted and the dele- 
gates from this parish and these missions seated. 

The Chureh of St. Luke’s-of-the-Mountain, La Crescenta, an- 
nounced that it had been accepted by the Standing Committee 
as a parish and applied for admission into union with convention, 
but that the credentials were temporarily mislaid. It was moved 
and unanimously carried that the delegates from this parish be 
seated for this convention. 

A resolution was offered by the Rev. H. V. Harris that the 
courtesy of honorary seats at this convention be extended to 
visiting clergymen from other dioceses and missionary districts; 
carried. 

It was moved and seconded that the resolution regarding un- 
employment passed at the morning session be reconsidered as 
many members of convention had not understood it. After con- 
siderable discussion the motion was referred to the Social Service 
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Commission to report later to this convention; carried. 


The report of the Committee on Canons was presented by the 
Rev. L. E. Learned, D.D., as follows: 


To the Thirty-sixth Annual Convention of Los Angeles: 


Your Committee has received and considered the following 
proposed amendments to the Canons: 


1. An amendment to Article XIV, of the Constitutions of 
the Diocese, permitting the Bishop to appoint the Suf- 
fragan Bishop as the Ecclesiastical Authority in his 
absence. 

Section 39, in the seventh line, after the words ‘‘if there be 
one,’’ add the words, ‘‘the Suffragan Bishop or,’’ making the 
sentence to read as follows: ‘‘and in case of the absence from 
the Diocese of the Bishop or the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be 
one, the Suffragan Bishop or the Standing Committee, if author- 
ized so to act under the Episcopal hand and seal, shall in like 
manner be the Ecclesiastical Authority.’’ 

2. An amendment to Canon VIII, defining the term ‘‘mort- 

gage to include ‘‘trust deed.’’ 

Section 65, subdivision 3, add to the end of the paragraph 
the following sentence: ‘‘The term ‘mortgage’ shall be deemed 
to include ‘trust deed’.’’ 

3. An amendment to Canon XVI, giving the Standing Com- 
mittee authority to require necessary facts from Parishes 
or Missions. 

Section 118. Add to the end of the paragraph, another para- 
graph to read as follows: ‘‘The Standing Committee, through 
its Secretary, is here authorized to require from Parishes and 
Missions such reports as shall fully acquaint them with the in- 
formation bearing on the matter submitted to them for their 
consideration.”’ 


4. An amendment to Canon XVII, defining the membership 
of the Executive Council to include the Suffragan Bishop. 
Section 119. After the words ‘‘consist of’’ in the first line, 
add ‘‘the Bishops and fifteen other’’ in place of the word 
‘“seventeen’’. In the second line following the words ‘‘ Bishop 
jutor’’ add ‘‘and the Suffragan Bishop (if there be such)’’. 
After the last line on page 44, following the words ‘‘the Bishop 
Coadjutor’’, add ‘‘or in his absence the Suffragan Bishop.’’ 


The first paragraph of the amended canon will then read as 
follows: ‘‘This Council shall consist of the Bishops and fifteen 
other members. The Bishop, the Bishop Coadjutor, the Suffra- 
gan Bishop (if there be such), the Deans of the Convocations, 
and the Treasurer of the Diocese shall be members of this Coun- 
cil ex-officio.’’ 


The fourth paragraph will then read as follows: ‘‘The Bishop 
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shall be the Chairman, ex-officio, or in his absence the Bishop 
Coadjutor, or in his absence the Suffragan Bishop.’’ 

The Committee recommends the adoption of these amend- 
ments. 

Lesuiz KE. Learnep, Chairman. 

On motion these recommendations were adopted separately 
and, as a whole, the amendment to the Constitutions being sub- 
ject to ratification by the next Convention. 


Unanimous consent being given, Dr. Learned presented the 
following amendments to the Constitutions and Canons: 


5. Article VI, Section 19 of the Constitutions, following the 
words ‘‘Bishop Coadjutor’’, strike out the words ‘‘if there be 
one’’ and insert ‘‘and the Suffragan Bishop, if there be such”’. 


The amended section would then read as follows: Section 19. 
“‘The Bishop and the Bishop Coadjutor, and the Suffragan 
Bishop, if there be such, shall have a seat and vote in Conven- 
tion’’. Unanimously adopted, subject to ratification by the next 
annual Convention. 


6. Canon IX. Following Section 75, add a new section num- 
bered 76 to read as follows: ‘‘A Mission may become a Parish 
when in addition to meeting other current expenses it is able to 
maintain its own resident clergyman on a salary not less than 
the standard minimum salary established by the Diocesan con- 
vention, and is also financially able to raise its proportionate 
share of the Diocesan assessments and quotas, together with the 
annual premium to the Church Pension Fund.’’ Unanimously 
adopted. 


7. Canon XXII. Section 141. In the second line following 
the words ‘‘composed of the Bishop who shall be ex-officio presi- 
dent’’, add ‘‘and the Suffragan Bishop if there be one’’, mak- 
ing the amended part of the section to read: ‘‘There shall be a 
Diocesan Board of Christian Education, composed of the 
Bishop, who shall be, ex-officio, President, and the Suffragan 
Bishop, if there be one; four clergymen and four laymen elected 
by the Convention, and seven other persons appointed by the 
Bishop’’, ete. Unanimously adopted. 


8. Canon XXX, Section 156, in the fourth line following the 
words ‘‘and shall consist of’’ add ‘‘the Suffragan Bishop, if 
there be one, and’’ and in the same line, after the word ‘‘fif- 
teen’’ add ‘‘other’’. The amended section will then read in 
part: Section 156. ‘‘There shall be a Commission of the Dio- 
cese to be known as the Social Service Commission which shall 
be appointed annually by the Bishop, and shall consist of the 
Suffragan Bishop, if there be one, and not less than five nor 
more than fifteen other members,”’ etc. 


Unanimously adopted. 
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The Rev. G. R. E. MacDonald requested the privilege of the 
floor and spoke of a Deaconess Retiring Fund which the deacon- 
esses of the church were trying to raise. It was moved and 
seconded that convention heartily approve of the work of the 
Deaconess Retiring Fund and commend it to the church people 
of the Diocese ; carried. 

On motion, further development of the matter was referred 
to the trustees of the Deaconess Home. 

The Rev. W. N. Pierson moved that the matter of printing 
the constitutions and canons be considered, and the matter was 
referred to the Finance Committee to report to convention. 

The Rev. Irving Spencer, chairman of the committee on Ad- 
mission of Parishes and Missions, asked the privilege of the 
floor for a supplemental report, stating that he had received the 
proper credentials from St. Luke’s mission, San Diego, desiring 
to be admitted into union with convention as a mission, and from 
St. Mary-of-the-Angels’ parish, Los Angeles, desiring to be ad- 
mitted into union as a parish, and he recommended that these 
requests be granted. On motion, the recommendations were 
adopted and the delegates seated. 

It was moved by the Rev. George Davidson, D.D., that the 
rules of order requiring motions carrying financial appropria- 
tions to be made before 2:30 p.m., be suspended and the hour 
extended until 3:30 p.m.; carried. 

The treasurer of the Diocese presented the list of delinquent 
parishes and missions. On motion, those parishes and missions 
which have completed their assessments were allowed to have 
their names stricken from the list; also those parishes and mis- 
sions who, having paid more than half of their assessments, on 
recommendation of the Finance Committee were also dropped 
from the list. The revised list of delinquent parishes and mis- 
sions was then as follows: Anaheim, Brawley, Colton, Downey, 
Glendora, Huntington Park, Lancaster, Los Angeles; St. An- 
drew’s, Los Angeles; St. Matthews’ (Watts), Los Angeles; Trin- 
ity, Needles, Palms, Santa Maria, Sierra Madre, Torrance.

Mr. W. A. Monten presented a report of the special commit- 
tee regarding the relation of church institutions to the Diocese 
and read a recommendation from the Synod of the Province 
on the matter. It was moved by the Rev. R. O. Miller that this 
matter be referred to the Committee on Canons to be made a 
special order of the day, Thursday at 11:30 a.m.; carried. 

The report of the Finance Committee regarding the Bishop 
Johnson Memorial Chapel was made, recommending a special 
assessment of $50,000.00, spread over a five-year period, to 
finance the first unit of this chapel. Considerable discussion fol- 
lowed in which it developed that many members of convention 
questioned the advisability of coupling a memorial to our Bishop 
with an assessment. On the other hand, all agreed as to the 
importance of raising funds for the immediate construction of a 
chapel at Westwood. After a number of amendments and sub- 
stitute motions had been made, as the hour was drawing late, 
it was moved to place the matter on the calendar for 10:00 
o’clock Thursday morning. 

On motion convention adjourned until 8:00 pm., for a mass 
meeting to be held in the church; it having been announced that 
the business sessions would continue Thursday morning at 9:30 
in the parish house, preceded by morning prayer in the church 
at 9:00. 


Evening Session 


The evening session of convention was a mass meeting held 
in the church according to a program arranged by the Social 
Service Commission; the music was furnished by the massed 
choirs of the Pasadena and South Pasadena parishes; the address 
had been written by the Rev. Charles N. Lathrop, D.D., execu- 
tive secretary of the Department of Christian Social Service 
of the National Council. Dr. Lathrop was unable to be present, 
being ill in St. Luke’s Hospital, San Francisco. He had for- 
warded his paper on ‘‘Christian Responsibility for California 
Jails,’’ which was ably read by Bishop Gooden. 


Thursday, January 29, 1931 


After morning prayer in the church, convention was called 
to order by the Bishop in the parish house at 9:30 a.m. On mo- 
tion, the reading of the minutes was dispensed with and their 
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authentication referred to the Chair. 

The Chair appointed as judge of elections Mr. R. McClelland 
Brady, and as tellers for the clerical vote, the Rev. Messrs. A. H. 
Dexter, W. J. Hatter, D. Stuart, Messrs. Wilfred Smith, D. G. 
Entz and R. J. Dell; and as tellers for the lay vote, the Rev. 
Messrs. T. C. Marshall, W. A. A. Shipway, C. E. Maimann, 
Messrs. Ralph Isham, E. 8S. Sharp, and E. T. Sams. 

Convention proceeded to the taking of the first ballot. There 
being no more than the required number nominated, the secre- 
tary was instructed to cast the ballot of convention for the seven 
men nominated as directors of the Corporation of the Diocese, 
for the four clergymen and four laymen nominated for the 
Standing Committee, for the four clergymen and four laymen 
nominated for the Board of Christian Education, for the clergy- 
man nominated for registrar, for the layman nominated for the 
Board of Directors of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan, and 
for the three clergymen nominated as representatives on the 
three provincial boards. There being no other nominations for 
any of these offices, the secretary cast the ballot as instructed and 
declared the following elected:

The matter of the Bishop Johnson Memorial Chapel being the 
order of the day, a motion was presented by Mr. M. A. Albee 
ealling for a special assessment of $45,000.00 for this pur- 
pose. This caused considerable debate in the course of which a 
request was made for a financial statement from the Bishop 
Johnson Memorial Chapel Committee. Figures not being avail- 
able immediately, the Committee was instructed to obtain them 
and present to convention before adjournment. A substitute 
motion was offered by the Rev. George F. Weld, D.D., as fol- 
lows: ‘‘Resolved, that it is the sense of this convention that, 
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provided the sum of $15,000.00 be raised by this convention, a 
committee be appointed by the Bishop to proceed immediately 
to procure gifts amounting to $30,000.00. The total sum of 
$45,000.00 to be used to build at Westwood the first unit of a 
memorial to Bishop Johnson.’’ A rising vote was taken and 
the substitute motion carried. Dr. Weld requested permission 
from convention to call for voluntary financial pledges from the 
floor for this first $15,000.00, and the Committee on Dispatch 
of Business set the hour of 12 for this purpose. 

The Bishop appointed as the Campaign Committee for the 
Bishop Johnson Memorial, the Rev. G. F. Weld, D.D., the Rev. 
R. H. Gushee, the Rev. C. E. Deuel, D.D., the Rev. J. A. Atwill, 
the Rev. W. N. Pierson, the Rev. W. E. Maison, Mr. A. W. Mor- 
gan, Mr. Lyman Farwell, Mr. EK. T. Harnett, Mr. Ralph Isham 
and Mr. R. M. Brady. 

The Report of the Standing Committee was presented by the 
Rev. Ray O. Miller. (P. 118). 

The Rev. Irving Spencer requested the privilege of the floor 
to announce that he had received the missing eredentials for 
the admission of St. Luke’s-of-the-Mountains, La Crescenta, as a 
parish, and that, as the credentials were regular and proper, 
he moved that said parish be received into union with conven- 
tion as a parish. Carried. 

The Report of the Executive Council was presented by the 
Rev. C. R. Barnes. (P. 114). 

The Report of the General Church Program Committee was 
presented by Dean Beal. (P. 180). 

The Report of the Treasurer of the General Church Program 
Committee was presented by Mr. W. F. Knight. (P. 181). 

The Report of the Committee on the Church Pension Fund 
was presented by the Rev. P. A. Hasley. (P. 136). 

The Report of the Board of Missions was presented by the 
secretary, the Rev. P. A. Easley. (P. 115). 

The Report of the Rural Dean of the Convocation of Los 
Angeles was presented by the Rev. E. T. Lewis. (P. 117). 

The Judge of Elections announced that he was ready to make 
the report of the first ballot. He stated that all elections had 
been completed on the first ballot which was unprecedented in 
the Diocese. The result of the elections showed the following 
elected :

There being no other nominations for either of the above 
offices, the secretary cast a ballot and declared the above gentle- 
men unanimously elected to these respective offices. 

Bishop Stevens announced the appointment of the Very Rev. 
Harry Beal, D.D., as an examining chaplain for a four-year term 
succeeding himself. On motion, convention ratified the appoint- 
ment. 

Canon Fletcher presented the Report of the Committee on a 
Memorial Resolution for the late Canon Browne. On motion, 
convention adopted the resolution and ordered a copy sent to 
Mrs. Browne and a copy printed in the memorial pages of the 
Journal. (P. 228). 

Dr. Learned reported for the Committee on Canons regarding 
the matter of the relation of church institutions to the Diocese. 
The following resolutions were adopted: ‘‘Resolved, that this 
convention considers it necessary for the best interests of the 
church— 

‘‘1. That every institution for social welfare using the 
church’s name or appealing as a church institution for funds, 
and every institution organized on Diocesan lines and handling 
money should be in definitely established canonical relations 
with the Diocese. 

‘“2. That the Bishop, or his representative or substitute by 
him appointed, should be a member of the Board thereof. 

‘*3. That it should make an annual report to the convention 
at such time as the convention shall require. 

‘“‘4. That the financial reports of all such institutions or 
organizations should be properly audited and the report of the 
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auditors included in the annual report to the convention. 

‘*5. That provision should be made for the encumbering and 
the alienation of the property of such institutions or organiza- 
tions only with the consent of the Bishop or the Standing Com- 
mittee. 

“6. That the solicitation of funds by such institutions should 
be pursuant to consent first obtained from the Bishop or Dio- 
eesan Corporation. 

‘7, That this convention refer to a committee to be ap- 
pointed by the Bishop, the preparation of a report on the best 
practical policy with respect to Diocesan institutions, whereby 
the responsibility of the Diocese shall be safeguarded by ade- 
quate participation in their control and administration, and that 
this committee shall report its conclusions to the Committee on 
Canons for further action. 

“*8. That the designation, Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles, should not be used by institutions which 
may be organized without the prior consent of the Bishop or 
Diocesan Corporation.’’ 

Dr. Weld moved that a copy of these resolutions be sent to the 
Provincial Synod. Carried. 

The hour of noon having arrived, noon-day prayers were read 
by the Rev. James T. Fish. Dr. Weld asked the privilege of 
the floor to solicit voluntary pledges for the Bishop Johnson 
Memorial Chapel. Many such pledges were forthcoming when 
the stated hour of adjournment arrived and it was requested 
that the opportunity for making such pledges be continued after 
lunch. 

On motion, convention adjourned until 2 o’clock. 


Afternoon Session 


Convention reassembled in the parish house at 2:00 p.m., and 
continued to receive pledges for the Bishop Johnson Memorial 
Chapel. After pledges totaling over $7,500.00 had been received, 
the following motion was presented by the Rev. G. F. Weld, 
D.D.: ‘‘That the initial amount of $15,000.00, as stated in the 
motion, be reduced to $7,500.00 and that the original committee, 
with the auxiliary committee, be authorized to appeal, between 
now and Easter, to the church people of the Diocese, through 
the parishes and missions, for gifts and pledges on behalf of this 
memorial to Bishop Johnson and that the results of this appeal 
be at once communicated to the Bishop who, hereby, is author- - 
ized to begin the building of this memorial, when in his judg- 
ment the amount of money available is sufficient.’’ Carried. 

The Report of the Glendora Foothills School was presented by 
Mr. D. 8. Downes. (P. 154). 


The Report of the Seaman’s Church Institute was presented 
by the Rev. H. H. Kelley. (P. 156). 
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The Report of the Bishop’s School for Girls was made by 
Bishop Stevens.

The following resolution was offered by the Very Rev. Harry 
Beal, D.D.: ‘‘Resolved, that this Convention has heard with 
interest from the Suffragan Bishop regarding the Advance Work 
Program of the Church and gladly endorses the effort to be made 
in this Diocese to do our part in the furtherance of the same.’’ 
Carried. 

The report of the Bishop’s Guild was presented by Mrs. John 
J. Lawrence. (P. 160). 

The Report of the Girls’ Friendly Society was presented by 
Mrs. Ri. Pond, .(P. 161). 

The Report of the Neighborhood Settlement Association was 
presented by Mrs. Robert A. Woods. (P. 158). 

The Report of the Harvard School was presented by Bishop 
Stevens. (P. 158). 


Bishop Stevens made the announcement that ‘‘The Witness,’’ 
which is published by Bishop Johnson of Colorado, has been 
designated as the official paper for the coming sessions of the 
General Convention to be held in Denver ; and that sample copies 
and subscription blanks could be found at the back of the room. 

The treasurer of the Diocese presented the Report of the 
Finance Committee. After some discussion, it was moved that 
the list of assessments be not read and that the report be adopted. 
(Pp. 191-195): 

The Secretary asked the privilege of the floor, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that Convention was considerably behind sched- 
ule with much business yet to be done. He moved that wherever 
possible reports be accepted by title and all reports be limited to 
five minutes. Carried. 

The Reports of the Rural Deans of the Convocation of San 
Diego, of the Convocation of Santa Barbara, and of the Con- 
vocation of San Bernardino, were accepted by title. (Pp. 119, 
421, 423). 

Dean Cowans of San Bernardino presented the following 
resolution of appreciation for the gift of a church building at 
Elsinore by Mr. S. H. Burton, and moved its adoption. Sec- 
onded by Dr. J. E. Cowles and carried. 

Resolved, That this Convention place on record its apprecia- 
tion of the generous gift of a beautiful church, completely fur- 
nished, by Mr. 8. H. Burton, of Elsinore, and that a copy of this 
record be sent to Mr. Burton by the Secretary of Convention 
and a copy recorded in the Convention Journal. Moved by Dean 
Cowans, seconded by Dr. Cowles, and carried. 

The Report of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan was pre- 
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sented by the Rev. T. C. Marshall. (P. 144). 

The Report of the Board of Christian Education was accepted 
by title. (P. 125). 

The Report of the Social Service Commission was accepted by 
title. -(P,126). 

The Report of the Episcopal City Mission Society of Los An- 
geles was accepted by title. (P. 140). 

The Report of the County and City Mission Society of San 
Diego was accepted by title. (P. 142). e 

The Financial Report of the Bishop Johnson Memorial Chapel 
Committee was read by Dr. Learned. (P. 138). 

The Report of the Board of Examining Chaplains was accepted 
by title. (P. 181). 

The Report of the Church Extension Society was presented by 
Mr. M. A. Albee who called attention to the fact that it was the 
first time in many years that this report had not been made by 
Canon Browne. (P. 134). Mr. Albee placed in nomination the 
following names for directors of the Church Extension Society 
and moved their election: Rt. Rev. W. Bertrand Stevens, D.D., 
Rt. Rev. Robert B. Gooden, D.D., Rev. Alfred Fltcher, Rev. 
L. E. Learned, D.D., the Very Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., Mr. 
Henry E. Brett, Mr. Colin M. Gair, Mr. W. N. Howard, Mr. 
Merton A. Albee. The motion was seconded and carried and the 
above named declared elected. 

The Report of the Treasurer of the Diocese was presented 
by Mr. H. Ivor Thomas. (P. 169-180). 

The Report of the Corporation of the Diocese was presented 
by Mr. H. Ivor Thomas. (P. 165). 

The following resolution was presented by Mr. W. A. Monten: 
‘*Resolved, that the treasurer of the Diocese be authorized, before 
making disbursements, to require itemized accounts or vouchers 
in support of the request for disbursements.’’ Carried. 

The Report of the Registrar was accepted by title. (P. 131). 

The Report of the Historiographer was presented by the Rev. 
George E. Swan, D.D. (P. 138). 

The following motion was presented by Mr. A. W. Morgan: 
‘In order to preserve information concerning the establishment 
of the Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles from the eye wit- 
nesses and ministers of the Word who participated therein, be it 
resolved that all those who have accurate knowledge of the facts 
be requested to send to the Historiographer for the purpose of 
permanent record in the annals of the Diocese a record of the 
dates of and conditions under which the religious work in the 
several parishes and missions was inaugurated, together with 
the names of those who led in the establishing of the work, 
whether clergyman, Sunday school worker or guild worker, and 
all other matters connected therewith.’’ Seconded and carried. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas, reporting for the Finance Committee, 
recommended that no new copies of the canons be printed at 
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present as there are approximately five hundred copies on hand, 
but he moved that a copy of all the amendments from 1926 
through 1931 be printed together and sent to every delegate to 
this Convention and inserted in every copy of the canons here- 
inafter sent out. Carried. 

The Rev. George F. Weld, D.D., presented the following 
motion: ‘‘Resolved that the Bishop urge every parish and mis- 
sion in the Diocese to take an offering each year for the educa- 
tion of the Ministry and leaders in women’s work; that this 
offering be taken on a Sunday near the Ember Season in Septem- 
ber. That this offering be divided between the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific and St. Margaret’s School for Social Service 
in a ratio to be determined by the parish and mission; and the 
amount so given be eredited on the amount asked from this 
Diocese. Seconded, and, after some discussion, carried. 

The Report of the Auditing Committee was presented by Mr. 
Pe brett... (P1827). 

The Rev. C. Rankin Barnes, on behalf of the Social Service 
Commission, presented the following resolution on unemploy- 
ment: 

Resolved, That the Convention of the Church in the Diocese 
of Los Angeles expresses its sympathy for the unemployed, the 
distressed and the destitute, and recommends that their situa- 
tions be made subjects of prayer and earnest efforts for relief 
on the part of Christian people, and further 

Resolved, that Convention recommends to parishes and mis- 
sions of the Diocese as follows: 

a. Immediate relief. 

1. In dealing with unknown applicants for relief, to 
utilize meal tickets and bed tickets rather than giv- 
ing money, which encourages professional beggars. 

2. To take the opportunity for immediately making 
any needed repairs on or repairs to the church 
plant, ete., at the prevailing wage rate. 

3. To encourage creation of part-time jobs in parish- 
ioners’ homes, such as cleaning, repairing, and 
painting, at the prevailing wage rate. 

4. To ask special gifts for the discretionary fund of 
the rector, so that he may be in a better position 
to give constructive relief to unemployed parish- 
loners. 

b. Further steps. 

1. To co-operate with the existing community free em- 
ployment agency, if there be such. 

2. To co-operate with the established and experienced 
social and city relief agencies and to secure volun- 
teer workers for these agencies if they are under- 
staffed. 

3. To discourage any additional child labor, which 
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merely diminishes adult jobs. 
4. To form parish groups for the study of permanent 
solutions for preventing unemployment. 

The Rev. L. E. Learned, D.D., moved that the Nominating 
Committee be discontinued. A substitute motion was offered by 
the Rev. Canon Alfred Fletcher that the Nominating Committee 
be continued with honor. Seconded and carried. 

The Report of the Committee on Architecture was accepted 
by title. (P. 1386). 

The following resolution was presented by the Rev. S. C. 
Clark, Jr.: ‘‘Resolved, that this Convention memorialize the 
General Convention to amend Canon 44, Section 1, in such wise 
as to extend the application thereof to baptised members of 
this church, other than communicants.’’ Carried. 

Bishop Stevens announced the reappointment of Judge Val- 
entine as Chancellor and also of Mr. M. A. Albee as Assistant 
Chaneellor. Convention ratified these appointments. 

The following resolution was offered by the Rev. Canon Alfred 
Fletcher: ‘‘It is hereby resolved that Convention expresses its 
sympathy to those clerical members who have been prevented 
from attendance this session by illness or other infirmity; and 
trusts that the Heavenly Father will mitigate these infirmities 
and restore these, our brethren, to their usual health. The fol- 
lowing are the clergymen referred to: the Rev. George H. Cor- 
nell, D.D., the Rev. Milton C. Dotten, Ph.D., the Rev. Charles H. 
Hibbard, D.D., the Rev. Isaac Holgate, the Rev. Chaplain Will- 
iam F. Hubbard, the Rev. Frederick J. Bate, the Rev. William 
C. Kernan, and the Rev. Neal Dodd. The secretary is requested 
to transmit to these clergymen a copy of this resolution.’’ 
Carried. 

The Rev. C. Rankin Barnes moved that the secretary be in- 
structed to send a telegram of sympathy to the Rev. Charles N. 
Lathrop, D.D., who was ill in St. Luke’s Hospital, San Fran- 
cisco, and was unable to meet his appointment with Conven- 
tion Wednesday evening. Seconded and carried. 

The Rev. Irving Spencer presented the following resolution: 
‘Resolved that the members of this convention offer their cor- 
dial appreciation and thanks to the Rector and members of All 
Saints’ Parish, Pasadena, for their generous hospitality and 
courtesy. Carried. 

It was moved by the Secretary that the appointment of the 
regular and special committees of Convention for the ensuing 
year be left to the Chair for a later announcement. (Pp. 2-7). 

The Rev. S. C. Clark, Jr., moved that the convention next 


year be held in St. Paul’s Cathedral, Los Angeles. Seconded and 
carried. 


It was moved that the reading of the minutes be dispensed 


with and that they be certified by the Chair. Seconded and 
carried. 
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After the singing of the ‘‘Gloria in Excelsis’’ and the offer- 
ing of a prayer for Dr. Lathrop’s recovery, the Bishop pro- 
nounced the blessing and, on motion, Convention adjourned 
subject to the call of the Bishop.

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THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS 


The loss by death of twelve Bishops is recorded with deep 
sorrow: The Rt. Rev. Charles P. Anderson, fourth Bishop of 
Chicago and Presiding Bishop; the Rt. Rev. James Henry Dar- 
lington, first Bishop of Harrisburg; the Rt. Rev. Arthur C. A. 
Hall, fourth Bishop of Vermont; the Rt. Rev. Lucien Lee Kin- 
solving, retired Bishop of Brazil; the Rt. Rev. William A. Leon- 
ard, fourth Bishop of Ohio; the Rt. Rev. Theodore M. Morrison, 
third Bishop of Iowa; the Rt. Rev. Sidney C. Partridge, second 
Bishop of West Missouri; the Rt. Rev. Davis Sessums, fourth 
Bishop of Louisiana; the Rt. Rev. Herbert Shipman, Suffragan 
Bishop of New York; the Rt. Rev. Charles Lewis Slattery, eighth 
Bishop of Massachusetts; the Rt. Rev. Beverly D. Tucker, second 
Bishop of Southern Virginia, and the Rt. Rev. Sheldon Munson 
- Griswold, fifth Bishop of Chicago. 

Three faithful priests of the Diocese passed into the larger 
life during the year 1930: The Rev. Thomas P. Swift, the Rev. 
Edmund S. Walters and the Rev. Duncan S. MacKenzie. All 
three of these men had done most effective pioneer work in 
Southern California. Two other clergymen who lived within 
the Diocese, although not canonically connected with it, have 
also been called to their rest within the year: the Rev. J. Arthur 
Hull, and the Rev. Marion Law, D.D. Both men were always 
helpful and ready to respond to needs in the Diocese. 

Deaconess Anna, deaconess of many years’ service in the 
Diocese; Mrs. Caroline L. Murphy, devoted helpmeet of the Rev. 
Charles T. Murphy; and Mrs. Mitchell, beloved wife of the Rev. 
S. L. Mitchell, will be remembered by countless friends. Mr. J. 
H. Logie, Mr. T. N. Doan of Redands, Dr. A. L. Macleish of 
St Stephen’s, Hollywood, Mr. Henry Baly of San Fernando, and 
Mr. George M. Wiley of South Pasadena, active laymen who 
have died during the year, were all delegates or former delegates 
to the convention. 

Since the preparation of the foregoing there has occurred the 
death of the Rev. Canon J. D. H. Browne, senior priest of the 
Diocese. Canon Browne since 1884 had been a most active and 
useful clergyman. He was the founder of a number of parishes 
that today stand as important church centers. With great abil- 
ity he edited our Diocesan paper, The Churchman and Church 
Messenger. As president of the Church Extension Society, and 
in past years as a member and officer of many boards, he played 
a great part in the missionary development of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles. He was a pioneer of the best type, a loyal, aggres- 
sive and constructive churchman. 


Eternal rest grant unto them, O Lord, 
and may light perpetual shine upon them. 
Each time I prepare my annual address I have a feeling that 
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the year which has preceded it has been a particularly eventful 
one. As I look back over my addresses of previous years, I can 
see that that impression has been clearly in my mind each time. 
I am therefore somewhat hesitant about claiming for the past 
year any special significance, but I believe you will agree with 
me that from many points of view it has been important. It is 
important on the social side because of the enormous problems 
resulting from a difficult financial situation and business depres- 
sion, and important on the ecclesiastical side because of signifi- 
cant gatherings like the Lambeth Conference, unusual and un- 
expected controversies, and interesting investigations in scien- 
tific fields closely related to religious thought and belief. 

I am sure the convention will allow me to make some observa- 
tions on these latter matters, and I trust that any recommenda- 
tions and suggestions I may make about Diocesan affairs will 
not suffer because of their proximity to personal opinions that 
may be mere prejudices. I have recently been reading Ponson- 
by’s book on Queen Victoria. The Queen had received a memo- 
randum emanating from Mr. Gladstone. It was returned to Sir 
Henry Ponsonby with the following curt note from one of the 
ladies in waiting: ‘‘The Queen directs me to return to you the 
enclosed. Her Majesty did not read it because she did not like 
its commencement.’’ It is to be hoped that the matters of fact 
that follow later will not be confused with my commencement. 
The facts are correct; so I believe, are the opinions, but they 
are mine and not necessarily yours. 

Six months have passed since the publication of the Lambeth 
report. It has elicited many comments, official and unofficial, 
and two criticisms seem to me to be worthy of special considera- 
tion. (1) That of the free churchmen, that in the report and 
in the deliberations the free churches did not receive adequate 
attention. It is probable that the presence of a large and im- 
pressive delegation from the Eastern Orthodox Church may 
have obscured the interest of the conference in future reunion 
with Evangelical groups. I am sure that this was only apparent 
and not real. The continuous presence of the Orthodox group 
and their willingness to confer with the committee and the con- 
ference seemed to some of the more Evangelically-minded within 
and without the conference a subtle gesture of repudiation of 
overtures previously made to free church groups. It was not 
intended to be so at all. The possibility of a rapprochement 
between the Anglican Church and the Eastern Church seems to. 
be very near. It is difficult to predict where political and human 
elements may lead men, however, and whether inter-communion 
should come to pass or not, the Anglican Church has no intention 
of turning its back upon Protestantism in any plan for a united 
Christendom. There is danger of our taking ourselves somewhat 
too seriously perhaps, as a co-ordinating agency between Catholi- 
cism and Protestantism. The term, ‘‘Bridge Church’’, however, 
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was given to us by outsiders. We did not invent it ourselves, 
but we feel that we are justified in considering ourselves both 
Catholic and Evangelical. Therefore, neither the Lambeth Con- 
ference nor anyone else in the church wishes to ignore the free 
churches, because consideration will show that our value to the 
Christian world lies in the fact that we can hold out a hand in 
both directions. / As mere Evangelicals we add little to the 
strength of Protestantism; as Catholics, in any exclusive sense, 
we add little to the forces ‘of Catholic Christianity. It is in the 
fact that we are Evangelical Catholics that our greatness will lie. 
It must be kept in mind that if organic resemblances to the his- 
toric churches seem to make inter-communion with them more 
immediate, it must*not obscure the fact that our desire is for a 
united Christendom 

(2) The other ther is the question of the relationship be- 
tween the sexes, which the Lambeth Conference report discussed 
and against which the Pope’s recent encyclical is apparently in- 
tended to be a counter-blast. The Lambeth report has received 
some very intelligent and interesting criticism. The section 
on marriage and sex is not a difficult one to criticize. To the 
liberal exponent of freedom in these matters, it seems hesitating 
and weak; to the traditionalist, it seems to open the gates to all 
sorts of license. The truth is that our convictions are quite as 
definite and constructive as are those of any other group. 

The Lambeth Conference was concerned primarily to give to 
marriage and family life a Christian emphasis. Recent controv- 
ersies on the subject have been much in the minds of people 
everywhere. Public controversies are unpleasant, but that should 
not blind us to the fact that there is a Christian point of view 
towards marriage which must be defended. The maintenance 
of the family as an institution is fundamental, and social and 
spiritual disaster is bound to follow if there is any prevailing 
motive for marriage which does not include the creation and 
maintenance of the family. It would surprise the Bishops of the 
Lambeth Conference to know that anything they said on the 
subject of birth control could be used for support of any theory 
like that of companionate marriage. It is manifestly impossible 
so to interpret this statement if the statement is read in its 
context. I urge the clergy and the laity of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles to teach and support the church’s traditional position 
as to the sanctity of marriage, the integrity of the home, and 
responsibility for parenthood. 

One other observation: Thinking Christians are properly 
suspicious of the tendency to twist remarks of scientists into 
statements of confirmation of the Christian faith. In all 
of the nonsense emanating from Christian pulpits, some_ of 
the current efforts of this sort are the most nonsensical. We 
cannot apply methods of experimental physics to experiential 
religion.) With a proper recognition of this, however, it does 
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seem pertinent to call attention to Dr. Millikan’s statements 
concerning the cosmic ray. ‘‘If atom formation out of hydrogen 
is taking place, as it seems to be doing, it may be that the hydro- 
gen also is somehow being replenished there from the only form 
of energy that we know to be all the time leaping out of the 
stars to the interstellar spaces, namely radiant energy. Here, 
perhaps, is a little experimental finger pointing in the direction 
of a Creator will on the job.’’ To us who believe in a God-created, 
Spirit-guided universe, such a statement from so distinguished 
a man is enormously valuable in a day when there are such per- 
sistent attacks against the doctrine of God.

The Suffragan Bishop 


The plan of electing a Suffragan Bishop, assigning to him 
responsibility for religious education, social service and the Gen- 
eral Church Program, has been amply justified in the months 
that Bishop Gooden has been in office. He has brought to the 
work consecration and energy, together with a tact and sym- 
pathetic understanding of the problems of the clergy which 
should promise fine things for the future of these departments 
of our Diocesan work. The Bishop’s work in visitations and 
the administration of confirmations has been of inestimable value. 
He has given himself with great consecration to the establish- 
ment of personal contacts with the various vestries and has had 
conferences with the vestries of most of the parishes and missions 
in the Diocese. 

I am leaving for the Suffragan Bishop the customary com- 
ments on the General Church Program. We face at the present 
time the important matter of the advance work quota. Bishop 
Gooden will also speak of this, but I would like the privilege 
of reminding you that this is a great opportunity for doing 
something toward the church’s missionary program. The fact 
that our contributions have remained stationary for a number 
of years is obvious evidence that there can be no expansion. The 
advance work quotas give us our opportunity of helping out in 
fields whose needs and opportunities have been waiting a long 
time. 


Church Buildings 


New church edifices have been completed for St. Andrew’s 
Mission, Elsinore; St. Mary of the Angels Parish, Los Angeles; 
Trinity Parish, Los Angeles; St. James’ Parish, La Jolla, and 
St. Clement’s Mission, San Clemente. Nearing completion are 
new church buildings for St. Thomas’ Parish, Hollywood, and 
St. Paul’s Parish, Pomona. These are all buildings of beauty 
and dignity. The new parish houses of All Saints’, Pasadena; 
St. James’, La Jolla; All Saints’, Beverly Hills, and St. Luke’s, 
La Crescenta, have been finished and are in use. A rectory has 
been built for Christ Church, Redondo Beach. 

At the Bishop’s School, La Jolla, a beautiful tower has been 
erected as a memorial to Bishop Johnson. Those of you who 
know the school will recall the square tower over Bentham Hall. 
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This has been removed and the new tower of Mediterranean de- 
sign added to the Chapel. It will be a most appropriate and sat- 
isfying memorial to the founder of the school, our first Bishop. 
The tower was dedicated with an appropriate ceremony in 
December. 


Our Schools 


These have been important years for our schools. The Har- 
vard School has been facing all the problems incidental to a 
proposed change of location, and the inactivity of the real estate 
market has made the disposal of our present property inadvis- 
able. There is a general enthusiasm over the Westwood site, 
and we are hoping that the plans for removal will mature in the 
not distant future. The Glendora Foothills School has faced the 
peculiar and difficult questions that are inherent in a small 
school. Mr. Downes has invested time and money without stint 
in the enterprise. What we need now is such a loyal interest 
on the part of church people that the school can be filled to its 
capacity. We must let people know that we have an excellent 
school for younger children and that it deserves the support of 
the Diocese. The Bishop’s School has improved its property 
by the addition of a number of rooms and a new infirmary. 


The Bishop Johnson Memorial Chapel 


Business conditions have delayed us in our prosecution of 
the plan for the building of the Bishop Johnson Memorial 
Chapel. Naturally it has been a difficult time to get subscrip- 
tions. Up to the present time there has been pledged or paid 
a little over thirty thousand dollars. Most of this sum has come, 
strictly speaking, from sources not of the church. It seemed 
wise to have more land than we originally had secured, which 
necessitated the purchase of another lot at fourteen thousand 
dollars. 

The next logical step is to assure ourselves of approximately 
forty-five thousand dollars for the first unit. With the present 
building costs and some revision of the original plan, the total 
estimate is now one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars. 
The Diocese should take immediate steps to secure between forty 
and fifty thousand dollars so that the work may go on. I feel 
confident that with the progress we have made and the erection 
of the first unit, that is, the parish hall and cloister, the remain- 
ing money will be secured without very much difficulty. I ask 
you to consider the problem for such advice and help as you can 
give. 


Our Institutional and Missionary Responsibilities 


Our institutions have, on the whole, prospered during the 
year. They have nearly all been faced by administrative and 
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financial problems of one sort or another, but they have weath- 
ered them all. As in our mission work, we have had to venture 
a good deal during the past few years. It was only by taking 
certain risks that we were able to go on. I trust you will not 
think it a loss of vision on my part when I suggest that at least 
for a year or so we pursue a policy of watchful waiting—with 
our eyes open for new opportunities for service, but with a deter- 
mination to expand only as far as existing resources will allow. 
It is a temptation to assume that if a generous individual will 
sponsor a necessary project for a few months, the Diocese will 
be able to carry it on subsequently. In almost every institution 
we have had generous friends who have done inestimable service 
by such gifts. I hope they will continue to support our institu- 
tions and missions, as they have in the past. But in order that 
their faith and generosity may be justified, there should be some 
assurance besides pious hopes of their work being supported. 
In normal times I am willing to take many chances; in this time 
of financial depression I ask for prudence because I believe that 
although the spirit may be willing, the pocketbook may be weak. 
In the meantime I ask the Diocese to remember that we have 
accumulated obligations that will call for large-hearted extra 
parochial support. 

It is a satisfaction to note that three missions have become par- 
ishes since the last convention: St. Mary of the Angels, Holly- 
wood; All Saints’, Beverly Hills, and St. Luke’s, La Crescenta. 
Three new missions have been founded during the year: Reseda, 
Vista, and North Hollywood. The former has been holding 
services for sometime and has purchased a lot. At North Holly- 
wood the services will begin the second Sunday in February. 
Dr. Baleom, our general missionary, who has been doing faith- 
ful and effective service in the convocation of Los Angeles dur- 
ing the current year, will place himself at the disposal of other 
convoeations in the Diocese for such assistance to the rural 
deans as he may be able to give. 

I propose this year to make a pilgrimage, probably during 
Lent. My purpose will be to visit, within a period of two weeks, 
every parish and mission in the Diocese. You can understand 
that the visits will be brief ones. The plan will be for a group 
of us, including, I hope, the Suffragan Bishop and the general 
missionary, the deans of convocations, and others, to visit a num- 
ber of churches each day. Notices will be sent beforehand as to 
the hour the party will be expected. The rector or missionary 
will plan to have as large a delegation as possible to greet the 
group. If possible, members of the Vestry should be present. A 
brief service will be held with special prayers for the welfare of 
the parish or mission, and if there are candidates for confirma- 
tion who were not presented with the regular class, they may be 
presented at that time. If the visit is made in working hours, 
it can be very brief to enable people to come and return to their 
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business. The pilgrimage has no motive underlying it other than 
that of increasing a sense of unity and common purpose in the 
Diocese. If, at the time of the visit, thare are any practical 
questions which members of the congregation wish to raise, of 
course, they will have the opportunity, but the primary purpose 
of the pilgrimage is to give us the opportunity to say our prayers 
together. 

It would be a pity for this convention to adjourn without 
giving some attention to the special problem of unemployment 
and the proposed measures for relief. Our Neighborhood Settle- 
ment is facing the problem in its locality with courage and con- 
structive efforts. Whether we, as a convention, have any mes- 
sage that will help in any program is for you to determine. But 
the responsibility of the individual Christian is not open to 
debate. Everyone of us should be vigilant. Practical relief will 
result from the determination of every person in this convention 
to find employment for at least one person. When one sees the 
vast sums of money being spent on non-essentials, one cannot 
believe that present difficulties come from a lack of resources. I 
do not speak as an expert, but I am convinced that individual 
efforts would bring results. 

We have heard the appeal of the Red Cross for drought suf- 
ferers. That appeal should not fall on deaf ears. Surely the 
principle, ‘‘the light that shines farthest shines brightest at 
home,’’ should not be applied merely to missionary giving. To 
be missionary-minded is to be socially-minded. Our responsi- 
bility is toward the suffering and the needy everywhere. In the 
name of Christ who gave Himself for others, men must think 
unselfishly ; in these days of stress and strain, the call to follow 
Him comes with renewed emphasis and insistence. 


THE SUFFRAGAN BISHOP’S ADDRESS 


The Bishop, Clergy, and Laity: 
Members of the 36th Annual Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles. 

Grace be unto you and peace from God Our Father and from 
the Lord Jesus Christ. It was eight months yesterday since he 
whom you chose to be a Suffragan Bishop in this Diocese was 
consecrated to that high office. In addition to the work of a 
Bishop, some very important duties were delegated to the 
suffragan bishop: The oversight of Christian Education ; 
Social Service; and the General Church Program in thig Dio- 
cese. The more these departments of usefulness are studied, 
the clearer it becomes of how great moment they really are, 
and it grows increasingly evident that they are fundamental 
for the commendation of the gospel to all sorts and conditions 
of men. One is tempted to say with the Apostle, ‘‘Who is suffi- 
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cient for these things?’’ Then the apostolic word comes again, 
“Yet not I, but the Grace of God.’’ 

Christian education in Christian lands is probably the most 
productive work for the Church that we can do. Results may 
be seen almost immediately and large results are sure to accrue 
far sooner than results from worldly business, for example, 
such as the planting of an orange grove. Some men in this 
Diocese today are rejoicing in the results of Christian Educa- 
tion in the third generation. It is a short-sighted policy to 
neglect the Church School. It deserves the best intelligence, the 
finest management, and the deepest devotion that the parish 
ean offer. The Church School is the most hopeful part of the 
parish. It has youth, enthusiasm, initiative, open-mindedness, 
an absence of cynicism, laughter, joy and a readiness to do and 
die for such a real cause as the work of Our Lord. There is a 
gold mine for the Church in every child. Why overlook this? 
Vestrymen especially should be interested in the Church School 
and visit it from time to time. It would be well if one vestry- 
man were a Church School visitor every Sunday. 

This Diocese is fortunate in having a very able and active 
Board of Christian Education under the leadership of the 
Reverend Mr. Harris. There is one thing that the Board is 
eager to see accomplished and that is that our Church School 
facilities in the Diocese be used to capacity. They urge the 
Church in the Diocese to spare no effort to bring the unschooled 
children to the opportunities and privileges of the Church 
School. Knowledge is potential power. The great objective of 
our Church Schools should be to impart knowledge in such a 
way that when released into energy it will make of our young 
people, church-going men and women who have love for the 
mission of the Church. Last year in our Diocese we had a few 
less than ten thousand young people in our Church Schools. 
In the whole Church there are a few less than half a million. 
We should stop, look and listen. Then we may understand the 
extraordinary possibilities for the Church that le in a half a 
million children of school age or in ten thousand in our Dio- 
cese. If the Board of Christian Education is able to encourage 
the Diocese to greater zeal, the above figures may readily be 
multiplied by three, and our present capacity be reached. Noth- 
ing that you can do in your parishes and missions will cost so 
little and bring such rich rewards as the work you do for the 
Church School. I urge you to leave this convention with an 
intelligent and consecrated zeal for the education of our boys 
and girls in the things pertaining to tme Kingdom of God. 

It has not been quick and easy to interest the ordinary man 
in one of the least of Christ’s brethren. It is a crowning glory 
of Christianity that by word and example men have become 
interested in the needs of their fellow men. It could be demon- 
strated that the impact of the Spirit of Christ upon the heart 
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of man has developed a wonderful spirit of social service in 
the world. The social service performed through government 
and all kinds of secular agencies exceeds what the Church can 
do directly, but at the heart of it all is the Church, and she 
must still lead and inspire. You are familiar with our institu- 
tions of service, with our Social Service Commission, with our 
Church Welfare Association, with the interest shown by the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, with our various parish Social Service 
Guilds, and with the work of our Episcopal City Mission 
Societies both in Los Angeles and San Diego. I cannot say too 
much for the devoted pastoral care given to the needy, the sick, 
and the helpless by the Rev. Mr. Ruggles and the Rev. Mr. Dex- 
ter. As I have watched these men move among God’s poor, it 
seemed as if Our Lord in the guise of two priests were moving 
among His own. In this connection, I would mention the Rev. 
Mr. Randall who is tireless in his work at the General Hospital. 
We need at least one more priest to minister to the less fortunate. 
Every institution which we are allowed to enter should have the 
pastoral ministrations of the Church. This is not possible now 
with only two priests. Perhaps a group here today might make 
this needful increase in our staff possible over a period of three 
years. 

Not only in Christian relief must we be acting but in con- 
structive Christian thinking about our present woes. There 
hes a great difficulty. It is easier to be busy than to think and 
very much easier to be busy than to pray. Brethren, we need 
today to think, to pray and to act, with that spirit of wisdom 
and understanding which is of God as perhaps never before. 
I am a believer in our present economic structure as it has 
developed. I see no better one in sight, but it is obviously in an 
unsatisfactory and dangerous condition at the present moment. 
We often hear it said with much satisfaction that America is 
the richest and most prosperous nation under heaven. I wonder 
what we are going to do about it. How long can a world stay 

is stable equilibrium when one nation sits wealthy among a 
world of nations who are in the poor-house? How long can 
our nation be content when five million people are ready to 
work and are next to starvation in a land of plenty? How long 
will we have peace in our borders when people are burning 
wheat in their furnaces because it is the cheapest fuel, while 
others are standing in a bread line? There is dynamite in our 
economic house here, and everywhere, which may explode at 
any time. There is a solution. Any human problem has a solu- 
tion, but it is not along the lines of more efficiency which is 
too often a euphemism for brutality, but along the lines of 
humanity. Money, machines, buildings, and economic theories 
don’t starve, but men may. The Church should stimulate and 
back up humanitarian legislation with all her power. She must 
be for anything that helps humanity and against anything that 
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injures. The Church cannot be the one silent voice at a time 
such as this. The combined devoted intelligence of the min- 
isters of the Church could be a force of incalculable power for 
social righteousness if it would make itself articulate. The 
ministry as a group is second to no group in the world in mind 
and heart. Why be fearful? Our new hymnal and new prayer- 
book point the way. Social service in amelioration, in con- 
structive thinking, and in fearless action will do much to draw 
the masses to the Master through His Church. ‘‘Come unto Me 
all ye that labor.’’ 


I come now to the General Church Program. A little detailed 
information about the status of the General Church Program in 
this Diocese may be of helpful interest. When the books were 
closed the amount contributed for this vital work by one hun- 
dred and sixteen parishes and missions was $42,218.37. The 
quota assigned to the Diocese was $53,600. However, at the 
beginning of the year 1930 the Bishop told the National Coun- 
cil that we could promise definitely only $42,000 of the whole 
quota. That promise has been exceeded by $218.37 and this 
amount will undoubtedly be increased by additional gifts com- 
ing in late. For this handsome gift to the General Church Pro- 
gram, we may well be thankful, all things considered. It repre- 
sents much that is finest in apostolic effort, and nobody knows 
better than I the prayer and sacrifice that have gone Godward 
in achieving this fine result. I would suggest that we rise and 
sing from the heart ‘‘Praise God from Whom all blessings 
flow.’’ 

Now, in the spirit of constructive effort and not in useless 
criticism, let us look at a few figures. Of the 116 parishes and 
missions, forty-two exceeded their quotas. Their names you can 
learn for yourselves from the records which are available to 
everybody. Thirty-one paid the exact amount of the quota, 
frequently at considerable sacrifice. Our parish, St. Luke’s, 
Long Beach, which might easily have said ‘‘ What’s the use?’’ 
went to the bank and used their credit to borrow the money to 
pay the complete parish quota, rather than let the world-wide 
work of the Church suffer. If you have credit, use it at needful 
moments. If the business of the world never used it, there 
would be very little business. In other words, seventy-three 
parishes and missions gave the quota or more. Ten parishes 
and missions gave half the quota or more. Thirty-three gave 
less than half the quota. This latter group probably did their 
best. Who shall say? They alone know, in partnership with 
Him Who said ‘‘ Prove me now, herewith, if I will not open you 
the windows of heaven, and pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to receive it.’’ That proof may be 
made through the General Church Program. There were eight 
places where services are held but whose Church Schools con- 
tributed nothing through the Lenten offering. Not all of the 
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places had Church Schools. There were twenty-two congrega- 
tions which contributed nothing to the General Church Pro- 
gram. I am of a trusting disposition. I have enough of that 
charity which St. Paul describes when he says ‘‘Charity be- 
lieveth all things.’’ My belief is considerably strained when I 
am asked to believe that a whole congregation of Christian 
people worshipped for fifty-two Sundays and on other days and 
did not give one cent for missions. I just cannot believe that. 
Something has gone amiss. It is to the credit of the Diocese 
that not one parish or mission has failed to give something to 
the General Church Program, either through the Church 
School, the congregation, or, most frequentiy, both. 
To make myself clear:

I am very grateful to the clergy and vestrymen of the 
Diocese for their sympathetic interest and cordial support. 
It has been most encouraging and is a happy augury for 1931. 
Our interest in the General Church Program is for no less a 
task than the propagation of the Gospel in all its richness. 
Who would curtail his interest, if he really thinks? Modern 
days have served only to enhance its richness, deepen its 
mystery, and make it more capable for human international 
needs than ever before. Until we give our quota nothing will 
be wholly right in this Diocese, nothing wholly right in the 
entire Church. Many of our difficulties have their origin in 
selfishness. A whole quota contributed will make a parish 
whole of many an ill, will make it unselfish, happy and pros- 
perous. It will make the Diocese forward-looking and pro- 
gressive, but, it will mean obedience to our primary task as a 
Church, the obedience which is a characteristic of the Mind of 
Christ. Vestries should be systematic about the General Church 
Program. I urge them to send one-twelfth of the quota to the 
Treasurer each month. If a major effort is to be made, I urge 
them to make it during the months up to Trinity Sunday, and 
not during the Advent and Christmas seasons, as has been done 
heretofore. The reasons for this are obvious. I urge all our 
people to crown this triennium by contributing the whole quota, 
$53,600, during 1931. I am convinced that the quota can be 
contributed. ‘‘Launch out into the deep.’’ 

As I close, I would refer to the Advance Work Program. 
The General Church Program takes care of the work already 
begun; the Advance Work Program begins new work. It is an 
axiom that no contest ean be won, whether on the football field 
or a battlefield, where the only policy is one of defence or hold- 
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ing what has been gained. It must be Advance, Advance, Ad- 
vance. Only thus can the kingdoms of this world become the 
Kingdom of Our Lord and of His Christ. Let us advance every- 
where and not only in Southern California. 

We have promised through the Executive Council to do all 
we can for the Advance Work Program. When it is presented 
to you, give it a hearing. May I hope to hear some resolution 
and discussion upon the subject in Convention? Advance for 
Christ is worthy of the time of any convention. Men, how great 
is our task, yet how alluring and stimulating! It is the same 
task to which the Master, for the joy that was set before Him, 
gave His Glorious Self. In all this living task of loving devo- 
tion to the Church, I commend you to God and the word of His 
Grace which is able to build you up and strengthen you for 
every labor.

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 


The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Los Angeles met 
during 1930 fifteen times. All meetings were held in the Bishop’s 
office at St. Paul’s Cathedral. 

The committee organized by electing the Rev. Dr. Gooden 
president and the Rev. Dr. Davidson, secretary. Upon the elec- 
tion of Dr. Gooden to be Suffragan Bishop of this Diocese, the 
Rev. Dr. Davidson was elected president, and the Rev. Mr. Miller, 
secretary. Upon the resignation of Dr. Gooden, the Rev. Irving 
Spencer was elected to fill the vacancy. 

Official acts were as follows: Consent of the committee was 
given to the election and consecration of the Very Rev. William 
Searlett to become Bishop Coadjutor of Missouri; the Rev. 
Henry W. Hobson to become Bishop Coadjutor of Southern 
Ohio; the Rev. Robert B. Gooden to become Suffragan Bishop of 
Los Angeles; the Rev. Henry K. Sherrill to become Bishop of 
Massachusetts; the Rev. George Craig Stewart to become Bishop 
Coadjutor of Chicago; the Rev. Robert Nelson Spencer to 
become Bishop of West Missouri; the Rev. Charles K. Gilbert to 
become Suffragan Bishop of New York; the Rev. Frederick 
D. Goodwin to become Bishop of Virginia; the Rev. Benjamin 
T. Kemmerer to become Bishop Coadjutor of Duluth; and the 
Rev Hayward S. Ablewhite to become Bishop of Marquette. 

Consent was given to the election of the Rt. Rev. Sheldor 
M. Griswold to become Bishop of Chicago; and to the electior 
of the Rt. Rev. James Craik Morris to become Bishop of Louis 
lana. 

The committee gave consent to the candidacy of the follow- 
ing men for Holy Orders: Wayne S. Snoddy, Francis Penn 
Foote, George W. Barrett, Thomas Riley Marshall and Fred- 
erick M. Crane. Consent was also given that the following men 
be advanced to the Priesthood: The Rev. Thomas A. Osborne; 
the Rev. Harry Beekman Lee; the Rev. John B. Osborn; and 
the Rev. Francis Penn Foote. 

The Standing Committee, at the request of the Bishop, acted 
as Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese from May 28 to Sep- 
tember 24, 1930. During that time it referred the resignation 
of the Rev. Dr. Hollister as rector of the parish of the Good 
Shepherd, Ocean Park, to Bishop Gooden. It also requested 
him to take pastoral over-sight of the parish, for the time being. 
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The committee refused the request of A. W. Chalfant, divorced, 
to be married in the church, his papers not meeting the re- 
quirements of the Canon on Marriage. 

The committee refused to approve the sale of the Rectory at 
Sierra Madre, Church of the Ascension. It approved a pro- 
posed mortgage of $30,000 on the part of St. Thomas, Holly- 
wood, to the Pacific Mutual Life Insurance Co.; of the sale 
by the Bishop of the Church at Sawtelle, and a mortgage on 
the property there for $5,000; of the proposed sale of the 
Rectory at Epiphany, Los Angeles, and the purchase of a new 
property contiguous to the church at an increased indebted- 
ness not to exceed $300.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


The Executive Council has held regular monthly meetings 
during the year, excepting in the months of July and August, 
with an average attendance of twelve out of seventeen members. 

The only change in its membership during the year was caused 
by the resignation of Mr. Wilfred Smith, and the subsequent 
appointment of the Rt. Rev. Robert B. Gooden, D.D. The Coun- 
cil, however, requested Mr. Smith to continue to attend its meet- 
ings and to earry on his work as chairman of its special com- 
mittee on Employers’ Liability Insurance. 

At the first of 1930 the Council made a careful canvass of 
diocesan giving toward the General Church Program. On the 
basis of promises made and previous records of giving, it was 
able to promise to the National Council for the year the sum of 
$42,000, approximately 78 per cent of the quota of $53,692 
assigned to the Diocese. This pledge has been fulfilled. The 
Council wishes to record its appreciation of the loyalty of those 
parishes and missions whose faithful giving to this cause in a 
difficult year has enabled the Diocese to accomplish this. 

The consecration of the Rt. Rev. Robert B. Gooden, D.D., as 
Suffragan Sishop, has distinetly expanded the work of the Dio- 
eese. He is, by appointment of Bishop Stevens, the Diocesan 
executive officer for Religious Education, Social Service, and the 
General Church Program. This triple responsibility enables him 
to provide leadership to three of the most important fields of the 
church’s work. 

In connection with the Advance Work Program, with particu- 
lar reference to the projects laid before our Diocese, the Council 
has requested its General Church Program Committee to lay 
the essential facts before the people of the Diocese. It takes this 
opportunity of asking the co-operation of the clergy and laity 
of the Diocese for the promoting of any plans which may be 
made by the committee. 

The Council recommends to Convention that the Diocesan 
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Missionary Assessment for 1931 be set at $46,000, and to include 
the following items:

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 


The Rural Deans will present the reports of the missionary 
work carried on in their several convocations. 

Meetings of the board were held every month excepting July 
and August, with an average attendance of twelve out of a 
membership of eighteen. Two changes have taken place during 
the year in the personnel, General G. W. Gatchell having been 
elected by the Convocation of San Diego to sueeeed General 
W. D. Beach, and Mr. Harvey Marriott succeeding Mr. Wads- 
worth Baylor as the convocational member from Santa Barbara. 

The year has been marked by the opening of two new fields 
of work under resident vicars—San Clemente and the south 
coast in San Diego County, centering at Encinitas. The former 
begins with a new church building, and is the only church in 
the town. It was developed by the General Missionary of the 
Convocation of Los Angeles, who has now been made General 
Missionary of the Diocese. The latter work has been made pos- 
sible by a grant from the George J. Keating Memorial Fund. 

Two fields of work have been re-allocated as a result of the 
desire of several churches involved to have more intensive care. 
These churches have increased their giving to make the change 
possible. Hemet and San Jacinto form one new group, and 
Corona, Elsinore and Murrieta the other, Elsinore being spurred 
on by the new church building. Colton had severed from Corona 
earlier in the year and has no resident clergyman because of its 
failure to develop. 

Two missions have been resuscitated and again have resident 
vicars, both with a greater degree of self support than ever 
before. They are Burbank and San Fernando. 

St. Mary of the Angels, Los Angeles, has become a parish. 
El Toro has achieved self support, thus relieving the board of 
all appropriations to the field by the vicar of Orange. 
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Fifteen missions are on the honor roll for increases in support 
for this year. They are: San Fernando, at the rate of $600 a 
year; Burbank, $420; Beaumont-Banning, $360; Oceanside, 
$300; the Redeemer, Los Angeles, $180; St. Mark’s, San Diego, 
$150; The Advent and St. Mary’s, Japanese, Los Angeles; 
Trinity, San Diego and Santa Paula, $120 each; El Toro, $96; 
St. Mary of the Angels, Los Angeles, and Hemet, $90 each; San 
Jacinto, $30; Escondido, $24. The total annual rate of these 
increases is $2820. But of this amount only $800 is released 
for work in other centers. The remainder entailed equals or 
almost equals appropriations in the missions affected, or were 
added to the stipends where they were below the standard. 

For the coming year Hemet is making an increase in self 
support of $360, San Jacinto of $90, and El Centro of $60. 

The Board is indebted to the Social Service Commission of 
the Diocese for a remarkably thorough and informative report 
on oriental races resident in Southern California, and to the Rev. 
F. B. Bartlett of the Field Department of the National Council 
for a visit on the same mission. 

There are now forty clergymen and two women workers serv- 
ing in fields receiving appropriations through the Board. The 
number increases every year. And the need for seizing oppor- 
tunities and developing churches is greater than can be met from 
the funds at our disposal. We would impress upon this con- 
vention, and particularly upon vicars and lay representatives of 
missions, that appropriations are not doles, but underwritings. 
In all but the most exceptional cases increases in self support 
should occur in every mission every year until entire self sup- 
port is reached. Our funds are for church extension, and should 
be released in part every year for that high purpose.

REPORT OF THE DEAN OF THE CONVOCATION 
OF LOS ANGELES FOR THE YEAR 1930 


It is not possible to duplicate this year the report of ex- 
ceptional progress all along the line that I made for the year 
1929. This for two reasons: first, because the general financial 
depression of the past twelve months has been reflected in the 
life of the missions of the Church, and secondly, because ag- 
gressive forward movement on the part of the Board of Mis- 
sions and the general missionary, Dr. Baleom, hag reached the 
limit possible under the present amount of the missionary as- 
sessment. Until the Diocese is in a position to increase the al- 
lowance for missionary activity, we can do little more than 
hold and consolidate the line of advance already reached. Many 
opportunities for promising new and advancing work face us 
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in this rapidly growing metropolitan district; but it is useless 
to press them until increased funds can make them effective. 
New missions have to be helped to even a small measure of 
self support. And present work claims quite all of the money 
now available. 

Yet, in spite of these handicaps, the work shows notable 
advance in many directions. All Saints’, Beverly Hills, under 
the Rev. W. W. Fleetwood, has attained full self support and 
is making application to Convention for admission as a parish. 
Amanda Chapel, Los Angeles, under Rev. Charles T. Murphy, 
has made large strides both in numbers and in financial 
strength. Their Church School now numbers over 150. St. 
Clement’s, San Clemente, and St. Francis, East Hollywood 
(formerly Atwater), both new pieces of work, have made ex- 
ceptional progress under the personal supervision of Dr. Baleom, 
until each has a resident priest in charge. St. Francis’ is being 
served by the Rev. John H. Stattig and at no expense to the 
Diocese. St. Clement’s has built a beautiful church building 
and is being served by the Rev. Robert M. Hogarth. It is hoped 
that both of these places will rapidly approach independence 
and become parishes. Another of our newer ventures, Holy 
Nativity at Leimert Park, Los Angeles, is under the oversight 
of the Rev. Irving Spencer, and is making promising advance 
under the direct leadership of Deaconess F. Harriet Mytton. 
St. Simon’s, San Fernando. reports most encouraging condi- 
tions under the new incumbent, the Rev. Charles F. Chapman. 
And the Rev. George E. Swan, D. D., temporarily at Tujunga, 
is developing Ascension Mission most promisingly. Another 
eause of satisfaction is that St. John’s Wilmington, has taken 
a new impulse forward under the Rev. Harold H. Kelley, in 
spite of the throttling pressure of surrounding business and 
shipping. The four metropolitan missions, the Advent, Good 
Shepherd, Grace and the Redeemer, all show real stability and 
very promising progress. 


Several new buildings have been acquired. The new church 
building at San Clemente has been mentioned. St. Mary of 
the Angels’, Los Angeles, has built a beautiful new church and 
has reached complete self support. St. Luke’s of the Mountains, 
La Crescenta, has a very handsome new parish house and is 
attaining the status of a parish. The small, but active, little 
mission of St. Michael’s, Belvedere, has a new wing for a parish 
house. St. John’s, West Los Angeles (formerly known as Saw- 
telle), is beginning the erection of a new church building. St. 
Mary’s, Laguna Beach, has acquired two lots next to the church 
and with the generous assistance of friends, has been able to 
clear off all indebtedness. 

Three special pieces of mission work deserve particular men- 
tion. The colored work at St. Philip’s, under the Rev. Walter 
T. Cleghorn, is in better condition than ever before, both nu- 
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merically and financially. The colored mission of St. Barnabas’ 
in Pasadena, also, is thriving under the leadership of the Rev. 
J. B. Haslam. The Japanese mission of St. Mary, Rev. John M. 
Yamazaki, priest in charge, has done an extraordinary thing 
in raising over $7,000 in cash and as much more in pledges for 
the erection of a new building. This has been done by the 
Japanese themselves pledging, many of them, one month’s 
salary to the cause. Such notable self sacrifice challenges our 
generous assistance. 

One new and very promising piece of work has been begun 
this year. Rev. George C. Rafter, in addition to his work at 
St. Mark’s, Van Nuys, has started work at Reseda. A nucleus 
has been gathered, regular services held, a lot bought and en- 
thusiastic plans made for rapid development. 

Of course, it is impossible to mention all of the missions in a 
short report. Two or three are in need of steadying and addi- 
tional assistance. But with these exceptions, the work is well 
manned and going forward in a satisfactory manner. Although 
funds for large expansion are not available, still Dr. Baleom 
is planning the opening of new work in several places with the 
assistance of neighboring clergy. It is also proposed to begin 
Church Schools in a number of new localities. For this the 
layreaders of the convocation stand ready to help us. All to- 
gether, we face the future with hopefulness and eagerness. 
There is so much to be done. The very problem is intriguing. 
Our two meetings of Convocation, at Epiphany, Los Angeles, 
and at St. Luke’s, Long Beach, were both large and enthusias- 
tic, proving how vital this problem is to our church people. 
The opportunity is large and imperative. It calls not only to 
the Bishops and the Board of Missions and the Deans and the 
General Missionary,—but to all church people of the Diocese.

REPORT OF THE RURAL DEAN OF THE CONVOCA- 
TION OF SANTA BARBARA 


This Convocation was created by Convention to maintain and 
further, in the counties of Santa Barbara and Ventura, the 
work of the Church which can be carried on only when it is 
aided by funds provided by the Diocese and administered by 
the Board of Missions. 

The success of the Church’s work in this and in other mis- 
sion fields in this Diocese depends, in a large measure, upon the 
interest which the Convention takes in this missionary work. 

You, who are the Convention, can express your interest in 
two ways: FIRST—by your willingness to make careful choice 
as to those whom you elect to your Board of Missions, and, 
SECOND—by the amount of money to be given to this work 
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that you, the elected representatives of the Church people of 
this Diocese, are prepared to promise to raise in your several 
parishes and missions. The missionary budget which you adopt 
at this Convention becomes, in a measure, your personal obli- 
gation. 

In order that you can be informed about the condition and 
needs of the mission fields, you have ordered that your Board 
of Missions shall report what is being done in the Convocations. 
This is the report of the Rural Dean of the Convocation of 
Santa Barbara. 

In this Convocation there are five organized missions each 
with its own minister, and seven mission stations where services 
are held regularly but not each week. These twelve places bring 
the Church in touch with 25,000 persons. Of these about 1500 
look to the Church for her ministrations. This means that there 
are in this Convocation fifteen times as many persons who have 
no interest in this Church of ours as there are those who have. 
If you will compare this with other districts in this country you 
will find the proportion very satisfactory. 

In Ventura County the mission work has prospered because 
the vicars have resided in their cures long enough to become 
identified with the needs and interests of their people of the 
community. The Rev. Allan Burleson, vicar of All Saints, Ox- 
nard, and senior vicar of this Convocation, has met a difficult 
situation successfully. In the face of serious losses in member- 
ship he has held the work of that mission up to its previous 
high standard. The Rev. G. M. MacDougall, vicar of St. Paul’s, 
Santa Paula, reports steadily increasing congregations and of- 
ferings. St. Paul’s is one of the missions which has this year 
increased its pledge to the Board of Missions and has asked to 
have the support received from the Board reduced. 


In Santa Barbara County the mission work this year has suf- 
fered through the same cause which has brought prosperity to 
the Ventura mission fields. Because of the necessity for the 
missionaries to frequently change their places of work, there 
has been loss in these two fields instead of progress. 

The Rev. Julian Mockford of St. Mary’s, Lompoc, resigned 
January lst and, for five months, Lompoe was given only a 
monthly service and the three mission stations in that field had 
none. In May, the Rev. Charles HE. Maimann became resident 
vicar and is slowly reestablishing the work. The Church people 
in this district are scattered over a wide territory and it will 
take months of effort and much traveling before the work be- 
gins to show signs of life. 


On July Ist, the Rev. Arthur Dodge resigned his position as 
Vicar of St. Peter’s, Santa Maria, to take up secular work. The 
Rey. Mr. Yates is serving the Mission until a resident vicar can 
be secured. Under his care, regular services have been main- 
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tained but the attendance has dropped to a handful and the 
next vicar will have much lost ground to regain. 

Santa Maria offers a unique opportunity for this Diocese to 
inaugurate a successful work among the Japanese and Fili- 
pinos. Ther are nine hundred of them in and around Santa 
Maria. The leader among them is a communicant of the Church, 
a graduate of St. Paul’s University, Tokyo, and is ready to 
give his hearty support if we can send them a priest. 

The Rev. Mr. Bartlett, one of the Field Secretaries of the 
National Council, has just made a survey of the Oriental 
situation in this Province, and he reports that Santa Maria is 
one of the most promising fields for the Church to enter and 
minister to these people who have so much to give back to the 
Church. I hope this Convention will provide the Board of 
Missions with the funds needed to start work there this year. 

In closing may I eall one vitally important matter to your 
attention? The Church’s work in the mission field suffers 
greatly and is getting the minimum of result from a maximum 
of expenditure from the frequent changes in the missionaries 
which are the inevitable result of the present policy. For ex- 
ample, in Santa Maria during the last 15 years there have been 
five resident missionaries with intervals, often long ones, when 
there has been no one in charge. How can the work there 
prosper under such conditions? 

Santa Maria is a city of seven thousand inhabitants. St. 
Peter’s mission would be a parish now if any one of these men 
had been able to give ten years’ work instead of an average of 
a little over two.But they could not stay that long because other 
fields called them to take on larger responsibilities with a more 
adequate salary. What is true of Santa Maria is true of most 
of our missions. 

The missions of the Diocese will remain the problems of the 
Diocese, by reason of the frequent changes in the missionaries, 
until the Diocese recognizes the importance of this missionary 
work by paying such salaries as will enable its missionaries to 
remain for long periods in their fields. I am firmly convinced 
that the future of our Church depends upon its attitude to- 
wards its most faithful workers,—its missionaries.

REPORT OF THE RURAL DEAN OF THE 
CONVOCATION OF SAN BERNARDINO, 


During the past year the work in the convocation has been 
steadily expanding. Under difficult circumstances our mission- 
aries have been working nobly and with marked success. 

In the Hemet group of missions a fine growth has resulted 
under the able leadership of the Rev. Robert M. Hogarth. 
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At Hemet, there has been a steady growth in interest on the 
part of the men of the district, who have come and sat in at the 
councils of the Church at the regular meetings of the Bishop’s 
committee. Some who were inactive have become regular com- 
municants and subscribers. The increase in giving at this mis- 
sion was $450 above the year previous. The indebtedness has 
been decreased on the property from $1090, two years ago, to 
$560, and the hope is that in the near future that will be wiped 
out. Mr. and Mrs. Cannon have worked very hard for the 
mission, as have all the other members of the church there. 

San Jacinto is also doing nobly. The pledge to the vicar’s 
stipend has been materially increased so that now this group 
of missions is ready for a vicar of its own, who will very short- 
ly be appointed by the Bishop. 

Elsinore and Murrieta have also come to the front. 

Murrieta has a lovely little church with only $70 debt, and 
is striving hard to hold its own. Unfortunately, two-thirds of 
the active members of this little congregation have moved, leay- 
ing us with little hope of immediate numerical growth. 

Elsinore has now a very beautiful $10,000 church, the gift 
(with its furnishings) of Mr. S. H. Burton. It is very well 
equipped with all necessary furnishings, and we invite all of 
our church people, when traveling through Elsinore, to stop 
and look over this fine church by the lake. The Woman’s 
Auxiliary and the Church School have had a remarkable 
growth during the past year. We look for even greater things 
in the future from this field. 

Corona has also enjoyed a good year. The Rev. Wallace 
Williams has been faithfully serving the chureh for several 
months, and his work has been greatly appreciated. The 
woman’s organizations have worked nobly, and assisted ma- 
terially in the parish. The guild gave a substantial sum towards 
paying off the debt on the parish house, and a friend of St. 
John’s very kindly paid off the balance, so that now this prop- 
erty is free of debt. The increase of the work in this section of 
our convocation has been so good that now we have a new 
group of missions emerging. Hemet and San Jacinto will have 
its own missionary. Corona, Elsinore, and Murrieta will also 
have its own man, the Rev. Wallace Williams. This new group- 
ing will greatly decrease the travelling of the missionaries and 
give more time for intensive work. 

Beaumont-Banning has been growing steadily under the 
fine and vigorous leadership of the Rev. Harry B. Lee. Many 
improvements have been made at St. Stephen’s during the 
past year. New pews have replaced chairs, a new heating 
system has been installed, a chancel arrangement has been ac- 
complished, with room for a vested choir. New altar windows 
have been placed, new prayer and hymn books have been pur- 
chased, a dossal curtain, and other fine improvements com- 
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pleted. The vicar was advanced to the Priesthood on May 15, 
1930, which relieved the dean of the convocation of having to 
make regular visits to the mission. A splendid work is being 
done by Mr. Lee among boys and girls, so that we have today a 
thriving boys’ club, and a live young people’s organization. 

I feel that it will not be long before Beaumont-Banning will 
be a parish. 

Colton. The Rev. Thomas Yates found it necessary to resign 
from this mission in the spring of last year, and to take on just 
occasional work, as the pension fund would allow. The work 
was continued by the dean of the convocation giving an eve- 
ning service only, during the summer months, with the assist- 
ance of the Rev. Henry Clark Smith of Riverside, and the Rev. 
Harry B. Lee of Beaumont. In October the board of missions 
placed Colton under the care of Mr. Lee, and we are seeing a 
new interest among the church members. We believe that 
shortly there will be a Woman’s Auxiliary there, and that 
greater things will be accomplished in 1931. I hope that when 
funds will allow we may have a resident missionary there, so 
that work may be begun at Rialto and Fontana, too, for these 
are fast-growing communities, and we have a number of church 
families there. 

We regret exceedingly losing two of our missionaries during 
1930. Mr. Yates who worked faithfully in Colton and Corona to 
go on the church pension fund. Mr. Hogarth who has worked 
with such marked success in a very large field, Hemet, San 
Jacinto, Murrieta, and Elsinore. It was due to his vigorous and 
persistent efforts that we now have two groups of missions, 
where one existed. We wish him as great success and blessings 
in his new field at San Clemente. 

Needles. We have tried several methods of administering 
this mission, 250 miles across the desert. Mr. Parker of Lan- 
caster tried going out once a month, but found it too much with 
his large field in the Antelope Valley. We then tried annexing 
it to one of the adjacent missionary districts, but this failing, 
services are being held by visiting clergy from Los Angeles, 
including the Suffragan Bishop, who went out to give Christ- 
mas communion at this outpost of our Diocese. There is a fine 
church school there and we hope to be able somehow to main- 
tain the work across the Mojave Desert. 

A very successful institute was held in the convocation at 
Redlands in ‘October. Two university professors gave most 
helpful courses. Prof. Raffety, a well known author of many 
books on church school administration, gave a fine course on 
leadership in the church school. Prof. Raymer, also an author 
of several text books on history, gave a most illuminating 
course on church history. The Institute was well attended by 
church people from all over the convocation, and we felt much 
strength was gained from the work.

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REPORT OF THE DEAN OF THE SAN DIEGO 
CONVOCATION 


The Convocation of San Diego geographically covers the 
counties of San Diego and Imperial, in area as great as the state 
of Massachusetts. The combination of mountain, sea and desert 
make possible a variety of climates which are destined to at- 
tract thousands of people seeking restoration to health, and an 
even salubrious climate in which to live. San Diego county is 
justly famed for an all year round climate, while Imperial 
county offers a winter climate which is becoming increasingly 
popular. ~* 

For.these reasons, many of the people living in these counties 
have been drawn hither in the hope of regaining health and 
strength. Our congregations are, therefore, largely composed 
of elderly and feeble folk, who, while interested in the work of 
the church, are unable to contribute largely of strength or of 
means to the upbuilding of the church. 

A survey of the work of San Diego County, indicates a steady 
and encouraging growth during the past year. Certain changes 
and re-adjustments in the placing of our missionaries will 
doubtless result in a more stable and healthy growth. The as- 
signment of a clergyman exclusively to the Oceanside field 
should strengthen the work, while the addition of another 
priest to the Carlsbad-Leucadia District will doubtless result 
in greater growth. We look for rapid development all through 
the district south of the great Santa Margarita ranch, and for 
a rapid increase in the population along the coast to the Mexi- 
ean border. Trinity Mission, Ocean Beach, has secured a new 
parish hall and steps are being taken toward the inauguration 
of a new work at Pacifie Beach. 

We believe that the church is fully represented at the present 
time throughout this part of the San Diego Convocation, with 
one exception; we are fully persuaded that a student chapel 
should be provided in the near future, to be located just be- 
yond the campus of the new State College, now being erected 
in the northern part of San Diego. A movement looking to the 
provision of a general meeting place for all of the students, in 
which Christians of different names may be officially repre- 
sented by their priests and preachers, is already a reality, and 
enjoys the approval and moral support of the president of the 
college. Good as this may be, the writer is convinced that in 
the interests of church life, such students as may desire the 
ministrations and pastoral care of our church, can be satisfac- 
torily provided for only through the means of our own chapel. 

It is, we believe, quite within the range of possibility to 
secure sufficient funds to build and equip a churchly chapel 
for the students. The time is ripe for the inauguration of this 
work, while the student body is still numerically small (at 
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present about twelve hundred) and before the adjoining lands 
are appropriated. Both strategy and wisdom seem to bid up 
to take prompt action toward the securing of a university 
chapel for the State College. 

We pass to the Imperial Valley, and county, and pause to 
make but one observation. In this large area, where we have 
five mission stations, widely separated, one priest is caring for 
the entire territory. He travels between four hundred and five 
hundred miles per week, on an average, in order to cover his 
field. If it be possible, we suggest and counsel the placing of 
another missionary in Imperial county. Is it not too much to 
ask of one man, to spend so much time and energy in travel? 
The Reverend Mr. Baker is entitled to our deepest apprecia- 
tion for his untiring zeal in carrying this heavy burden. In the 
interests of efficiency and economy of effort, another clergyman 
should share the work now performed by one. We hope that 
some arrangement by which this large field can be divided, may 
speedily be consummated. 

Throughout the whole convocation the outlook is promising, 
and we feel that Almighty God is blessing the earnest efforts of 
His devoted servants, who are seeking to extend the Kingdom 
of God in our midst.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION, DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 


Your board has held ten regular meetings and one special 
meeting during the past year. The board organized at the spe- 
cial meeting held on Wednesday, February 5th, 1930, electing 
the Rev. Herbert V. Harris as chairman and the Rev. Charles 
T. Murphy as vice-chairman. 

The work of the board was assigned to the following commit- 
tees: 1. Teacher training and school administration. 2. Cur- 
riculum and standards. 3. Church school devotions. 4. Mis- 
sionary schools and increased enrollments. 5. Young people’s 
organizations. 6. Student work. 7. Life work. 8. Adult Edu- 
cation. 9. Week-day instruction. 10. The summar school com- 
mittee and the (11) Rally Day committee were appointed in 
November to hold office for one year. 12. Finance and public- 
ity. 18. Convocational organizations. 

The annual church school rally for the Diocese was held on 
Sunday, May 18th, at St. Paul’s Cathedral, at 3 o’clock, with 
about 1,700 present. Bishop Sanford preached the sermon. The 
offering amounted to $10,729.00. 

The board’s banner for the largest per capita offering was 
awarded to the church school of St. Mark’s, Upland; the school 
with the largest per cent increase, Hermosa Beach. 

For attendance the following schools received pennants: 

In Group A, schools under 50—St. John’s, Fallbrook. 
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In Group B, schools 51 to 100—St. John’s, San Bernardino. 

In Group C, schools 101 to 200—St. Mark’s, San Diego. 

In Group D, schools over 200—St. John’s, Los Angeles. 

The summer school this year, as for a number of years past, 
was held at Harvard School through the kindness of Bishop 
Gooden, from Sunday, June 22d to Friday, June 27th. There 
were seventy-eight present for the full time and ninety-eight 
for part-time. Many of the clergy were also present, making 
a total of 219 attending. 

Conferences were held by several of the diocesan organiza- 
tions during Summer School week at Harvard School. 

The meetings held on Christian Education Day in convention 
week were largely attended, 110 having registered. 

Church-training institutions were also held in several different 
parts of the Diocese during the year. 

The Church School Service League, under the direction of 
Deaconess Reardon again this year, has accomplished a great 
deal of good. Gifts were sent to 400 children in Porto Rico and 
$60.75 in cash to buy gifts in China; $16.75 for the children in 
Wuchang Hospital, and $44.00 for the children in Grace Chapel 
Day School, Aukin. 

Having the use of the special fund given to the board by 
convention, your board has been able to supply lesson leaflets 
and other necessary equipment to several mission schools. 

The committee on Y. P. F. Handbook has compiled a hand- 
book for that organization and have had it printed. Anyone 
desiring copies should communicate with the chairman of the 
board. 

The Committee on Church School Devotions has compiled a 
list of very helpful suggestions for the conduct of the church 
school services which has been distributed throughout the 
diocese. : 

The Committee on Increased Enrollment, of which Rev. 
Charles T. Murphy is chairman, compiled a four-page pamphlet, 
10,000 copies of which have been distributed throughout the 
diocese. 

There were reported at last convention 10,238 enrolled in the 
church schools of the diocese, this being equal to one-third of 
the communicant list. 

It is the hope of the board that before another year has passed 
there will be at least one scholar in the church school for every 
communicant, and we ask the cooperation and support of every 
member of the church in this diocese to accomplish this end. 

Answers from sixty-nine parishes and missions were received 
to the questionnaire sent out by Bishop Stevens and Bishop 
Gooden. These are being tabulated and a report on them will 
be issued shortly. One thing that was brought out was that at 
least 3000 more children could be accommodated with the pres- 
ent equipment in the various schools of the diocese. The ques- 
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tion arises, Why are these schools not filled to capacity, as there 
are thousands of children in California who do not attend a 
church school of any kind?

REPORT OF THE SOCIAL SERVICE COMMISSION 


During the past year the Commission has continued its plan 
of arranging quarterly joint meetings with representatives of 
the various social agencies and institutions of the Diocese for 
the discussion of problems which affect them all. The meetings 
are held at the various institutions in turn and are attended 
by an average of thirty persons. The most valuable one of the 
year was that held in March when the speakers represented the 
social welfare departments of our several units of government. 
They included Miss Mabel Weed, assistant director of the State 
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Department of Social Welfare; Mrs. Margaret Sirch, director of 
the Los Angeles office of that department; Mrs. Irma Graham, 
executive officer of the Los Angeles County Public Welfare Com- 
mission, and Rey. E. E. Haring, chairman of the Social Service 
Commission of the city of Los Angeles. 

During the year the commission continued to foster ‘‘Los 
Siervos,’’ the informal club of those churchmen in the Los 
Angeles metropolitan area who are engaged in social work. 
Meetings were held June 25th with an attendance of fifty, and 
November 10th! with sixty-three present. The club also held a 
corporate communion at St. Paul’s Cathedral, Los Angeles, on 
Social Service Sunday, January 25th, 1931. The service was 
followed by a group breakfast. 

For the benefit of the committee on oriental peoples of the 
Province of the Pacific, the commission made a survey of oriental 
groups in Southern California. In order to give the facts 
greater publicity, the commission herewith presents a summary 
of its findings: 


1. JAPANESE 


There are at the present about 50,000 Japanese in Southern 
California. The men outnumber the women in a ratio of almost 
two to one, but the ratio of boys and girls is about equal. Out- 
side of Los Angeles county, the principal centers are San Diego, 
Brawley, El Centro, Santa Maria and Oxnard. There are also 
branches of the Japanese Association in such centers as Ana- 
heim, Gardena, Garden Grove, Long Beach, Montebello, San 
Pedro and Winterburg. 


There are twenty-eight Christian churches and missions for 
Japanese in Southern California. All of these maintain a kin- 
dergarten or day school, or both, in addition to their services 
of worship on Sunday. This work is carried on largely by the 
Methodist, Baptist, Presbyterian and Congregational denomina- 
tions. Aside from their religious value, these institutions per- 
form an invaluable service in uplifting the lives of the people 
and teaching them the true ideals of American life. The public 
schools do this to a great extent, but they reach chiefly the chil- 
dren. The missions, on the other hand, reach also the adults. 


The decline in Japanese birth rate, which began to show itself 
in Los Angeles county in 1919, still continues, due largely to the 
preponderance of men. Comparatively few American-born 
Japanese have yet attained their majority. In this connection 
it is interesting to note that in Los Angeles county the infant 
mortality rate has decreased from 53.39 per 1000 live births 
in 1923 to 39.68 in 1929.. This indicates the response which 
Japanese people are making to the health program of Los 
Angeles county, and also points to a rising standard of living. 


Metropolitan Los Angeles has a present estimated population 
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of 35,000 Japanese. Within this group the ratio of males to 
females is approximately fourteen to nine. Within the city of 
Los Angeles there are four distinct Japanese areas: (1) on 
West Tenth Street, in the vicinity of St. Mary’s Japanese Mis- 
sion; (2) in the southwest, centering around Jefferson and Nor- 
mandie; (3) in Boyle Heights and Belvedere; and (4) in Holly- 
wood, between Western and Cahuenga Avenues and Sunset and 
Santa Monica Boulevards. 

There are eleven Christian churches for Japanese in the city, 
in addition to the Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.A. There are also five 
Buddhist temples. And it is interesting to note that six of the 
Japanese students who have taken the Master of Arts degree 
at the University of Southern California are young Buddhist 
priests, who majored in religious education. 

Probably the outstanding single problem in connection with 
the Japanese population is the situation of the American-born 
Japanese, which is being felt all over the Pacific Coast. ‘‘Ameri- 
cans of Japanese ancestry’’ is a better term by which to describe 
this group. These young people are American by birth, by edu- 
cation, by customs, by language, by dress and by attitude toward ~ 
life. In fact, they are American in everything except looks. 
The majority speak perfect English and imperfect Japanese. 

These Japanese Americans frequently find a sharp cleavage 
in their own homes in regard to language, national interest, 
cultural background and attitude toward Japan. The parents 
hope sometime to return, but the children are anxious to stay 
in the only land they know. 

All the larger cities of the Pacific Coast have ‘‘citizenship 
leagues’’ for the young Americans of Japanese ancestry. These 
are now federated in a ‘‘Japanese American Citizens League.’’ 


2. CHINESE 


As stated by the commission in its report to the diocese in 
1928, “‘the Chinese in Southern California can no longer be 
considered a major racial group. Their numbers tend to remain 
stationary or to decline.’’ Taking the entire state, for instance, 
Beene. of Chinese decreased from 36,248 in 1910 to 28,812 
in : 

At the present time there are not more than 3,000 Chinese in 
Los Angeles, and this number is not increasing. There are 
twelve to fifteen different Protestant denominational groups at 
work among these people. The astounding fact that there are 
more missions for Chinese in Los Angeles than there are for 
Japanese, despite the great disparity in population, is probably 
due to the marked tendency of the Chinese people to break 
into small and exclusive groups. Some of the best work among 
a ae is being done by the International Institute of the 
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The problem of the second generation Chinese resembles that 
of the second generation Japanese. Their young people dance, 
hike and drive American motor ears. Economically, they find 
opportunities at the very top and at the very bottom. 


3. FILIPINO 


The newest oriental problem for this diocese to feel is that 
of the Filipino. The following figures are significant. In 1910 
there were 116 Filipinos in the United States; in 1920, 5,603; 
and in 1930, approximately 70,000. About 7,000 of these, mostly 
young men, live in the city of Los Angeles. 

It is important to realize that the Filipino immigrant is the 
product of four major cultures. He is basically Malayan, rang- 
ing from ancient and primitive to highly developed technical 
levels of culture. His people represent a strong Chinese infusion 
of both culture and blood. Chinese business men have long cul- 
tivated the Filipino markets and racial admixtures have oc- 
curred over and over again. Furthermore, there have been three 
centuries of infiltration of Spanish culture, and more recently 
the American influence has left its impression. The complexity 
of this racial background is important. 

Filipinos are not well fitted to do heavy work. In the cities 
they are employed as bellboys, elevator boys, bus boys, house 
boys and kitchen workers. A large number, however, are becom- 
ing automobile mechanics and signing on as coastwise seamen. 

Until recently Filipinos figured more largely in urban than 
in rural labor situations, but in May, 1929, W. F. French, of the 
California Commission on Industrial Relations, reported that 
Filipinos had succeeded to first place among immigrants in aver- 
age numbers in 352 labor camps in California. Mexicans shifted 
back to second place. The Filipinos have tended to move from 
heavy rural labor to the lighter forms, such as work in aspara- 
gus, celery and onions. This last year, citrus associations in 
both Upland and Claremont imported Filipino workers to speed 
up the labor of Mexicans in their packing-houses. 

The Filipino country worker suffers from seasonal unemploy- 
ment, particularly during the months from November to March 
of each year. The primary objection made against Filipinos is 
an economic one, that ‘‘they work longer hours for less wages’’ 
and hence tend to lower the wage scale. This economic ques- 
tion was a prominent factor in the anti-Filipino race riots in 
Exeter on October 23, 1929, and in Watsonville on January 19 
toi 22, 1930. 

The Filipino situation is made more difficult by the social 
pyramid caused by the very, very small percentage of Filipino 
women in this country. Dr. Emory 8. Bogardus, professor of 
Sociology at the University of Southern California, states that 
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the proportion of women is probably less than 5 per cent. As 
a result the Filipinos live in rooming-house groups, without 
family life. For their social life they are often induced to turn 
to the lower class dance halls, pool halls and gambling places. 
Private agencies are doing good work in providing recreation 
halls and club rooms where the young Filipino boy can find 
amusement without being exploited, but the sum total of these 
opportunities is entirely inadequate.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL CHURCH PROGRAM 
COMMITTEE 


This committee has consisted of the following members this 
past year, by your appointment: the Rev. Ray O. Miller, the 
Rev. William Cowans, Messrs. W. N. Howard, W. F. Knight, 
Wadsworth Baylor, General W. D. Beach, and the undersigned 
chairman. To our regret, Mr. Baylor found it necessary to 
resign on account of illness, and General Beach also was 
obliged to resign near the close of the year. Bishop Gooden 
has attended our meetings. We elected the Rev. William Ell- 
wood Craig to be our secretary and carry on the important 
clerical work of the committee. 


We have held nine meetings this past year, and our work 
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has been characterized by happy co-operation with the Suffra- 
gan Bishop in the promotion of the General Church Program. 
Besides special letters regular notices have been sent monthly 
to rectors, vicars, treasurers, secretaries and clerks, reporting 
to them the contributions of their congregations for general 
missions. This plan has aided decidedly in establishing the 
good habit of regular monthly remittances to Mr. Knight. 

By the appointment of Bishop Gooden a special committee, 
of which the Rev. Perry G. M. Austin was chairman, carried 
out very successfully the second annual clergy conference at 
Mount Lowe on October 2 and 3. About seventy-five attended. 

Four regional dinners were held in the various convocations 
in preparation for the Every Member Canvass with a large 
number in attendance in each instance. We arranged with 
KHJ, Los Angeles, for Bishop Stevens to give a broadcast ad- 
dress on Sunday afternoon, November 23, as the canvass was 
beginning. We also had the pleasure of welcoming Bishop 
Roots in October at a luncheon in the Cathedral House in the 
interest of the Advance Work Program. 

The General Church Program Committee has felt a deep 
sense of privilege in working with Bishop Gooden, whose fine 
consecrated enthusiasm for our Lord’s Kingdom is being rapid- 
ly felt throughout the Diocese. We would call on all to follow 
his leadership in every plan for steady invigorating of our 
loyal aid to the whole work of the Church.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EXAMINING 
CHAPLAINS 


The Board of Examining Chaplains, on January 30, 1980, 
when it met for organization, was composed of the following 
members: the Rev. Dr. Robert B. Gooden and the Rev. Messrs. 
John R. Atwill, C. Rankin Barnes and Wallace N. Pierson. The 
Rev. Robert B. Gooden, D.D., was elected chairman and the 
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Rev. C. Rankin Barnes secretary. At that time two Deacons and 
nine Candidates for Holy Orders were under the direction of the 
Board. 


The second meeting was held April 25-28, 1930. The secre- 
tary read a letter from Bishop Stevens, dated February 18, 
stating that at his request the Board of Examining Chaplains 
of the Diocese of Massachusetts had given to Dr. Wayne Sears 
Snoddy, candidate, the examination provided for in class 6, 
and enclosing their favorable report. The report was accepted. 
The examination for admission as a Candidate for Holy Orders 
was given to Mr. Guy W. Austin (class 2), Postulant. The 
Board voted to recommend to the Bishop that his request for 
a dispensation from the Latin and Greek languages be not 
granted. The Rev. Harry Beekman Lee, Deacon, was given the 
remainder of the examination for Priest’s Orders. Mr. Robert 
J. Dell, Candidate (class 2), was given a portion of the examina- 
tion for Deacon’s Orders. 

The third meeting of the Board, called by the secretary for 
May 9th, was held at St. Paul’s Cathedral Parish House. The 
secretary reported that Dr. Gooden had resigned from the Board 
in view of his approaching consecration as Bishop Suffragan. 
The Very Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., has been appointed by the 
Bishop to fill the vacaney on the Board caused by Dr. Gooden’s 
resignation. The Board was re-organized in the following man- 
ner: the Rev. C. Rankin Barnes was duly elected as chairman 
and the Rev. Wallace N. Pierson as secretary. 

The fourth meeting of the Board was held June 17, 1930. Mr. 
Robert J. Dell was given examination for Deacon’s Orders. Mr. 
Francis P. Foote, candidate, completed his examinations for 
Deacon’s Orders. 

The fifth meeting of the Board was held October 23, 1930. 
The Board passed the following resolution: ‘‘Resolved that after 
the second failure of a candidate in a subject, he must wait at 
least one year before re-examination in that subject.’’ Carried 
unanimously. After consideration of the request from Mr. 
Thomas R. Marshall, candidate for dispensation from examina- 
tion in New Testament in Greek, it was moved that the Board 
recommend to the Bishop that Mr. Marshall be dispensed from 
examination in Greek. The Rev. Francis P. Foote, Deacon, com- 
pleted his examination for Priest’s Orders. Mr. Robert J. Dell, 
candidate, was given examination for Deacon’s Orders.

REPORT OF THE HISTORIOGRAPHER 


During the past year records have been kept as far as possi- 
ble of the work of the Diocese and its personnel. 

The writing of the history of our diocesan institutions has 
been continued by our faithful and efficient assistant historio- 
grapher, and published in our diocesan paper through the 
kindness of the late Canon Browne. 

The following histories have been prepared and published 
during the past year: 

The Good Samaritan Hospital, The Church Home for Chil- 
dren, The Seaman’s Church Institute, The Woman’s Auxiliary, 
The Harvard School for Boys, and The Social Service Com- 
mission. 

We hope to be able to continue and complete the history of 
the last fifteen years before our next convention. 

It is too much to expect that everyone in our Diocese should 
be historically minded—should have a full appreciation of the 
value of history or know what constitutes valuable historical 
material. And yet, as we all know, ours is an historical religion, 
that we are dependent upon the eye witness and the ear witness 
of the Apostles and Evangelists for the historical evidence upon 
which rests our beliefs and our hopes! We also all realize that 
ours is an historical Church, whose history has been preserved 
for us by the faithful of all the ages, and we are happy in its 
possession and in the security which it gives us. 

Dr. Owen C. Coy, director of the California State Historical 
Society, recently said: ‘‘History is the school mistress of so- 
ciety—sane and healthy patriotism, broad of base, unprovin- 
cial, must rest upon true knowledge of the past. Study of na- 
tional, state and local history, units of community life, busy 
laboratories of political and social experiment, should have an 
important place in the education of world citizens.’’ 

Should we not regard the history of our Diocese, its institu- 
tions, its personnel, its parishes and missions, as having real 
value and importance? 

Should we not seek for ourselves an appreciation of the 
value of preserving and recording in the diocesan archives the 
experiences of our busy laboratories of church activity? 

It is in the nature of things that the Historiographer is well 
nigh helpless and useless without the active interest and co- 
operation of the clergy and laity of the Diocese. 

He pleads for this co-operation with a deep sense of its neces- 
sity and importance—may he not rely upon each one of you 
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to see, as far as in you lies, that the history of your work from 
its beginning is gathered, written down, and a copy sent to 
him? 

When there is any anniversary or other occasion for review- 
ing or writing up historical data, copies should be sent to the 
Historiographer. 

Will not each one of you who hears or reads this report send 
any historical material you may possess to me, that it may be 
preserved ? 

And on the other hand, the Historiographer will be glad 
to look up any data he has, and furnish it to anyone who is 
writing up the history of his parish, mission or diocesan insti-

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
CHURCH PENSION FUND 


Your committee collected and forwarded to New York dur- 
ing 1930, $22,772; this is an increase of $3,047.16 over 1929. 

The pension list for the Diocese of Los Angeles, as of January 
22, 1931, amounted to $25,070. This included payments from 
the Church Pension Fund to twelve clergymen, one of whom 
received $1000 per year, four $900 per year, and seven $750 
per year. On the total and permanent disability list there were 
three clergymen receiving $600 per year. Highteen widows and 
eight orphans also received pensions during 1930. Three clergy- 
men and five widows received pensions from the General Clergy 
Relief Fund. Five clergymen and four widows received pen- 
sions from the General Convention of 1907 account and one 
clergyman and two widows received pensions from the Los 
Angeles Diocesan Fund. 

The trustees of the Church Pension Fund say the year 1930, 
in which general business affairs throughout the world were 
so depressed, showed no decline in the pension assessments 
paid to the Church Pension Fund. These in 1930 amounted to 
$1,160,385.55, slightly exceeding the pension assessments re- 
ceived in 1929. 

The total pension disbursements of the Fund as of January 
1, 1931, are just over $900,000 a year. 

Beginning with March 1, 1917, various financial factors, such 
as favorable rates of interest and the appreciation of sound in- 
vestments, and certain favorable actuarial factors, have en- 
abled the Trustees to accumulate a reasonable surplus, a very 
desirable protection in a fund of this magnitude. The Trustees 
have always used the income of this surplus in pension ex- 
penditures. Thus, beginning with 1922, they have maintained 
a grant of $1,000 immediately to the widow of a clergyman 
dying in service, and since 1925 they have steadily increased 
the pensions until the average age allowance is now $812 a year 
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instead of the original $600 promised, and the average widow’s 
pension is $449 instead of the $300 originally promised. The 
total pension expenditures of the Trustees have been $7,214,- 
135.50 of which $2,312,088.07 has been paid to the clergymen 
retired before the pension system started, or to the widows of 
clergymen who died before the system started. 

Most of our missions and parishes pay their assessments 
promptly and we ask the co-operation of the clergy and church 
treasurers that this may be continued in order that the widow 
of any clergyman, dying in active service, may promptly re- 
ceive a check for $1,000, which the Fund has been able to grant 


since 1922.

REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY 


Nineteen hundred thirty has been a year of progress in spite 
of many problems. Twenty-one new branches have been organ- 
ized, eighteen being in the Los Angeles Convocation, making a 
total of one hundred two branches. A Social Service depart- 
ment has been organized and is functioning well, and marked 
local development has taken place within the four convocations. 

Our monthly Diocesan meetings in Los Angeles have been well 
attended and fine district meetings have been held in the other 
convocations. In addition to this, two conferences and a study 
class on India were held at the Summer School, an Annual 
Quiet Day in Advent with meditations by Bishop Gooden, and 
two joint luncheons of the Woman’s Auxiliary and the Church 
Welfare Association with such outstanding speakers as Dr. Van 
Waters, Judge Scott, and Mrs. Heffner of the Legal Aid Clinic. 
In March, Miss Lindley, national executive secretary of the 
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Woman’s Auxiliary, visited the Diocese and held enthusiastic 
meetings at Los Angeles, Riverside and Coronado. 


All our departments have done good work. The Educational 
Department has made tremendous strides. By way of contrast, 
in 1926 the sale of books amounted to $169.52, and in 1930 to 
$881.04. At present 1500 women are enrolled in study classes. 
The Supply Department, during Lent, sent hospital supplies, 
bedding and clothing to two missions in Alaska, two hospitals in 
the Orient, and to St. Margaret’s, Berkeley, valued at $6,629.20. 
During Advent twelve boxes were sent to missionaries, ten with- 
in the Diocese and two without, valued at $2,095.00. Total value 
of supply work, $8,724.20. This department has suffered a 
great loss during the year in the death of Mrs. Marshall Wot- 
kyns, for twenty-five years its devoted secretary. Her place is 
being ably filled by her former assistant, Miss Anne Patton. 
Under the Recruiting Committee three young women have 
offered themselves as nurses for the foreign field. Our Social 
Service Department has done a fine piece of constructive work 
in paying $1,328.05 towards the salary of our field worker at the 
Juvenile Court. The Altar Department has been of great service 
in supplying altar and chancel furnishings for twenty-two mis- 
sions in the Diocese, valued at $835.75. In addition to all of 
this, 746 Christmas boxes were sent to the Seamen’s Church 
Institute, valued at $1,492.00. 

The Church Periodical Club has sent out 342 current periodi- 
cals in the home and foreign field, and has supplied nineteen 
public libraries with the Spirit of Missions. It has forty active 
branches and has assumed the responsibility for the work of the 
League for the Isolated in this Diocese.

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EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION SOCIETY 
OF LOS ANGELES 





During the year 1930 the society has added to its real prop- 
erty as follows: A lot was given at Arrow-Bear, in the San 
Bernardino mountains, and a rest house was built on it without 
debt. This house is available without charge for people of small 
means who need a rest in such a quiet spot. A frontage of twenty 
feet adjoining Olive House was given to the Society, thus increas- 
ing our total frontage to fifty feet. Five hundred dollars has 
been paid on the Farm House property, thus leaving it free and 
clear. Two hundred dollars has been paid off on the Olive House 
property, thus leaving it also free and clear. 

Our spiritual activities have been as follows: Baptisms, 14; 
confirmations, 17; burials, 21; marriages, 3; services, 337, with 
a total attendance of 7504; public communions, 1738; private 
communions, 1120. Entertained at St. Barnabas’ House, 113. 
Visits of chaplains and volunteer workers, approximately 35,000. 

Christmas cheer in the institutions was given to about 1200. 
Many hundreds were provided with necessary cash, clothing and 
literature during the year. Treats, especially during the sum- 
mer, were given in many of the wards. 

In addition to the finances shown in the appended statement 
of the treasurer, $7,630.00 was received and expended by the 
superintendent for the following items: Assistant chaplain’s 
salary (in part), buildings and upkeep thereon, relief, literature, 
press, picnics, cemetery lots and funerals, Christmas cheer, and 
miscellaneous. Thirty lots were bought in Downey cemetery. 
These items were made possible by the generosity of many par- 
ishes and missions, as well as individuals, and, in particular, by 
the bounty of a good churchman and his wife. 

On December Ist the Hostel severed: its connection with the 
Episcopal City Mission Society and ceased to be a diocesan 
institution.

The activities of the County and City Mission Society of San 
Diego have gone on during the past year slowly, but surely, with 
a steady growth and an ever-increasing interest. Outside the 
statistical account of work accomplished, which is very dry 
reading, a report must necessarily be one of; ordinary routine, 
as it would be impossible to incorporate the individual daily 
cases your chaplain has been able to help and relieve, not the 
least of these being cases of a financial nature. Through corres- 
pondence and contact with public officials, he has been able to 
remove much distress of mind, by attending to the financial 
problems of those not able to solve them for themselves. 

The Christmas festivities in the different institutions went off 
in the usual happy way. Each patient being presented with a 
gift or gifts, thanks to the following organizations: The Daugh- 
ters of the King and St. Mary’s Guild of All Saints’ Parish, 
the Baby Club of St. Paul’s Parish, the Woman’s Auxiliary 
and the Girls’ Friendly Society of Coronado, the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary and the Girls’ Friendly Society of St. Mark’s Parish, the 
church schools of St. James’-by-the-Sea, La Jolla, Escondido, 
and Church of Our Savior, Kensington. This past Christmas 
season the gifts were unusually generous and attractive, show- 
ing forth real love and effort in the preparation. 

A gift of forty dollars was handed to the chaplain which was 
used in providing good cheer for a number of destitute families 
who were temporarily out of employment. 


The work at the poor farm, Santee, continues with regularity. 
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Every Thursday afternoon the chaplain, with his wife, accom- 
panied by Miss Marie Barnes, visits the inmates. The library, 
started last year, numbers now about 500 volumes; these are 
discarded books donated from time to time by the La Jolla Public 
Library. A small library has been started in the new women’s 
ward of the Vauclain Home and seventy-five books have been 
given to the children of the same institution. 

Magazines have been collected and distributed to the Naval 
Hospital, County Hospital, Vauclain Home, Detention Home, 
Isolation Hospital, Rest Haven, County Farm (Santee, Bostonia, 
and Cardiff). A large quantity of clothing has been donated 
and given to needy families. 

The treasurer’s report will give you the financial standing 
of the society, so that I need not touch upon that subject, beyond 
saying that the society, as a whole, is making a steady advance- 
ment, being built upon a sure foundation. 

May we not count upon your prayers and continual help in 
order that we may prosecute this work for the Master’s sake?

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REPORT OF THE HOSPITAL OF THE 
GOOD SAMARITAN 


The general financial depression which has affected all lines 
of business is reflected in the hospital census for the year 1930. 

The total number of patients admitted was 6,306, as compared 
with 6,759 in 1929, a difference of 453. The daily average num- 
ber of patients was 230.4, as compared with 241.7, a difference 
of 11.3. The total number of operations was 5,205, as compared 
with 5,407, a difference of 202. The average cost per patient 
per day was 8.388, as compared with 7.86, an increase of .52, 
showing how directly the per capita cost for the care of patients 
is influenced by the number of patients in the hospital. 

One department of the hospital more than held its own, not- 
withstanding stock market crashes and unemployment. Six hun- 
dred babies were born in 1930, as compared with 542 in 1929, 
an increase of 58. 

There were 180 deaths in 1930, as compared with 190 in 1929, 
the percentage of deaths to the number of patients discharged 
being 2.08, as compared with 2.82. Of these deaths, thirty-five 
were within forty-eight hours and, according to recognized meth- 
ods of computation, are not to be counted as institutional deaths. 

The average length of stay in the hospital was 13.3 days, as 
compared with 13.06.

In addition to this the Good Hope Association expended for 
the care of patients in the hospital $81,760.31, making a grand 
ae eee of gratuitous service rendered in the hospital, $152,- 

It should be remembered that in every case of a free bed given 
by the hospital, and in every Good Hope ease, the physician or 
surgeon gives his services absolutely without charge. The 
amount of service rendered thus by the members of our general 
staff is uncalculated and unrecorded, but constitutes a service 
to the community of vast importance and merits the warmest 


appreciation of all who are interested in the objects for which 
this Hospital exists. 


Three hundred forty-six persons in all received free care or 
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reduced rates during the year. Included in this number were 
twelve clergymen of the Episcopal Church, twelve members of 
the families of clergymen, four ministers of other churches, three 
members of ministers’ families, forty-nine nurses, twenty-eight 
doctors, thirteen children from the Church Home for Children, 
one social worker, one missionary, and one policeman. 

A census of the persons engaged in the work of this institution 
January 1st shows the following figures: In addition to the 
superintendent and the secretary, there were: 26 administrative 
and supervisory nurses, 64 general duty nurses, 97 student 
nurses and 67 special nurses, a total of 254 nurses, or more than 
one nurse per patient. 

There were also 3 resident physicians, 12 nurses’ attendants, 
12 orderlies, 4 dietitians, 2 physical therapists, 7 laboratory tech- 
nicians, 3 doctors and 6 others in the X-Ray laboratory, 4 record 
librarians, 26 employed in the business department, 15 in the 
maintenance department, and 110 in the housekeeping depart- 
ment, making a grand total of 460 persons occupied with the 
care of the patients, of whom approximately 400 are on the pay- 
roll of the hospital. 

There have been 10 baptisms during the year—7 infants, 1 
adult patient, and 2 nurses. 

The Bishop has visited the Chapel three times for confirma- 
tion. Twelve nurses have been confirmed, four being nurses of 
the staff and eight being students. 

The Guild of St. Barnabas, organized on the initiative of 
nurses of this hospital, but including in its membership any 
nurses in the city who are interested in its purposes, has fully 
justified its existence during the first year since the organization. 
Meetings have been held not only here, but at the Children’s 
Hospital, the Lutheran Hospital, the Deaconess House, the 
Nurses’ Club, and St. Paul’s Cathedral House. The service for 
nurses at the Cathedral on the Sunday nearest Florence Night- 
ingale’s birthday brought together 650 nurses in uniform from 
practically all of the larger hospitals of the city. The procession 
of nurses was an inspiring sight not soon to be forgotten. 

Recently a branch of the Girls’ Friendly Society has been 
organized among the student nurses and promises to serve a 
useful purpose in promoting the religious and social life of the 
students. Much interest is being taken in this branch by the 
officers of the Girls’ Friendly Society in the Diocese as it is the 
only branch among student nurses, so far as is known, with 
the exception of one at a foreign missionary station. 

Two scholarships of $750.00 each on the basis of general ex- 
cellence in scholarship and work have been given this year to 
students graduating from the Bishop Johnson College of Nurs- 
ing. One scholarship was provided by the Board of Directors, 
the other by the generosity of Mrs. A. C. Bilicke. Miss Emily L. 
Daley, Class 30-A, received Mrs. Bilicke’s scholarship and is 
now attending the class in Public Health Nursing at the Univer- 
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sity of California, Berkeley. Miss Jeanne LaMotte, Class 30-B, 
received the Board of Directors’ scholarship and expects to enter 
the University of California at Berkeley next year for a course 
in Administration and Supervision in Schools of Nursing. 

The entrance requirements in the College of Nursing have 
been changed. The age limit is from 19 to 35 years—and the 
educational requirement a complete high school course with 
twelve recommended credits, including a grade in chemistry. 

The maximum number of students in the College in 1930 was 
112, the minimum 75. 

We are gradually working towards our goal which is to estab- 
lish a complete teaching unit, with scientific laboratories and 
full faculty, accredited to give advanced courses as well as the 
basic course in nursing and affiliated with the recognized colleges 
and universities in California.

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REPORT OF THE CHURCH HOME FOR CHILDREN 


We are happy to report that The Church Home for Children 
in a most difficult and depressing year is able to close the year 
with all bills paid and has been able to reduce a note in the bank 
from $9,500 to $3,500. Undesignated legacies which have been 
left to the Home will, when paid, enable us to wipe out com- 
pletely this remaining amount of indebtedness. 


The Treasurer’s books have been audited by Price Water- 
house Co., and found correct. 


For reasons satisfactory to the Board of Directors we were 
obliged to request the resignation of the superintendent of the 
Home. A new superintendent in the person of Mrs. Alfred 
Kuphrat took charge of the Home on January 15, 1931. Mrs. 
Huhprat has been in charge of the Girls’ Friendly Lodge in Los 
Angeles. She has been in the Diocese of Los Angeles for many 
years and comes to the Church Home for Children highly 
recommended. We are looking forward to a successful year 
under her able supervision. 


Several legacies have been left to the Home and will in due 
time be received. There is a legacy from the Mrs. Katherine L. 
Edgar estate to the amount of $5,000; a legacy of the late 
Marion Law, who formerly gave the Jack and Winifred Cottage. 
The amount of this legacy is not as yet known. Also a legacy 
from the Jane Anne Greene estate in the amount of $470. 


The legacy from the estate of Mrs. Eugene Thompson Me- 
Ginnis Hills, which has been paid to the Home, amounted to 
$4,852.48. This was used for the reduction of our note at the 
bank. 


Mr. EK. M. Cope of Redlands, in response to our appeal at our 
last Diocesan Convention, gave the Home the sum of $147.87. 
Mr. Cope’s gift, together with other funds in hand, enabled us 
to procure a $1,000 bond. This was added to our Endowment 
Fund. The Endowment Fund at the present time amounts to 
$10,000. We hope that this will be increased from time to time 
by bequests left to the Church Home for Children by our 
friends. 

There are at the present time in the Home fifty-two children. 


_ We wish to acknowledge with thanks and sincere apprecia- 
tion the contributions and donations contributed by all who 
have the welfare of the Home at heart. 


The children of our Church Schools materially assisted us 
on Ingathering Day and several of our Church Schools remem- 
bered us by their Advent offerings. 


We ask the continued support of the clergy and people of 
the Diocese and trust that not only by their contributions, but 
by their prayers the Home may be abundantly blessed in its 
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efforts to care for children in the Name of Christ.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HOME FOR THE AGED 
Year 1930 


The Home for the Aged considers itself fortunate indeed to 
have weathered the financial storm of 1930. 

During the year the Home has cared for twenty-nine persons, 
one of whom was lost by death. 

Our eldest is ninety-nine, and struggling hard against increas- 
ing feebleness to stay until March, when he will be one hundred. 
Our youngest is sixty-nine. We have one couple, and we have 
eleven in their eighties. 

To care for this work the income from donations and pledges 
has been $9,899.29. The income from invested funds, trans- 
ferred forward from 1929, was $3,865.34. We are closing the 
present year, 1930, with the interest from invested funds stand- 
ing at $4,299.71. This has helped materially with carrying on 
the expenses, as has also the investment of two legacies, viz.: 
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the Leffingwell and Givens estates, which together reduced the 
mortgage by $10,000.00. By such reduction and the placing of 
our two mortgages under one head, with a reduction in interest 
rate from 7 per cent to 6 per cent, we are able to close the year 
with a surplus of $4,773.12. 

These figures are made possible by our loyal friends and in 
no small part by the astute business minds of our directors. But 
at that we are not affluent or even out of danger. 

Our monthly outgo is variable because of interest, taxes, in- 
surance, ete., falling at different times, but is never less than 
$600, and from that to $1,000. The summer months are always 
lean ones, when our income has dropped as low as $99.50, which 
necessitates a considerable cushion to break the fall. 

We have added to the General Endowment Fund during the 
year $2,088.59, and to the Special Endowment on the present 
building $3,165.00, making a total in the general endowment of 
$42,366.27, and in the new endowment, $28,327.55. We have 
besides, in a reserve fund, to care for emergency losses in in- 
vestments, $3,164.67, making a total in these three funds of 
$73,858.49. 

Our Board of Directors, which handles all our financial affairs, 
has heretofore consisted of seven members. This number has 
recently been increased to eleven, one of whom we are asking 
Convention to appoint. 

Our fiscal year has now been changed, and beginning with 
1931 will conform to the calendar year. 

We are grateful indeed to the parishes for the splendid loyalty 
expressed in the following list:

REPORT OF THE BISHOP’S SCHOOL FOR GIRLS 


The year 1930 has been an especially happy one at The 
Bishop’s School for Girls in La Jolla. The institution is con- 
stantly developing and improving and the interest and devotion 
of those associated with it remains constant. 

The greatest architectural addition is, of course, the new 
chapel tower, a memorial to Bishop Joseph Horsfall Johnson, 
dedicated at an impressive service on December 13th. The 
Tower is built according to the original plan so that Bishop 
Johnson himself had a knowledge and a vision of it as it stands 
completed today. The rose window executed by the Judson 
Studio has been finished and the stained glass adds greatly 
to the beauty of the Chapel. The window was given by the 
faculty and pupils who have now undertaken to raise money 
for a lancet window in the near future. New chapel doors have 
been installed in memory of an alumna who died in France, a 
member of the class of 1923. The chapel is in daily use and is 
a natural part of the school life. The Altar Guild, composed of 
student members, do all the work, at times quite arduous. They 
eare for the flowers, candles, and altar linen; they carry the 
cross, and serve as ushers. The entire school forms the choir. 

The pupils have contributed their interest in the Homes for 
Children in Los Angeles and in San Diego. This year, inspired 
by Mr. Miller, they have given a bed unit in a hospital for 
tubercular children in Athens. They have also made a generous 
contribution for the relief of the unemployed in La Jolla and 
by taxing their luxuries (ice cream and sweet chocolate) they 
are continuing to give help through a local Social Service 
Committee. 

Academically, there has been progress. Highteen girls grad- 
uated in 1930, sixteen of whom entered college. Meanwhile 
the new student body is doing excellent work not only in 
fundamental subjects but in piano with many recitals, in drama 
with several plays a year, and in art, particularly in sculpture. 

Of course everyone is engaged in some form of athletics in a 
place where basketball, hockey, tennis, riding, and swimming 
are offered. 

The boarding capacity is now seventy-eight with the addition 
to Bentham Hall. At present the school is full, with forty-seven 
day pupils making the total number 125.

REPORT OF THE HARVARD SCHOOL 


Since the last report Harvard School completed thirty years 
of successful work in the same location where it was founded 
in the year 1900. The thirtieth year was the most successful in 
the history of the school. 

Sixty-four boys were graduated last June at a commence- 
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ment which was largely attended and most enthusiastic. Most 
of these boys have gone to institutions of higher learning, such 
as Stanford, California; U. C. L. A., 8. C., Pomona, California 
Institute of Technology, and elsewhere. 

The scholarship of the school last year maintained a fairly 
high level, while some of the boys were extremely good 
scholars. In this connection, it is interesting to note that one 
of our boys won first prize in a nation-wide essay contest con- 
ducted by the Atlantic Monthly Magazine. 

Our best sports were basketball, tennis, and track. The tennis 
team won every match they played, and the track team placed 
two boys in the California finals which is quite an achievement 
for a small school. 

The faculty continued much the same as it has for many 
years. They are men of character and experience who under- 
stand boys. It is due to them that our graduates are outstand- 
ing in the finest manly qualities. The spirit of the school was 
good. At a reunion held just before the close of school, two 
hundred and twenty old boys returned. The dining hall was 
nearly filled to capacity. 

The chapel services were useful and enjoyed. The boys take 
part with zest and seriousness, and the attitude is always one 
of reverence. We had several baptisms and twenty were pre- 
sented for confirmation. Our thirty-first year is now in session, 
but it is too soon to give any real report.

REPORT OF THE GLENDORA FOOTHILLS SCHOOL 


Children always reflect the spirit of the age in which they 
live. The spirit of the present age is to exalt the age-old, ever 
popular doctrine of doing what you please by dressing it up 
in scientific philosophical phrases. The favorite catch words 
which you will recognize at once are ‘‘self-development’’ and 
‘“self-expression.”’ 

Unless a school has a clear principle as a guide through this 
morass, it will simply be the ‘‘blind leading the blind.’’ I 
consider that it would not be a bad expression of the job of 
education to say that it is to help young people develop and 
to express the higher self. If a school will hold that aim stead- 
ily and add:to it perhaps, a touch of humor, I think it will be 
a good school. 

Almost all of us owe our impulse toward love of scholarship 
and attraction to the higher life in general either to some con- 
temporary associate or to some adult with whom we came in 
contact who had the inspirational genius to quicken us with 
enthusiasm for these things. Our school tries to supply to each 
pupil associates, both of his own age and also among the adults 
in the staff, who shall be of the kind to encourage him toward a 
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healthy and normal development with a chance of inspiration. 

The average public school has the disadvantage of a double 
object, namely, to spread out as wide as possible for the bene- 
fit of those children who are not going any farther in their 
education and at the same time to lay a firm and deep founda- 
tion for those who are going to push their education higher 
up through college, ete. I think every sane educator will ad- 
mit that this is a very great disadvantage with which the pub- 
lic school has to contend. We have the advantage of going di- 
rectly at our special job of laying these foundations for an 
education which in every case is intended to be pushed higher, 
through college at least. 

It is one of our principles that it is a very wise thing to 
recognize limits in one’s field. We aim for quality instead of 
quantity. We think it is important for pupils to know what 
they know and also to know what they do not know. Every 
selection means a rejection. It is the law of life. To recognize 
limits is a great part of wisdom; to grab at everything is im- 
mature and childish. It is really amazing what a child can do 
if not given too much. 

When you think of how much there is to be done in an 
elementary school, it is very important that the amount of 
work should be limited to what a child can do with thorough- 
ness. We try by severe limits to do thoroughly well a stated 
amount of work. 

In regard to the progressive educational theory we think at 
Glendora that we owe to the progressives a great debt of grat- 
itude for the influence they have had in limbering up and hu- 
manizing education. There is a right wing of extreme radicals 
that always has been a mystery to me. Many children come 
from demoralized homes to the so-called progressive schools 
where the instructors, for fear of breaking the pupil’s will, 
are afraid to oppose his will at all. Has it been proved that 
this latter process will produce effective leadership? I hope 
not, because for one thing it makes of many of the pupils in 
the process, perfect publie nuisances, and in the second place 
it seems to me it is absolutely anti-christian in its spirit. 

When Christ said things like ‘‘He who loses his life shall 
find it,’’ he placed at the very heart of the Christian doctrine 
self-renunciation ; and he said that there was joy in it; and he 
hinted that, under this self-renunciation, was hidden the very 
most supurb self-development. It is impossible to build a suc- 
cessful life on anything except faith. So attractive is the 
‘‘primrose path,’’ so terrible and persistent are the tempta- 
tions, and so smashing the blows of fate, that a man can hardly 
hope to go straight,—to play a worthy part—unless he be- 
lieves in God so that it makes a difference, so that he cares 


what God thinks of him.

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REPORT OF THE SEAMEN’S CHURCH INSTITUTE 
OF LOS ANGELES 


The bow lookout’s cheery call, ‘‘ All the lights are bright, Sir,”’ 
an assurance to the ship’s bridge, despite darkness and fog, epi- 
tomizes the 1930 report of the Seamen’s Church Institute of Los 
Angeles. We weathered 1930’s fog and darkness with building 
and equipment staunch, added friends, constant appreciation 
from merchant seamen, finances improving, and with determined 
optimism for 1931. 

We bucked storms of unemployment and business depression, 
and cross-currents of increased maintenance expense and de- 
ereased subscriptions. Our little loan fund for destitute seamen 
was swamped, but every possible needs—meals, beds, ete.—was 
met. 

The loyalty and enthusiasm of our friends have continued a 
constant inspiration, bringing entertainment programs, the pack- 
ing of superlative Christmas boxes. and gifts of books, magazines, 
equipment and money. It would be hard to list everybody, but 
especial thanks are due the music and dramatic departments of 
the San Pedro High School, the Church Periodical Club, the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, and the Community Chest of Los Angeles. 
The superintendent deeply appreciates also the loyal faithful- 
ness of the directors and staff. 

The appended tables tell concisely our unique story. The sea- 
men’s book work was greatly strengthened by a sort of ‘‘prayer 
book endowment’’ whereby a devoted layman has made possible 
the distribution of eighty-five new prayer books to seamen, with 
more available. Such a gift is good missionary work. 

Our Christmas program was the best ever, 212 seamen being 
our dinner guests the Friday after Christmas, and about 500 
for the evening entertainment. To these, to late-comers, and to 
shut-ins at the U. S. Immigration Station and the U. S. Marine 
Hospital wards, 746 Christmas boxes were distributed. Directors 
and their ladies, and other friends of the Institute, assisted as 
hosts and hostesses. The Christmas service was provided on 
the following Sunday by the vicar and choir of the Church of 
the Redeemer, Los Angeles. 

Looking into 1931, the Institute needs painting, interior fin- 
ishing and sundry repairs, to a cost of about $500. The old 
capital debt has now shrunk to $24,934.34, $2,776.01 having been 
paid in 1930. On February 14, 1931, we will begin our tenth 
year. We have worked quietly, without spectacular methods. 
We should mark this tenth year by the complete annihilation 
of the debt, the enlargement of the seamen’s lodgings, and the 
initiation of branch expansion in this and other harbors on our 
long Southern California coast.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE 
NEIGHBORHOOD HOUSE 


A complete change of staff has taken place during the past 
year. In addition to the loss of Miss Hull and Miss Coursen 
reported last year, Mrs. Alice Pawsey, who for nineteen years 
had cared for the physical welfare of the household and much 
else besides, brought her term of faithful service to a close by 
her return to England. Some adjustment of her duties enabled 
us to utilize the ‘‘housekeeper-bookkeeper’’ salary, as allowed 
by the budget, for direct service to the neighborhood through 
a Family Visitor, competently versed in Spanish and in rela- 
tions with the Mexican people. We count our resident staff as 
four: the head resident; associate, Miss Floryne Millar; fam- 
ily visitor, Miss Sara J. Reed; boys’ work director, Mr. Carl 
Miller. 

The importance of volunteer service in settlement undertak- 
ings is two-fold: it means a fuller program of activities and 
it develops in the volunteers a responsible social concern. We 
are glad to be able to report an increase of numbers both of 
students doing field work with us and of those who are actuated 
purely by the love of what is here for them to do. The train- 
ing of the volunteer is an important duty of the head resident 
and her staff, and one that we hope will prove of service from 
time to time to the churches. We should like more volunteers 
to train in practical ways of approach to neighborhood life 
and in general knowledge of social work. The resident family 
includes from two to four volunteers. 

As has been pointed out in past reports, more effective work 
could be done were the budget not so limited. Several depart- 
ments which are regarded as essential by most settlemnts in 
other sections of the country we do not have means to develop. 
The Community Chest would have granted a slight increase in 
the budget, if its funds had turned out to be sufficient. This 
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would have applied to the salary of the family visitor. 

The neighborhood is in deep distress from lack of work, and 
none of the plans to meet the general unemployment situation 
touch the Mexican laborers. In some cases the shut down of 
factories employing the more skilled men has been of a per- 
manent nature. A Mexican Industrial Aid Society in Los An- 
geles would meet a need that is always existant, owing to the 
economic conditions peculiar to Southern California, and which 
is now critical. 

The settlement as one of the Council of Social Agencies falls 
into the category of organizations charged with the responsible 
task of character building. Recent studies in psychology in- 
dicate the importance of establishing good habits in very early 
life when both the emotional and physical needs can be most 
easily trained. To open up this most essential aspect of neigh- 
borhood work without additional expense has been of foremost 
consideration for the current year. With the co-operation of 
the American Red Cross we have been able to make a start in 
offering an educational conference on baby and child care to 
a small group of mothers. The response has been rewarding 
and justifies the belief that here is a way to the laying of last- 
ing foundations in character building. 

We measure all our activities by the contribution they are 
-ealeulated to make to this subtle process of creating a right 
balance between self-control and self-expression in the individ- 
ual. In addition we cannot be oblivious to the fact that all 
young children and many of the older ones, as well as the 
mothers, spend the largest part of their lives in the environ- 
ment of the neighborhood. So that another important piece of 
work is to affect the character of the locality and the home sur- 
roundings in the interest of its people. So many factors and 
opportunities enter into the work on this score that it would be 
difficult to enumerate them. 

It has been said that no report is complete without reference 
to the future. We look forward to enlisting the interest and 
support of the Diocese and the community at large in a broadly 
conceived plan of development so that the Neighborhood Set- 
tlement may participate actively in the enlarged social service 
which must be achieved to meet the growing needs of Los 
Angeles. The most immediate advance in which we can share 
without any considerable increase in budget is toward a better 
co-ordination of present social work forces by both public and 
private agencies. The Social Service Commission in co-ordinat- 
ing the social forces of the Diocese is a means to such a goal. 
The Council of Social Agencies of Los Angeles, of which the 
settlement is a member, is a most significant step in this direc- 
tion. The proposed organization of a Pacific Coast Neighbor- 
hood House Association in which we would actively function 
will materially strengthen the work of all. Attention is called 
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to additions to the Board of Managers as given in the Blue 
Book which will also greatly increase the effectiveness of the 
Settlement as part of the work of the Diocese. 

Our undertaking thus lies intensively at the small center of 
life constituting the neighborhood and ranges out on many a 
radius to the circumference of the whole community and to 
that furthest reach of heart and mind, the Kingdom of God on 
Earth for which in faith we strive.

REPORT OF BISHOP’S GUILD 


The years which this Guild has built into the life of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles have been full of usefulness, pro- 
gression, and idealism. We have been and are still, a unique 
organization, as no other Diocese has a similar guild. 

The past year of the Bishop’s Guild has been successful in 
every way. The management has gradually been put into the 
hands of seven committees, totaling thirty-six different wo- 
men. The Executive Board has functioned regularly. (Those 
who have not been in close touch with the Guild in the past, 
may not realize what a change in policy all this has been). 
New by-laws were adopted as the old ones were obsolete. The 
membership a year ago was 312, and now numbers 398. The 
membership list has been thoroughly revised and about fifteen 
or more dropped from the list. Our members come from nearly 
all parts of the Diocese. 

The Clothing Bureau and Thrift Shop has of course felt the 
financial depression. The public seems to be hoarding every- 
thing, even old clothes, as the collections have not been as 
large as usual this year. Also most of our regular customers 
have suffered greatly in being out of work and therefore not 
able to buy in nearly the same volume as heretofore. Almost 
as many articles have been given away to the needy as have 
been sold. Notwithstanding this condition, we have given 
regularly each month $100 to the Bishop for his Discretionary 
Fund, from proceeds of the Clothing Bureau and membership 
dues. The Bishop used that fund in the following manner:

At the request of the Diocesan Social Service Commission, 
this Guild undertook, to start, and work out this Christmas, 
a clearing house at the Neighborhood Settlement, for the gifts 
from the parish Church Schools, given at the manger services. 
An encouraging number of the clergy responded to this request 
and a great many gifts were received. Games, books, gro- | 
ceries, and suitable toys were also given to the Settlement to 
keep for use there; to the Japanese Mission for their kinder- 
garten and quite a quantity of games, etc., were given to the Rev. 
Mr. Ruggles for Olive View. This same appeal will go out next 
fall to all rectors. Now one more word about the Guid, its object 
and place of usefulness in the Diocese. Our object is three- 
fold: First to increase the membership to 1000. Second, to 
provide an adequate Discretionary Fund for the Bishop. (Twice 
or thrice as large as we now give him). And thirdly, to con- 
tinue to be a dispensing agency (whether in the present loca- 
tion or elsewhere, for clothing, ete., to either sell at nominal 
prices or to give away to the needy. 

Two means to this end we would ask of you parish clergy. 
First, that we may be given the opportunity to send one of 
our officers to speak at a meeting of your Guild, Woman’s 
Auxiliary, or Church Service League meetings. Second, that 
each of you will be gracious enough to appoint one capable 
woman in your parish to act as a parish representative to the 
Bishop’s Guild. 

The parish representative in St. James’, South Pasadena, 
now has sixty-three members of the Guild in that parish, whose 
dues are all paid up! Let others follow this splendid example.

REPORT OF THE GIRLS’ FRIENDLY SOCIETY 


The national Girls’ Friendly Society held its council meeting 
in Chicago from October 13th to 20th, 1930. There the question 
of making the national Girls’ Friendly Society self-supporting, 
as had been requested by the National Council of the Church, 
was taken up. The seven days of the council meeting was one 
financial plan after another, talked over by all those who had 
come from different parts of the country, vitally interested in 
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the growth of the society and anxious that the financial question 
should be settled and made as light a burden as possible for 
the branches, so that each member might grow spiritually and 
give their time to programs and service, and still carry their 
responsibility to the National willingly. The plan evolved at 
this meeting is misunderstood by many. The plan is $12 per 
active associate reported by each diocese in 1930. When the 
$12 is paid the National pledges itself to make no more requests 
for money for their budget for three years, so while the dues 
were raised and must be paid every year in advance, once the 
$12 per active associate is paid our duty is done to the National 
for three years, and we are doing our share towards making 
our organization self-supporting, hence less of a burden to the 
National Council of the Church. 

Three new branches were organized in this Diocese in 1930. 
They are St. Cross, Hermosa Beach, St. Clement’s, Huntington 
Park and the Bishop Johnson School of Nursing, Los Angeles. 
There are twenty active branches; six were disbanded during 
the year and one is on the inactive list. The reason for the dis- 
banding of the six branches was in most instances failure to 
meet and hence no funds and information to send in with their 
report blanks. 

The total receipts for the corporation during the past year 
were: $12,800.35; total disbursements: $12,097.71; balance 
January Ist, 1931: $702.64. 


The lenten box work of the Girls’ Friendly, done in co- 
operation with the Woman’s Auxiliary of this Diocese, was 
valued at $572.70. At a tea given exhibiting this work, a 
pageant to represent the children of all lands coming to the 
Cross was presented by the candidate of the diocese. 

Camp Johnson conference for younger members was planned 
with great care and attention to detail. It was to be held at 
the Bishop’s School, La Jolla and one of its most interesting 
features from the girls’ point of view was the appointment of 
Miss Ruth Feider as Athletic Instructor. Miss Feider is 
equipped to give courses in life saving and present Red Cross 
certificates for same. The infantile paralysis epidemic caused 
the executive committee, on the advice of Bishop Gooden, to 
cancel all plans for the conference. It is to be held at the same 
place and with the same plans as last year, but with a different 
personnel, with the exception of Miss Feider, who has promised 
to give her course as planned for 1930. 

Heathcote Hall has suffered with the financial depression, 
but more than ever has fulfilled the reason for its existence. 
It has lent a helping hand to many girls out of work and need- 
ing employment. 

In the spring the branches co-operated in selling tickets for 
a play at the Pasadena Community Playhouse at Pasadena, the 
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proceeds of which, after expenses were met, sent two delegates 
from the Diocese of Los Angeles to the Girls’ Friendly National 
Council meeting in Chicago. 

With the financial question more or less settled, the Girls’ 
Friendly has a splendid open field to advance to greater heights 
in spiritual development and more time in its plan for programs 
to spread the Kingdom of God amongst girls.

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THOMAS PERCY SWIFT 
Priest 
February 7, 1860—August 26, 1930 

Thomas Perey Swift, Vicar of the Church of the Ascension, 
Tujunga, died August 26, after a short illness. He was born 
in Sheerness, England, and educated in London. Coming to 
the United States at the age of 24, he entered business in New 
York City. 

In December, 1900, he was ordained deacon by Bishop Little- 
john of Long Island in Garden City Cathedral. For 12 years 
he served in different Brooklyn parishes. 

In 1912 he came to California to visit his son, and became 
assistant at St. James’ Church, Los Angeles, and later at St. 
Paul’s Cathedral. In 1916 he was ordained priest by Bishop 
Johnson, and shortly after took charge of All Saints’ Church, 
Oxnard. In 1921 he became Vicar of St. John’s Church, Wil- 
mington, reopening it after a long intermission. He had marked 
success there. In 1929, he resigned his work at Wilmington, and 
took charge of the Church of the Ascension, Tujunga, finding 
it desirable to live further inland. In spite of growing infirmi- 
ties he persevered in his work, holding services just 10 days 
before his death. 

His entire ministry was characterized by a loyal devotion to 
the work of the Church in difficult and arduous places. Burial 
services were held from St. Paul’s Cathedral, August 28, with 
Bishop Gooden in charge.

EDMOND WALTERS 
Priest 
August 2, 1848—November 14, 1930 

Edmond Walters, retired priest of the diocese, died November 
14, 1930, at the age of 82. Born in England, he was educated 
at Repton and Oxford, receiving from the latter institution the 
degrees of the M. A. and §.C.L. He was ordained deacon in 
1873 and priest in 1874 by the Bishop of Norwich. 

After a number of cures in England he came to Southern 
California in 1892, and was in charge of Trinity Church, Escon- 
dido, Grace Church, Oceanside, St. George’s Church, El Toro, 
and also held services at Bonsall, Merle and Carlsbad. From 
1904 to 1907 he was priest in charge of St. Paul’s Church, 
Santa Paula. 

Retiring from active work in 1907 he assisted the church by 
doing supply work in many different places. He was the author 
of a number of books and pamphlets. Scholarly and learned, 
his devoted labors to the Church in the early days of the South-

DUNCAN FINLAYSON MACKENZIE 
Priest 
March 4, 1857—December 24, 1930 


Dunean Finlayson Mackenzie, retired priest of the diocese, 
died, December 24, after serving the Church 44 years in South- 
ern California under four different bishops. Born in Michi- 
picoton, Canada, he was educated in Lennoxville, Quebec, at 
Bishop’s College. He was ordained deacon in 1884 and priest 
in 1890, both by the late Bishop Williams of Quebec. 

Coming to Southern California in 1886 his first charge was 
in the Santa Ana Valley Mission, then centering at Tustin. 
Later he took charge of the Church of the Ascension, Boyle 
Heights. From 1900 to 1905 he was in charge of Trinity Church, 
Hueneme, and All Saints’ Church, Oxnard, building new church 
edifices in both places. His last permanent cure was the Church 
of the Redeemer, Boyle Heights, from 1906 to 1917. 

Although in poor health, he assisted the General Missionary 
for the next 11 years, taking services every Sunday in different 
small missions. Then failing eyesight forced him to give up all 
active work, although he frequently assisted the Rector of St. 
Thomas’ Church, Hollywood, as best he was able. 

Loyal, courageous and devoted, he had his part in laying the 
foundations of the Church for this diocese, laboring faithfully 
during the heat and burden of small things. Burial services 
were held by Bishop Stevens, at St. Thomas’ Church, Hollywood, 
on December 27th.

JOHN DAVIDSON HAWTHORNE BROWNE 
Priest and Canon 
March 15, 1844—January 25, 1931 
John Davidson Hawthorne Browne, Senior Priest of the dio- 
cese, and Canon of St. Paul’s Cathedral, died, Sunday, January 
25, following a short illness, and at the age of 87. Born in 
Nova Scotia, his education was received at Dalhousie, Halifax, 
and King’s College, Windsor. He also studied medicine at 
Harvard University. He was ordained deacon in 1873 and 
priest in 1874, both by the Bishop of Nova Scotia. After serving 
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as general diocesan secretary in Nova Scotia he came to South- 
ern California in 1884. 


His record during the 47 years of his ministry was remark- 
able, as rector, as builder, as editor and as canon. His first 
work was at Pomona where he built a new church. Then Pasa- 
dena, also building a church, Covina, San Bernardino, with an- 
other building, Santa Monica, and latterly Sawtelle with still 
another building. Durnig this time he began and continued to 
the very end the diocesan monthly paper The Churchman and 
Church Messenger, never missing a single issue in 34 years. 
He founded the Church Extension Society, was active in organ- 
izing both the Church Home for Children and the Home for the 
Aged. He was twice deputy to the General Convention from 
this diocese, and at times Archdeacon and President of the Con- 
voeation and Rural Dean of Los Angeles. His passion was for 
the Church, and his work was to fulfil this desire. 

His devotion and loyalty to the diocese is best summed up in 
the following memorial resolution of the 36th annual diocesan 
Convention, which is printed here by order of Convention: 

‘Whereas it has pleased our Heavenly Father and our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Head of the Church, to call John Davidson 
Hawthorne Browne, priest and canon, to the nearer presence, 
and to the life and work of the Church Expectant: 

And whereas Canon Browne had been for some forty-seven 
years a most faithful and efficient priest of this diocese in its 
earlier character, the Diocese of California, Southern Convo- 
cation, and since 1896 the Diocese of Los Angeles; 

Therefore, be it resolved in Convention assembled, that we 
desire to place on record our high estimation of his admirable 
qualities as priest and pastor; our recognition of the great 
services he has rendered to this Diocese during all these early 
formative years; our appreciation of his remarkable missionary 
spirit, of his exceeding loyalty to the Church and to the Church 
authorities, and of the great services he has freely offered to 
the Diocese in his editorship of the Los Angeles Churchman 
and Church Messenger for a period of thirty-three years, with- 
out the omission of one month’s issue; 

And further, be it resolved, that we desire to express to Mrs. 
Browne our sincere sympathy with her in her great loss; which 
we hope will be mitigated by the thought that her husband has 
rendered such signal and extraordinary services to the Church 


of his and her and of our abiding love.”’ 
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DEACONESS ANNA 


Deaconess Anna was born in Chicago and spent her early 
years in Illinois. She trained at the Church Deaconess School 
in Philadelphia, from which she graduated in 1908. October 
of that year she was set apart by the late Bishop Whitaker, and 
worked for a year in the mountains of West Virginia. She then 
went to Philadelphia, where with Deaconess Mary she took 
charge of the Midnight Mission for girls. Two years later she 
went back to Chicago in charge of St. Margaret’s House, a 
boarding home for girls. In 1910 she came to Los Angeles with 
Deaconess Mary to manage the Neighborhood Settlement at 
Ninth and Wilson Streets. 

A bad attack of chronic asthma forced her to give up this 
work, and she moved to Sierra Madre where she built a home. 
In 1921, she returned to Los Angeles to open and take charge 
of the Deaconess Home on Boyle Avenue. There as the ‘‘Mother’’ 
of the Home her kindly and gentle disposition shed a benedic- 
tion on the work. On March 30, 1930, she was called to her 
heavenly home. Burial services were said in St. Mary’s Chapel 
at the Deaconess Home by Bishop Stevens on April 3rd.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION 


First Day, January 27, 1932 


The thirty-seventh annual convention of the Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles opened with a celebration of the Holy 
Communion in St. Paul’s Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 9:30 a.m., 
Wednesday, January 27, 1932. 

By appointment of the Bishop of the Diocese (who was ill in 
the Hospital of the Good Samaritan), the Suffragan Bishop, the 
Rt. Rev, Robert B. Gooden, D.D., was the celebrant. He was 
assisted by the Rev. Charles T. Murphy as epistoler, and the 
Rev George F. Weld, D.D., as gospeller, and in the administra- 
tion of the Sacrament by the Rev. George Davidson, D.D., the 
Rev. Canon Alfred Fletcher, the Rev. Charles L. Barnes and 
the Rev. Edwin T. Lewis. The Rev. William Cowans acted as 
server. Music was furnished by the choir of St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral. : 

At the close of the service, Convention was called to order by 
the Suffragan Bishop who took the chair. The secretary an- 
nounced that more than one-third of the clergy canonically resi- 
dent in the Diocese had registered, and also that more than one- 
third of the parishes and missions in union with Convention had 
registered; and therefore a quorum was present. Whereupon 
the Suffragan Bishop declared Convention ready for business. 

The first order of business being the election of a secretary, 
the Rev. S. C. Clark, Jr., was nominated by the Rev. George 
Davidson, D.D., who also moved that the nominations be closed 
and the Chair cast a unanimous ballot for the Rev. Mr. Clark. 
This was seconded by the Rev. R. O. Miller, and carried. The 
Chair declared Mr. Clark elected as secretary. The secretary 
then reappointed the Rev. P. G. M. Austin as assistant secretary. 

The Rev. George Davidson, D.D., as president of the Standing 
Committee, requested the privilege of the floor to read a letter 
from the Bishop of the Diocese regarding the conduct of Con-

Gentlemen : 

Acting as Bishop and Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, 
and pursuant to Article VII, Section 24, of the Constitutions of 
the Diocese of Los Angeles, I do hereby appoint the Rt. Rev. 
Robert Burton Gooden, our Suffragan Bishop, as the Celebrant 
of the Holy Communion and Preacher at the opening of the 
Diocesan Convention, Wednesday, January 27, 1932. 

As such Bishop and Ecclesiatical Authority, present in the 
Diocese, and ex-officio President of the Convention, and pursu- 
ant to the provisions of Article VIII, Section 25, of the Consti- 
tutions of this Diocese, and Section IV, Canon 15, of the Canons 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America, I hereby declare it my desire and intention, in the 
safeguarding of my health, to preside through the hands and 
voice of the Suffragan Bishop, and I do hereby direct and au- 
thorize him to open Convention and to preside at all sessions 
thereof, whether I am otherwise present thereat or not, with the 
privilege, of course, of asking any authorized person temporarily 
to relieve him as Chairman.

Dr. Davidson reported that the Standing Committee had acted 
favorably upon this matter and offered the following resolution: 
‘*RESOLVED: that the original letter bearing the communi- 
cation of the Bishop to this Convention be placed in the care 
of the Standing Committee of this Diocese, with the request 
that it be incorporated into the minutes of its last meeting as 
a matter of record; and, 


‘‘Br Ir FurtTHER RESOLVED, that a copy of this letter be 
recorded on the pages of the Convention Journal.’’ 
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Unanimously carried. 


On motion, Convention proceeded to the reading of the Bish- 
ops’ addresses. The address of the Bishop was read by his Chap- 
lain, the Rev. P. G. M. Austin. (p. 87). Following the address

This was seconded and carried, and became the amended order 
of business for this Convention. 

The Very Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., as representative of the 
Washington Bi-Centennial Celebration Committee, then ad- 
dressed Convention, telling of the two great services planned for 
this occasion: one a mass meeting in St. Paul’s Cathedral, Sun- 
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day evening, February 21, with Bishop Gooden as preacher, and 
the second, Monday morning, February 22, a corporate com- 
munion for men and boys only, at which the committee hoped 
one thousand might be present. He urged the support of the 
services on the part of all, and spoke of posters that might be 
obtained for use in the churches. 

The hour of 12:00 having arrived, a missionary hymn was 
sung and prayers for missions offered by the Rev. F. J. Bloy, 
the new rector of St. James’ Church-by-the-Sea, La Jolla, San 
Diego. 

Mr. W. N. Howard, moved, seconded by the Rev. W. B. Belliss, 
that a committee be appointed by the Chair, to consider that por- 
tion of the address of the Suffragan Bishop relating to a deficit 
of about $10,000 on the pledge of the Diocese to the National 
Council. Carried, and the following were appointed: the Very 
Rey. Harry Beal, D.D., chairman; the Rev. M. L. Kain, Messrs. 
Claude Young, W. A. Monten, R. Mae. Brady, J. L. Bacon and 
W. F. Knight. 

Telegrams of felicitation were read to Convention by the Sec- 
retary from the Convocation of the Missionary District of San 
Joaquin, then in session, and from the Rey. C. Rankin Barnes, 
a member of Convention, but absent for the first time owing to 
his new duties as executive secretary of the Department of 
Social Service of the National Council. On motion the secretary 
was instructed to send appropriate replies to these’ greetings. 


The report of the Harvard School for Boys was then pre- 
sented by the new headmaster, the Rey. H. H. Kelley. (p. 167). 
He then requested the privilege of the floor for Mr. Shirley 
Meserve, the chairman of their Endowment Campaign Commit- 
tee, who briefly addressed Convention on the plans for buildings 
on the new campus. The following resolution was then offered 
by the Rev. E. T. Lewis and carried. 


Resolved, That the Convention of the Diocese of Los An- 
geles heartily approves the proposed development program 
for the Harvard School and the raising of a fund of $500,- 
000 therefor, and urges the fullest co-operation of the peo- 
ple of the Diocese in accomplishing the removal of this, the 
Bishop’s School for Boys, into new buildings on the site 
owned in the Westwood Hills, Los Angeles. 


The report of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan was pre- 
sented by the Rev. T. C. Marshall, chaplain and _ secretary. 
(p. 156). 


The report of the Woman’s Auxiliary was presented by its 
president, Miss Rebekah L. Hibbard. (p. 146). 


Following various announcements, Convention adjourned to 
reconvene at 2:00 p.m. 
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AFTERNOON SESSION 


Convention reassembled at 2:00 p.m., in the Cathedral House, 
and after prayer by the Chairman, the secretary read the report 
of the Committee on Credentials as follows: 


The Committee on Credentials reports that it has received 
and examined credentials from forty-one parishes and twen- 
ty-six missions, and that all such are entitled to a vote and 
representation in the Thirty-seventh Annual Convention, 
provided that their assessments have been paid.

According to the report of the Committee on Dispatch of Busi- 
ness, the report of the treasurer of the Diocese was the order 
of the day. This was presented by Mr. H. Ivor Thomas. (p. 185). 
Before reading his report of delinquent parishes and missions, 
Mr. Thomas stated that the following parishes and missions had 
paid their assessments in full prior to Convention, and moved 
that they have their delinquencies removed and be granted seats 
and votes in Convention: Beaumont, Glendale, Santa Barbara, 
St. Mary’s (Japanese) and St. Philip’s, Los Angeles. Carried, 
and, these parishes and missions were granted these privileges. 

Mr. Thomas then read the following list of delinquent parishes 
and missions: Alhambra, Anaheim, Beverly Hills, Bostonia, Bur- 
bank, Colton, El Centro, Escondido, Fullerton, Glendora, Hunt- 
ington Park, La Crescenta, Lancaster, Long Beach, All Saints’ 
and St. Luke’s, Los Angeles; Epiphany, Grace Memorial, Re- 
deemer, St. Athanisius’, St. Barnabas’, St. John’s (West L. A.), 
St. John’s (Wilmington), St. Luke’s, St. Mary of the Angels’, 
St. Matthew’s, St. Peter’s, St. Stephen’s, St. Thomas’, Trinity, 
Murrieta, National City, Needles, Palms, Redondo Beach, San 
Bernardino, Santa Maria, Santa Paula, Sierra Madre, Torrance, 
Tujunga, and Upland. 

The Rev. 8. C. Clark, Jr., moved that, owing to the unusual 
financial conditions, including certain bank failures and other 
unforeseen causes, such a large number of parishes and missions 
were disfranchised, and owing to the fact that matters of future 
assessments were to be one of the principal topics of this Conven- 
tion, the Finance Committee be requested to recommend the re- 
mission of all unpaid assessments, and grant all parishes and 
missions seats and votes in this Convention, in order that they 
may take part in the debate and vote. Seconded by the Rev. 
P. G. M. Austin. Much debate followed, during which a request 
was made by the Rev. George Weld, D.D., that the treasurer read 
the list of those parishes and missions which the Finance Com- 
mittee recommended forgiveness of the delinquent amount. These 
were read as follows: Alhambra, (total remission), $205.95; Bur- 
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bank, $129.75; Epiphany, Los Angeles, $49.78; St. Athanasius’, 
Los Angeles, $339.08; National City, $45.00; Redondo Beach, 
$57.00; Upland, $148.69. : 

A vote by orders was requested on the original motion by the 
Rev. R. O. Miller, resulting as follows: clergy—yea, 55; nay, 27; 
laity—yea, 19; nay, 29. The Chair declared the motion lost, as 
there was not concurrence, though carried by the clergy. 

On motion Convention voted to remit the sums recommended 
by the Finance Committee above, to those eight parishes and 
missions, and to grant them seats and votes in Convention. 


The Rev. A. H. Wurtele moved the following: 


‘“RESOLVED, that a committee be appointed to print and 
distribute as soon as possible that portion of Bishop Good- 
en’s address, referring to the economic depression, its 
causes and cure.”’ 


Seconded and carried. The Chair referred this matter to the 
Social Service Commission. 


The Committee on Dispatch of Business reminded Convention 
that it was now past time for the order of the day, which was 
nominations, but moved that. it be delayed long enough to hear 
the report of the Committee on Admission of Parishes and Mis- 
sions. Carried, and the Rev. Irving Spencer made the following 
report: 

‘‘This committee has received and examined applications 
from St. Barnabas’ Mission, Pasadena, and St. Clement’s 
Mission, San Clemente, each desiring to be admitted as a 
mission in union with Convention. As each application 
bears the endorsement of the Bishop, we recommend that 
these requests be granted. This committee has also received 
an application from Trinity Mission, Ocean Beach, San 
Diego, desiring to be admitted as a mission, but as it does 
not bear the proper endorsement of the Bishop it cannot be 
accepted. Since they expect to have the proper signatures 
before Convention adjourns we recommend that their dele- 
gates, together with the delegates of these other missions, be 
seated in this Convention, and this Mission admitted when 
their credentials are properly endorsed.”’

Attention was also called to the fact that last year, by resolu- 
tion of Convention, a member of the Board of the Home for the 
Aged was elected, and the following were nominated for this 
position: Rev. W. W. Fleetwood, Rev. E. T. Lewis, Very Rev. 
‘Harry Beal, D.D., and Mr. John D. Hibbard. 
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The Rev. P. G. M. Austin moved that the resolution to remit 
all delinquent assessments be reconsidered. Seconded by Mr. 
F. H. Osler, and carried. Moved by the Rev. H. V. Harris, 
seconded by the Rev. W. N. Pierson, that Convention ask the 
Finance Committee to remit all delinquent assessments on par- 
ishes and missions. Again a vote by orders was called for, and 
attention called to the fact that such a motion now requires a 
two-thirds vote to carry. The results were as follows: clergy— 
yea, 35; nay, 25. Laity—yea, 17; nay, 19. The Chair declared 
the motion again lost. 

According to the recommendations of the Committee on Dis- 
patch of Business, Convention accorded the privilege of the floor 
to Mr. Edward F. Trefz, who spoke convincingly on the work of 
‘‘Rood Conservation’’ and the work of the Los Angeles Food 
Conservation Warehouse. 

Following the order of the day, Convention continued with 
the report of the treasurer of the Diocese. Mr. Thomas first 
reported that El Centro had paid all but $4.17 of its delinquency, 
and that the Finance Committee recommended its delinquency 
be remitted and its delegates seated. Moved, seconded, and 
carried. 

Mr. Thomas then read the list of financial appropriations that 
had been requested from the Finance Committee, as follows:

Continuing his report, the treasurer requested first that he be 
empowered to borrow, if necessary, a sum not to exceed $5,000.00 
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to meet emergency needs through the year 1932. On motion of 
Mr. R. M. Brady, seconded by the Rev. P. A. Easley, this was 
granted, and Mr. Thomas asked to draw up the proper form of 
motion to meet the needs of the situation. 

Mr. Thomas made a second request that Convention levy a 
special assessment, equal to approximately one-fourth the Dio- 
cesan assessment to cover delinquencies as they occurred. He put 
this in the form of a motion, which was seconded by the Rev. 
G. F. Weld, D.D. There was much discussion on the matter, 
and as the hour was late, Mr. E. M. Cope moved that the matter 
be laid on the table and made a special order of the day on 
Thursday morning. Carried. 

The report of the Committee on Canons was presented by the 
Rev. S. C. Clark, Jr., in the absence of its chairman, Dr. Learned, 
as follows: 


“Mo THE THIRTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 
OF THE DiocEsE or Los ANGELES: 


Your committee has received and considered the following 
proposed amendments to the Constitutions and Canons, as fol- 
lows: 

Amendments to the Constitutions approved by the Con- 
vention of 1931, and referred to the Convention of 1932 for 
final ratification. 

Article VI, Section 19, of the Constitutions, following the 
words ‘‘Bishop Coadjutor’’ strike out the words ‘‘if there 
be one’’ and insert in their place these words ‘‘and the Suf- 
fragan Bishop, if there be such’’. 

Article XIV, Section 39, in the seventh line after the 
words ‘‘if there be one’’ add the following ‘‘The Suffragan 
Bishop, or’’. 

Amendments received by the Committee on Canons: 

1. An amendment to Canon VII, Section 47, sub section 
ec, changing the wording of the assessment upon parishes and 
missions in Class 1. Change the paragraph regarding Class 
1, to read as follows ‘‘Class 1—Up to $1,000.00—An equit- 
able assessment to be levied upon each parish and mission’’. 

2. An amendment to Canon VIII, Section 63, changing 
the date for the treasurers of missions to forward their 
payments to the treasurer of the Diocese. 

In the second line of section 63 strike out the words ‘‘on 
the Monday following the last Sunday of each month’’ and 
in their place substitute ‘‘not later than the 25th of each 
month’’. 

38. A correction in the numbering of a section in Canon 
IX. In 1929 a new section to Canon IX was added and 
numbered 76. In 1931 another section was added to this 
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same Canon, and also numbered 76. This section is now to 
be numbered 77, and relates to the method by which a Mis- 
sion may become a Parish. There is no change 1 in the sae 
only in correcting a wrong numbering.”’ 


The Committee recommended the adoption of these amend- 
ments.

Mr. Clark then presented the amendments to the Constitution 
of the General Convention proposed at its meeting in 1931, 
which are to be finally acted upon af the Convention of 1934, 
as follows: 


RESOLVED, That the following change be made in the Con- 
stitution, and that the proposed alteration be made known 
to the several Dioceses, in order that the same may be adopt- 
ed by the next General Convention in accordance with Ar- 
ticle XI of the Constitution: 

Amend Article I, Section 3, of the Constitution by in- 
serting the words ‘‘the close of’’ after the word ‘‘until’’ 
so that the sentence shall read: ‘‘The Bishop so elected shall 
serve until the close of the next General Convention’”’. 


REso.LveD, That the following change be made in the Con- 
stitution, and that the proposed alteration be made known 
to the several Dioceses, in order that the same may be 
adopted by the next General’ Convention in accordance with 
Article XI of the Constitution: 

Amend Article II, Section 6, of the Constitution to read 
as follows: 

‘fA Bishop may not resign hid episcopal charse without 
the consent either of the House of Bishops of the Church 
or of the House of Bishops of the Province in which his 
office has been exercised, in either case under conditions 
prescribed by the Canons of General Convention.”’ 


Resotvep, That the following changes be made in the 
Constitution and that the proposed alterations be made 
known to the several Dioceses in order that the same may be 
adopted by the next General Convention, in accordance with 
Article XI of the Constitution: 

Amend Article II, Section 3, of the Constitution by add- 
ing the words, ‘‘A Bishop or Bishop Coadjutor shall be eli- 
gible as Bishop or Bishop Coadjutor of another Diocese, 
or he may be elected by the House of Bishops as a Mission- 
ary Bishop’’.

Amend Article II, Section 6, of the Constitution by add- 
ing to the present Article the following: 

‘*Provided that this Article shall not apply to a Bishop 
resigning to accept other Episcopal election.’’ 


Convention approved of these amendments and instructed the 
secretary to notify the secretary of General Convention that they 
had been presented to Convention. 

Mr. Clark requested the unanimous consent of Convention to 
recommend amendments to Article VIII, Section 25 of the Con- 
stitutions, and to Canon VI, Article 38, both relating to the 
powers and position of the Suffragan Bishop. As there was some 
doubt regarding the phrasing, the matter was referred back to 
the Committee on Canons to report again during this Convention. 

The report of the Standing Committee was accepted by Title. 
(p. 115). 

The report of the Executive Council was presented by the 
Rev. H. H. Kelley. On motion of Dr. Davidson, and seconded, 
that part of the report referring to the Diocesan Missionary 
Assessment was referred to the Finance Committee, to be made 
part of the order of the day at 10:00 a.m., Thursday, when that 
committee was to report again. Carried. The remainder of 
the report was accepted. (p. 118). 

The report of the General Church Program Committee was 
presented by the Very Rev. Harry Beal, D.D. (p. 184). 

The report of the treasurer of the General Church Program 
Committee was presented by Mr. W. F. Knight. (p. 197). This 
showed that the Diocese had fallen over $10,000.00 short of its 
pledge to the National Council. 

The Chair then announced the election officials for the follow- 
ing morning as follows: Judge of elections, Mr. Earl 8. Sharp. 
Tellers for the clerical vote—the Rev. P. K. Kemp, the Rev. H. 
B. Thelin, the Rev. F. P. Foote, Messrs. R. J. Dell, C. J. O’Con- 
nor and G. G. Entz. Lay vote—the Rev. Douglas Stuart, the 
Rev. H. B. Lee, the Rev. Edwin Moss, and Messrs. J. P. Key, 
KE. T. Sams and Wilfred Smith. 

Mr. W. A. Monten moved that Convention send its loving and 
affectionate greetings to the Bishop of the Diocese, who was ill 
in the Hospital of the Good Samaritan, and that the Suffragan 
Bishop be requested to carry these greetings in person. Unani- 
mously carried. 

The Rey. S. C. Clark, Jr., moved that Convention send greet- 
ings and sympathy to the Rev. L. E. Learned, D.D., who was ill 
at home in bed, and these be carried by the assistant minister 
and lay delegates of All Saints’ Church, Pasadena. Carried 
unanimously. 

On motion Convention adjourned to meet at 8:00 p.m., in the 
Cathedral, the evening session being a mass meeting. It was also 
announced that Convention would reconvene its business sessions 
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at 9:30 a.m., Thursday, in the Cathedral House, preceded by 
morning prayer in the Cathedral at 9:00 a.m. 


EVENING SESSION 


The evening session of Convention was a mass meeting under 
the direction of the Social Service Commission. Music was fur- 
nished by the choir of Trinity Church, Los Angeles, and the 
speakers were the Rev. G. R. E. MacDonald, D.D., chairman of 
the Diocesan Social Service Commission, on ‘‘What Our Diocese 
Is Doing Through Its Social Institutions’’, and Mr. William B. 
Munro, Ph.D., LL.D., Litt.D., of California Institute of Technol- 
ogy, on ‘‘What Can the Church Do in the Present World 
Crisis ?’’ 


Second Day, January 28, 1932 
MORNING SESSION 


After morning prayer in the Cathedral, Convention was 
called to order by the Suffragan Bishop at 9:30 in the Cathedral 
House and opened with prayer. On motion the reading of the 
minutes was dispensed with and their authentication referred 
to the Chair. 

The Committee on Admission of Parishes and Missions re- 
ported through its chairman, the Rev. Irving Spencer, that the 
proper credentials from Trinity Mission, Ocean Beach, San 
Diego, properly endorsed by the Bishop, had been received, and 
the committee recommended it be admitted into union with 
Convention, and its delegates given a vote im this Convention. 
Carried. 

Convention proceeded to the taking of the first ballot. There 
being but one nomination for historiographer, the secretary was 
instructed to cast a unanimous ballot for that candidate. There 
being only one nomination for registrar, the secretary was in- 
structed to cast that ballot. There being but one nomination for 
the representative on the Provincial Board of Education, and on 
the Provincial Board of Missions, the Secretary was instructed 
to cast one ballot for these gentlemen for their respective offices. 
There being but one nomination for the representative on the 
board of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan, the secretary was 
instructed to cast that ballot. There being but four laymen 
nominated for four places on the Board of Christian Education, 
the secretary was instructed to cast one unanimous ballot for 
these four. There being but four laymen nominated for the four 
places on the Standing Committee, the secretary was instructed 
to cast the ballot for these four. There being only two clergy- 
men nominated for the Executive Council, the secretary was in- 
structed to cast the ballot for these gentlemen. 

Whereupon the secretary announced that he had east the 
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ballot and the Chair declared the following unanimously 
elected :

The hour of noon having arrived, prayers for missions were 
read by the Rev. T. Raymond Jones, rector of St. James’ Church, 
South Pasadena. 

The report of the Committee on that portion of the Suffragan 
Bishop’s address relating to the deficit in the payments on the 
G. C. P. pledge was made by the Very Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., 
as follows: 

Report of the Special Committee on the $10,000.00 Deficit in 
the G. C. P. Pledge for 1931. 

“In view of the great need to do our share in 1932, your 
committee does not believe it is advisable to make any special 
appeal to the whole Diocese for the 1931 deficit, but recommends 
that individual groups and congregations be earnestly requested 
to make contributions to that purpose, and that the clergy be 
urged to present this opportuniy to save the good name of the 
Diocese. 

‘‘Furthermore, to avoid this kind of difficulty this year and 
in future years, we strongly recommend that the principle of 
monthly remittances be adopted by every parish and mission, 
and scrupulously followed, and that the clergy urge this 
method.’’ 

Convention then proceeded to the taking of the second ballot. 

Announcements were made, after which Convention adjourned 
until 2:15 p.m. 
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AFTERNOON SESSION 


Convention reconvened at 2:15 in the Cathedral House, and 
was opened with prayer by the Chairman. The Judge of Elec- 
tions reported on the second ballot as follows:

The Very Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., requested that 
his name be withdrawn from the ballot of the Representative on 
the Board of the Home for the Aged. 

Convention then proceeded to the taking of the third ballot. 

The report of the Finance Committee was continued by Mr. 
H. Ivor Thomas. He first recommended that the Diocesan Mis- 
sionary Assessment of St. Barnabas’ Church, Los Angeles, be 
reduced from $200.00 to $100.00. On motion, this was carried. 
The Treasurer then read the list of assessments for 1932, and 
moved that they be adopted. Seconded by the Rev. 8S. C. Clark, 
Jr., and carried. (p. 2138). 

The Very Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., moved that Convention ex- 
tend its thanks and appreciation to Mr. W. F. Ludlom, for the 
loan of the fine public address system being used in Convention, 
and its fine management. Mr. Ludlom, who is a member of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, is donating this service without cost to the 
Convention. Second, and unanimously carried. 

The Rev. Canon Fletcher moved that the Secretary be in- 
structed to send letters of sympathy to the widows of the Rev. 
John E. H. Wood, and of the Rev. W. A. A. Shipway, diocesan 
clergy who had died during the past year. Second, and unan- 
imously carried. 

Canon Fletcher also moved that the Secretary send greetings 
to the members of Convention absent from these sessions on ac- 
count of sickness. The following were mentioned: Bishop 
Stevens; Canon Learned; Canon Hibbard; Chaplain Hubbard; 
the Rev. M. C. Dotton, Ph.D.; the Rev. G. E. Cornell ,D.D.; the 
Rev. W. T. Cleghorn; the Rev. F. J. Bate, and the Rev. E. B. 
Mott. Seconded, and carried. 


‘ The Rev. George Davidson, D.D., offered the following resolu- 
ion: 

_ “Whereas, this Convention, having learned of the un- 
timely death of the daughter of the Rev. Wallace N. Pierson, 
and of the death of the daughter of the Rev. George BH. 
Renison, priests of this Diocese, and of the death of Mrs. 
Etta W. Mills, widow of the late Rev. C. Irving Mills, at one 
time rector of St. Mark’s Church, Glendale; therefore, 
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“Be It Resolved, That this Convention extend to these 
bereaved families its loving sympathy in this hour of grief; 
and, 

“Be It Further Resolved, That the Secretary of this Con- 
vention communicate the contents of this resolution to the 
families of he deceased.”’ 


Dr. Davidson moved the adoption of this resolution. Sec- 
onded, and unanimously carried. 

The Judge of Elections reported for the third ballot that there 
had been no election. Whereupon the Rev. E. T. Lewis and the 
Rev. W. W. Fleetwood asked to have their names withdrawn 
from the nominees for Representative on the Board of the Home 
for the Aged. Since this left but one candidate, the Secretary 
was instructed to cast a ballot for him, whereupon the Secretary 
announced the ballot cast for Mr. John D. Hibbard, as Repre- 
SENTATIVE ON THE BoarRD OF THE HOME FOR THE AGED, and the 
Chair declared him elected. Since one candidate among the 
delegates to the Synod had had a large lead on the last two 
ballots, though failing of the concurrence necessary for election, 
it was moved, seconded and unanimously carried that the Secre- 
tary be instructed to cast one ballot for Mr. Ralph Isham for 
DELEGATE TO THE SynNop. The Secretary announced that he had 
east the ballot for Mr. Isham, and the Chair declared him elected. 

Since the elections of Delegates to the Synod were now com- 
pleted, it was moved and earried that nominations for Alternate 
Delegates to the Synod be made. According to custom, the Sec- 
retary read the four highest of the clerical delegates, next to 
those elected, and also the four highest of the lay delegates, next 
to those elected, placing them in nomination, as follows: 

CLERICAL ALTERNATES TO THE Synop—The Rev. R. H. Baleom, 
D.D.; the Rev. W. W. Fleetwood; the Rev. T. C. Marshall; the 
Rey. W. J. Hatter. 

Lay ALTERNATES TO THE SyNnop—Messrs. W. F. Pascoe, Wil- 
fred Smith, R. M. Brady, and C. J. O’Connor. 

There being no further nominations, on motion, the nomina- 
tions were closed, and the Secretary instructed to cast the ballot 
for the above-named gentlemen. The Secretary reported that 
he had done so, and the Chair declared them elected. This com- 
pleted all the elections. (A detailed report of the various bal- 
lots appears on page 84). 

The report of the Corporation of the Diocese was presented by 
Mr. H. Ivor Thomas. (p. 181). 

The report of the Bishop Johnson Memorial Chapel Standing 
Committee was presented by the Rev. E. T. Lewis, its secretary.

nae report of the Bishop Johnson Memorial Campaign Com- 
mittee was presented by the Rev. George Weld, D.D., its chair- 
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man. This committee, after ten weeks of intensive work, showed 
that it had raised a total of $37,691.31, of which $30,787.95 was 
in cash, the balance being in good pledges. The Very Rev. Harry 
Beal, D.D., moved that a vote of thanks be extended to this com- 
mittee before it be discharged. Seconded, and carried. On motion 
of the Very Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., this report was received, 
and the committee discharged. Carried. (p. 143). 


Mr. W. A. Monten presented the supplemental report of the 
Committee on Canons as follows: _ 

Constitutions, Article VIII, Section 25, be amended to 
read: ‘‘The Bishop of this Diocese is ex officio President of 
the Convention. In the absence of the Bishop, the Bishop 
Coadjutor, if there be one, shall preside. In case the Bishop 
and the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, shall be absent, or 
incapable of acting, Convention shall elect the Suffragan 
Bishop, if there be one, or a Presbyter of Convention, 
present at that Convention, to act as President pro tempore 
of that Convention.’’ 


This was unanimously carried, and will be referred to the 
next annual Convention for final ratification. 

Canon VI, Section 38, be amended to read: ‘‘ At the open- 
ing of each Annual Convention, after Divine Service, the 
Bishop, or in ease of his absence or inability to act, or of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, the Bishop Coadjutor, if there 
be one, or in the absence of both, the Suffragan Bishop, if 
there be one, or in the absence of all three, the senior Pres- 
byter present in the Convention, shall take the Chair, after 
which the procedure shall be according to an order of busi- 
ness, which, having been once adopted, shall continue in 
force, until the same, in whole or in part, shall have been 
amended, suspended, or repealed.’’ 

Unanimously carried.

The Rev. 8. C. Clark, Jr., moved that the appointment of the 
Regular and Special Committees be left to the Chair in con- 
sultation with the Bishop of the Diocese. Carried. 

It was moved that the place of the meeting for the next Con- 
vention be left to the Bishop. 

The Very Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., read a letter from the 
Chureh Fire Insurance Corporation, and, on motion of Rev. 
George Davidson, D.D., it was heartily commended by Conven- 
tion to the rectors and vestries of the Diocese. 

Dean Beal also called attention to a Litany for Nations which 
the National Council was recommending. 

The Rev. E. T. Lewis moved that a hearty vote of thanks be 
extended by Converttion to the Dean, Vestry, Choirmaster, 
janitor and all other members of St. Paul’s Cathedral who had 
been so hospitable and accommodating in their care for the Con- 
vention. Unanimously carried. 

The Rev. C. T. Murphy moved that a vote of thanks be ex- 
tended to the Suffragan Bishop for the able, gracious and just 
way in which he had presided over the sessions of Convention. 
The Secretary called for a rising vote, which was unanimously 
given. 

Moved that the reading of the minutes be dispensed with, and 
that they be certified by the Chair. Seconded, and carried. 

After the singing of the ‘‘Gloria in Eacelsis,’’ the Suffragan 
Bishop pronounced the Blessing, and, on motion, Convention 
adjourned, subject to the call of the Bishop.

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THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS 


To the Clergy and Lay Delegates to the 
37th Annual. Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles:

Two faithful clergy of the Diocese have passed into the larger 
life during the year 1931:

both of whom have done most effective work in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


Mrs. Mary P. Evans, widow of the late Dean Evans, who will 
be remembered as a faithful and devoted worker in the Diocese, 
also entered into the larger life. 


Eternal rest grant unto them, O Lord, 
and may light perpetual shine upon them. 


It is unnecessary for me to say that my inability to par- 
ticipate in Diocesan activities for the past few months, has been 
a source of great regret to me. I have endeavored, however, 
to keep in touch with the important matters and to give such 
counsel and directions as were possible. At the present time I 
am beginning to look forward to a return to active work and a 
full measure of physical strength and vitality. The work of 
the Diocese has gone on during the past year without any un- 
usual problems, and although perhaps without any noteworthy 
accomplishments we have seen the consummation of certain plans 
on which we have been working for a long period. 

The Bishop’s Pilgrimage, as announced at the last Conven- 
tion, was made during Lent and included a visit to every parish 
and mission and institution in the Diocese with the exception 
of St. John’s Church, Needles. This Church has not been for- 
gotten. An enthusiastic party were ready to make the trip but 
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because of certain local conditions the workers of the Mission 
asked us to defer our visit until a later time. 

The Pilgrimage aroused unique interest and injected an ele- 
ment into our Diocesan life that was wholly new and stimulating. 
Large groups went from Church to Church where hymns were 
sung, addresses made by the Pilgrims and prayers offered at 
every altar. The sense of the oneness of our purpose in pro- 
moting the Kingdom of God among all people was undoubtedly 
deepened in all the Churches. It was altogether a wonderful 
experience. I cannot estimate the number of requests that 
have been made that the Pilgrimage be repeated. Of course it 
will be repeated and our previous arrangements so improved 
that even larger numbers may participate. The genius of any 
such movement, however, lies in its spontaneity and I do not 
wish to make it a routine affair determined by dates and seasons. 


The first unit of the Bishop Johnson Memorial Chapel, to be 
known as St. Alban’s, has been completed and has justified its 
existence already by the interest shown, the attendance at the 
services, and the beginning of an influence which is destined to 
be of great power for the spiritual welfare of the University 
neighborhood. The first service was the midnight celebration of 
the Holy Communion on Christmas Eve, which was attended 
by a congregation which filled every available space in the 
Chapel. The Rev. John A. Bryant, the student chaplain, is 
making a place for himself in the community and is greatly im- 
pressed by the opportunities for Christian effort with St. Alban’s 
Chapel and its altar as a center. I would especially thank Dr. 
Weld and his committee, both for myself and for the Diocese, 
for the work they have done in helping to make the chapel a 
reality. It was performed with skill, energy and sincere affec- 
tion for the great Bishop in whose memory the chapel has been 
built. I trust that all our people may soon visit the chapel and 
so come into touch with this most important work at the Uni- 
versity of California at Los Angeles. 

The new St. Mary’s Church and parish house for the Japanese 
have been completed and are most satisfactory. These buildings 
were made possible by gifts from individuals in the Diocese, by 
pledges from the Japanese congregation, amounting to $15,000, 
which have already been paid, and by a gift of $15,000 from the 
National Council and by an advance from the Trew Memorial 
Fund of $5,000. To make things more wonderful still, some 
generous friends are building a rectory. That Mr. Yamazaki 
and his people deserve these fine buildings and genuine good will 
from their American friends, goes without saying. I hope our 
people may visit St. Mary’s and get a’glimpse of the work. 

New church edifices have been completed for St. Thomas’ 
Church, West Hollywood, which was dedicated in August. St. 
Paul’s Church, Pomona, which was dedicated on Easter Day. 
St. Michael’s Church, Carlsbad, under the leadership of the 
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Rev. Mr. Gardner and with the splendid help of the people has 
been renovated within and without and looks like a new church. 
A large and enthusiastic congregation was present at the first 
service. 

A new lot in a strategic position has been purchased for the 
Church of the Ascension, Tujunga, under the leadership of the 
Rev. Dr. Swan. 

Nearing completion is St. James’ Parish House, South Pasa- 
dena, and St. Stephen’s Parish House, Beaumont, is under con- 
struction ; All Saints’ Church, Beverly Hills, has been enlarged 
to double its capacity; the Chancel of St. Paul’s Church, Ven- 
tura, has been enlarged. 

Since my last report the Rev. Wesley A. Havermale and Rev. 
Donald J. Campbell have been ordained to the Diaconate. 

Two clergymen have been transferred, the Rev. E. Tanner 
Brown to Honolulu and the Rev. Walter P. Doty to the Diocese 
of New York. 

A number of men have been received into the Diocese: The 
Rev. Gerard C. Gardner from Cariboo, the Rev. Alfred R. Hill 
from Massachusetts, the Rev. T. Raymond Jones from Central 
New York, and the Rev. Edwin Moss from Columbia.

Two notable anniversaries have occurred this past year. The 
Rev. Dr. Van Deerlin celebrated the sixtieth anniversary of his 
ordination to the Priesthood and the Rev. R. H. Gushee cele- 
brated the thirty-fifth anniversary of his work as rector at Christ 
Church, Ontario. To these beloved priests we all give our hearty 
congratulations. 


The two hundredth anniversary of the birth of George Wash- 
ington occurs this year. It will receive wide recognition and 
it deserves special emphasis by the Church. George Washington, 
the churchman, should be remembered as lovingly as George 
Washington, the statesman and soldier. 

A committee has been appointed to arrange for two services 
at which the whole Diocese may be represented. The first service 
will be held in the Cathedral on Sunday evening, February 21; 
the second on Monday morning, February 22, at seven o’clock. 
The second service is a celebration of the Holy Communion for 
men and boys only. It is hoped that a thousand men and boys 
will attend this service which will be followed by a breakfast. 
Every parish and mission in the Diocese should be represented 
at both these services, or at least at others at the same hour 
arranged at central points in each of the other Convocations. 
The bi-centennial observance is of great importance and has my 
hearty approval. 


I have been watching with great interest the effect of eco- 
nomic conditions on our missionary giving, and especially upon 
our gifts for local support in the various congregations. The 
Suffragan Bishop, whose devotion to the Church’s Program 
means so much to the Diocese, will comment upon these lines. 
My own thoughts, however, and communications that I have had 
from several sources, make me believe that there is an increasing 
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spirit of courage and an unwillingness to shift responsibility, 
either individual or parochial. 

As an illustration of what I have in mind may I quote the 
following letter: 

“‘Upon consideration of pledges received for the coming year 
at a meeting held last evening, the Bishop’s Committee of Grace 
Church, Oceanside, begs to increase the amount forwarded for 
the vicar’s stipend from $100 per month (the amount now paid) 
to $115 per month for the coming year. For us it would be ‘‘the 
thrill that comes once in a lifetime’’ if we could have announced 
that we could take care of the whole of this item, and become 
self-supporting. We are praying, hoping, and working to accom- 
plish this ideal. God has given to us bountifully of His love and 
blessings during the past year. No ‘‘hard times’’ or ‘‘depres- 
sion’’ with us spiritually here in Grace Church in 1931. With 
the help of our Blessed Lord and the guidance of our vicar, we 
have become a united family in God, have progressed materially 
and spiritually, and have become an example and help to this 
community. We give all thanks to God, and work and pray for 
continued blessings. ’’ 

This, I think, is the spirit which has always moved the Diocese. 
It will, I am confident, by God’s power enable us to go forward. 
I had hoped that my strength might permit me to enlarge upon 
certain convictions that have been growing stronger in me during 
these several months of illness. They are convictions quite 
apart from these practical matters with which I have been 
dealing. They have to do with the whole heart of this business 
of Religion which is our relationship to God. I do not feel that I 
can say them adequately at this time, however, but I do pledge 
to God before you, my brethren, that whatever may be our mate- 
rial accomplishments, our primary concern will be our relation- 
ship with the God in whom we live and move and have our 
being. 


THE SUFFRAGAN BISHOP’S ADDRESS 


THE BIsHoP, CLERGY AND LaIry, 
MEMBERS OF THE 37TH ANNUAL CONVENTION 
OF THE D10cEsE or Los ANGELES. 


In apostolic language I would say, ‘‘Grace be with all them 
that love our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity’’. The year past has 
been perplexing and difficult. Perhaps this fact may result in 
a more true reliance upon the power and love of God on the 
part of many of us. I hope our many difficulties and perplexities 
will lead us to draw closer to God, as He is surely trying to draw 
nigh to us. 

Uppermost in the minds of all here this morning is the fact 
that our Bishop is compelled to be absent through illness. Our 
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hearts go out to him as we remember the long, painful, and dan- 
gerous illness through which he has passed during the last three 
months and more. Innumerable have been the prayers of his 
people on his behalf. Affection, generous as the ocean to the 
shore, has been given to him. Apparently he is really making a 
good recovery. God is very gracious to him and to us. I would 
ask you to rise while we thank God for granting to our Bishop 
the beginning of a good recovery from his bodily illness. Let 
us pray. ‘‘Great and mighty God, who bringest down to the 
grave, and bringest up again; we bless Thy wonderful goodness, 
for having turned our heaviness into joy and our mourning into 
gladness, by restoring William Bertrand, our Bishop, to some 
degree of his former health. Perfect, we beseech Thee, this Thy 
merey towards him, that being restored to health of body he 
may bless Thy Holy Name for all Thy goodness towards him. 
Through Jesus Christ our Saviour. Amen.”’ 

A. great function of the church is to teach. It is a primary 
function. If we neglect this great function I can easily see how 
our churches may be depleted, our fonts be unused and our 
altars forgotten. When our Glorious Founder gave the Church 
Her Mission, He told the Apostles first of all to teach. The 
Church in the United States has fallen far below any reason- 
able standard in this respect and certainly below that of the 
Church in England. Some people bemoan the fact that the good 
beginning we made in the teaching function of the Church has 
largely ceased because the Church has given up to a great extent 
any responsibility towards secular education. I do not share 
their concern. Secular education should be a function of the 
state and it would be folly to go beyond the point of doing just 
enough in this connection to show our deep interest in secular 
education; and doing that sufficient amount superlatively well. 
It should, however, be the duty of the priest and of thoughtful 
church people to know their local schools and colleges, and to 
take a living interest in their welfare, their problems, and their 
constant modernization. It ought not to be possible that the 
sound teaching of the Church should be undone and nullified by 
the teachers and the general ethos of the secular schools. Here 
our church people may exercise a real teaching influence if they 
will. They can, as the greatest of all Teachers said, do as the 
woman did, who took leaven and hid it in three measures of 
meal till the whole was leavened. 

Religious education, and by this I mean Christian religious 
education, must always be the function of the Church. Woe unto 
Her today if she neglects it as she once did! It is the particular 
need of the boys and girls of pre-school, elementary school, junior 
high school and senior high school ages. If boys and girls have 
been truly taught during these ages I am not afraid for their 
Christian faith in college, provided they have the care of a 
capable and wise Christian pastor. Their faith may be trans- 
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formed, but transformed into the strong, penetrating faith of 
young manhood and womanhood. If they have had no religious 
teaching before they go to college the opportunity, humanly 
speaking, is almost gone. It may return later, but hardly during 
the sophisticated years of college life. The importance of religi- 
ous education as a primary duty of the Church cannot be 
stressed too much. The days are gone when it was treated as a 
side issue, but there is still limitless room for improvement and 
a growing and new field of work all the time. I am constantly 
impressed by the hordes of young children I see playing in the 
streets and about homes as I drive through various towns on 
Sunday mornings to keep my appointments, who are apparently 
never touched by the teaching of the Church. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that out of every four children in any community 
three are untouched by the teaching of the Christian Religion. 
This fact is bearing abundant poisonous fruit today. We give 
other high-sounding reasons for this tragic result, but the true 
reason is just here. We do not have the facilities to do all we 
should to teach our boys and girls, but we could do with our 
present equipment about three times as much as we are doing. 
Our immediate goal should be thirty thousand boys and girls in 
the church schools of the Diocese. If one church school can 
increase its attendance twenty times and another ten, as has been 
done, a little eager imagination can see the possibility of 30,000 
children in our schools instead of 10,000 as at present out of 
the teeming hordes of unschooled children around us. The least 
we can do is to use the equipment we have. I call upon you to 
consider the responsibility which rests upon you today of bring- 
ing the children to the church school where the Church in her 
office of teacher may serve them. When we remember how eco- 
nomic theorists, political faddists, and anti-religionists are 
always trying to teach their tenets to youth the world over and 
arouse them to a pitch of fervid enthusiasm, how can we be 
apathetic and easy-going in the face of the opportunity right 
at our doors. The teaching of youth is their objective; it must 
be ours. It would not be unfair to measure the power of a 
parish by the extent to which it exercises its teaching function 
for the benefit of boys and girls. A parish is much better em- 
ployed in teaching the lambs of the flock as a beloved teacher 
than fussing over the quarrels among the old sheep as an 
umpire. To this end we should use our Diocesan Board of Chris- 
tian Education and the facilities of the education department 
of the National Council together with the various teachers’ asso- 
ciations, schools and institutes provided in the Diocese from 
time to time. It is encouraging to note the progress we have 
made in numbers and in quality of work during the last ten 
years. The fruits of this are becoming apparent already in the 
character of our congregations. Their youthful aspect is becom- 
ing more noticeable all the time, due to the work of our church

schools. We may be grateful to all the clergy and laity who 
year in and year out have understood the importance of ecclesia 
docens, the teaching church, and especially to the Board of 
Christian Education which has always ‘been one of the ablest and 
far-seeing boards in the Diocese. 

The past year has been full of difficulty and distress for all 
sorts of people and nobody has really been exempt. According 
to an authority there are probably eight million people ready 
to work who cannot find work and our church people have had, 
with the rest, to share in this intolerable and unnecessary condi- 
tion of things. If if were not a tragedy it would be a comedy 
to see to what a pass the bad and corrupt working of what is 
probably a good economic system has led our people. A land 
which can easily support many times the present population lets 
the people come to the point of involuntary starvation. Stored 
up food cannot be used because there is no money for humans 
to buy it, so it becomes the food of mice and rats which too have 
no money to buy. Fruit by the thousands of tons is destroyed 
and the people go without because they have no money to buy. 
Milk is poured into the sewers by the thousands of gallons and 
babies go without, because there is no money to buy at a price 
which is high enough. Men are forced into crime and women 
into the streets because they have no money to buy. A few 
people have too much gold and a host. of people have too little 
bread. The mutterings of the wretched and oppressed are dimly 
heard. They will rise up and smite us unless we set our house 
in order and do it soon. This has happened before and it can 
happen again. I only hope that the smug, the complacent, and 
the callous may not awake when it is too late. Make no mistake; 
the present situation will not go on for human nature will not 
endure it, and it will not be corrected with temporary relief and 
the American dole. This is a dark picture but no words could 
paint it too black. 

There is a bright side, and that is the marvelous outpouring 
of personal service, money and gifts to help the poor and needy 
and him that hath no helper in every community. Our Commun- 
ity Chest was filled for the first time. Relief organizations skill- 
fully handled have sprung up overnight. It is true to say that 
no person had to be hungry or without shelter anywhere if he 
knew where to go. To the people who say, with a sneer, ‘‘ What 
is the Church doing about it?’’ I answer that none of this would 
be possible without the church people of different denominations. 
They are the leaders and inspirers of it all. Our Social Service 
Commission is always thinking of the helpless and of the prob- 
lems which trouble society. They advise and help in many direc- 
tions. The Church Welfare Association literally seeks and saves 
the girls who are being lost. Our City Mission Society is a 
friend to thousands. I hope that Social Service Guilds may be 
established in every parish and mission in the Diocese with the 
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good will of the rectors and vicars, either as separate organ- 
izations or as departments of the Woman’s Auxiliaries. or 
Woman’s Guilds. They would have a limitless field over which 
they might roam in Christ-like fashion. 


However, nothing is settled until it is settled right. All we 
are doing, beautiful though it may be, is only temporary relief 
and is no solution. It is significant that no politician, economist, 
statistician, big business executive or captain of industry has 
been able to suggest a reason for the present social distress or 
to suggest a remedy. They cannot because the reason and the 
remedy do not talk their language except a little. Two men 
quoted recently in the newspapers made statements that tended 
towards the nature of the reason and remedy of the present dis- 
tress, though they probably did not know it. One said that in 
business you could predict nothing as you could once, because 
there were so many sociological and moral elements entering in. 
The other said that banks should cease to lend money on state- 
ments only and lend it on character. Ponder the implication 
contained in these two statements. There is no economic remedy 
for a situation which has come to pass because of the breakdown 
of character in the financial and industrial world. Social legis- 
lation is bound to come and it will help to ease the distress. I 
need not describe that here. The Church has a prophetic oppor- 
tunity of a constructive sort today such as few ages have had. 
She can show that greed, the profit motive, covetousness, easy 
money, extravagance, luxury and licentious pleasure, and the 
worship of mammon have made the social and financial structure 
so rotten that it collapsed, and it can never be rebuilt except in 
righteousness. I hope that we have such a Lent as we have not 
had for years. ‘‘Return unto Me, and I will return unto you,’’ 
saith the Lord. I hope that this cathedral throughout Lent will 
be crowded with noon -day seekers after the Kingdom of God 
and His Righteousness. The remedy for our present disease is 
to rebuild the character of society. There have been many de- 
pressions easily explained by familiar laws, but this reaches into 
the depths of the heart of society. Therefore men are idle in 
a land of opportunity, and are hungry in the midst of plenty. 
The extraordinary interest shown in social service and the need 
for an ethical gospel at the Denver General Convention is strik- 
ing, and the Pastoral Letter of the House of Bishops shows that 
the Church today wants to be the best and most genuine friend 
of all those who are weary and heavy laden, even as the Saviour 
Himself was and is. 

At this point I would make a practical suggestion: In every 
parish there are many to whom penury is a new experience. 
They are newly-poor, the nowveaux pauvres. They suffer in 
silence because their pride is too great to let people know of 
their changed condition and their need for help. Every rector 
knows such people. My suggestion is that the people of the 
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parish establish rectors’ kitchens in which there shall always 
be a stock of foodstuffs, so that he, without letting anyone know, 
may supply the immediate needs of these people and keep them 
from near starvation. I know of one such kitchen. There may 
be others. I commend this plan to the members of convention. 


The Advance Work Program, which means that our Diocese 
has undertaken to provide a much-needed maternity wing for 
the Church General Hospital in Wuchang, China, has made slow 
but steady progress. The cost of this project is $10,000. To- 
wards this $3,153 has already been given. I hope that we may 
finish this project some time this year. Dr. James, who has 
been in charge of this work for many years, visited the Diocese 
last October and thrilled and fascinated all her hearers by her 
accounts of the work done in the hospital and the conditions 
under which they labor. The Woman’s Auxiliary, as usual, 
have been greatly interested in this work and especially Mrs. 
F. A. Habersham, who with fine intelligent enthusiasm has done 
a great deal towards the success already achieved. 

Our share of the biggest and most important task of the 
Church which is ordinarily described by the three-word title, 
General Church Program, has only been partially accomplished. 
There have been letters, interviews, conferences, addresses and 
services in large numbers all over the Diocese in the interest of 
the General Church Program. I would like here to bear tribute 
to the fine work done on behalf of the General Church Program 
by the rector of the Church of the Epiphany, Los Angeles, the 
Rev. W. E. Craig. He is a master of detail, and has a positive 
genius for making figures interesting and illuminating. Above 
all he loves the propagation of Christ’s Gospel because it is 
Christ’s work. The General Church Program Committee, under 
the chairmanship of Dean Beal, renders invaluable service, 
always. I regret to say that we have failed to keep our promise 
to the National Council in the amount of $10,000, or about 24 
per cent. To put it plainly, we promised to send this money 
for the General Church Program. They, acting in good faith, 
have spent the money and are now in an embarrassing position, 
to put it mildly. I would not say one word to quench the smoking 
flax or break the bruised reed. The only failure is not to try. 
Whether all of us have really tried I prefer to leave to the 
judgment of God and not to man’s judgment. If at the close 
of each day every communicant and every priest were to ask 
himself, ‘‘What have I done today by prayer, by persuasion, 
by gifts, to promote the Kingdom of God through the General 
Church Program’’, a candid, honest answer as in the sight of 
God might arouse the conscience and touch the heart. <A little 
picture will help you to see the situation in the Diocese, Thirty- 
four parishes and missions overpaid the full quota; twenty par- 
ishes and missions paid the quota exactly ; six paid 80 per cent 
or more towards the quota; fifty-seven parishes and missions did 
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something towards the quota, but about half of this number 
did very little. Two parishes and missions did nothing for the 
quota through the congregation or the church school. Of course 
the difficult circumstances of the times have a good deal to do 
with this picture, but they do not explain it entirely. With the 
exception of eight or nine churches, the hard times have borne 
as heavily on one as on another, yet one does its whole duty 
and another part of it. The difference lies in the missionary 
spirit, or the way we view the task of the church. I cannot 
see how any man of consequence can serve on a vestry of a 
parish where the only work seems to be the raising of a few 
thousand dollars a year to minister to the fancied spiritual 
desires of a select few. That is too small and trivial a task to 
interest any group of real men. The whole work of the whole 
church, which is the task of each parish and mission, is big 
enough to interest and tax the powers of any group of men 
anywhere. Every vestry should possess a copy of the General 
Church Program for 1932, 1933, 1934, and the Triennial Report 
of the National Council, 1929-1931. It is one volume and may 
be obtained from the National Council for twenty-five cents. 
It would open their eyes to a worthy task. As I write about 
the $10,000 promised but not paid, I wonder if this is the return 
for the blessings that have come to us during the past year to 
strengthen our Diocesan work; the Bishop Johnson Memorial 
Chapel, the coming of a student pastor for work at one of the 
greatest of all our universities, the completion of St. Mary’s 
Japanese Church, and above all, the restoration of our Bishop to 
some degree of his former health. I hope that convention will 
not let this serious matter go by default, but will do something 
definite about it with sacrificial spirit as an act of thanksgiving 
for the blessings I have just named. 

Until our Diocese is filled with the missionary spirit, all our 
parish financial program will be difficult of accomplishment. We 
will perpetually be engaged in the pastime of pulling ourselves 
up by our boot-straps. Unselfishness lies at the heart of the 
missionary enterprise. It helps every parish to mount up with 
wings as eagles, to run and not be weary, to walk and not faint. 


The Christian faith, the Christian Gospel, is the only true 
medicine for the terrible woes of the world which seem to be 
getting worse instead of better. Politicians, governments and 
theorists have made a sad mess of things. Christ alone can bring 
order out of chaos and light in the darkness. His Name can only 
be propagated successfully through the Church. Are we content 
to go along smugly in the littleness of parochialism in a world 
that is dying with ignorance, envy, hatred, malice, and all un- 
charitableness? People say the Church has lost its influence. It 
has not yet, but it will unless it gets the missionary spirit. If it 
loses its influence and becomes moribund, it will not be because 
of its enemies but because of its friends, because of the very 
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parishes and people of which it is composed. The missionary 
spirit will arouse us from littleness, will energize the Church 
and enthrone Christ as King over the mind and conscience of 
the world. Men and women, do not think of the power and love 
of God and the sacrifice of Our Lord in terms of your own souls 
only, but in terms of the soul of humanity. If I were not re- 
strained by custom and so-called propriety, I would ask this 
influential congregation in this Cathedral Church of the Great 
Apostle of the Gentiles to rise and rededicate themselves with 
high resolve to the task of bringing the whole world to the feet 
of Jesus Christ. That is the General Church Program. That is 
the Missionary Enterprise of the Church.

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE, 
DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES 


The Standing Committee held twelve meetings during the 
year 1931. © 

At the first meeting held in All Saints’ Parish House, Pasa- 
dena, the committee organized by electing the Rev. George 
Davidson, D.D., president, and the Rev. Ray O. Miller, secre- 
tary. The application of Mr. George H. Bullock, not being 
signed by the Bishop, was ordered returned to the applicant. 

The second meeting was held at the Bishop’s office on Febru- 
ary 26 at 3 p.m. 

Approval was given to the ordination and consecration of 
the Rev. Wyatt Brown, D.D., LL.D., to become Bishop of the 
Diocese of Harrisburg. 

The request of Trinity Parish, Los Angeles, to transfer title 
of their property to the Bishop as Corporation Sole was con- 
sidered. No action taken. 

The third meeting of the committee was held in the Bishop’s 
office April 23 at 3 p.m. 

Consent was given for the Bishop as Corporation Sole to 
transfer title to the property of St. Barnabas, Eagle Rock, to 
the rector, wardens and vestrymen of that parish. 

Consent was given to the shortening of the period of candid- 
acy of Mr. Wesley Albert Havermale, so that his ordination 
should take place on or after August 1, 1931. 

Consent was given to Trinity Parish, Los Angeles, to transfer 
title to their property to the Bishop as Corporation Sole, and 
that the Bishop be empowered to borrow not more than $38,000 
to pay off present mortgage, the said sum to include escrow and 
transfer expenses. It was stipulated also that all income from 
gifts to the Building Fund and rents should be applied by the 
Corporation Sole upon the principal and interest of the said 
debt.

Consent was given to Trinity Mission, Oceanside, to borrow 
the sum of $5,000.00. 

The application of Mr. Wesley Albert Havermale be ordered 
Deacon was received, being in due form, together with the cer- 
tificate of the Vestry of St. Paul’s Cathedral, and that of the 
Bishop, was given approval. 

A correction was made in title in the matter of transfer of 
property to St. Barnabas, Los Angeles. 

Consent was given St. Barnabas, Los Angeles, to execute a 
trust deed, when the application stating terms and conditions 
was received by the Standing Committee; the president and sec- 
retary being authorized to certify to such consent. 

The sixth meeting was held June 24 at the Bishop’s office 
at 3 p.m. 

The secretary was authorized to acknowledge receipt of a 
communication from St. Barnabas Parish, Los Angeles. 

Consent was given to shortening the candidacy of Mr. Paynor 
D. Taylor as a candidate for Holy Orders. 

Approval was given to the candidacy for Holy Orders of Mr. 
David W. C. Graham. 


The Bishop having referred a request from Dr. Frank Dyer 
to conduct services during the summer in his chapel within the 
Parish of St. Augustine’s, a resolution was passed indicating 
that in the judgment of the Standing Committee it was deemed 
inexpedient for the Bishop to give his permission for Dr. Dyer 
to conduct services in any location in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 
The secretary was instructed to transmit copies of this reso- 
lution to the Rt. Rev. George Craig Stewart, Bishop of Chicago, 
of which Diocese Dr. Dyer is a member. 

The seventh meeting of the committee was held September 2 
at 3.p.m. in the Bishop’s office. 

Approval was given to the ordination of Mr. Donald James 
Campbell to the Diaconate. 

Consent was given to the candidacy for Holy Orders of Mr. 
Donald Anderson Ostrander. 

Consent was given to the candidacy for Holy Orders under 
Canon II, Art. 1, of Mr. Jack Robert Rountree. 

Consent was given to the Dean and Vestry of St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral to borrow $10,000.00 and to give a Deed of Trust upon the 
Deanery. 

Approval was given to the sent given ad interim by the Stand- 
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ing Committee to the Rector and Vestry of St. James, South 
Pasadena, to increase its mortgage indebtedness to an amount 
not to exceed $10,000.00 to complete their parish house. 

The eighth meeting was held October 18 at 3 p.m. in the 
Bishop’s office. 

Permission was given St. Thomas Parish, Hollywood, to in- 
crease their mortgaged indebtedness from thirty to forty-five 
thousand dollars. 

Permission was given to the Rector and Vestry of St. Mich- 
ael’s Parish, Anaheim, to borrow $1,000.00. 

A message was ordered sent to the Bishop expressing our deep 
thankfulness at his progress towards health, and requesting him 
to consider seriously a cessation of all his work, continuing at 
least until January 1, 1932. 

The ninth meeting was held November 25 at 3 p.m. at the 
Bishop’s office. 

Consent was given to the candidacy for Holy Orders of Mr. 
Sturgis M. Riddle to become effective as of September 24. 

The tenth meeting of the committee was held on December 11 
at 3 p.m. at the Bishop’s office. 

Consent was given to the sale of the property of St. Luke’s 
Parish, Los Angeles. It was ordered that the Vestry of St. 
Luke’s take steps at once to transfer title to the property to the 
Bishop as Corporation Sole. 

The eleventh meeting of the committee was held December 30 
at 3 p.m. at the Bishop’s office. 

The committee gave final approval to the boundaries of St. 
Athanasius Parish, Los Angeles. 

Consent was given for the election of a Bishop Coadjutor for 
the Diocese of Newark. 

The Secretary was instructed to formulate and read at Con- 
vention a report for the Standing Committee. 

The twelfth meeting was held January 25 at 3 p.m. in the 
Bishop’s office. 

Dr. Chapman appeared before the committee to report upon 
the condition of the Bishop. He said that the Bishop was making 
a fine recovery but that due to his long illness he would not 
be able to take up active work for at least three months. A 
resolution was unanimously passed urging the Bishop to take 
a vacation lasting at least until October 1. The secretary was 
instructed to convey this message to the Bishop. 

A letter was received from the Bishop appointing Bishop 
Gooden to be the celebrant at the opening service of Conven- 
tion, to preach the sermon, and to preside at all sessions of the 
Convention in his place and by his authority. It was resolved 
that the Standing Committee notify Bishop Gooden of the sub- 
stance of the Bishop’s communication.

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REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 
OF THE DIOCESE 


The Executive Council of the Diocese met monthly through 
1931 except July, August and September, with an average 
attendance of twelve out of seventeen members. During the last 
three months the Council deeply missed the Bishop of the 
Diocese, its regular presiding officer, absent through illness, but 
under the able and appreciated leadership of the Suffragan was 
stimulated to greater effort to help free the Diocesan’s mind 
from worry and to aid his return to health. 


In February the Council lost its secretary, the Rev. C. Rankin 
Barnes, who was drafted to be the executive secretary of the 
Department of Christian Social Service of the National Council 
of the Church. The sense of loss was tempered by the satis- 
faction of sending a clergyman of such signal ability to the 
national work of the Church. Appropriate resolutions, express- 
ing also the mind of the Diocese, were spread on the minutes 
of the Council. 


At each meeting full reports are received from the treasurer 
of the Diocese, the General Church Program treasurer, the Board 
of Missions, the Board of Christian Education, the Social Service 
Commission, the General Church Program Committee, the Epis- 
copal City Mission Society, the San Diego County and City 
Mission Society, and the Committee on Compensation Insurance. 
Questions and discussions usually follow and through this 
method the Council is in intimate touch with the wide activities 
of the Diocese. Careful attention is given to the Compensation 
Insurance under which the clergy and other salaried workers 
of the missions of the Diocese are protected. 


Early in the year the Bishop, following a visit to the national 
office of the Church in New York, reported having secured an 
appropriation of $15,000 toward a building fund for St. Mary’s 
Mission for the Japanese, contingent upon sufficient further 
funds being secured by the congregation and Diocese. The chal- 
lenge was met, as evidenced by the beautiful church and parish 
house completed and now in use under the faithful leadership of 
the Rev. John Yamazaki. 


Dean Weld reported the excellent work done by the supple- 
mentary committee under his leadership toward securing addi- 
tional funds for the Bishop Johnson Memorial Chapel at the 
University of California at Logs Angeles. For this the special 
thanks of the Council were expressed. At the June meeting 
the Bishop stated cash and valid pledges, secured by the Cam- 
paign Committee, totalled approximately $30,000 and that he 
felt disposed to proceed with the construction of the first unit, 
requesting, however, the advice of the Executive Council. After 
brief but thoughtful discussion the Council resolved it was best 
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to proceed. The first unit now serves as the beautiful chapel 
for the students of the great university. 

Early in the year, due to impaired income from parishes and 
missions, the treasurer of the Diocese found it necessary to bor- 
row money to pay salaries of missionaries and authorization was 
given by the Executive Council. Toward the close of the year, 
and because of continued decrease of income, the Council recom- 
mended a total budget reduction of $4,000, effective January 1, 
1932. The Board of Missions, through its secretary, the Rev. 
Philip A. Easley, reported back at the December meeting of the 
Council a budget so.revised. This showed excellent co-operation 
on the part of special boards and agencies affected and sincere 
consideration for situations of clergy and missions affected by 
reductions. In the case of the last a very fine progress toward 
increased local support was evident. 

A major responsibility of the Executive Council being the 
share of the Diocese in the work of the National Church under 
the General Church Program, constant attention has been given 
to the payments of the Diocese toward this important work and 
at the meeting on December 30th the following resolution for 
1932 was adopted: 

RESOLVED, that the Suffragan Bishop be authorized to 
notify the National Council that the amount which the 
Diocese expects to pay on the quota shall be a sum equal 
to the totals of the amounts the parishes and missions re- 
port that they expect to pay therefor. 

The Council recommends to the Convention that the Dio- 
cesan Missionary Assessment for 1932 be set at $45,000 distrib- 
uted as follows: 


Boards of Missions...............--- $38,000 
Executive Council .................. 7,000

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 


The Rural Deans will present the reports of the missionary 
work carried on in their several Convocations. 

Meetings of the Board were held every month with the ex- 
ception of August, with an average attendance of thirteen out 
of a membership of eighteen. 

The year has been one of problems difficult of solution owing 
to the strained economic situation. At its beginning two facts 
were immediately evident. One was that due to largely de- 
creased payments on the Diocesan Missionary Assessment for 
the preceding year the working balance was almost wiped out. 
The other was that several missions were in distress and were 
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appealing for additional assistance. By the second month of 
the Convention year the Board began to take definite steps to 
curtail its program. Combinations of work were arranged where 
it seemed possible. The door was closed on the opening of any 
new fields. Pressure was brought to bear on missions appealing 
for additional aid until the laity in thoe fields awakened to a 
fresh devotion and rallied round their vicars in renewed life and 
support. In several instances work that was faltering was tem- 
porarily deprived of resident missionaries. With the exception 
of three fields that have been faltering for a long time, the work 
seems to be as strong, if not stronger than before. By its policy 
of retrenchment the expenditures at the end of December were 
at the rate of almost $2000 less per year than at the end of 
March. 

At the end of November the Executive Council instructed the 
Rural Deans, the Finance Committee, and the Secretary of the 
Board of Missions to prepare recommended changes in the bud- 
get sufficient to reduce expenditures by $4000 for 1932. The 
recommendations of the Committee were unanimously adopted 
by both the Board of Missions and the Executive Council att 
their December meetings and were ordered to go into effect on 
January Ist. 

In the reductions $1460 was eliminated from the Executive 
Council portion of the budget, and $2589 from the Board of 
Missions budget, making a total reduction of $4049. The budget 
was so arranged that increases were asked in pledges from only 
18 missions to offset decreases in appropriations of only $1586. 
In only four cases did the increases amount to more than $5 per 
month. In almost every case the necessity to pay more toward 
self-support should quicken the devotion of the respective mis- 
sions, particularly as in the case of half the number the total 
increase in self-support for five years past had averaged only 
$60 for the entire period, and in four cases they had been static 
over this five-year period. 

It is to be hoped that increased awakening on the part of 
all missions to the importance of supporting their ministers, and 
the steps taken in many parishes to adjust their fiscal affairs to 
the present conditions, will result in the stabilizing of our Dio- 
cesan missionary funds during 1932. 

It is an interesting fact that only six assisted missions pay 
for their vicar’s stipends as much as $100 per month, and that 
only seven additional ones reach the amount of a thousand 
dollars per year.

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REPORT OF THE CONVOCATION OF LOS ANGELES 


iis a very pleasing duty in times when financial difficulties 
are causing such great concern among our churches to report 
to you that the missions in the Convocation of Los Angeles are 
in sound and really gratifying condition. That does not mean 
that we have made notable advances, for we have not, nor that 
we have not had to retrench, for we have. It does mean that 
the very struggles that have been necessary have made for great- 
er co-operation and more cordial interest in the various missions, 
so that on the whole they are in sounder and healthier condition 
than a year ago. Everywhere interest and enthusiasm are 
growing. 

This has not come about without genuine self sacrifice on the 
part of parson and people. For example, St. Francis, in East 
Hollywood, is meeting obligations with great difficulty, but is 
going forward under the devoted leadership of the Rev. J. H. Sat- 
tig of the Diocese of Long Island, who serves the mission without 
compensation. Similarly, the mission of St. Batholomew, El 
Sereno, is working through its difficulties under the consecrated 
guidance of the Rev. H. K. Stanley, who works cheerfully for 
the pittance they are able to supply. Christ Mission, Torrance, 
obliged to reduce expenses to a fraction of previous amounts, 
still rallies around its lay reader and carrier on. Holy Nativity, 
Leimert Park, now called St. Aidan’s, would have been com- 
pelled to close had it not been for the devoted response of St. 
Matthias, Los Angeles, in taking it over as a parochial mission. 
The loyalty of the colored people of St. Philip’s, especially 
effected by the hard times, is splendid, especially, as their vicar, 
Rev. Walter T. Cleghorn, has been ill for much of the year. 
They are actually raising funds to send him on a much needed 
vacation trip. It should be noticed that the colored mission of 
St. Barnabas, Pasadena, is showing equally fine spirit under the 
Rev. James B. Haslam. 

Courage in the face of great odds has been shown by St. 
Paul’s, Lancaster; St. John’s, Wilmington, and Christ Mission, 
West Hollywood (Sherman). Wilmington has cleared off float- 
ing debts, though still laboring under an excessive mortgage. 
The Rev. Frederick M. Clayton is taking up the work there. 
Sherman finds its $6,000 mortgage a grievous burden, but has 
an offer of a reduction of $1,000 if $2,200 can be raised or 
refinanced. They are bending themselves to that task. 

Difficult days have challenged and won the increasing loyalty 
and devotion of vicars and people of the Advent and Amanda 
Chapel, of the Good Shepherd and Grace Memorial. The Dio- 
eese should be greatly heartened by their fine spirit. This is 
equally true of Holy Apostles, Glassell Park; of St. Mary’s, 
Palms, and St. John’s, West Los Angeles, and, indeed, of prac- 
‘tically all the missions of the Convocation. St. Michael’s, Belve- 
dere, a small but faithful group, continues under Mr. John M. 
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Bell, lay reader. The Redeemer suffered a severe blow in the 
death of the Rev. John Wood, but under the Rev. Charles W. 
Baker, formerly of the Imperial Valley work, is again going 
forward bravely. 

The board’s policy of retrenchment made it advisable to com- 
bine St. Clement’s, San Clemente, and St. Mary’s, Laguna Beach, 
under the Rev. Robert M. Hogarth, and also St. Matthew’s, 
Watts, and St. Mary’s, Downey, under the Rev. William J. Cur- 
rer, who now gives full time to the work. Both these rearrange- 
ments have proved wise and all these missions are showing 
healthy progress. The combination of Calvary, Los Angeles, with 
St. George’s, Hawthorne, and St. Timothy’s, Compton, continues 
under the Rev. James T. Fish, to be successful and demonstrates 
the possibility of holding services at hours other than 11 a.m. 
Following that.method a new combination has been set up in 
uniting the work*at Wilmar, El Monte and Baldwin Park under 
the Rev. E. A. Osborn, a clergyman of wide experience and 
very considerable ability. All these three missions are the 
product of the faithful ministrations of lay readers. Holy 
Spirit, Wilmar, was built up by Mr. HE. J. DeGroff, and later 
Mr. Samuel Jones, Immanuel, El Monte, by Messrs. Walter 
Drayton, the late George Wylie and E: J. DeGroff, and St. 
Matthew’s, Baldwin Park, by Messrs. Fred Drayton and Ben- 
jamin EK. Rich. Now Mr. Osborn is bringing them forward 
rapidly. 

The Missions of the San Fernando Valley are blessed with 
courage, optimism and good leadership during these trying 
times and are carrying on stoutly. Mr. Frank Tindall of the 
Cathedral congregation is helping the General Missionary build 
the new mission of St. David’s at North Hollywood, the Rev. 
Charles F. Chapman is having excellent support of St. Simon’s, 
San Fernando; the Rev. George C. Rafter is overcoming difficult 
financial conditions at St. Mark’s, Van Nuys, and at Resurrec- 
tion, Reseda, while both St. Jude’s, Burbank, and Ascension, 
Tujunga, show definite signs of real progress in spite of difficul- 
ties. The Rev. Thomas A. Osborne has been quite ill for some 
months and Burbank has had Sunday supply by the Rev. John 
C. Donnell of the Seaman’s Church Institute. The work goes for- 
ward and a new parish house has been added, thanks in part to 
the assistance of the American Church Building Fund, which 
made a grant of $810.00. Tujunga, under the vigorous direction of 
the ever young and enthusiastic Dr. George E. Swan, is making 
distinct advance and has acquired a new lot in a much more 
central location, in fact, in the very geographical center of town. 
Under such leadership a new building is inevitable. Another 
most encouraging phase of the work in the San Fernando Valley 
is the splendid co-operation of all the clergy, including Mr. 
Benton of La Crescenta and Mr. Kemp of Glendale. They have 
a local clericus, plan together, work together, and hold quarterly 
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union services. Needless to say, the people follow suit in this 
fine spirit of fellowship. It is very cheering for missions which 
often feel a sense of isolation. | 

A plan emanating from this group of clergy has received the 
approval of the Bishop and of the Convocation of Los Angeles. 
It is that the Bishop set an object for thank offerings to be made 
at each meeting of Convocation. This object will be named in 
advance by the Bishop and all the clergy and the churches will 
be notified so that delegates may come prepared to make gifts 
or pledges to the particular work selected. This will preserve 
the enthusiasm and interest of making such offerings, while dis- 
posing of its former embarrassments. 

Other new projects, besides the two just mentioned, have 
marked the past year. Notable advance made in Fullerton under 
the Rev. Charles E. Maltas has, among other things, made neces- 
sary the enlargement of both church and parish house. Mate- 
rials will be purchased and the work furnished by the members 
of the congregation. The long-needed church and parish house 
of St. Mary’s Japanese Mission is at last a reality. The devoted 
self-sacrifice of the Rev. John M. Yamazaki and his people in se- 
curing gifts of $15,000 won the gift of a like amount from the 
National Council, and further gifts by friends and by churches 
in the Diocese have made possible the‘erection of the beautiful 
new buildings, where the work is now adequately housed. It is 
a matter of profound gratitude to us all. 

The completion of the first unit of the lovely chapel at West- 
wood, memorial to our beloved Bishop Johnson, is another cause 
of deep gratitude. The gift of friends and churches of the entire 
Diocese, this fine new building will house the work for students 
at the University of California at Los Angeles. The student 
pastor, the Rev. John Bryant, is already on the ground and the 
work has begun. And so the dream and hope of years is realized. 

It is a pleasure to note the fine leadership and the sane and 
practical organizing ability of Dr. Baleom, the general mission- 
ary of the Diocese. His cheerful and sound advice has also a 
large influence in maintaining the morale of many of the 
missions. 

And so, in spite of many problems, the condition of our Mis- 
sion Churches is very healthy and very encouraging.

REPORT OF THE RURAL DEAN OF THE 
CONVOCATION OF SANTA BARBARA 


This Convoeation is the smallest of the four Convocations into 
which this Diocese is divided. It is also the most distinctly rural. 
It has three parishes and six missions. This report deals only 
with the missions. 
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All Saints, Oxnard. The Rev. Allan J. Burleson, the Senior 
Vicar of the Convocation, serves not only Oxnard where he has 
two services every Sunday but also holds Sunday services regu- 
larly in four mission stations at distances varying from seven 
to seventeen miles away. He could almost be called the General 
Missionary of Ventura County. 

Santa Paula, Fillmore, and Ojai. Under its energetic vicar, 
The Rey. G. M. Macdougall, this field has gone forward most 
encouragingly. St. Paul’s, Santa Paula, reports the largest 
church attendance of any mission in the Convocation, with a 
notable increase in the Church School. Fillmore is working hard 
to complete its building fund. The people feel confident that 
the presence of a resident vicar would enable it to become an 
organized mission in union with the Convention. 


St. Mary’s, Lompoc. The hard times have hit this mission, 
of which the Rey. Charles E. Maimann is viear, harder than any 
other. The Celite Company, one of the large employers of labor 
in Southern California, has reduced its working force to a mini- 
mum. This has also reduced the amount of money given to the 
mission and also the Sunday congregations, but not the Sunday 
School. Mr. Maimann has surprised everyone by increasing the 
Sunday School. 


Between the time Mr. Mockford went away and the arrival of 
Mr. Maimann, a period of several months, the most important 
mission station in this field was taken over by the Presbyterians. 
Due to the devoted work of Mr. Maimann, the other two mission 
stations in this field are still active. One of these, Alcatraz, is 
notably so. Mr. Maimann travels the greatest distances to his 
stations of any missionary in this Convocation. Alcatraz, where 
he has an interesting work among a population which is entirely 
rural and almost wholly composed of persons outside this 
Church, is forty miles away. 





St. Andrew’s, Carpinteria, is developing encouragingly under 
the care of the Rev. Bertram F. Bleil, the curate of All Saints, 
Montecito. The Sunday congregations average twenty-five. An 
interesting feature of this work is his Friday night meeting, to 
which an average of twenty-four young people of from sixteen 
to twenty-five years of age come regularly. Nearly all of this 
young group have never had any connection with our Church. 


St. Peter’s, Santa Maria. After an eight months’ interreg- 
num, during which several priests served as temporary supply, 
the Rev. Edwin Moss became resident vicar in March. Since his 
coming, this mission has awakened to new life. The Sunday con- 
gregations have increased; the Church School has grown and 
added a class of pupils from fourteen to seventeen years of age. 
The choir has been enlarged and the Guilds report increased 
numbers. Radio Station KSMR gives the vicar half an hour in 
the evening for his use. Best of all, the mission has voted to at 
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once proceed to the erection of a church building which will 
also include a parish hall. 

In the Convocation, as a whole, more persons were confirmed 
and their average age is higher than usual. More pupils are in 
our Sunday Schools. As is to be expected in time of distress 
more people are turning to the Church.

REPORT OF THE CONVOCATION OF 
SAN BERNARDINO 


I am glad to report a very favorable condition of affairs in 
the Convocation of San Bernardino. All but one of the Mission 
centers has been visited, and the work is satisfactory on all 
sides. 

One addition has been made to our clerical staff, the Rev. 
Alfred R. Hill, who is in charge of the work at Hemet and San 
Jacinto. He is doing splendid work in this field. A new enter- 
prise has been begun by him, namely, a week-night cottage 
bible class, held in the homes of the people, which is having a 
marked effect on the church life in the district. 

Another clergyman is giving part of his time to our Convoca- 
tion, the Rev. William A. Thomas of Kingman, Arizona, who is 
taking services regularly at Needles. Every week Mr. Thomas is 
visiting this district, alternating a week-day service with a Sun- 
day service. The work under his leadership is showing signs of 
growth, and we are encouraged with the increase in interest in 
Needles. 

The Rev. Wallace A. Williams, in charge of our work at 
Corona and Elsinore, is doing a good piece of work in a very 
widely seattered area. Services are regularly being held at 
Corona and Elsinore, with very good attendance. Early last 
year a group of church people from Norco visited the Dean, 
appealing for work to be begun there. The Rev. Wallace Will- 
iams, the Rev. Henry C. Smith of Riverside, and the Dean visited 
Norco in the spring with the result that a fine Episcopal Church 
Club was established. Regular meetings are being held, at which 
Mr. Williams has been giving lectures on variously churchly 
subjects, with an attendance of from fifty to sixty. These people 
are looking to Corona for their spiritual needs, several of whom 
are attending the church there. 

The Rev. Harry B. Lee, in charge of the Beaumont-Banning 
field, is doing fine and energetic work. He has visited several 
times at Indio and Palm Springs, finding quite a number of 
church people at these places, where preparations are under way 
to establish work. A parish house is being erected in Beaumont 
which we hope will be completed before Easter, and will add 
greatly to the work. The congregations and Church School are 
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showing a steady growth. Mr. Lee is also taking weekly services 
at Colton, where a small group of church people are faithfully 
in attendance. ‘ 

A Clericus has been established in this Convocation with the 
Rev. Henry C. Smith as president and the Rev. Harry B. Lee as 
secretary. This group is studying the needs of this widely scat- 
tered area, and from time to time hope to direct advance work. 

I feel, that in these difficult days, the Church is doing much 
to encourage the people to more glorious living, before a world 
that needs the witness of men and women whose hearts have been 
set on fire with devotion to our Lord and Master, Jesus Christ.

REPORT OF THE CONVOCATION OF SAN DIEGO 


The services of the Church have been regularly maintained in 
every mission in the San Diego Convocation during the past 
year, without interruption. The monthly reports show an in- 
crease in attendance and a corresponding evidence of interest 
in Church support, considering the times through which we are 
passing. 

Grace Church, Oceanside, has taken on new life and the 
attendance there has been gratifying. The evidences of compe- 
pent leadership are everywhere manifest. The orderly condition 
of the property at Carlsbad, and the church, newly painted, 
surrounded by a carefully tilled garden, pleasantly impress all 
who pass or pause at that place. Encinitas is also advancing well. 
The missions at Ocean Beach and Mission Beach give evidence 
of a devoted membership. The guilds in both of these missions 
are in thriving condition. Trinity, Escondido, and the new mis- 
sion at Vista, will succeed splendidly if the missionary there 
will continue the traditions of his family, now become famous 
in the Church, while the patient labors of the missionary at 
Fallbrook are a source of constant satisfaction. The self-sacri- 
ficing efforts of a loyal priest, temporarily cares for St. John’s, 
Chula Vista, until a permanent incumbent may be had, while 
LaMesa and Bostonia, now happily joined under a competent 
clergyman, are giving evidence of strength and growth. 

St. James, San Diego, has not been in such fine condition for 
over thirty years, as we now find it, while St. Luke’s is showing 
indications of an ambition to soon become a parish. St. Mark’s 
has struggled manfully and industriously to maintain its posi- 
tion achieved under the leadership of the lamented Mr. Shipway, 
who passed on, last midsummer. Mr. Shipway succeeded in in- 
spiring his congregation with a large measure of enthusiasm and 
consecration for their church. Under the newly appointed mis- 
Sionary, we look for a renewal of the old time vigor and family 
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spirit which has marked this interesting congregation. Calvary 
Mission is faithfully served by a devoted priest of the Church, 
although the problem there is geographically and financially 
difficult. We hope for a speedy and satisfactory solution of their 
matters, 

In the Imperial Valley, the missionary is heroically endeavor- 
ing to do the work of two men, single-handed, and the outlook 
there also is encouraging. Each station in this agricultural field 
must be administered in recognition of individual needs. 

Everything considered, we are able to report real progress in 
all of the missions of the San Diego Convoeation. 

Two great problems, which are not by any means peculiar to 
this district, are crying out for solution. The first, how to cover 
fields ripe unto the harvest, with inadequate support. If we may 
take the suggestion everywhere apparent in the business life 
of the world about us, each clergyman might be asked to under- 
take the care of a small field adjacent to that already under 
his supervision, thus accomplishing through an economy of man- 
power a larger work for the Church. 

Second, the history of this convocation shows conclusively that 
while in the majority of cases Church property has been wisely 
chosen and strategically located, yet an unprejudiced and open- 
minded observer must reach the conclusion that if there were 
some way to ascertain the needs of a new district before defin- 
itely purchasing property, some serious mistakes might be 
averted. The writer has a conspicuous instance in mind as this 
report is made, and the Church might have been saved thousands 
of dollars and much disappointment if a trial could first have 
been made before deciding upon the location of a new mission. 
To this end we again repeat the suggestion, which we confess 
has hitherto evinced scant interest, that the needs and interests 
of any new district be first tested and tried before a definite 
commitment to a new site is made. 


We again make bold to suggest that such a trial be made 
through the agency of a traveling missionary van, properly 
equipped with bibles, prayer books, hymnals, and tracts. The 
writer frequently receives appeals for such itinerant ministry, 
as could thus be supplied. A city-minded clergy must not forget 
or neglect the people of our rural communities. At least one 
priest in the Church would welcome this enterprise. A plain 
people would surely welcome the simple gospel, simply preached. 
The unshepherded sheep, widely scattered over the San Diego 
and Imperial back country, present a unique opportunity for 
practical evangelism, with no competitive hindrances to mar the 
fair picture.

The Annual Church School Rally for the Diocese was held on 
Sunday, April 26th, at 8 P.M., at St. Paul’s Cathedral. Between 
1,600 and 1,700 were present. Rev. Clarence H. Parlour preached 
the sermon. The offering amounted to $9,534.31. The Board’s 
banner for the largest per capita offering was awarded to the 
Church School at St. Andrews, Los Angeles. The School with the 
largest per cent increase, Christ Mission, Torrance. 


For attendance, the following Schools were awarded pennants: 

Group ‘‘A’’—Schools under 50: St. Michael’s, Anaheim. 

Group ‘‘B’’—Schools from 51 to 100: St. John’s, San Bernar- 
dino. 


Group ‘‘C’’—Schools from 101 to 200: Christ Church, Coro- 
i nado. 


Group ‘‘D’’—Schools over 200: St. Mark’s, Glendale. 


The Summer School was again held at Harvard School through 
the kindness of the new Headmaster, Rev. Harold H. Kelley, 
from Sunday, June 21st, to Friday, June 26th. There were 125 
present for the full time and 171 for part time. In addition, 44 
of the Clergy were also in attendance, a total of 340. As in for- 
mer years conferences were held by several of the Diocesan or- 
ganizations during Summer School Week at Harvard School. 
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The meetings held on Christian Education Day in Convention 
Week, at All Saints’, Pasadena, were well attended. 


Church Training Institutes were held at Trinity, Los Angeles; 
Our Saviour, San Gabriel, and Saint Cross, Hermosa Beach. 
These were very well attended. The one in San Diego will be held 
after the first of the year. 

Again this year your Board was enabled, by the use of the 
special fund given to the Board by Convention, to supply lesson 
material and other necessary equipment to several mission 
schools. 

The Y. P. F. have held several very fine Convocational Con- 
ventions during the year, one having an attendance of 160. This 
organization is becoming more self-supporting as time goes on 
and we trust that in the near future it will be entirely so. 

There has been established at Westwood an Episcopal Club 
with about 30 members. The Rev. Herbert V. Harris and his 
associates are doing very fine work not only at Westwood, but 
also at the Junior College on Vermont Avenue. 

The work among students at U.C.L.A. was assumed by the 
Rev. John Bryant on December 1. Mr. Bryant is also to have 
charge of the Bishop Johnson Memorial Chapel. 

The Church School Service League, under the direction of 
Deaconess Harriet Reardon, has accomplished some very fine 
work. The Church Schools of the Diocese sent 400 Christmas 
gifts to the children and adult workers in two missions in 
Alaska, and 400 gifts to four missions among the negroes of the 
Diocese of East Carolina. 

The Board has taken up in co-operation with the Women’s 
Auxiliary, the work of Home Study with the isolated. 

Miss Floyd, for the Board, has collected a library of plays and 
pageants for presentation by the children of the Schools. These 
will be loaned to any one interested. 

There were reported at the last Convention 11,665 enrolled in 
the Church Schools of the Diocese. This is an increase of 1,427 
for the year. We still have only a little more than one-third as 
many in the Schools as are communicants. We should do all in 
our power to increase the numbers in our Schools, as the future 
of the Church depends on the younger generation.

REPORT OF THE SOCIAL SERVICE COMMISSION 


The Social Service Commission, meeting in February, 1931, 
for the purpose of organization for the year, received with 
mingled feelings the announcement of the chairman, the Rev. C. 
Rankin Barnes, that he had been offered by the Presiding Bishop, 
and had decided to accept, appointment as acting executive secre- 
tary of the Department of Social Service of the National Council, 
pending the appointment of a permanent successor to the late 
Rev. Dr. Lathrop. This action necessitating the choice of a new 
chairman, the Rev. Harold H. Kelley was elected to that office, 
with Rev. G. R. E. MacDonald as vice-chairman, Miss Jessie E. 
Dean as secretary and Mr. Otto J. Zahn as treasurer. In May 
Mr. Kelley, having been appointed headmaster of Harvard 
School, felt that his duties in his new position were too exacting 
to permit him to retain his activity in the Social Service Com- 
mission. Upon his resignation the vice-chairman was elected 
chairman of the Commission. 
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Your Commission desires to record its sense of the loss suffered 
by the Diocese in many departments of activity through Mr. 
Barnes’ removal, but especially that of his leadership in this 
Commission and in every phase of social endeavor. At the same 
time we rejoice in this wider recognition of his social vision and 
outstanding ability and leadership, and that we are now sharing 
with the Church at large these qualities of which this Diocese 
has had the advantage during the entire period of his ministry. 


With the sudden passing of Dr. Lathrop, to whose important 
office Mr. Barnes has now permanently succeeded, a great loss was 
sustained by the whole Church. Prevented by his last brief illness 
from delivering in person his scheduled address upon ‘‘ Christian 
Responsibility for California Jails’’ at the Social Service mass 
meeting in connection with our last Diocesan Convention, his 
manuscript was read by the Suffragan Bishop. So profound was 
its effect upon those who heard it, challenging the Church to do 
something in this sadly neglected field of human need, that your 
commission appointed a committee to study the problem as pre- 
sented in the municipal and county jails and the penal institu- 
tions of the State located in Southern California. This commit- 
tee, with the personal co-operation of the Suffragan Bishop, has 
started out upon a “‘jail pilgrimage’’ and has already ascertained 
interesting facts, some of which they are inelined to commend 
and others to condemn. The work has only begun. It is a big 
undertaking and it is too soon to draw conclusions or to make a 
report. One feature of this pilgrimage is that the Rector of the 
parish in which each institution is located accompanies the com- 
mittee upon its visitation and thus becomes a helpful factor in 
the study of the problem as it confronts his own community, 
and opens the way for useful service on the part of the people 
of his parish. 


Your commission has constantly had in mind its responsibility 
for aiding the parishes and missions of the Diocese in becoming 
conscious of their opportunities for social expression in their own 
communities. The suggestion has ever been made that there be 
some simple form of organization to direct a study of community 
needs and of existing methods of meeting these needs, and that 
the support of Church people, in terms of employment, money 
and personal co-operation, be given to such agencies as are doing 
constructive work. In line with this principle a communication 
was recently sent to all the clergy in response to requests for 
some suggestion regarding the best way for the Churches to be of 
service to the people in this present time of dire need, on the 
part of so many, of the bare necessities of life—food to eat and a 
place to sleep. The suggestion that certain parish houses be 
opened as places of lodging, some for men and others for women, 
gives way to a more constructive plan—that the Church in each 
community familiarize itself with the community agencies en- 
gaged in the effort to relieve the situation and with the means 
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for food and lodging already available for caring for the needy in 
a proper manner, and that the Church avail itself of these 
agencies, paying for services rendered in the regular way. The 
Church’s best contribution to the problems of its community, in 
normal and in abnormal times, is that of a consecrated, intelli- 
gent and generous leadership and personal service through its 
members as an expression of Christian citizenship and Christ- 
like service. 

Our former chairman has recently issued from his office at the 
Church Missions House a most helpful pamphlet entitled ‘‘The 
Parish Finds Its Community’’, which makes practical sugges- 
tions for any parish at any time. As an aid to the clergy and 
others interested in various types of social problems the nucleus 
of a Social Service Library has been inaugurated by the commis- 
sion. A committee is charged with the responsibility of adding 
new books from time to time as financial resources permit. The 
library is placed in the Bishop’s office at the Cathedral House 
and books may be borrowed for a reasonable time. 

The commission would be glad to receive reports of interesting 
examples of social service being done in the parishes of the 
Diocese. Occasional reports come through indirectly, showing 
some notable enterprises. A baby clinic at St. James’, La Jolla, 
and the responsibility assumed by the Girls’ Friendly Society at 
Fullerton for the gathering and distribution of food and clothing 
for the needy families of that community are cases in point. 


Early in the year, under the leadership of Mr. Kelley and 
through co-operation of the administration of the Diocesan Sum- 
mer School, arrangements were made with Dr. M. F. Nimkoff to 
conduct classes at the Summer School upon the subject of prob- 
lems connected with marriage and the home and domestic malad- 
justments. Dr. Nimkoff lectured to clergy only, giving a most 
interesting and helpful course, touching upon many of the prob- 
lems with which the clergy are called upon to deal in the inti- 
macies of the pastoral relationship. Mrs. Nimkoft’s work was 
effectively carried on among the young people. 


The regular joint meetings of the social service institutions 
and organizations of the Diocese and the Social Service Commis- 
ssion have been held quarterly through the year, visiting a differ- 
ent institution at each meeting. These meetings afford an oppor- 
tunity for an interchange of ideas and a discussion of interests 
common to all institutions. During the past year there has been 
forced upon the attention of the Diocese, and upon all philan- 
thropic institutions of every name located in Los Angeles County, 
the imposition of the full amount of taxation permitted by law, 
instead of the consideration which in the past has been shown to 
all such institutions, in exacting the minimum rather than the 
maximum tax. This situation has had a serious effect upon the 
year’s finances of all our institutions. The commission has been 
asked to give consideration to this matter in the hope that some- 
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thing may be done to prevent a recurrence of this unreasonable 
assessment. 


A concrete result of the joint meetings of our institutions is 
the inauguration of a system of co-operative purchasing of sup- 
plies. The Hospital of the Good Samaritan places its purchasing 
facilities at the disposal of all Diocesan institutions and the 
Bishop ’s Guild co-operates with the use of its truck for deliv- 
eries on certain days. This splendid demonstration of team work 
emphasizes the fine spirit of fellowship existing between the vari- 
ous institutions and organizations of the Diocese. 


Your Commission has again assumed responsibility for the issu- 
ance of the ‘‘Blue Book’’, a directory of the social service insti- 
tutions and organizations of the Diocese, giving a bird’s-eye view 
of the Diocese at work along these lines of practical religion. 


Your Commission has availed itself of an unusual opportunity 
to co-operate with one of our Provincial institutions—St. Mar- 
gart’s House, Berkeley, the School of Christian Service of 
the Province of the Pacific. An arrangement was authorized be- 
tween Deaconess Newell, dean of the school, and Mrs. R. A. 
Woods of our Neighborhood Settlement, whereby two students 
from St. Margaret’s could get experience in field work by serving 
for two weeks at Christmas as workers at Neighborhood House. 
The expense of transportation was arranged by Deaconess New- 
ell, while the cost of their stay at Neighborhood House was paid 
out of the resources of the Social Service Commission. It is 
hoped that such opportunity for Provincial co-operation may pre- 
sent itself again from time to time, possibly with some other of 
our Diocesan institutions. 


The meetings of ‘‘Los Siervos,’’ the informal organization of 
social workers of Los Angeles who are members of this Church, 
have been regularly held with splendid attendance and stimu- 
lating programs. 


The California Conference of Social Work will hold its annual 
session at Riverside from May Ist to 5th. Your Commission 
is responsible for the development of a program during the con- 
ference which will gather together the Episcopal social workers 
from all four the Dioceses of the State. These efforts will have 
the hearty support of the rector and people of the Riverside 
parish. We bespeak the active interest of the clergy and all 
socially-minded Church people, as well as of the members of ‘‘ Los 
Siervos’’ and ail other social workers who are members of the 
Church, in the whole conference and in the Church’s special 
program in connection therewith.

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL CHURCH PROGRAM 
COMMITTEE 


This committee has consisted of the following members this 
past year by your appointment: the Suffragan Bishop ex officio, 
the Rev. Ray O. Miller, the Rev. William Cowans, Messrs. W. N. 
Howard, W. F. Knight, C. J. O’Connor, Harvey Marriott, A. G. 
Stoltz, and the undersigned chairman. The Rev. William Ell- 
wood Craig has served most effectively and helpfully as our 
secretary. 

We have held nine regular meetings and one special meeting 
and have striven to continue. the work of co-operating with the 
Suffragan Bishop in promoting the faithful and consecrated loy- 
alty of this Diocese to the task of the whole Church as bidden us 
by Our Lord. We believe that our interest and our giving should 
be the constant, regular and normal practice of all our people, 
both clergy and laity. 

To this end we have continued sending monthly reports of 
payments on the General Church Program quota to each vestry 
and Bishop’s committee. Quarterly statements have also been 
sent. A monthly message from the treasurer, Mr. Knight, has 
appeared in the Los Angeles Churchman. 

We have sponsored the Advance Work program; assisted in 
plans for the very successful Mt. Lowe conference for clergy in 
October; helped in arranging speaking engagements for Dr. 
Mary James of the Church General Hospital, Wuchang, China, 
also in October; and helped also in the largely attended dinner 
of clergy and vestrymen of the Los Angeles city parishes and 
missions at the Cathedral House in October. 

The November issue of the Los Angeles Churchman was a 
General Church Program number. Thirty-seven parishes and 
missions availed themselves of our free offer to give copies to 
their people. We have also supplied G. C. P. literature and 
pledge cards, but thirty-nine parishes and missions apparently 
took no interest in availing themselves of even this help. 

Our secretary attended the annual meeting of Diocesan field 
officers held in Chicago last February and gave excellent reports 
thereof to the four convocations of our Diocese. 

We have discussed methods of strengthening this work in our 
Diocese, particularly through a definite commitment and pro- 
gram in each congregation and through an organization of 
Bishop and Council with departments as recommended by our 
National Council and now operating in most Dioceses. If these 
matters seem difficult to some, it is not because our Bishops and 
other leaders are laying burdens too heavy to be borne, but 
because Our Lord calls His Chureh to glad and willing obedi- 
ence in sharing with others the Bread of Life.

REPORT OF 
THE BOARD OF EXAMINING CHAPLAINS 


The first meeting of the Board of Examining Chaplains was 
called at All Saints’ Church, Pasadena, California, on January 
30, 1931. Notice had been given by the Bishop that the Very 
Rev. Harry Beal, D.D., was appointed as an examining chaplain 
for a four-year term. Rev. C. Rankin Barnes was elected presi- 
dent of the Board and Rev. W. N. Pierson, secretary. 

The second meeting was called by President Barnes at St. 
Paul’s Parish House, Los Angeles. It was moved and carried 
that the Board prepare examinations for Messrs. Harold Hallett, 
Cambridge Divinity School; Walter McCracken, Western Theo- 
logical Seminary, and Philip Stiles, General Theological Semi- 
nary, New York, and that Mr. Barnes conduct these examina- 
tions when in the East. The Board set the date for spring ex- 
aminations on May 12th and 13th at 9:30 a.m. at the Cathedral 
House. As Mr. Barnes resigned the Board chairmanship on 
account of change of work and residence, the Board accepted 
his resignation with regret. The Very Rev. Harry Beal was 
elected chairman of the Board and the Rev. W. N. Pierson, 
secretary. 

The third meeting of the Board was held March 13th at the 
Cathedral House. The Board recommended to the Bishop that 
Mr. Harold Hallett and Rev. John Wood be dispensed from 
New Testament Greek. 

The fourth meeting was held on May 18th and 19th at St. 
Paul’s Parish House to examine W. A. Havermale and Robert 
Key for Deacon’s Orders. They were given portions of these 
examinations. 

At the fifth meeting of the Board, held June 2nd, Mr. R. Dun- 
ham Taylor, Postulant, having been duly examined, was recom- 
mended to the Bishop to become a candidate for Holy Orders. 

On June 25 notice was given the secretary that Mr. W. A. 
Havermale had completed examinations for Deacon’s Orders. 
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Report of August 7th showed that Mr. Donald Campbell, 
candidate, had completed a portion of his Deacon’s examina- 
tions. Approved by all examiners on September 38rd. 

On dates, October 15th and November 1st, all examiners had 
reviewed examination papers of Walter H. McCracken and Har- 
old Hallett, indicating that they had partially completed exami- 
nations for Deacon’s Orders. 

The sixth meeting of the Board was held November 20th. It 
was moved and earried that the Rev. W. H. Havermale be 
recommended to have a permanent dispensation from examina- 
tion in New Testament Greek. It was moved that the Board 
recommend to the Bishop that one candidacy be terminated. 

The Board has a fund of $101.62 on hand for purchase of 
text books. No demand has been made on this fund so that it 
still remains intact in the Santa Monica branch of the Bank 
of America. No further appropriation will be necessary at 
present.

our task. 

But I must close this report as I began it, and as I ended last 
year’s report, by pleading for greater interest and support in 
this important work.

Report of the President 


It is my chief duty and privilege to direct your attention to 
the excellent statements of the Secretary and of the Treasurer 
in which you will find the activities of our Society admirably 
summarized. 

A survey of the last three years shows that we have been able 
to lend substantial assistance in the erection of new buildings 
for the work among our colored people at St. Philip’s, for the 
work among our college students at Westwood in the purchase 
of the necessary land, and in aid extended to St. Mary’s Japa- 
nese Mission for the completion of their really worthy new group 
of church buildings. All this was made possible by the Trew 
Memorial Fund and it cannot be too strongly emphasized that 
the early payment of all pledges to that fund is most important. 

Until these major loans are repaid, the usefulness of our 
Society will be reduced to a minimum. 

Eventually, when brighter financial days shall dawn, it is 
hoped that another Diocesan-wide movement may result in gifts 
to our Society which will produce funds for an era of benefit to 
our mission land and buildings even greater than the late Canon 
Browne created by the inception of the Trew Memorial Fund.

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REPORT OF THE CHURCH PENSION FUND 


The first is that pension assessments for the year 1931 
amounted to $1,175,000, or $15,000 more than the pension assess- 
ments received during any previous year of the Fund’s opera- 
tion. When it is considered how troublous 1931 was in all finan- 
cial aspects, this is certainly a record which shows not only the 
devotion of the Church to its laws, but also its appreciation of 
the advantages of a comprehensive and scientifically regulated 
pension system for its ministers. 


The second important fact is that on March 9th, 1931, the 
trustees felt justified in taking enough money from the eapital 
account to raise practically all of the age allowances of the 
Fund then in force to the amount of $1,000 a year. The excep- 
tions, less than a score in number, were unusual cases, such as 
very late ordinations, or natives in foreign missionary districts, 
or similar exceptional circumstances. The trustees directed the 
officers, so far as possible, to make the age allowances granted 
by the Fund after March 9th, 1931, of the same amount of 
$1,000 a year. It should be carefully noted that this is not an 
absolute guarantee. The trustees reserve the right of not placing 
a pension on the $1,000 basis in cases where there are unusual 
circumstances which would not seem to make such a rate of 
pension justifiable. They also reserve the right not to make a 
grant on that basis if the number of such grants comes to be 
such as would in any way affect the general financial operations 
of the Fund. But they hope not only to be able to maintain the 
$1,000 basis at least for a certain number of years, but when 
they may have to refuse such an amount at the time when the 
clergyman retires, that they will be able to avoid having him 
wait long before he receives the full $1,000 grant. 

Your committee has tried to make plain to the Rectors and 
Parish treasurers the penalty for non-payment of Pension As- 
sessments and again brings to your attention that under the 
policy of the Board of Trustees from the beginning, all of the 
pensions and grants of the Fund not provided in the rules are 
not to be granted if there is a parish in the Diocese which has 
paid no pension assessments for the preceding year. If this hap- 
pens, and unfortunately, a clergyman should die in the Diocese 
of Los Angeles in active service, leaving a widow, the widow 
would not receive the thousand dollar grant. Also, if any clergy- 
man came to retire in the Diocese of Los Angeles, he would only 
receive the six hundred dollars promised in the rules and not 
the thousand dollars which the trustees feel able now to pay to 
those receiving age allowances. 

The pension grants in force January 19, 1932, in this Diocese 
total $26,820.00 per year. This amount is divided between 19 
clergymen, 26 widows, and 10 orphans. The total amount of pen- 
sions in force on January 1, 1932, was slightly over one million 
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dollars a year. The assessments paid by this Diocese during 1931 
amounted to $20,373.88.

This has been accomplished 
through the efforts of the committee appointed by Convention in 
1930 and the Memorial Campaign Committee appointed by Con- 
vention last year. 


Bishop Stevens had the foresight in 1926 to secure the very 
suitable location upon which the Chapel stands and which will 
permit of the full development of the plans for the church, 
parish house and rectory. 


Our late Bishop Johnson was so intensely interested in the 
project that he personally contributed $6,593.50 toward a chapel. 
Bishop Stevens and the General Committee were instrumental 
in raising in cash and pledges $37,699.66, and the Campaign 
Committee, under Dean Weld’s splendid leadership, raised in 
cash and pledges, $37,691.31. Mr. Reginald D. Johnson is the 
architect and he, himself, contributed an amount equal to his 
full architect’s fees.

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REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY 


During 1931 the Woman’s Auxiliary has lived up to its past 
standards, the work in all departments functioning well and sev- 
eral new ventures being made, such as the work among the iso- 
lated and the blind, and additional district meetings. We now 
have 107 branches. 


Besides our monthly Diocesan meetings held the second Tues- 
days of each month at the Cathedral House, five district edu- 
cational meetings were held within the Los Angeles Convocation. 
Most successful district meetings were also held in the other 
three Convocations. In addition to this a Woman’s Auxiliary 
Conference and a daily study class on ‘‘Building a Christian 
Nation’’ were held at the Diocesan summer school, and an annual 
Quiet Day held in Advent with meditations by Bishop Parsons. 
We also co-operated with the World Day of Prayer last Febru- 
ary. In October Dr. Mary James of the General Church Hos- 
pital, Wuchang, visited the Diocese in behalf of the Advance 
Work and spoke at seven meetings throughout the Diocese. 


Several of our departments have been strengthened and en- 
larged. The Educational Department has over one thousand 
women enrolled in study classes, four of these being Interde- 
nominational classes sponsored by our Church, and has a library 
of over three hundred volumes which is lent throughout the 
Diocese. Educational conferences have been held in each Convo- 
cation, and a student from the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia assisted in her expenses in attending the Student Volun- 
teer Conference in Buffalo. The Social Service Department has 
done a fine piece of constructive work in paying $1,480.35 toward 
the salary of our field worker at the Juvenile Court who has 
paid 710 visits for the Church Welfare Association and fifty- 
nine calls of investigation for the Church Home for Children. 
In addition the department has met many charitable appeals 
and has contributed over $2,000 to social service work through- 
out the Diocese. 


The Supply Department during Lent sent twenty bales of hos- 
pital supplies, bedding and clothing to two mission stations in 
Alaska, two in the Orient, an Indian mission in Nevada, and St. 
Margaret’s House, Berkeley, valued at $7,437.59. During Advent 
twenty-four Diocesan missionaries received Christmas gifts of 
money and two personal boxes were sent outside the Diocese, 
valued at $1,938.37. Total value of supply work, $9,375.96. The 
Altar Department has been of great assistance in supplying altar 
and chancel furnishings for nineteen missions in the Diocese and 
in assisting sixteen others, and has disbursed $835.47. In addi- || 
tion to this 800 Christmas boxes were sent to the Seamen’s 
Church Institute, valued at $1,600.00. 

The Church Periodical Club has sent out 348 current periodi- 
cals in the home and foreign field; 30,753 odd magazines and|} 
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papers; and 1,329 books, both theological and secular. Prayer 
books and hymnals were also given to the Bishop Johnson Memo- 
rial Chapel at U.C.L.A. Work among the isolated has been defin- 
itely organized and thirty-nine names are on the list to whom 
literature and Church instruction is sent. The committee on 
Braille work reports that eighteen blind in the Diocese and 
thirty-six in the State have been provided with the Spirit of Mis- 
sions in Braille, the work being done by a blind young man in 
Coronado.

At the latter 
meeting Mrs. John L. Riddell led one of the discussion groups on 
‘‘WMamily Life’’ and Miss Hibbard on ‘‘Inter-racial Contacts’’. 
As provincial representative, the president also attended three 
meetings of the National Executive Board of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary, one in Evergreen, Colorado, and two in New York City, 
Our aim for the coming year is to maintain our past standards 
and to present the work on the broad lines outlined at the tri- 
ennial meeting. We thank the clergy for their past co-opera- 
tion and ask for their continued support.

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THE CHURCH WELFARE ASSOCIATION 


The field worker of the Church Welfare Association has come 
into closer contact with church organizations and the clergy 
during the past year than ever before. She has been used by 
them for investigation and handling of cases which have come 
to their attention and which they feel need professional help. 
Statistics for the year are attached to this report. These, how- 
ever, do not include family case work, which in many instances 
is involved. 

The following cases are interesting examples of the work done: 


1. Sarah’s father died in a train accident before her birth, 
and as her mother was unable to support her she was adopted 
by a couple who answered a newspaper advertisement. By the 
time Sarah, who is now 15, had reached the age of 4, her foster 
parents had a child of their own, and the foster mother had 
begun to feel for Sarah a hatred which verged on insanity. This 
situation grew so serious that Sarah was placed with her foster 
father’s sister. When the foster parents came to California, 
two years later, Sarah came with them and was placed in two 
different children’s homes. From the second of these she ran 
away ; when she was found again, she was sent to her real mother, 
who had remarried and whose husband did not like Sarah. Due 
to the mother’a neglect of the child, the Juvenile Court inter- 
vened and placed her in a girls’ school. Eventually she was re- 
turned to her mother, who sent her back last year to the foster 
parents. The situation there was impossible, with the foster 
mother feeling as she did; so the foster father came to the Church 
Welfare Association, asking for help in placing Sarah in a board- 
ing home. This was successfully accomplished. During all this 
time the foster father has assumed the financial responsibility 
for her care, without the knowledge of his wife. 

Sarah’s great fault, developed through lack of normal oppor- 
tunities and encouraged by her own mother, was petty stealing. 
She is now, through the agency of the Church Welfare Associa- 
tion, receiving a small weekly allowance which seems to have 
eliminated the desire to steal and which she is carefully saving 
towards a permanent wave! She has been taken by the field 
worker to a clinic and treated for heart trouble. She has a good 
school record for the past semester, asks for nothing, is apprecia- 
tive of all that is done for her, and tries hard to adjust herself. 
The field worker arranged for her to attend Sunday School, 
which she is doing regularly with apparent interest. Her great 
need is friendship and affection, as she feels that no one has 
ever really wanted her. 


2. Norma, aged 17, was removed from a work home by the 
Church Welfare Assocation when it was discovered that her 
health was breaking under the burden placed upon her by her 
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employers. She was doing all the housework and washing for a 
family of four, for one dollar a week. She was brought to Los 
Angeles by two elder sisters, but has to depend entirely on her 
own resources as her sisters are unable to do anything for her, 
and her parents are poverty stricken and living in the East. 

The field worker placed her in a girls’ club, supervised by a 
social agency, where she is happy, has companionship, help in 
locating employment and normal, healthy recreation. She is a 
shy, awkward girl, easily led, who needs the friendly guidance 
which she is receiving in her present environment. 


These cases tell a very small part of the story, but they show 
that the Association is filling a very real need in the community. 
Our usefulness to the church can be increased as the knowledge 
of our work is disseminated throughout the Diocese.

There is nothing startling to report in our work for the past 
year, but there has been a steady and stable growth. No writ- 
ten report can give an adequate idea of the material and spirit- 
ual help which we have been able to render to thousands in the 
publie institutions of Los Angeles City and also emergency 
relief to many families and individuals elsewhere. 


Our principal forward work has been the attempt to interest 
our people in providing funds for a very necessary third chap- 
plain. So far the response has been only a little over a hun- 
dred dollars a month. But, nevertheless, we have been able to 
have the Rev. Mr. Clark on our staff since July first, thus mak- 
ing it possible to do a great amount of additional work. 


Under the direction of the Community Chest, the work has 
been classified under three heads—the religious work, supported 
entirely by the Church; the social work in the institutions, sup- 
ported by the Chest and the Church; and St. Barnabas House, 
supported almost entirely by the Chest. 


Material help and comforts, amounting to several thousand 
dollars, have been given throughout the year. The usual pic- 
nics, reaching 2,000 patients at the Farm and 175 children at 
Olive View, and the Christmas cheer for 1,200 patients brought 
much happiness to our needy brethren. 

Official acts and public and private services were as follows: 
298 services with aggregate attendance of 7,205; 1,760 public 


and 1,322 private communions; 19 baptisms, 29 confirmations, 
21 burials and 2 marriages.

REPORT OF ST. BARNABAS HOUSE 


St. Barnabas House is a temporary rest home for men dis- 
charged from the hospitals of the city who are at the time with- 
out necessary funds properly to care for themselves. The work 
is carried on in a comfortable and quite commodious house (534 
South Boyle Avenue) in the eastern part of the city and is 
easily accessible. While the men are recuperating at the House, 
energetic efforts are made to find them some suitable occupation, 
or to locate them in some other place where they may have the 
care and attention which their physical needs require. 

During the year 1931 St. Barnabas House has given a total 
of 3,910 days’ care to 245 patients, all of them having some phy- 
sical handicap. 12,247 meals were served, because of the de- 
pression and the impossibility of obtaining work quickly, some 
free meals were served. 

Representatives of all sects, creeds, races and nationalities are 
found at St. Barnabas House, yet there is always harmony, hap- 
piness, tolerance and good fellowship. During their stay at St. 
Barnabas House every effort is made to improve their mental, 
moral and spiritual welfare. This definite, individual attention, 
in almost every case results in renewed inspiraton, hope, cour- 
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age and a confident belief in their ability to again face 
in the belief that they can win back to independence.

The work of the County and City Mission has been carried on 
by your Chaplain on the same lines as in former years. 

The methods used are unique with very little machinery. The 
former superintendent of the County Hospital, Dr. Stephenson, 
said last year that the work of the Society was of untold value, 
and the superintendent at San Tee gave practically the same 
testimony in regard to the work among the inmates of the County 
Farm where our visitors are warmly welcomed every Thursday 
afternoon. 

It would be out of place in a report of this kind to cite individ- 
ual cases, but it should be a great satisfaction to the members 
of the Society to know that their Chaplain has been enabled by 
God’s help to bring many of the aged, sick and dying to the 
Foot of the Cross, who otherwise would have been unshepherded. 

Magazines have been distributed to the Naval Hospital, County 
Hospital, Vauclain Home, Detention Home, Isolation Hospital, 
Neighborhood House, San Tee, Bostonia, Rest Haven, Cardiff, 
and Solana Beach Schools. 

The library at San Tee now numbers about 800 volumes, and 
the one at Vauclain about 250 volumes. 

The Society was very sorry to have to say goodbye to Miss 
Marie Barnes who so faithfully for two years helped in the work 
at San Tee; but the truth of the saying, ‘‘God removes His 
workers but His work goes on’’ was proved when Mrs. Wilson 
offered her services in the place of Miss Barnes. 
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The Christmas season is over most successfully. All the patients 
in the County Hospital, Vauclain Home and Psychopathic Hospi- 
tal, to the number of 550, were provided with presents, and a 
fine musical program was carried out by Mrs. Claude Webster, 
PSOKApE from Christmas Eve to the evening of New Year’s 

ay. ‘ 

A goodly quantity of clothing, shoes and bedding was received 
and distributed during the Christmas season, two Victrolas and 
a number of records have been donated, also some thirty Christ- 
mas baskets were provided for needy families, thanks to generous 
checks donated by several organizations in La Jolla. 

Again sincere thanks are tendered by your Chaplain to all 
who have so willingly helped in the work of the Mission during 
the past twelve months, especially to those who have assisted in 
the services at the County Hospital on the second Sunday of 
each month.

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REPORT OF THE 
HOSPITAL OF THE GOOD SAMARITAN 


The operation of the hospital during the year 1931 has re- 
quired the most careful management and the strictest economy 
compatible with the maintenance of a high standard of 
efficiency. 

The statistics for the year show a decline in the volume of 
work from the year 1930, which year showed a similar decline 
as compared with 1929. 

The number of patients admitted was 5,458; a decline of 848 
admissions from 1930 and of 1,301 from 1929, or an average of 
more than 100 a month. 

The daily average number of patients was 199.4—a decline 
of 31 in one year, or 43.3 in two years. 

The number of surgical operations was 4,337 (11.8 per day), 
a decline of 868 in one year and of 1,500 in two years. 

The one notable exception to the generally diminishing returns 
is the maternity department where figures continue to mount. 
542 babies in 1929, 600 in 1930, and 640 in 1931. 

The number of deaths during the year was 182, or 2.4 per cent 
of the number discharged. We are very happy to report that 
there were no obstetrical deaths. The average number of days 
under treatment was 13.3, 18.3 in 1930, 13.06 in 1929. 

The average cost per patient per day was 8.70, an increase of 
.32 in 1930 and of .94 over 1929. 

104 persons received free care in the hospital during the year, 
(room, board, nursing, and in some cases operating, drugs and 
dressings). 161 received reductions in rates; making a total of 
265 assisted. Among these were 23 clergymen of the Episcopal 
Church or members of clergymen’s families; 18 ministers of 
other churches, or members of ministers’ families; 41 graduate 
nurses, 14 student nurses, one deaconess, one parish worker, one 
social worker, and four children from the Church Home for 
Children. 

The amount of free work naturally shows an increase. Ex- 
pressed in terms of money, the amount given by the hospital 
in room, nursing, operating room, ete., was $26,674.46 as com- 
pared with $23,720.30, an increase of $2,953.16. To apply on 
this sum the hospital had the income on $55,000 productive in- 
vestments and the offering from the churches of $349.39, or 
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approximately $3,000. Additional free work was given by the 
various departments which are not directly financed by the 
hospital.

The one highlight in the experiences of this year was the un- 
expected gift in the early part of December of a legacy of 
$100,000 from the estate of Mrs. Margaret E. Vosburgh, as a 
memorial to her husband, J. J. Vosburgh, and ‘‘for the support 
of three rooms full time and one room on third time for charity 
patients’’. Coming just at this time of economic difficulty and 
consequently increased strain upon our resources, it will help us 
to meet more nearly the demands of the present urgent situation. 

In addition to this legacy, we have received $10,000 from the 
estate of Mrs. Catherine L. Edgar, an unrestricted legacy, and 
$1,000 from Mrs. John C. Dickson as an addition to the endow- 
ment of the John C. Dickson Bed. 

The most trying problem we have to meet in the work of this 
institution is the question of what to do with patients who have 
chronic or incurable diseases, particularly those who have no 
means of support. Organized as it is for the care of acute surgi- 
eal and medical cases, the hospital is necessarily equipped and 
staffed on a basis that makes its per capita per day far beyond 
what would be necessary for the care of patients of this kind. 
When we consider that the average length of stay in the hospital 
is $13.3 per day, it will be seen that the same endowment re- 
quired for the care of a chronic patient in this hospital for three 
months would provide for six patients with acute, curable dis- 
eases staying the average length of time, which might mean the 
saving of that many lives. For these reasons we have felt it 
necessary to limit the scope of the hospital for both free and pay 
patients to ‘‘patients with acute, curable diseases’’ and to say in 
our rules ‘‘only patients with acute, curable, non-contagious dis- 
eases are treated in the hospital’’. 

At the same time we realize that a clergyman faced with the 
necessity of finding a place for a member of his parish suffering 
from an incurable sickness naturally looks to the hospital for 
the answer to his difficulty. At times we have been obliged to 
make exceptions to this rule, but whenever we do so there must 
necessarily be a subtraction from the amount that can be given 
in the care of acute curable cases, for which the hospital is 


established. 
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There is only one satisfactory solution and sooner or later the 
Diocese should take steps to gather funds for the establishment 
of an institution or a department of this hospital specifically 
for chronic and incurable cases. No greater human service could 
be rendered by a person charitably inclined than to provide a 
gift or legacy for the endowment of an institution, to meet the 
need for which there is now no provision except in the County 
Hospital. By having such an institution as an annex to the 
hospital, built on the same grounds and operated under the same 
overhead and administration, the expenses could be reduced to 
the lowest terms. 

This statement is offered in the hope that it may receive seri- 
ous consideration and some plan be set in motion looking to the 
ultimate accomplishment of this most worthy end. 

The Dean of the Bishop Johnson College of Nursing announces 
that the educational requirement for the next incoming class will 
include high school graduation with eight recommended units 
and one semester of Junior College work in required subjects. 
She states also that the Board of Public Health of the State has 
approved the following courses: 

Five-year combined course to be given in Occidental College 
and Bishop Johnson College of Nursing. 

Four months’ advanced course in nursing education. 

Four months’ advanced course in obstetrical nursing. 

Four months’ advanced course in operating room technic. 

The approval of these courses has enabled us to enroll students 
electing to take the three-year course.

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REPORT OF THE CHURCH HOME FOR CHILDREN 


In submitting our Eighteenth Annual Report of the Church 
Home for Children of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles, the president and board of directors take 
this occasion to express their thanks and sincere appreciation to 
all persons in the Diocese of Los Angeles who in one way or 
another have helped during the past years. Their friendly in- 
terest and loyal support, together with their devotion to the 
cause, have been a constant source of encouragement to those who 
bear the immediate responsibility. 

While much has been accomplished there is much more to be 
done before our Church Home approximates the ideal. We look 
forward to the day when a sufficient endowment will have been 
reached to make it possible to fill our Home with children who 
are in need of our help. 

At the present time we have $12,000 in the Endowment Fund. 
This is a modest start, but we believe it will grow until it 
becomes of such proportions as to make it possible for the Home 
some day to be filled with children who are admittedly absolutely 
free. We venture the hope that many of our Church people and 
friends will remember the Home in their wills, and thereby add 
from time to time to our Endowment Fund. 

There is a capacity for seventy-two children in the Home. At 
the present time there are forty-seven children being cared for. 
We are obliged to refuse admittance to many who need us be- 
cause we have not the funds to meet the expenses of their sup- 
port. Every week we turn little children away. As they leave 
the Home are hearts are heavy because we have been obliged to 
deny their entrance. If a sufficient number of friends in the 
Diocese would make a donation to the Home of one dollar per 
month regularly and systematically, we could fill every empty 
room. We receive nothing through the Community Chest. Our 
income, with the exception of what is paid by relatives or friends 
of the children for board, comprises contributions from friends 
of the Home—our own Church people. About one-fourth of our 
work is entirely free, another fourth is partly paid for by rela- 
tives or friends, and there are only fourteen at the present time 
paying thirty-five dollars per month, which is the full cost of 
the monthly maintenance of a child in the Home. 

We have a few scholarships of $420.00 each. A scholarship 
will take care of a child for one year. Some of these scholarships 
are being maintained by individuals and others are being main- 
tained by several parishes in our Diocese. Much of our free 
work is done by means of these scholarships. We are greatly 
in need of many more scholarships. 

The funds of the Home are so well managed that from our 
income, together with a legacy, we have paid off our indebtedness 
and have come through the summer without incurring any fur- 
ther indebtedness. For the past two months our expenses have 
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not exceeded our income. To the Executive Committee and to 
our superinendent is due great credit for economy and efficiency. 

The Board of Directors meets regularly every month and give 
to the Home its careful attention to its problems and exercises 
full supervision over its affairs. 

There is a Council for the Church Home for Children com- 
prised of a band of faithful women who come from various par- 
ishes in our Diocese once each month to consider its need and 
who work for the welfare of the Home. The Council is com- 
prised, theoretically, of five women from every parish. Many 
parishes have the full quota of representatives at each Council 
meeting. To these meetings all women of the Diocese interested 
in the welfare of little children are cordially welcome. The 
Council meets at the Home on the first Monday of each month at 
2:00 p.m. 

The Church Home is located at 940 North Avenue 64. 

The finances of the Home have been audited by Price, Water- 
house and Company, and found correct. 

We herewith submit a Financial Statement, and ask that it be 
incorporated in its entirety as part of this report for publica- 
on in the Convention Journal.

REPORT OF THE HOME FOR THE AGED 


The Home for the Aged once more wishes gratefully to 
acknowledge the loyalty of its many friends in these times of 
stress. 

The Home during 1931 has cared for twenty-nine persons, 
losing four by death, including the old gentleman who outlived 
his hundredth birthday by four months. In spite of the fact 
that four vacancies occurred, the waiting list has increased to 
229. 

Our receipts for the year amounted to $11,921.05, our expenses 
$11,381.61, which would seem to show that we were closing with 
a small surplus. On the contrary, the items of prepaid insurance 
and interest, plus the 100 per cent taxation on our land—a 
taxation which we share in common with all other charitable 
institutions in 1981—-plus also a 10 per cent depreciation on our 
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buildings to cover a period of nine years, leaves us with a deficit 
of $8,660.27. 

Our mortgage last year was reported as reduced to $18,600 at 
6 per cent. The drastic financial situation that has obtained all 
over the world mde our directors feel that it was safer to invest 
available funds in our own ‘‘paper’’ than in other things, so, to 
that end, our mortgage was eliminated last July, by the use 
of the Edgar estate, $5,000, the Seager estate, $500, and the bal- 
ance, trust funds on which we must still pay interest. As other 
monies are available from time to time, these trust funds will 
be released. 

Our General Endowment Fund, made up of admission fees 
and all undesignated bequests, amounting to $46,557.20 as com- 
pared to $42,336.27 last year. Our special endowment given for 
the present building is $29,362.55, as compared to $28,327.55 last 
year. The reserve fund used to cover investment losses has been 
depleted by $70.48, now being $3,094.19, making a total in en- 
dowment and reserve of $79,013.94. 

This is our first report on a fiscal year basis and so accounts 
for thirteen months. 

Our gratitude goes out to the following parishes for their 
material helpfulness. Among them should be a eredit for $100 
from the Woman’s Auxiliary of St. Paul’s, San Diego, but, be- 
cause of a misunderstanding, it did not reach us for 1931. We 
will report it next year.

REPORT OF THE BISHOP’S SCHOOL FOR GIRLS 


Since the last report, the Bishop’s School has completed its 
twenty-second year, graduating in June, 1931, a class of twenty- 
four, the largest in the history of the school. Of these girls, 
seventeen are in college, and all the others are doing work in 
some special field in this country or in Europe. 

Not only was the academic work of a high standard, but the 
artistic accomplishment in the studio and in the dramatic classes 
was unusually good. At the request of a local artist, an ex- 
hibition of sculpture by our pupils was held in La Jolla for ten 
days. The celebration of Vergil’s bimillenium on May Day by 
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an out-of-door play portraying episodes in the poet’s life, added 
greatly to the community’s interest in what we are attempting 
to give our students in the way of culture and beauty. 

During the past summer, improvements were restricted to the 
enlargement of the main study hall, the beautifying of the 
grounds, and the grading of our future hockey field. If the 
school needs to stress one thing above others at this point in its 
development, it is the necessity of following the trend of all 
modern, progressive education, in offering a variety of oppor- 
tunities for the healthful and happy use of leisure time. We 
must convince our young people that there are other sources of 
pleasure than automobiles, moving pictures, and jazz, and this 
can be attempted only by giving ample playgrounds, rooms for 
handwork, and special student activities. Hockey, basketball, 
tennis and swimming are necessary outlets. A new stable at the 
edge of the town, opened during the past summer, has materially 
increased enthusiasm for riding. 

The Bishop’s School will have failed, however, if the girls 
entrusted to its care cease to feel the urge to share with others. 
The sending of Thanksgiving boxes to the Church Home for 
Children, and the entertainment of sixty boys and girls from a 
Home in San Diego have become annual events. In 1930-31 a 
room in a children’s hospital in Athens was furnished by our 
students. More than a hundred garments were made last Lent 
and given to the Red Cross for distribution. A sum of $100.00 
was also raised for La Jolla’s unemployment fund. Since gifts 
like these must be made from small allowances, they really repre- 
sent personal sacrifice. 

In spite of the general depression, the school has been much 
blessed during the first semester of the present school year. 
Our registration of 104 falls very little below the average 
number.

REPORT OF THE HARVARD SCHOOL 


For the first time in its history, Harvard School, the Bishop’s 
school for boys in the Diocese, now in its thirty-second year, 
reports otherwise than through Robert B. Gooden as headmas- 
ter. When consecrated as our Suffragan Bishop, he rounded out 
twenty years of constructive headmastership at this great insti- 
tution, building Christian character, good citizenshp and appre- 
ciation of real scholarship into the lives of hundreds of boys. 
Over 2,000 alumni and other former students today proudly 
eall him friend. He so instilled his life and devotion into the 
school as to infuse much of the same spirit into his fine faculty 
and staff that they have been happy to continue in the service 
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of the school, all for at least three years and some on for periods 
up to thirty years. 

To sueceed such a man as Bishop Gooden both discourages 
and challenges. Fortunately his influence pervades school and 
personnel so the new headmaster’s work has been a constant joy. 
A ministry to boys extends like a multiplication table. 

At present 190 students are enrolled, the reduction from the 
usual capacity being due to economic conditions, to the loss of 
the veteran headmaster, Dr. Gooden, and to the outgrown loca- 
tion of the school. The faculty consists of twenty-two trained 
teachers. 

In scholarship Harvard School stands high, being the only 
school west of the Rockies to obtain a charter of ‘‘Cwm Laude’’, 
the national scholarship honor society for secondary schools. 
Graduates have been sent to over seventy universities and col- 
leges in this country and abroad. 

In interscholastic athletics the school stands high, but its 
unique fame is through its ‘‘club’’ system of intra-mural sports 
through which every student shares in competition in all 
branches of athletics with boys of his own age and weight. 

The Military Department, commanded by a Lieutenant Colonel 
of the Regular Army especially detailed from Washington, 
teaches boys to obey and to command, furnishes fine physical 
training, and earns the highest commendation from the national 
government. 

The education provided by Harvard School is founded on 
Christian character, and the building of that is stimulated im- 
mensely by the beautiful Chapel. Every school day and on 
Sundays services are held and are heartily shared in by the 
students. 

The effectiveness of the school’s program is proved by the 
alumni, many of them leaders in the life of the State, who fre- 
quently visit and each year fill the great dining-room at the 
annual reunion dinner. 

As the barley fields which originally surrounded the school 
gave place to city development, Dr. Gooden and his associates 
realized the importance of moving into again more rural sur- 
roundings, so in 1926 a marvelous twenty-five acre campus was 
purchased in the Westwood Hills near the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles. Various causes delayed the move, but 
now it is contemplated for 1932, the trustees and alumni having 
embarked on a directed program to raise $500,000 through the 
school’s alumni and friends for new buildings. This will en- 
able Harvard School to render increased and finer service to the 
community in educating leaders who will demonstrate the Char- 
acter, Scholarship, Prowess, which are its foundation aim.

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REPORT OF THE 
SEAMEN’S CHURCH INSTITUTE OF LOS ANGELES 


San Pedro, California 


The Chaplain acknowledges with deep gratitude the work of 
the former Chaplain, the Rev. H. H. Kelley. Having served tens 
of thousands of men and boys over a period of ten years with 
consecrated and unselfish devotion to their interests, his name is 
held in the highest regard not only by the people of San Pedro 
and the shipping interests represented in our port, but by scores 
of thousands of merchant seamen scattered throughout the 
world. 

There are those who think the word Institute is anything but 
a warm word; that it is more interested in statistics than it is 
in genuine friendliness. All that is needed to correct this im- 
pression is to visit our Institute and see what is going on. The 
word Institute, as used by us, means the following things: our 
building, first of all, is a church where God is worshipped and 
the name of Jesus Christ revered. Through the great generosity 
of Saint Luke’s Church of Los Angeles we have been given a 
very beautiful altar and all that goes with it. This altar is now 
standing in a most conspicuous place in our building, proving 
to all who come to us that our faith and hope is in God, and our 
desire first of all is to bring the mind and spirit of Jesus Christ 
into the lives of all who come across our gang-plank. Our church 
services are held on Sunday afternoons at 4 o’clock, and we can- 
not express our thanks adequately to those ministers and con- 
gregations and other groups who have made our services what 
they are. Every Sunday afternoon our room is filled with sea- 
men. As a matter of fact all available space is filled by 3:30 
p-m., and our doors are locked at 4:00 o’clock lest we be over- 
erowded. For the past two months we have had an average of 
two hundred men each Sunday afternoon. Added to this, twenty 
to fifty of our church people have been coming down on each 
Sunday afternoon and have brought with them delicious and 
satisfying refreshments; and after the service sandwiches, 
doughnuts, coffee, apples and oranges have brought great happi- 
ness to our men. The fact is that in these days we are dealing 
with hundreds of men daily, who, through no fault of their own, 
are hungry, both physically and spiritually; and our aim has 
been to satisfy them as far as possible in both ways. Except 
for the great help which hase come to us from our churches and 
other groups, hundreds of men might easily believe that they 
are forgotten of their fellowmen. We want other groups to come 
to us and the Chaplain will be happy when all our dates are 
filled. It is our hope and intention of getting as many different 
groups as possible to come to us on Sunday afternoons. We 
believe these services are not only useful and satisfying to the 
men but that they are opening the eyes of many people to the 
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deep needs of hundreds of worthy men who, through no fault 
of their own, are cast upon our shores. 

Besides being a church, we are a theatre, a club, a hotel, a 
library, a post office, a baggage room, a store, a wood yard, a 
shoe repair shop, a pressing establishment, an employment 
agency, a lost boy bureau, a bank; a place not only where the 
homeless, tired, hungry, and lonely boy may meet his friends 
but a place, also in addition, where sympathetic listeners and 
helpers are to be found among all the members of our staff. Too 
much praise cannot be given to the members of the staff who 
day in and day out serve these merchant seamen. 150,000 times 
last year our doors were pushed open to admit needy men and 
boys. Our staff has answered these requests faithfully and well. 

In the past year we have added considerably to our equipment. 
Through the gifts of generous friends we have added ten beds, 
which alone may not seem much, but when multiplied by 365 
means a lot; for they are filled every night, and in the course 
of a year 3,650 weary and lonely boys will have been put to rest 
in clean and comfortable beds. We have added also the equip- 
ment necessary for hair cutting and for the repairing of shoes. 
A little thing which has meant much to our boys has been the 
ability to wash their own clothes and to press them after they 
have been washed. Through the great generosity of other friends 
we have been given a washing machine and a mangle and we 
are now doing our own laundry work which is saving us approxi- 
mately $50.00 a month and thus allowing this money to be put 
to better use. In this connection may we hope that means will 
be provided whereby we may secure a dryer so that our laundry 
work may go on in bad weather. We are prepared now to wash 
and polish your automobiles and we will call for and deliver your 
ears and the charge will be what you think the job is worth. We 
are prepared also to furnish wood for fireplaces, but until we 
get a truck we are handicapped in making deliveries. Another 
friend has given us a new radio and has re-covered our pool 
table, thus providing much wholesome amusement for our men. 
Our friends have come to us during the week and provided 
wholesome entertainment, which is greatly needed. We dare to 
believe that friends will be found who will make it possible for 
us to own a moving picture machine so that our social enter- 
tainments may be regular, and that we be not entirely dependent 
upon the irregular help of various groups of friends. : 

One of the very greatest additions to our work, and one which 
has brought great comfort, not to mention protection to health, 
is the old clothes and shoe department. A great many friends 
have sent to us wearing apparel of all kinds. This has meant 
more to our men than we can begin to describe. With no work, 
the average time put in by our men waiting for a job is 150 
days. Clothes have a way of wearing out and men have been 
and still are cold. Do send us your old clothes or allow us to 
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gather them up. Jesus once said something about ‘‘Naked and 
ye clothed Me.’’ We believe this was not poetry but something 
that should be done by His followers. 


We have been cheered most of all by the great help which 
has come to us through our Women’s Crew. You have heard 
something about this new organization, which with only $15.00 
in its treasury assumed half of our mortgaged indebtedness, 
amounting to $12,600, and have determined that they will pay 
the interest until they pay the capital. We cannot begin to ex- 
press our gratitude to Mrs. Nichols Milbank, her officers and the 
members of her Crew, who have brought to us this tremendous 
help. The Blue Book will give you the names of these great 
friends. With their aid we are persuaded that friends in suffi- 
cient numbers will be found who will help us to meet the needs 
of the hundreds of men who come through our doors daily. I 
am most happy to announce that Mrs. Isaac Milbank has become 
our first Founder member; and in gratitude to God for the re- 
covery of our Bishop, Bishop Stevens has been made an hon- 
orary Founder of the Crew. This was accomplished by ten 
friends who gladly contributed $50.00 each for this purpose. The 
officers and members of our Crew believe that many people in 
Southern California of all churches and none can be found who 
will take memberships ranging from $1.00 to $100.00. They dare 
to believe also that others can be found who will become Found. 
ers and Benefactors at $500.00 and $1000.00 each. Having met 
but three times already, our Women’s Crew has approximately 
$1,400.00 in its treasury. We eall this a most happy beginning. 
Those of us who know most about the Institute are convinced 
that when the tremendous needs of our merchant seamen are 
known those needs will be met. 

I have been notified by the Board of Missions that the help 
which the Church has been giving us amounting to $2,500.00 
a year is to be cut during 1932 by 10 per cent. According to the 
figures published in the Southern California Churchman, there 
are more than 25,000 known Episcopalians in this Diocese and 
we have reason to believe that there are many thousands more 
in hiding. The average contribution per Episcopalian per year 
coming regularly to us through Church channels has amounted 
to 10 cents each. We have been notified that 9 cents is all that 
we can expect during this year. We know full well that the 
Board of Missions has not taken this action because they wanted 
to, but because the funds which they have received in 1931 has 
not warranted the board in promising more than they had rea- 
sonable hopes of receiving in 1932. I do appeal, therefore, to 
our churches and to our church organizations to send us regu- 
larly each month, if they will, even small amounts, that we may 
have sufficient funds with which to do our work. It is the hope 
and expectation of your Chaplain and the Board of Directors 
that the community nature of our work will become more and 
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more apparent to the Community Chest and that the community 
at large will feel that its responsibility is greater than has been 
heretofore assumed. With a budget amounting approximately 
to $22,000 a year, $6,700 of which is promised by the Com- 
munity Chest and $2,250 from the Church during 1932, the prob- 
lem of financing our Seamen’s Church Institute is not an easy 
task. Outstanding debts and unsecured notes amount to $13,000. 
Our total indebtedness amounts to $26,000. It is apparent that 
with $22,000 to be raised and less than $9,000 promised the 
remainder must be raised in some manner. The Community 
Chest, a mighty agency for good in our great city, cannot do it 
all; and, if it could, there are some of us who would not sur- 
render our right to serve in the name and in the spirit and to the 
glory of Jesus Christ. If we are to hold The Seamen’s Institute 
in the church, the church must continue to be a larger factor 
in its financial support. 

Your Chaplain is happy to announce that recently we have 
elected Reverend T. Raymond Jones, rector of Saint James 
Church, South Pasadena; and Mr. John C. Austin, ex-president 
of the Chamber of Commerce, to our Board of Directors, and 
that these gentlemen have accepted their election. 

Following this statement is the summary of our service for 
the past year and a financial statement of our receipts and dis- 
bursements. These figures will speak for themselves. It is our 
hope to extend the service rendered in the name of the Church 
as far as possible and as fast as can be done. We hope and expect 
to find 10,000 friends in Southern California, both in and out 
of our Church, who will show their interest in us by giving us 
at least $1.00 a year. Our Institute publication, The Anchor, is 
now going into 650 homes each month and we want our friends 
to know what we are doing. We have reasons for believing that 
The Anchor has been making friends for the Institute. For all 
the great help which has come to us from many sources we ex- 
press our deepest gratitude. The work of our Institute must 
reflect the growth of our port. We hope, therefore, that our 
friends will, when they are drawing their last will and testa- 
ments, remember the Seamen’s Church Institute of Los Angeles. 
Surely our work is the Church in action. We have reasons for 
being exceedingly proud that our Church is daily helping men 
to believe that God cares because we care. When you are sign- 
ing checks, write our name upon one of them. Come and see us 
at any time. We begin at 6 o’clock in the morning and we are 
open every day of the year until 10:30 o’clock at night.

REPORT OF THE 
NEIGHBORHOOD SETTLEMENT ASSOCIATION 


That Life as the Art of Living should not be too depleted 
among the young and so sap the resources of the future has 
been the main concern of the Headworker during the past year — 
of economic depression. 


It has been possible to do something of definite value for the 
physical well-being of the very young and thus, too, to alleviate 
the burden of anxiety of the parents of our babies which neces- 
sarily reacts on the life of the child. The schools have taken 
eare of the feeding of children of school age who would other- 
wise have had many hungry days. 


The settlement budget has not been reduced as yet beyond 
its existing minimum, so that we have gone along with a simple 
program for enriching the quality of life and seeking to give it 
some high points of experience for all who come to the House. 

In respect to numbers there has been a considerable increase 
during the last six months, mainly in the membership of young 
men. Of these more than a hundred have registered for dances, 
and an approximate number of young women have responded to 
the same invitation. A significant opportunity thus is opened 
for building up a wholesome social life which cannot be ade- 
quately fulfilled because of the limitations of the staff. 


A group of about twenty young men who had spent their boy- 
hood play hours at the settlement have made ‘‘Nahorhood’’ their 
headquarters for unemployed time. A baseball tea and a mixed 
group (young men and girls) in dramaties have offered them 
an outlet for energy and an objective interest. In addition, they 
have themselves brought music and an almost unfailing good 
cheer in spite of the discouragements which they experience daily 
in the matter of finding work. For those in this group and in 
the staff who are fond of singing there has been a common study 
especially of Spanish songs of Mexican origin. The House has 
been open at all hours to them, and its hospitality frequently 
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extended in the way of informal parties on short notice, and a 
regular Sunday evening supper. 

A community store room has afforded neighborly service to 
meet emergencies in nearby families, and the customary round 
of accident, illness, and other family problems has been cared 
for with unnumbered hours of personal attention by the family 
visitor. No two days are ever alike in respect to the nature of 
the calls that come to the House from its neighborhood. The 
motto of the year was and may well continue the same: ‘‘ Wisdom 
lies in the master administration of the unforeseen.’’ (Robert 
Bridges, Testament of Beauty.) 

Much of the service rendered outside the Settlement has to do 
with supplementing and coordinating the public welfare services 
for the relief of our neighbors, and in carrying a rightful share 
of the work of the Council of Social Agencies. We are able to 
report that, in some respects, needs are more carefully met 
through Public Service channels than was the case a year ago. 

A visit from two students of St. Margaret’s House, Berkeley, 
_at Christmas time opened a possibility of cooperation in field 
training for social service which it is hoped others of the Church 
connection may also care to take advantage of and thus multiply 
the number of volunteers, the only possible way at the present 
crisis of meeting the increasing demands upon the settlement. 

With the exception of the Boys’ Work Directors, now students 
on part time, the staff remains as last year. Though the number 
of volunteers has been small, we are grateful for some excellent 
work that has been done from time to time during the year.

REPORT OF THE BISHOP’S GUILD 


Throughout the year we are in touch with the women members 
of your parishes; this is the one, priceless opportunity to reach 
you, who are the guiding hands of your parishes. 

Bishop Stevens’ repeated statement, that the special function 
of the Bishop’s Guild—that of raising a Discretionary Fund 
for the diocesian—is an indispensable part of the machinery 
of the Diocese, which he could not get along without—is what 
I wish you to bear in mind, as you listen to this report. 

The depression has reached through all stratas of our com- 
plicated American life even to the lowest. It has affected all 
our Diocesan organizations. Strange to say, it is not so much 
in a monetary way the Guild has felt it but in the way of greatly 
lessened collections of those things you and your flock are usually 
so glad to rid yourselves of—namely, your no-longer-needed pos- 
sessions. As such articles are the ‘‘red blood’’ of our existence, 
when they are withheld in any large measure, we are handi- 
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capped both in raising our pledge of $100.00 a month for the 
Bishop and in filling our second function, that of supplying the 
needs of the poor. This latter need is fulfilled in two ways: by 
selling at very nominal prices, and by giving needed articles of 
clothing to those in absolute destitution. The list of men who 
have been sent to our clothing bureau and thrift shop at 2160 
East Ninth Street, this past year, by clergy and social workers, 
and to whom we have given requested articles of clothing, is, 
indeed, a long one. 

Twice the amount of second-hand things could be used, if we 
had them to sell and give. I cannot, therefore, stress too strongly 
the continuous need of a sufficient supply of things sent in, to 
equal the demand. In this respect you can all help us greatly. 
For surely you wish to back your own Church organization in 
this collecting of used articles, even though other agencies in the 
community may make an impassioned appeal to your sym- 
pathies. Bring this situation before your parish occasionally. 
Burlap bags are available for collecting things. If you have a 
small parish or mission, it is suggested that a bag be kept in 
the parish house for all to use. Our truck collects in different 
districts of Los Angeles once a week; in the outlying districts 
once a month. Phone TUcker 1337 when you need the truck. 


The policy that ‘‘advertising generally pays’’ prompted the 
officers of the Guild to start on a program last February of 
speaking in behalf of the Bishop’s Guild at parish meetings 
where asked to do so. Eighteen of these talks have been given 
before groups of women in as many parishes and missions during 
the past year. In each ease they not only produced new mem- 
bers but proved that there were many who had previously only 
a bare knowledge of the existence of such an organization, but 
knew little or nothing about it. The interest thus aroused is 
bearing fruit. 

The Bishop’s Guild has functioned actively in all its depart- 
ments this past year. The membership has had a net gain of 113, 
the total membership now being 500. The executive board num- 
bers 17. It has met each month of the working year, as has the 
Guild, the different parish Guilds serving tea, and at each meet- 
ing an interesting speaker was heard. The annual luncheon was 
held in May. 

Six hundred dollars, collected for the Guild’s Memorial to ; 
Bishop Johnson (a pulpit for the chapel at Westwood), was — 
turned over to the building committee, that amount to be ered- | 
ited to us for the pulpit when the second unit is built. The Guild 
is slowly collecting the remaining $400 pledged for that purpose. 

Through the Social Service committee of the Guild at Christ- 
mas time, the hundreds of manger gifts from fourteen parishes 
were taken care of through a clearing-house at the Neighbor- 
hood Settlement and distributed to Diocesan institutions and 
hospitals. 
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The most interesting undertaking this past year was the ex- 
periment in Pasadena to which I will refer briefly. In June 
the clothing bureau in Los Angeles was closed for the summer 
for a complete overhauling. Then was begun a series of Satur- 
day rummage sales at a private house, put at our disposal, on 
Lincoln Avenue, Pasadena. These were held with great success 
until the Bishop’s Guild Thrift Shop was opened the first of 
October, a block further north. This shop functioned for three 
months under able volunteer management and volunteer work- 
ers from neighboring parishes in Pasadena, Glendale, Eagle 
Rock, ete., who generously gave of their time. It was deemed 
advisable to close this shop January Ist, two things being the 
unfortunate cause for this decision; namely, not enough money 
in the households of our purchasers, and not enough articles 
coming in in the collections to keep two shops running to 
advantage. 

The officers for the ensuing year are the same as last, the only 
change being in the chairman of the Clothing Bureau Committee, 
Mrs. W. W. Nash resigning and Dr. Annie L. Higbie being 
appointed her successor. 

President, The Bishop; chairman, Mrs. John J. Lawrence; 
vice-chairman, Mrs. Robert E. Pond; treasurer, Mrs. Jessie Stu- 
art; secretary, Mrs. Cereno P. Jones; corresponding secretary, 
Miss Renney Gerrard ; members-at-large, Mrs. Robert B. Gooden 
and Mrs. Edwin T. Lewis; correspondent, Mrs. Frank Hamel, 
and seven chairmen of committees and two sub-chairmen. 

All money received above absolutely necessary expenses goes 
to the Bishop’s Discretionary Fund. Two salaries are paid, $50 
per month to the sales director at the Clothing Bureau and 
Thrift Shop, Mrs. Bender; and $11 per week to the driver of 
the truck. 

From this report I am sure you have gained a fairly clear idea 
of the purposes and activities of the Bishop’s Guild.

REPORT OF THE GIRLS’ FRIENDLY SOCIETY 


The Girls’ Friendly Society in the Diocese of Los Angeles 
organized one new branch and re-organized five during 1931. 
They were St. Bartholomew’s, El] Sereno; St. James’, South 
Pasadena; St. Peter’s, San Pedro; St. Mary’s Japanese Mission, 
St. Mary’s Mission, Culver City, and St. Andrew’s, Los Angeles. 
These baby branches are flourishing and we expect great things 
of them. Three branches disbanded and two became inactive 
during the year, leaving twenty-five branches active in 1931. 

Heathcote Hall has housed, on an average, eighteen women a 
month. This means that it is only half filled and it will be im- 
possible to show a profit until we acquire more boarders. 

The total receipts for the corporation for 1931 were $13,493.58 ; 
total disbursements for the corporation for 1931 were $11,447.64, 
leaving a balance on hand January 1, 1982, of............ $ 1,945.94 — 

The valuation of the Lenten sewing done by the branches, in | 
co-operation with the Woman’s Auxiliary, was $438.77. 

One corporate communion was held during the year and 
members of the Girls’ Friendly Society attended the Woman’s | 
Auxiliary Quiet Day. 

In October my resignation as president of the Diocesan Girls’ | 
Friendly Society was accepted by the Executive Committee and | 
Mrs. Stevens took my place, but due to Bishop Stevens’ illness 
I have carried on at her request. 

Camp Johnson Leadership Conference for Younger Members 
was held at the Bishop’s School, La Jolla, June 21 to July 5. 
The leader of the conference was Mrs. W. Betrand Stevens and 
the chaplain, the Rev. G. M. Macdougall. The fifty girls in at- 
tendance were enthusiastic and apparently imbued with some of 
the qualities which we strive to inculcate in Girls’ Friendly 
members. 

Miss Florence Newbold, executive secretary of the National 
Girls’ Friendly Society, and Miss Frances Arnold, field secre- 
tary, were both in this Diocese for a short time during October 
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and November. Miss Newbold led an associate’s conference, be- 
ginning with Holy Communion, on Wednesday, October 28, and 
visited nearly all the branches. Miss Arnold spoke at the San 
Convocation and visited Riverside. 

The National Council meeting of the Girls’ Friendly Society 
will be held in Los Angeles in 1933. The date is tentatively set 
from July 3 to 10, and plans have been formulated which will 
be announced within the next month or so by the National 
Society. 

What a challenge this past year has been to church organiza- 
tions! Families suffering from financial depression have had to 
eliminate paid entertainment from their lives in many instances. 
This has created more interest in church organizations; this, and 
the much greater fundamental realization that without an active 
belief in God and a nearness to Him we are tragic people, in- 
deed, when the glitter of a money-mad world has faded. 

Cannot the clergy and leaders in church organizations plan 
programs so interesting that they will intrigue and hold young 
people until such time as their own faith, developed through 
this means, will bind them permanently to their church? This 
is what the Girls’ Friendly Society hopes to work towards during 
1932.

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JOHN EDWIN HAYS WOOD 


Deacon 
September 26, 1895—April 9, 1931 


John E. H. Wood, Vicar of the Church of the Redeemer, Los 
Angeles, died April 9, 1931, after a number of years of ill 
health. Born in Ohio, he came to Los Angeles as a boy, and 
was educated in the public schools here. In 1921 he was con- 
firmed at the Mission of the Ascension Tujunga, where he 
served as a lay reader. In 1926 he joined the staff of St. James’ 
Church, Los Angeles, and began to study for the ministry at 
California Christian College. He was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Stevens, July 9, 1929, and in March, 1931, was ap- 
pointed vicar of the Church of the Redeemer. He was par- 
ticularly successful in his work with young people, and his 
lovable disposition, and winning personality made him many 
friends. Burial services were held by Bishop Stevens at St. 
Paul’s Cathedral April 11th.

WALTER ALBERT ARCHIBALD SHIPWAY 
Priest 


September 15, 1879—August 20, 1931 


Walter A. A. Shipway, Vicar of St. Mark’s Church, San 
Diego and Calvary Mission, died in Chicago, after a short 
illness, on August 20th. He was born in London, England in 
1879, and came to America in 1908. He was first ordained a 
minister in the Congregational Church. In 1911 he was or- 
dained deacon and in 1913, priest in the Episcopal Church, 
the latter in All Saints’ Church, Windsor, Ontario. He served 
the Church in several places in the district of Spokane, before 
coming to the Diocese of Los Angeles, as rector of Holy Trinity 
Church, Covina in 1923. After four years in this position, he 
went to San Diego, where his aggressive work and forceful 
preaching built up the Church. He was an energetic, devoted 
pastor and a preacher of force and distinction. Burial services 
were held from St. Mark’s Church by Bishop Gooden. 
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CONSTITUTIONS AND CANONS AMENDED, 
CONVENTION, 1932 


/ Article VI, Section 19, of the Constitutions, the amendment 
of 1931 was ratified, by striking out after the words ‘*Bishop 
Coadjutor’’ the words ‘‘if there be one,’’ and inserting in their 
place the words ‘‘and the Suffragan Bishop, if there be such’’. 


The amended section now reads, ‘‘The Bishop and the Bishop 
Coadjutor and the Suffragan Bishop, if there be such, shall have 
a seat and a vote in the Convention.”’ 


$e Article XIV, Section 39 of the Constitutions, the amendment 
of 1931 was ratified, by adding in the seventh line after the 
words ‘‘if there be one’’ the following ‘‘the suffragan Bishop, 
or.’’ That portion now reads ‘‘and in case of the absence from 
the Diocese of the Bishop and the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be 
one, the Suffragan Bishop, or the Standing Committee, if au- 

- thorized so to act under the Episcopal hand and seal; shall in 
like manner be the Ecclesiastical authority.”’ 


Article VIII, Section 25 of the Constitutions, was amended 
subject to ratification by the Convention of 1933, by substituting 
for the Section the following which shall be the new section 25. 
‘The Bishop of this Diocese is ex officio President of the Con- 
vention. In the absence of the Bishop, the Bishop Coadjutor, if 
there be one, shall preside. In case the Bishop and the Bishop 
Coadjutor, if there be one, shall be absent, or incapable of acting, 
Convention shall elect the Suffragan Bishop, if there be one, or 
a Presbyter of Convention, present at that Convention, to act 
as President pro tempore of that Convention.’’ 


Canon VI, Section 38, was amended by striking out the entire 
section, and substituting the following for section 38: ‘‘At the 
opening of each Annual Convention, after Divine Service, the 
Bishop, or in case of his absence or inability to act, or of a 
vacaney in the Episcopate, the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be 
one, or in the absence of both, the Suffragan Bishop, if there be 
one, or in the absence of all three, the senior Presbyter present 
in the Convention, shall take the Chair, after which the pro- 
cedure shall be according to an order of business, which, having 
been once adopted, shall continue in force, until the same, in 
whole or in part, shall have been amended, suspended, or re- 
pealed.’’ 


Canon VII, Section 63 of the Canons was changed by changing 
the Amendment of 1929, so that the portion regarding Class 1 


now reads, ‘‘Class 1—Up to ‘‘1,000.—An equitable assessment 
to be levied upon each parish and mission.’’ 


Canon VIII, Section 68, was amended by striking out the 
words ‘‘on Monday following the last Sunday of each month,’’ 
and inserting in its place the words ‘‘not later than the 25th of 
each month.’’ The amended portion now reads, ‘‘The members 
of each organized Mission shall, through their Treasurer, fo 
ward not later than the 25th of each month, to the Treasurer . 
the Diocese,’’ ete. 


Canon IX, was changed in that the two sections numbered 
76, were now numbered correctly, the new section added in 1928, 
requiring permission before mortgaging, remaining section 76, 
and the amendment of 1931, referring to the requirements for a 
mission before becoming a parish, was numbered 77. No changes 
were made in the wording. 


ERRATA 


In the copies of Amendments last year, on page 3, Canons 
amended 1929, Canon VIII, Section 65, in the last line a period 
and capital ‘‘U’’ were omitted. In place of one sentence, follow- 
ing the words ‘‘in like manner’’ a period should be inserted, and 
the word ‘‘Upon’’ begin with a capital. This part would read 
‘“Subsequent extensions of the said trust may be made in like 
manner. Upon the termination of said trust, the said Diocesan 
Corporation,’’ ete. 


Due to an error of the Printer, the back label on the 1931 
Journal was omitted. A gummed sticker with the wording 
‘“Diocese of Los Angeles, 1931,’’ is herewith enclosed, which may 
be pasted on the back, and make them uniform. 
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
